Moody  from  Catawba  River. 

Invitation  to  visiting  ministers  was  then  given,  and  accepted  by 
R.  W.  Wooten,  C.  W.  Bessent,  W.  R.  Gaultney,  J.  D.  Hufham,  Jno. 
Mitchel,  J.  B.  Richardson,  J.  B.  Boon,  Gr.  W. "Greene,  I.  N.  Heynes, 
T.  J.  Rook  and  L.  P.  Gaultney.   • 

On  motion,  J.  H.  Mills,  Editor  Biblical  Recorder,  was  request 
ted  to  sit  with  the  body,  and  accepted. 

On  motion,  it  was  made  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  appoint 
all  committees. 

The  Moderator  then  appointed  on  the  Committee  of  Arrange- 
ments, Win.  Pool,  I.  Oxford,  S.  Ferguson,  J.  McNeill,  E.  K.  Walsh, 
with  the  Moderator  and  Clerk.  Correspondents  were  asked  to  sit 
with  said  Committee.

FRIDAY,  10  O'clock,  A.  M. 

The  Moderator  called  the  body  to  order  by  singing  and  prayer. 

Called  the  roll  of  delegates  and  marked  absentees. 

The  Minutes  of  Thursday  were  read  and  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  of  Arrangements  was  received  and 
Committee  discharged. 

The  Constitution  adopted  by  the  Convention  at  Three  Forks, 
was  reacl,  and  after  deliberation  the  10th  article  was  amended  and  by 
striking  out  the  words  "Lord  it,"  and  inserting  "exercise  lordship," 
whereupon  the  said  Constitution  was  adopted,  unanimously.

Church,  eleven  miles  N.  W.  of  Wilkesboro',  to  commence  on  Thurs- 
day before  the  third  Sunday  in  Aug.  1873 — Wm.  Pool  was  elected  to 
preach  the  Introductory,  and  he  chose  J.  McNeil  his  alternate. 

The  Finance  Com.  was  then  called  on,  and  reported  :  Received 
from  the  churches  $32.45,  which  sum,  on  motion,  was  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  Clerk,  who  was  ordered  to  retain  $6.00  for  his  service 
and  to  superintend  the  printing  of  minutes. 

Adjourned  to  Saturday,  Prayer  by  W.  R.  Gaultney. 

SATURDAY,  Aug.  Hch. 

Met  and  spent  one  hour  in  Prayer  meeting,  conducted  by  R.  H. 
Moody,  after  which  the  Association  was  called  to  order  by  the  Mod. 

The  minutes  of  Friday  were  read  and  adopted. 

The  Committees  were  then  called  on  to  report. 

The  Committee  on  Temperance  submitted  the  following  report, 
which,  after  remarks,  was  adopted  : 

Report  on  Temperance  s— Temperance,in  its

opposite,  is  the  abuse  of  things  lawful,  and  the  use  of  things  unlaw- 
ful, of  which  covetousness  is  the  leading  principle.

JRLepox'i  oil  Oliiis^oli  Extension :— -Dear 
Brethren,  Our  own  experience  teaches  us  that  it  is  very  important 
to  have  comfortable  houses  of  worship,  if  we  wish  the  people  to  at- 
tend the  preaching  of  the  Gospel.  Also,  we  refer  to  Haggai  for 
Scripture  proof  of  our  assertion. 

There  ore  localities  all  over  our  Stale  where  we  should  have 
houses  of  worship,  but  the  brethren  are  unable  alone  to  build  in 
such  localities. without  aid  from  abroad. 

Ami  whereas  we  believe  it  to  be  our  duty  to  aid  m  the  erection 
of  houses  in  said  localities;  knowing  by  union  of  effort  much  may 
be  effected. — And  whereas  our  State  Convention  has  appointed  a 
Committee  to  report  and  act  on  some  plan,  whereby  this  work  may 
be  accomplished  ;  and  said  committee  having  adopted  the  following 
plan,  known  as  the  "Church  Extension  Society:" — That  each  mem- 
ber of  this  society  will  pledge  to  pay  into  the  treasury  a  stated  sum, 
(not  less  than  25  cents)  for  each  Church  building,  (not  exceeding  5 
in  any  one  .year)  whose  application  for  aid  is  endorsed  by  the  Com- 
mittee ;  Therefore  we  respectfully  recommend  to  the  various  church- 
es of  this  Association  to  consider  such  plan  and  adopt  it,  or  some 
other  plan  by  which  union  of  effort  may  be  effected,  in  aiding  feebler 
churches  in  building  their  houses.  And  as  the  said  Committee  has 
already  endorsed  Greensboro  Church,  fwe  commend  the  claims  of 
said  church  to  the  sympathies  and  aid  of  this  body.

CONSTITUTION. 

1st.  This.  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Brushy  Mountain 
Baptist  Association,  and  shall  be  composed  of  delegates  chosen  b}r 
the  churches  -7  each  church  being  entitled  t  >  three  delegates. 

2nd.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  ot 
Christ's  Kingdom  upon  earth. 

3rd.  The  delegates  thus  selected  should  bear  from  each  respective 
church,  a  letter,  certifying  their  appointments,  and  communicating 
information  relative  to  the  state  of  the  church  and  interest    thereof. 

4th.  The  Association  just  formed  shall  choose,  by  ballot,  a  Mod- 
erator, Clerk,  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  continue  in  office  for  one 
year,  and  until  others  are  chosen.  The  last  two  offices  may  be  held 
b\r  the  same  individual. 

5th.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  at  meetings 
of  business  ;  to  keep  order  during  each  session  ;  to  decide  questions 
of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  of  the  house  by  any  member  ;  and  to 
perform  all  other  duties  pertaining  to  his  office. 
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6th.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  foithful  aj&d' poy*. 
rect  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  the  Association) 
to  transcribe  them  in  a  book  kei.t  for  the  purpose,  and  to  perform 
other  duty  assigned  to  him  by  the  Association. 

Tth.  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  re-, 
cord  of  all  the  funds  coming  into  his  hands  and  to  report  the  same 
it  the  order  of  the  Association. 

8th.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Arrangements  consisting  of 
Tve  members,  besides  the  Moderator  and  Clerk. 

J)th<  All  letters  of  grievances  or  queries,  together  with  nil  letters 
from  corresponding  Associations  requiring  any  attention  thereon, 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Conrmiitee  of  Arrangements^  and  report- 
ed back  to  the  Association. 

loth.  This  b^'iy  shall  haye  no  coercise  power  to  exercise  lordship 
over  God's  heritage,  but  shal.l  only  be  considered  an  advisory  coun- 
cil in  all  matters  respecting  the  internal  regulations  of  the  churches. 

J  lth.  When  an  offense  may  have  been  committed  by  one  church 
against  another,  or  where  a  series  of  difficulties  may  have  arisen  in 
an  individual  church,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Association  (after 
due  labors  have  been  had  between  the  offending  and  offended  church- 
es, or  an  individual  church,  as  the  case  may  be)  to  take  the  matter 
into  consideration  and  advise  upon  it. 

12th.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  permanent  fellowship 
towards  any  of  her  churches  which  neglect  to  institute  and  preserve 
Gospel  order  among  their  .members,  nor  towards  any  of  her  church- 
es and  ministers  that  treat  her  constitution  with  contempt  ;  but 
shall  sustain  with  all  her  influence,  such  as  promote  Gospel  princi- 
ples and  order. 

13th.  It  shall  be  the  province  of  this  Association  to  invite  vis- 
iting and  corresponding  brethren  to  seats,  who  shall  be  entitled  to 
speak  on  any  point  under  discussion,  but  not  to  vote.* 

14th.  The  Association  shall  in  all  cajfees,  (except  in  matters  per- 
taining to  the  constitution,)  be  governed  by  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers present,  and  shall  not  adjourn  until  they  have  gone  through 
the  business  of  the  Association,  except  in  extraordinary  cases. 

15th.  Each  church  having  an  ordained  or  a  licensed  minister 
shall  report  the  same  to  the  Association  in  .order  that  they  may  ap- 
pear as  such  on  the  face  of  the  minutes. 

16th.  The  Association  shall  furnish  the  churches  with  the  min- 
utes of  her  proceedings  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to, 
enable  her  to  do  so. 

17th.  The  Association  shall  have  a  fund,  created  and  sustained 
by  voluntary  contribution  from  the  churches,  which  shall  be  held 
by  the  Treasurer,  and  subject  to  the  disposition  of  a  majority  of 
the  Association  present  at  any  annual  session. 

18th.  The  Association  shall  hold  an  annual  session  at  such  time 
and  place,  as  the  body  may,  from  time  to  time,  designate. 

19th.  By  appointment  of  the  Association,  there  may  be  an   In- 
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Vroductory,  a  Missionary,  asd  a  Denominational  sermon  preached  at 
each  annual  session. 

20th.  This  Constitution   may   he  altered    or    amended  at  any 
time,  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  concurring. 


1st.  At  each  assembling  of  the  Association  for  the  transaction  of  business, 
the  Moderator  sha.ll  invite  members  to  order;  then  the  Association  shall  be  open- 
ed by  praise  and  prayer. 

2nd.  When  the  Moderator  takes  his  chair,  each  member  shall  take  his  seat, 
and  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  day  shall  be  read. 

3rd.  The  Moderator  may  speak  to  points  of. order,  in  preference  toother 
members, .rising  from  his  seat  for  that  j  urpose  ;  and,  on  {rants  of  order,  no  mem- 
ber shall  speak  mere  than  once,  without  leave  of  the  house. 

4th,    He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state, It  sitting. 

5th.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  body. 

tith.  lie  shall  have  a  general  dir°et;on  of  the  house;  he  shall  have  a  right 
to  name  any  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair. 

7th.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate;  or  deliver  any  matter  to 
the  Association, he  shall  rise  from  his  sent  and  respectfully  address  the  Modera- 
tor, and  confine  himself  to  the  question  under  debate,  and  avoid  personality. — 
And  when  two  or  more  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  Moderator  is  to  name  who  is 
to  speak  first.  No  member  shall  speak  oftener  than  twice  on  the  same  question, 
without  leave,  of  the  Association. 

8th.  While  the  Moderator  is  putting  any  question  or  addressing  the  Asso- 
ciation, no  person  shall  speak,  stand  up,  walk  out  or  across  the  house  ;  nor  when 
a  member  is  speaking,  entertain  private  discourse,  stand  up  or  pass  between  him 
and  the  chair. 

9th.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Moderator  or  read  by  the  Clerk,  it  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the  Association,  but  may  be  withdrawn  before 
a  decision  or  amendment. 

10th.  All  papers  addressed  to  the  Association  shall  be  presented  by  the 
Moderator. 

11th.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Association  without  leave. 

12th.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgresses  the  rules  of 
the  Association,  the  Moderator  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  him  to  order  ;  in 
which  case,  the  member  so  called  to  order,  shall  sit  down. 

13th.  In  all  elections,  the  Moderator  may  vote  ;  in  other  cases  he  shall  not 
vote,  unless  the  Association  be  equally  divided. 

14th.  These  Rules  of  Decorum  may  altered  or  amended  by  a  majority  con- 
currincr.

Eleer  William  Pool,  beinj?  in  delicate  he.ilth  the  Introductory  Sermon  was  de- 
livered by  Elder  W.  M.  Winjrate.  D  P.,  President  of  Wake  Forest  College,  N.  C, 
from  Matthew  xiv  chapter  and  latter  clause  of  the  17th  rerse  :  "  We  have  here  but 
five  loaves  aDd  two  fishes." 

After  an  intermission  of  one-half  hour  the  Association  was  called  together  by  the 
Moderator  of  last  Association.  Elder  R.  L   Steele 

The  Clerk  of  last  Association,  not  bein<r  present,  Bro.  Jus.  B.  Pool,  was  elected 
Clerk,  pro  tern. 

Letters  were  then  read  from  twenty-six  of  the  Churches  forming  this  Association, 
from  which  the  Statistical  Table,  appended,  was  compiled,  Taylorsville  and  Concord 
not  being  represented. 

The  Association  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  officers,  which  resulted  as  follows  : 
Elder  R.  L.  Steele.  Moderator;  Bru.  Jas.  B.  Pool,  Clerk.  Elders  R.  H.  Moody  and 
Win   R   Gwaliney  being  tellers. 

Invited  corresponding  brethren,  when  Elders  J.  A.  Farthing  and  J.  W.  Hall,  from 
Three  Fork  Association  ;  Elder  W.  A.  Myers  and  Bro.

The  dearth  of 
schools  of  a  high  grade  in  our  country  has  been  a  great  drawback  to  those 
wishing  to  educate  themselves  ;  but  this  may  be  and  even  now,  is  partially 
remedied  by  the  existence  of  a  school  in  our' midst,  at  the  United  Baptist  In- 
stitute, under  the  efficient  management  of  brother  W.  T.  Davis.  We.  there- 
fore, recommend  that  the  brethren  of  this  Association  patronize  and  sustain 
this  school.  Wake  Forest  College,  as  the  only  Baptist  College  in  North 
Carolina,  has  particular  claims  upon  us  as  a  denomination.  Its  thoioughnes> 
of  instruction  ;  its  enviable  record  ;  and  the  good  it  has  already  accomplished 
in  elevating  the  ministry  of  the  State,  should  make  it  doubly  dear  to  our 
hearts.  We  earnestly  recommend  that  every  delegate  to  this  Association 
exert  his  personal  influence  to  increase  the  number  of  students  and  complete 
the  work  of  endowment  which  was  begun  last  year. 

We  furthermore  recommend  that  our  brethren  endorse  and  aid  in  sustain- 
ing our  Seminary  at  Greenville,  S.  C;  the  Chowan  Baptist  Institute  at  Mur- 
freesboro,  and  the  Raleigh  Female  Seminary,  we  recommend  as  worthy  the 
patronage  of  all  wishing'to  give  their  daughters  a  thorough  education.

On  motion,  the  Association  ordered  a  memorial  prepared  by  an  ap- 
pointment of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  United  Baptist  institute 
at  Taylorsville,  N.  C. 

SVlemorial,  July  ISth,  1874. 

Having  been  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  tor  the  United  Baptist 
Institute  at  a  meeting  held  3d  July,  A  D.,  1874,  to  present  the  claims  of  this 
Institute  to  the  Baptists  of  this  Association  in  particular,  and  the  State  in 
general. 

Brethren  :  This  Institute  is  located  at  Taylorsville,  Alexander  county,  N. 
C,  a  sober  and  moral  village  ;  where  we  have  good  water  and  a  fine  moun- 
tain scenery,  and  are  not  at  all  subject  to  the  epidemics  of  the  lower  section 
of  the.  State.  Good  board  can  be  obtained  in  the  village  at  from  $6  to  $8  per 
month  ;  and  tuition  cheaper  than  at  any  other  school  in  the  State  of  the  same 
gradfe.  This  school  has  been  languishing  for  the  last  nine  years,  occasionally 
having  been  commenced  by  different  teachers  who  were  unable  to  sustain  it 
But  brethren,  we  are  proud  to  state  that  now,  the  school  is  beginning  to  show 
signs  of  life  under  the  indefatigable  labor  of  its  Principal;  Bro.  W.  T.  Davis, 
who  has  been  conducting  said  school  for  the  last  eight  months,  but  cannot 
sustain  it  as  it  should  be,  without  aid  from  the  brethren  of  this  and  sister 
Associations,  being  convinced  that  he  can  get  but  little  support  from  local 
patronage. 

Brethren,  will  you  take  hold  of  this  school  and  help  to  sustain  it.  Twelve 
months  ago  there  was  a  proposition  made  to  the  Association,  by  the  Pe-Do- 
Baptists  of  Taylorsville,  to  purchase  the  Institute.  This  was  rejected  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  to  whom  the  matter  was  referred. 

The  original  cost  of  the  building  was  about  $1,800,  while  expenses,  other- 
wise, have  been  about  £1,200,  making  in  all,  $3,000.  During  and  since  the 
war,  a  good-deal  of  the  school  property  has  been  destroyed,  such  as  appara- 
tus, &c.  The  Libraries  belonging  to  the  Platonic  and  Ciceronian  Societies, 
costing  about  $.~>oo  each,  have  been  scattered .  Some  of  the  books  can  proba- 
bly be  gotten  up  again  and  be  used  by  the  school. 

The  former  condition,  i.  e.,  before  the  war,  was  gratifying,  having  over 
one  hundred  students  in  attendance  per  session.  This  constrains  us  to  be- 
lieve tiiat  a  school  of  the  first  grade  can  again  be  built  up  at  this  place.  The 
situation  and  condition  of  the  denomination  demands  it ;  we  as  Baptists  have 
no  high  grade  school  west  of  Raleigh.  Now  brethren,  we  lay  this  at  your 
feet ;  it  is  for  you  to  say,  as  brethren  and  as  Baptists,  whether  you  will  give 
up  this  school*  and  suffer  the  ignominy  and  shame  of  having  begun  a  good 
work,  but  by  your  own  indifference,  alas  !  have  let  it  come  to  naught. 

Again,  the  Presbyterians  of  Taylorsville  have  offered  to  buy  this  Institute 
— y«.u  refused  to  sell.  Will  you  keep  the  property  and  not  use  it  ?  Will  you 
use  it  to  the  advantage  of  the  denomination  and  of  the  whole  community,  or 
will  you  let  other  denominations  build  and  sustain  a  school  where  you  have 
failed  ?  No ;  you  owe  to  your  children  and  to  the  cause  we  love  to  sustain 
it.  And  now  brethren,  we  wish  to  see  those  who  advocated  so  strongly  at 
I  iie  last  session  of  the  Association  the  non-selling  of  the  property,  now  open 
their  heart  and  with  it  their  purse,  and  raise  this  school  above  want.  This 
must  be  done  by  contribution  and  patronage.  Say,  let  each  Church  give  $10 
;snd  send  one  student  to  said  school. 

If  we  do  let  this  school  go  down,  our  children  may  truly  rise  up  and  heap 
contumelies  of  disgrace  upon  us.  Brethren,  we  must  not — we  cannot — we 
will  not  let  it  fail  Love  for  our  fellow  beings,  and  love  for  our  children, 
:-jul  love  for  our  common  Master  alike,  forbid  the  fall  of  this  child  of  our 
prayers  and  anxieties.

Sunday  Schools  in  this  Association,  viz  :  Walnut  Grove,  Mount  Olive,  Sul- 
phur Spring,  Union,  Zion  Hill,  New  Hope,  Cub  Creek,  Dudley  Shoals,  An- 
tioch,  Sardius,  Charity,  Macedonia  and  Buffalo.  They  report  in  the  ?ggre- 
gate  88  officers  and  teachers  and  405  pupils,  total  493  in  the  Sunday  Sch<  ols, 
with  14,919  verses  memorized.  In  an  Association  numbering  over  2,000 
members  we  ought  to  have  at  least  2,000  connected  with  the  Sunday  School 
work.  We  ought  to  adopt  the  motto  of  our  State  S.  S.  Board,  "A  Baptist 
Sunday  School  "in  every  Baptist  Church  and  in  every  destitute  neighborhood. " 
There  are  651  white  Baptist  Churches  in  the  22  white  Associations  lying  East 
of  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains  with  an  aggregate  of  61,000  communicants. — 
These  reported  last  year  less  than  18,000m  the  Sunday  Schools  !  There  are 
about  150,000  white  children  in  the  State  without  any  Sabbath  School  instruc- 
tion from  any  religious  denomination,  and  the  S.  S." Board  of  the  jST.  C.  Bap- 
tist State  Convention  are  making  a  vigorous  effort  to  supply  these  with 
Schools.  The  State  S.  S.  Missionary  and  Agent  has  during  the  last  nine 
months  visited  23  counties,  travelled"  over  3,000  miles,  organized  directly  18 
Sunday  Schools  and  12  Sunday  School  Missionary  Societies,  and  inaugurated 
measures  which  have  resulted  in  starting  many* more  ;  has  preached  94  ser- 
mons, delivered  30  S.  S.  addresses,  and  collected  about  $500  for  the  General 
S.  S.  work. 

Your  Committee  recommends  the  plan  of  organization  prepared  by  the 
State  S.  S.  Board,  viz  :  The  appointment  of  a  Central  S.  S.  Committe  and  an 
Agent  for  every  Church  in  each  of  the  Associations  of  the  State,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  organize  S.  S.  and  S.  S.  Missionary  Societies,  and  report  their 
statistics  and  contributions  to  the  Board  now  located  at  Charlotte.

We,  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Association,  advise  the  Churches  com- 
posing the  same  to  be  very  careful  in  receiving  members  by  application,  as 
the  precedent,  if  made,  might  result  in  great  evil  to  the  Churches.  In  ex- 
treme cases,  nevertheless,  it  is  right  where  Churches  have  gone  down  and 
members  were  prevented  by  circumstances  over  which  they  had  no  control, 
for  obtaining  Letters  of  Dismission  so  as  to  join  other  Churches.  Also  whei  e 
a  member  has  been  treated  with  contempt  by  his  own  Church,  ri  fused  a  Let- 
ter of  Dismission  and  still  treated  with  contempt  by  his  brethren.  Other 
Churches  would  be  justifiable  in  receiving  said  member  by  application,  if  in 
good  standing  in  the  community  in  which  he  lives. 

Query  from  Three  Forks  of  Little  Elver  : 

What  shall  a  Church  do  with  a  member  who  has  been  a  minister  for  twen- 
ty-five years,  v\  as  guilty  of  the  act  of  adultery,  surrendered  his  credentials  of 
liis  own  accord,  after  his  evil  had  come  before  the  world  ;  was  tried  by  the 
Church  as  a  layman  and  expelled  ?

By  appointment  from  last  Association  Elder  James  McNeil  preach- 
ed the  Introductory  Sermon  from  the  1st  chapter  and  27th  verse  of  St.

Query  from  Mount  Pleasant : 

Query — Is  it  right  to  receive  a  member  by  application  under  any  circum- 
stances? Answer — We,  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Association,  advise 
the  Churches  composing  the  same  to  be  very  careful  in  receiving  members 


by  application,  as  the  precedent,  if  made,  might  result  in  great  evil  to  the 
Churches.  In  extreme  cases,  nevertheless,  it  is  right  where  Churches  have 
gone  down  and  members  were  prevented  by  circumstances  over  which  they 
had  no  control,  from  obtaining  Letters  of  Dismission  so  as  to  join  other 
Churches.  Also,  where  a  member  has  been  treated  with  contempt  by  his 
own  Church,  refused  a  Letter  of  Dismission,  and  still  treated  with  contempt 
by  his  brethren,  other  Churches  would  be  justified  in  receiving  said  member 
by  application,  if  in  good  standing  in  the  community  in  which  he  lives. 

Queries  from  Beaver  Creek  : 

1st  Query — Is  believing  and  advocating  the  Doctrine  of  the  Adventists 
sufficient  ground  to  exclude  a  m«mber  from  the  fellowship  of  the  Baptist 
Church  ?    Answer — It  is. 

2nd  Query — Who  is  the  Elect  spoken  of  in  the  Scriptures,  and  when  were 
they  elected  ?  Answer — Jesus  Christ  and  all  that  believe  in  him  unto  salva- 
tion. Virtually,  they  were  elected  in  Jesus  Christ  before  the  foundation  of 
the  world  ;  actually,  when  they  are  enabled  to  repent  and  believe  unto  sal- 
vation ;  and  this  election  is  justly  called  the  Election  Grace. 

3rd  Query — Does  the  fear  of  future  punishment  lead  sinners  to  repent- 
ance ?  Answer — It  is  not  for  men  to  say  what  means  the  Holy  Spirit  uses 
to  move  men  to  repentance.  Both  promises  and  threatenings  were  preached 
by  Christ  and  his  Apostles  and  we  should  not  be  wise  above  what  is  written 
nor  leave  out  a  part  of  that  which  the  Bible  bids  us  preach.

ABSTRACT  OF  PBW0IPLE8. 

1st.  We  believe  in  one  only  tiue  and  living  God,  and  that  there  are  three 
persons  in  the  Godhead — the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  these 
three  are  one. 

2nd.  We  believe  that  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  are  the  Word  of  God 
and  the  only  rule  of  Faith  and  Practice. 

3rd.  We  believe  in  the  impotency  of  man  to  deliver  himself  from  his  pres- 
ent fallen  state.

The  Introductory  was  preached  by  Rev.  \\rm.  Pool,  alternate  : 
text,  John  14th  chapter  and  12th  verse. 

After  half  an  hour  intermission  the  delegates  assembled  in 
the  house  ;  called  to  order  by  former  Moderator  :  sing :  -'Do 
not  I  Love  Thee,  O  !  My  Lord,-'  &c.    Prayer,  J.  B.  Pool  leading. 

Letters  were  then  read  from  30  churches  forming  this  Associa- 
tion, from  which  the  Statistical  Table  appended  was  compiled.

MEMOIR  OF  ELDER,  A.  JOHNSON. 

In  Writing  a  sketch  of  the  life  and  labors  of  Elder  Aaron  Johnson,  we  arc  at  a  loss  f  »r 
want  of  statistics.  He,  like  most  other  Baptist  ministers,  in  western  North  Carolina, 
never  having  kept  a  diary.  But  his  life  of  usefulness  and  bis  labors  of  love  have  left  be- 
hind him  lasting  lines  of  gratitude,  which  will  endear  him  to  the  brotherhood,  that  time 
only  can  erase.  Elder  Johnson  was  born  in  the  month  of  May,  1808,  in  the  county  of 
Wilkes,  but  raised  mostly  in  the  county  of  Ashe.  He  preached  as  a  licentiate  several 
years  ;  was  ordained,  when  about  46  years  of  age,  member  oi  Jefferson  church,  in  the 
Taylorsville  Association,  in  the  court-house  at  Jefferson,  by  a  Presbytery  consisting  of 
Elder  S.  Ferguson,  Win.  Church,  S.  P.  Smith,  Richard  Gentry  and  Thomas  Carlton, 
which  position  he  held  up  to  his  death,  in  honor  to  himsell  and  satisfaction  to  the  peo- 
ple— a  zealous,  faithful  laborer  in  the  Master's  vinyard — whose  labors  were  abundantly 
olessed.  both  in  bringing  in  sinners  into  the  fold  and  in  building  up  the  churches  in 
theii  most  holy  faith.  Faithful  in  discipline,  instant  in  prayer,  gentle  in  reproof,  earnest 
and  affectionate  in  exhortation.  The  church  of  Jefferson,  now  Bethel,  was  constituted 
on  eighteen  members,  and  now  numbers  near  one  hundred,  (many  having  moved  off  by 
letter)  most  of  which  were  brought  in  by  the  labors  of  Elder  Johnson— also  the  church  at 
Buffalo.  Elder  Johnson  was  a  man  of  limited  education,  was  moved  by  the  love  of  God 
to  the  work  of  the  Gospel  ministry,  having  tasted  of  the  good  word  of  God,  and  of  the 
power  of  the  world  to  corne  .  was  desirous  of  bringing  in  all  others  to  be  partakers  of  the 
rich?*,  grace  in  Christ  Jesus.  His  Bible  was  his  text  book,  and  his  library,  which  he 
studied  to  advantage,  being  second  to  none  of  the  ministers  of  his  time  in  biblical 
knowledge.  Elder  Johnson  was  in  a  languishing  condition  of  health  for  about  four 
months,  with  dropsy  of  the  heart.  He  administered  the  sacrament  of  the  supper  on  the 
second  Sabbath  in  July,  and  deceased  the  last  day  of  the  same  month,  in  his  71st  year, 
leaving  an  affectionate  wife  and  six  children,  all  professing  to  know  God  in  the  pardon  of 
their  sins.  Bleysed  are  the  dead  that  die  in  the  Lord,  from  henceforth,  yea,  saith  the 
spirit,  for  the>  shall  rest  from  their  labors,  and  their  woikB  do  follow  them. 

MEMOIR  OF   REV.  NMJTH    FERGUSON. 

A.  complete  biography  of  the  subject  of  the  present  memoir  would  embrace  a  history  of 
the  Baptist  denomination  for  a  half  century  in  a  part  of  Western  N,  C,  when  ministers 
were  scarce  and  but  few  churches  and  members  not  numerous.  Elder  S.  Ferguson  was 
born  in  tbe  county  of  Wiikes  on  the  waters  of  King's  Creek,  the  son  of  James  and  Sarab 
Ferguson  ;  was  born  the  8th  of  March.  1701,  and  died  the  12th  of  March,  1878— being  87 
years  and  four  days  old.  He  enlisted  in  the  service  of  the.  United  States  in  the.  war  of 
1812  ;  in  the  year  1814,  he  served  six  months,  was  honorably  discharge!,  and  drew  a 
jiension  for  several  year?,  up  to  his  death.  He  made  a  profession  of  religion  and  joined 
.he  church  at  King's  Creek  when  a  young  man.  before  he  entered  the  service  of  his  coun- 
n.  The  irreligious  influence  of  the  camp  had  bad  effect  and  caused  him  to  become  a  sub- 
ject of  discipline,  but  in  a  short  time  the  influence  of  .the  Holy  Spirit  brought  him  back 
in  penitanee  to  the  fellowship  of  tbe  church  ;  and  soon  after  he  received  license  to  use  a 
gift  in  the  ministry,  and  in  the  year  1825,  May  the  27th,  was  regularly  ordained  to  the 
work  of  th---  Gospel  ministry  by  Elder  William  liodson  and  Benjamin  Beach;  which  office 
he  held  with  satisfaction  to  the  people  and  honor  to  Him  that  called  him  to  so  high  and 
responsible  a  position  up  to  his  death,  about  54  or  55  years — all  of  which  time  he  never 
departed  from  the  faith  of  the  Gospel,  as  held  by  the  Baptist,  nor  has  there  ever  been  a 
•utain  on  his  ministerial  or  christian  character  up  to  his  death.  But  his  labors  were  abun- 
dantly blessed  in  bringing  sinners  to  repentance  and  darkness  to  light,  and  from  the 
power  of  satan  unto  God.  And  in  building  up  churches  in  destitute  portions  of  the  coun- 
try, naxl  convert*  from  his  labor  btvwrw  minisb-i-s.  senlana  and  efficient,   and  the   cause 
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of  God  prospered  until  the  Baptist  faith  and  doctrine,  like  the  hand  full  of  corn  upon  the 
top  of  the  Mountain,  growedand  multiplied,  until  it  was  known,  felt  and  realized",  until 
they  were  second  to  no  orthodox  denomination  in  Western  N.  C,  in  numbers,  piety  or 
intelligence.  He  was  21  years  in  succession  the  pastor  of  Little  River  church,  now  in 
Alexander  county,  in  which,  during  that  time  nine  or  tea  were  ordained  to  the  work  of 
the  Gospel  ministry,  of  which  five  are  still  livmg  and  holding  forth  the  word  of  life  to  ;i 
lost  and  ruined  w  orld  ;  and  many  other.-?  in  different  churches  and  in  differ,  u',  counties, 
as  Wilkes,  Burke,  Ashe,  Iredell,-.  Alexander,  Caldwell  and  Watauga,  &e..  are  sUl)  going 
oo  holding  forth  the  word  of  life  arid  earnestly  contending  for  the  faith  once  delivered  to 
the  saints,  who  were  brought  into  the  worl|  through  his  labors,  and  we  have  no  dat.i  bj 
which  to  give  a  correct  statement  of  the.  number  of  ministers,  churches,  members  brought 
into  the  service  of  the  Master  throKgh'his  labors.  Elder  Ferguson  was  twice  married, 
by  his  first  marri  ige  he  raised  -even  children  ;  by  his  second  marriage  he  left  four,  one 
a  little  ovi  r  one  month  old.  Elder  Ferguson  w:.,s  a  man  of  strong  physical  constitu  in , 
labored  hard  to  raise,  educate  and  mantain  his  family,  never  receiving  a  sufficient  an  •' 
from  the  churches  to  loose  his  hands  fully  to  the  work  to  which  God  called  him,  although 
in  his  last  years  some  churches  and  some  individuals  acted  'charitably  towards  him  in  sup- 
plying his  destitution  with  such  things  as  he  needed.  Eider  Ferguson  was  a  man  of 
more  than  ordinal'}  intelligence,  though  limited  in  education  he  could  and  did  make  his 
mark  ;  besides  the  man  of  science  in  the  pulpit,  on  the  floor,  around  the  fire  side,  his 
sound  strong  mind  and  tender  heart,  seasoned  with  grace,  made  him  a  delightful  com- 
panion and  fitted  him  to  till  the  most  responsible  places.  He  was  Moderator  of  th* 
Lewis  Fork  Association  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century,  and  had  he  had  any  vain  glo- 
ry he  could  have  held  the  position  up  to  his  death,  but  he  well  knew  that  office  had  to  be 
honored  before  it  could  honor,  and  he  was  never  vain  in  his  imagination  nor  conceited 
of  himself.  Amongst  the  many  other  good  traits  of  character  he  was  a  man  of  meekness, 
seldom  done  anything  rashly,  was  not  easily  provoked,  could  suffer  long  with  his  fellow- 
man,  was  patient,  had  the  grace  of  self-government.  In  the  year  1851,  there  was  a  diffi- 
culty in  the  churches  tomposing  the  Lewis  Fork  Association  about  the  Sons  of  Teniper- 
anee,  when  the  proof  of  all  these  christian  graces  was  duly  tested.  In  the  very  outset  of 
the  difficulties  he  advised,  his  advice  was  unheeded ;  he  plead  for  peace,  principle  and 
christian  forbearance,  but  it  was  as  one  that  mocked  ;  but  true  to  his  Master,  he  kept  the 
faith,  unmoved  by  the  superior  number  or  the  loud  clamor  of  the  multitude — even  by 
those  who  claimed  him  as  their  spiritual  father  in  the  faith.  lie  went  steadily  on,  turning 
neither  to  the  right  hand  nor  to  the  left,  as  if  though  death  nor  life,  nor  angels,  nor 
principalities,  nor  powers,  nor  things  present  nor  to  come,  nor  height  nor  depth,  nor  any 
other  creature  couid  separate,  him  from  the  love  of  God,  nor  from  his  duty  ;  and  through 
all  these  troubles,  not  a  hard  word  to,  nor  about  any  who  differed  with  him  in  opinion  or 
principle,  but  in  the  spirit  of  meekness  and  love,  he  overcame  evil  with  good.  As  a 
counselor  lie  was  unexcelled  ;  it  was  always  as  if  one  had  inquired  at  the  oracles  of  God. 
His  reproof  was  gentle  and  full  of  love.  He  was  a  great  nurse  to  young  ministers.  The 
writer  of  this  sketch  well  remembers  when  he  was  young  in  the  ministry,  and  when 
Elder  Ferguson  wanted  to  correct  something  said  or  done,  he  would  commence  by  speak- 
ing in  high  approbation  of  some  other  part  of  the  sermon,  so  as  not  to  give  offence 
nor  dishearten  the  young  minister.  In  settling  difficulties  amongst  brethren  he  was  an 
exception  to  the  general  rule  on  certain  cases ;  where  one  would,  in  the  absence  of  the 
other,  speak  ol  his  grievances  and  the  wrong  he  was  suffering,  he  would  labor  to  Bhow 
him  his  own  error,  and  in  turn,  when  the  other  w  raid  seek  an  interview  aad  try  to  clear 
himself,  he  would  show  him  his  error,  and  apologize  for  the  other — often  arousing  the 
jealousies  of  both  to  think  he  was  the  other's  friend.  Upon  the  whole,  he  was  no  flatterer 
nor  man-pleaser,  nor  partizan,  but  true,  earnest,  faithful  in  all  things  pertaining  to  the 
ministry,  in  doctrine,  in  discipline,  in  reproofs,  in  correction,  in  instruction,  in  right- 
eousness. He  was  a  man  of  zeal.  In  his  best  days  he  had  freqtiently  as  many  churches 
as  there  were  weeks  in  a  month,  besides  out  stations  where  he  had  often  to  preach  going 
or  coming,  and  very  seldom  allowed  his  secular  affairs  to  hinder  his  attendance  Thai 
zeal  lasted  to  the  end  of  his  life,  for  well  docs  the  writer  remember  his  last  visit  to  his 
house,  just  one  week  before  his  death.  He  was  so  interested  in  the  settlement  of  a  diffi- 
culty, then  existiug  in  a  church  where  hi.  bad  been  pastor  at  different  times,  that  he 
volunteered  to  ri  le  seventeen  miles  to  aid  the  pastor  in  settling  the  difficulty  ;  but  on 
Wednesday  before  he  was  to  start  on  Friday  he  was  summoned  to  go  "where  the  wicked- 
cease  from  troubling  and  the  weary  are  at  rest."  In  his  last  illness  he  suffered  but  little 
pain.  He  was  cheerful  and  tranquil.  A  few  hours  before  his  death  his  wife  became 
alarm  ed,  and  in  her  deep  distress  cried  out,  "what  shall  I  do?"  He  answered  in  the 
very  struggles  of  death,  "put  your  trust  m  Him  that  has  promised  to  be  a  Father  to  the 
fatherless  and  a  Judge  of  the  widow."  Then  turning  himself  a  little  in  the  arms  oi  a 
brother,  to  cough  and  spit,  he  said,  "this  is  a  debt  we  all  have  to  pay,"  and  without 
further  struggle  he  passed  away  in  peace,  not  leaving  an  enemy  behind  to  speak  evil  of 
his  good  name, .  and  though  he  sleepeth,  yet  he  liveth.  Farewell  to  thee,  for  a  season, 
beloved  and  sainted  Fergusoii.  May  that  blessed  Savior  who  has  himself  crossed  Jordan, 
and  thus  sanctified  and  shallowed  its  waters,  prepare  us,  too,  for  the  passage  over  ;  sus- 
tain us  as  he  sustained  thee,  when  called  upon  to  tread  its  dark  waves,  and  then  receive 
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us  as  hp  received  thee  to  that  blessed,  blessed  world,  where  there  shall  be  no  u.ore  sick- 
ness nor  sorrow  nor  death.

Of  the  Eighth  Session  of  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation, held  with  Antioch  Church,  Alexander  County,  North 
Carolina,  August  21st,  22d  and  23d,  1879. 


Thursday,  11  A.  M.,  August  21st,  1879.

But  while  this  is  true,  we  believe  that  every  man  called  of  God  to 
his  work  ought  to  have  all  the  human  preparation  possible.  There  is  a  tide  of  education 
weeping  over  our  country.  The  people  will  be  educated.  The  minister  must  not  be 
aoro  ignorant  than  the  people.  It  is  the  business  of  the  preacher  to  teach  the  people. 
low  can  he  teach  th:>se  who  know  more  than  he  does?  He  is  to  expluiu  the  scriptures, 
low  can  he  explain  them  when  he  is  not  able  to  understand  himself  ?  Human  learning 
nil  not  make  one  a  successful  preacher  unless  he  has  God-given  preparation  for  it.  But 
tod  requires  us  to  use  all  the  talents  giv?n  to  us  to  glorify  Him.  These  talents  should 
ie  improved  to  the  utmost  possible  extent.  There  are  a  number  of  young  men  at  our 
College  studying  to  fit  themselves  for  this  work.  Tct  us  help  them.  We  urge  upon 
hurdies  and  pastors  to  take  collections  for  this  object.  And  let  all  our  people  patronize 
he  schoolp  in  our  country,  and  strive  to  fit  themselves  for  the  widest  usefulness.

CONSTITUTION. 

1st.  This  Association  shall  be  known  an  the  Brushy  Mountain  Ilaptist  Association, 
j  and  shall  be  composed  of  delegatus  chosen  by  the  churches  ;  each  church  being  untitled 
,  to  three  delegates,  and  ull  regular  ordained  ministers  aB  members  ex  officio. 

2d.  The  object  of  this  Association  sh  all  be  the  promotion  of  Christ's  Kingdom  upon 
«arth. 

3d.  The  delegates  thus  selected  should  bear  from  each  respective  church,  a  letter 
certifying  their  appointments,  and  communicating  information  relative  to  the  state  of 
the  church  and  interest  thereof. 

4th.  The  Association  just  formed  shall  choose,  by  ballot,  a  Moderator.  Clerk,  and 
Treasurer,  who  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and  until  others  are  chosen.  The 
last  two  offices  may  be  held  by  the  same  individual. 

6th.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  at  meetings  of  business ;  to 
;3ep  order  during  each  session ;  to  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  of  the 
house  by  any  member;  and  to  perform  alf other  duties  pertaining  to  his  office. 

Cth .  It  shall  bo  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  and  correct  record  of  all  the 
Proceedings  of  each  session  of  the  Association  ;  to  transcribe  them  in  a  book  kept  for  the 
ourpose,  and  to  perform  other  duty  assigned  to  him  by  the  Association. 

7th.  It  shall  bo  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  record  of  all  the  funds 
noming  into  his  hands  and  to  report  the  same  at  the  order  of  the  Association. 

8th.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Arrangements  consisting  of  five  members^, 
besides  the  Moderator  and  Clerk. 

9th.  All  letters  of  grievances  or  queries,  together  with  all  letters  from  corresponding 
•Associations  requiring  any  attention  thereon,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Committee  of 
>* ;  rangements,  and  reported  back  to  the  Association. 

10th.  This  body  shall  have  no  coercive  power  to  exercise  lordship  over  God's

1st.  At  each  assembling  of  the  Association  for  the  transaction  of  business,  tin.

4th.     He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  sitting. 

5th.  All  Committee*  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  body. 

fith.  He  shall  have  '  general  direction  of  the  hov.se;  he  shall  have  a  right  to  nan  >- 
any  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the,  chair. 

7th.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  or  deliver  any  matter  to  th' 
Association,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  respectfully  address  the  Moderator,  and 
confine  himself  to  the  question  under  debate,  and  avoid  personally.  And  when  two  or 
more  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  Moderator  is  to  name  who  is  to  speak  first.  No  member 
shall  speak  oftener  than  twice  on  the  same  question,  without  leave  of  the  Association. 

8th.  While  the  Moderator  is  putting  any  question  or  addressing  the  Association  no 
person  shall  speak,  stand  up,  walk  out  or  across  the  house  ;  nor  when  a  member  in 
speaking,  entertain  private  discourse,  stand  up  or  pass  between  him  and  the  chair. 

9th.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Moderator  or  read  by  the  Clerk,  it  shall  hi: 
deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the  Association,  lint  may  be  withdrawn  before  a  decision 
or  amendment. 

10th.     All  papers  addressed  to  the  Association  shall  be  presented  by    the  Moderate* 

11th.     No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Association  without  leave.

but  these  are  far  from  complete,  as  many  schools  were  not 
reported.  Your  committee,  according  to  directions,  held  a 
Sunday  school  convention  at  Three  Forks  church,  beginning  on 
Friday  before  5th  Sunday  in  February,  1880,  in  which  fourteen 
churches  were  represented.  The  Introductory  was  preached  by 
I.  Oxford,  upoQ  the  scriptural  authority  of  Sunday  schools  ; 
also  stirring  speeches  were  made  oy  a  number  of  the  brethren, 
in  which  the  scriptural  authority  for  Sunday  schools  was  clearly 
vindicated.  The  outlook  for  Sunday  schools  at  this  time  is  en- 
couraging and  the  necessity  for  Sunday  schools  very  great,  as 
false  doctrines  are  iieing  scattered  throughout  the  bounds  of  our 
Association- — hence  the  ureater  effort  should  be  m  .de  to  fortify 
the  minds  of  the  people  against  these  errors.

Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  reported.  Received  as  fol- 
lows :  Your  committee,  appointed  at  last  Association  to  try  to 
excite  more  interest  among  the  churches  in  the  cause  of  Foreign 
Missions  and  report  to  this,  report,  that  during  the  year  they 
have  done  what  they  could.  The  good  they  have  done  in  this 
"reat  work  the  future  alone  will  determine.  We  are  not  able  to 
■rive  the  amount  contributed  by  the  churches  to  this  object 
durino-  the  associational  year,  for  the  want  of  sufficient  data  ; 
but  we  are  fearful  that  it  has  been  smaller  by  far  than  it  should 
have  been,  considering  our  circumstances  and  ability  to  give. 
Indeed,  we  apprehend  that  but  few  of  us  could  go  down  on  our 
knees  before  God  and  say,  Master,  I  have  done  what  I  could  in 
obeyino-  thy  command.  Go  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the 
^ospel  to  every  creature.  Oh,  the  selfishness  and  covetousness 
there  is  in  all  our  hearts.  May  »he  Lord  remove  it  all  away. 
Now  we  are  aware  that  there  are  objections  brought  against 
this  department  of  Christian  work,  only  a  few  of  which  we  can 
notice  here :  First,  it  is  urged  there  is  too  much  ado  about  it. 
We  submit  that  the  magnitude  and  importance  of  the  work 
warrant  the  zeal,  yea,  would  warrant  far  more  zeal  and  energy 
beinw  put  forward  in  this  work  foi  the  Master,  for  tens  of 
thousands  of  our  fellow-beings  are  annually  dying  in  heathen 
lauds,  and  we  are  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  they  are  lost— 
"For  without  faith  it  is  impossible  to  please  Him,"  and  "How 
shall  they  believe  on  Him  of  whom  they  have  not  heard,  and 
how  shall  thev  hear  without  a  preacher,  and  how  shall  they 
preach  except  they  be  sent  ? "  Again  it  is  urged  that  the 
present  plan  is  too  expensive  Ah,  there  is  not  too  much  ado, 
neither  is  the  plan  too  expensive  if  it  were  to  save  my  son. 

We  forget  that  the  Master  died  ior  those,  and  the  chastise- 
ment of  their  peace  was  upon  him,  and  that  we  are  the  light  of 
the  world,  and  should  be  a  light  to  them,  but  we  kave  them  to 
iTope  their  way  in  blindness,  thus  refusing  them  the  privilege 
of  bein^  healed  by  his  stripes.  But  if  any  has  a  cheaper  plan, 
equal  with  the  present  in  results,  to  offer,  we  will  accept  it  at 
once  and  work  with  them.  It  has,  however,  been  demonstrated 
that  it  costs  less  to  convert  a  soul  in  a  heathen  land  than  in 
Christian  America.  Statistics  show  that  there  are  more  con- 
versions among  the  heathen,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
preachers',  than  in  this  country.  Dr.  Tupper  says  in  the  year 
1878  in  this  country  there  were  seventeen  converts  to  every 
Baptist  minister,  and  among  the  heathen  there  were  for  the 
same  year  seventy-four  converts  for  every  missionary.     Surely 


it  has  been  aptly  said,  "It  is  one  of  the  unexplained  mysteries 
of  our  denominational  life  that  a  people  whom  God  has  crowned 
with  such  marvels  of  Grace  as  have  been  witnessed  in  our 
foreign  fields  can  be  so  indifferent  to  them  ;  that  we  can  see  the 
flaming  traces  of  His  footsteps  in  our  mission  fields  and  not  be 
more  eager  to  follow  him  ;  that  we  can  be  content  to  do  so  little 
where  He  has  done  so  much."  Nfow  in  conclusion  we  do  most 
earnestly  ask  every  pastor  in  the  Association  to  take  at  least 
one  collection  this  year  for  Foreign  Missions.  And  may  the 
Great  Head  of  the  Church  graciously  bless  all  our  efforts  for  the 
extension  of  His  kingdom  in  all  the  earth.

At 
Weaver's  school  house,  a  church  called  Friendship,  with  ten 
members  ;  at  the  station  west  of  Reddy's  River,  Pleasant  Mome 
church,  with  23  members ;  at  Liberty,  Baptist  Home,  10  mem- 
bers ,  and  at  Wilkesboro  with  20  members.  Brother  Frevette 
also  assisted  in  organizing  a  church  at  De  Hoit,  near  Trap  Hill, 
witli  18  members.  From  tfhe  report  of  the  missionaries  we 
make  the  following  summary  :  Miles  traveled,  more  than  600  ; 
stations  supplied,  5  ;  sermons  preached,  85  ;  prayer  meetings 
and  Sunday  school  talks,  15  ;  baptized,  11 ;  churches  organized, 
5  ;  total  membership,  81 ;  received  of  the  churches,  $60  20 ; 
paid  Jas.  McNeil,  $5  00 ;  paid  I.  T.  Prevette,  $32  00 ;  Paid 
G.  W.  Greene,  $10  00  ;  balance  on  hand,  $13  20.  Brothers 
Duncan  and  Floyd  received  thei|r  compensation  from  their  field 
and  the  neighboring  churches.  Of  the  five  churches  organized 
two  have  joined  this  Association,  two  will  probably  join  the 
Elkin  Association,  and  the  other  will  probably  come  to  this 
body  at  its  next  session.  The  work  is  now  self-sustaining  at 
all  these  points,  except  Hays'  school  house.  This  beiug  in  the 
bounds  of  Elkin  Association,  we  recommend  that  it  be  turned 
over  to  that  body.

Brethren — The  undersigned  were  appointed  at  the  last  an- 
nual meeting  of  your  body  to  superintend  the  Missionary  work 
of  the  Association  in  the  territory  "South  of  the  Brushy  Moun- 
tains and  east  of  Lower  Creek"  and  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report :  It  was  the  judgment  of  your  committee  to 
employ  a  Missionary  who  would  devote  his  whole  time  to  the 
held  in  question,  but  they  could  find  no  suitable  minister  willing 
10  undertake  the  work.  The  committee  also  attended  a  meeting 
called  at  Macedonia  church  by  another  Missionary  committee 
and  upon  the  recommendation  ot  that  meeting  endeavored  to 
organize  Missionary  societies  at  the  various  churches,  but  utterly 
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failed  to  organize  any.  The  brethren  seem  to  take  no  interest 
whatever  in  the  Home  Mission  work,  and  the  committee  have 
discontinued  all  the  stations  except  one  supplied  by  elder  Isaac 
Oxford,  and  we  have  no  report  from  him,  but  learn  that  he  has 
organized  a  church  at  the  station.  The  committee  have  $12  50 
on  hand  which  they  will  disburse  when  they  receive  a  report,  or 
turn  over  to  their  successors  for  disbursement  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Association.

Committee  on  Obituaries  reported  :     Elder  James  McNeil  was 

born  in   Wilkes  county,   N.  C.,  the  — : 18 ,    and 

died  December  the .  1879,  Upon  his  conversion  to  Chris- 
tianity he  became  an  active  member  of  New  Hope  church  early 
in  life.  Sometime  thereafter  he  felt  that  he  was  called  to  the 
ministry  of  the  gospel  and  was  ordained  in  New  Hope  church 
by  Bros.  Smith  Ferguson,  Wm.  Church  and  others.  Having 
been  placed  in  this  high  office,  brother  M.  betdwrme  active  and 
zealous  in  his  work,  preaching  and  exhorting  every  where  as  he 
traveled  over  the  country,  and  assisted  much  in  organizing 
churches  and  building  up  the  walls  of  Zion.  Although  much 
limited  in  his  education  he  was  a  successful  advocate  of  learn- 
ing a»nd  pleaded  for  an  educated  ministry,  giving  liberally  of  his 
means  to  build  up  schools  and  in  the  support  of  missions.  He 
took  an  active  part  in  the  enterprise  which  resulted  in  the  once 
high  and  flourishing  school  at  Taylorsville,  and  where  so  many 
of  our  noble  youths  were  educated,  and  which  lighted  up  the 
moral  horizon  of  this  entire  mountain  country,  and  which  has 
sent  forth  so  many  heralds  of  the  cross,  affording  living  monu- 
ments sacred  to  the  memory  of  this  devoted  christian  man  and 
others.  He  was  also  one  of  the  original  movers  in  starting  the 
present  prosperous  school  at  Moravian  Falls,  near  which  place 
he  yielded  up  his  useful  life.  He  was  the  beloved  pastor  of 
New  Hope  church  for  a  quarter  of  a  century,  and  the  last  work 
of  his  life  was  the  planting  of  the  church  at  Pleasant  Home. 
Brother  McNeil  greatly  deplored  the  want  of  an  education,  and 
with  his  zeal  and  energy  the  advantages  of  an  early  education 
would  have  afforded  him  gteater  success  in  his  efforts.     Brethren, 
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brother  McNeil  has  yielded  up  his  life  to  the  icy  hand  of  death, 

and  Ids  voice  is  no  longer  heard  in  our  anniversaries,  in   which 

he  took  great  delight.     We  miss  him  sadly.     To-day  his  seat  is 

vacant  in  this  body,  but  let  his  examples  spur  us  on  to  greater 

and  higher  efforts  in  the  cause  of  Christ,    and    may    the    Lord 

send  forth  more  laborers  to  work  in  his  vineyard.

Took  up  1st  query  from  Union  church  : 

Query  1st — Where  there  are  ordained  ministers  belonging  lo 
a  church,  has  that  church,  according  to  scripture,  a  right  to  call 
a  minister  from  any  other  church  as  her  pastor  ?  Answer — The 
scriptures  teach  thut  the  churches  elected  men  to  the  office  of 
deacon,  and  in  the  absence  of  other  express  teaching,  we  think 
that  in  like  manner  eacii  church  has  the  right  to  elect  men  to 
till  the  office  of  pastor,  and  we  tiud  no  restriction  as  to  whether 
the  pastor  shall  be  chosen  from  the  members  of  that  particular 
church  or  from  among  other  ministers  who  are  members  of  other 
churches.

After  sermon  by  Bro.  Farthing,  met  as  per  adjournment,, 
The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  reported  as  follows  : 

Dear  Brethren:  Since  our  appointment  at  last  Association,  We  have 
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been  trying  to  increase  the  interest  in  Foreign  Missions  among  the 
churches  and  with  individual  christians,  by  personal  appeals  where  it 
was  practicable,  otherwise  by  correspondence  with  the  churches  through 
their  clerk.  In  January  last  we  held  a  meeting  at  Mt.  Olive  church,  in 
the  interest  of  Foreign  Missions,  where  we  hope  good  was  done.  Dur- 
ing the  year,  so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  learn  there  have  been  some- 
thing near  $30  given  to  this  department  of  work.  The  command  under 
which  we  labor  is  "  go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to 
e\ery  creature."  No  doubt  many  of  you  have  often  wondered  whether 
Foreign  Missions  were  really  prospering.  In  answering  this  allow  us  to 
quote  some  facts  given  by  a  returned  missionary  of  our  Board  :  "  The 
Baptist  denomination  in  the  United  States  increased  in  the  last  ten  years 
at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent,  per  annum  ;  the  Methodist  at  the  rate  of  4J 
per  cent.,  and  the  Presbyterian  and  Congregationalist  at  3  percent," 
an  average  of  4£  per  cent.  During  this  period  the  membership  of  their 
Foreign  Mission  churches  have  increased  at  the  rate  of  16  percent,  nearly 
4  times  as  much  as  the  annua!  increase  in  this,  country.  Eighty  years  ago 
in  all  heathen  lands  there  were  perhaps  not  more  than  50.000  converts;  now 
there  are  1,050,000.  Then  the  annual  contributions  to  Foreign  Missions 
was  $310,000  ;  now  it  amounts  to  $6,250,000.  The  njthere  were  but  70  Prot- 
estant missionary  schools;  to-day  there  are  12,000.  But  we  perhaps 
would  do  Well  to  look  about  us  and  see  what  we  are  doing,  how  far  we 
are  obeying  the  command.  There  are  about  one  and  a  half  millions  of 
Baptists  in  the  South.  They  gave  last  year  a  little  less  than  $50,000  for 
this  work,  not  three  cents  per  member.  Many  of  them  are  poor  we 
know,  but  the  2,000  poor  colored  Kareens  gave  $2,500,  more  than  $1.00 
each,  and  the  poor  widow  gave  all  she  had  ;  the  20,000  Burmese  gave 
$40,000,  $2.00  each — 60  times  as  much  as  all  the  Baptists  of  the  South; 
13  times  as  much  as  all  the  Baptists  of  the  country,  and  more  than  20 
times  as  much  as  all  the  white  Baptists  of  the  South,  the  above  is  in  pro- 
portion to  numbers.  Disguise  it  as  we  ma3T,  this  is  a  sad  picture  indeed. 
The  freest  and  the  most  orthodox  church  in  the  world  are  not  doing  a 
tithe  of  what  some  heathen  converts  are  doing  for  the  extension  of  the 
Master's  kingdom. 

And  now,  in  conclusion,  let  us  urge  upon  all  who  love  the  Lord,  in- 
deed, to  more  self-denial,  more  earnest  work,  more  consecrating  of  self 
to  this  great  work.  We  appeal  to  all  to  do  more,  not  alone  on  thij  ground 
of  the  millions  of  pagans  dying  without  God,  nor  of  the  expanding  and 
elevating  reflex  influence  from  this  God-like  enterprise,  but  our  simple 
appeal  is  work  in  the  execution  of  the  great  commission  for  the  declara- 
tive glory  of  God.

The  business  of  the  churclu-s  of  Christ  is  to  give  the  gospel  to  the 
world.  To  this  end  our  Associations  are  organized,  and  to  this  end  our 
State  Convention  was  organized.  "Preach  the  gospel  to  every  crea- 
ture "  is  the  warp  upon  which  all  our  christian  work  is  woven.  There- 
fore following  the  genius  of  the  gospel,  all  of  our  Baptist  gatherings  are 
missionary  bodies.  Our  State  Mission  work  therefore  includes  every  op- 
eration among  us  that  pertains  to  propagating  the  gospel  in  the  State. 
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The  work  now  going  on  under  the  immediate  direction  of  the  State  Mis- 
sion Board  is  mainly  in  the  Pamlico  country — the  country  south  of  the 
Roanoke  river,  the  country  lying  on  the  line  of  the  Carolina  Central 
Railroad,  and  our  western  section.  The  work  in  each  of  these  sections  is 
being  vigorously  pushed,  and  is  succeeding  well,  New  churches  are  go- 
ing up,  and  new  points  being  made.  There  are  unmistakable  signs  of 
growth  and  progress  ;  and  still  all  is  not  being  done  that  ought  to  be 
done.  Indeed  a  careful  study  of  the  field  of  our  operations — what  has 
been  done  and  what  is  to  be  done  in  the  thorough  cultivation  of  the  field 
is  sufficient  to  stir  the  heart  of  every  lover  of  the  cause  of  Christ,  and 
cause  him  to  rejoice  in  the  privilege  the  Master  has  given  to  work  for 
Him.

We  rejoice  to  see  signs  of  an  increase  of  the  spirit  of  education  among 
our  people.  Academies  and  high  schools  are  growing  up  in  various  sec- 
tions, and  our  boys  and  girls  are  laying  the  foundation  of  a  good  educa- 
tion. Our  Colleges  too,  are  fuller  than  ever  before.  Let  the  good  work 
go  on  ;  let  parents  make  many  sacrifices  to  give  their  children  all  possi- 
ble education.  And  while  the  masses  are  being  educated,  the  ministry 
should  not  be  left  behind.  They  are  set  to  instruct  the  people.  How 
can  they  instruct  those  who  are  superior  to  them  in  education  ?  Other 
denominations  have  an  educated  ministry.  We  claim  to  have  the  truth, 
and  we  need  men  who  are  able  to  maintain  this  truth  against  all  opposi- 
tion. A  large  number  of  young  ministers  whom  Cod  has  called  to  the 
work  are  desirous  of  obtaining  an  education.  Most  of  them  are  poor; 
they  cannot  meet  their  necessary  expenses  while  procuring  an  education. 
They  go  to  wake  Forest  College  and  to  some  of  our  academies  free  of 
charge  for  tuition.  But  they  have  no  means  to  pay  their  board.  It  will 
not  do  for  them  to  enter  the  ministry  burdened  with  debt ;  the  churches 
ought  to  raise  the  means  to  support  these  brethren.  A  few  of  the 
churches  of  this  Association  have  taken  collections  for  this  object  the 
past  year,  and  have  averaged  $2.50  to  the  church.  If  all  the  churches 
had  done  as  well  we  could  have  raised  half  enough  to  support  a  young 
brother  at  Wake  Forest  College  for  one  year.  Let  those  that  gave  to 
this  object  the  past  year  do  more  during  the  coming  year,  and  let  all  the 
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others  join  in  the  work,  that  we  may  have  men  thoroughly  qualified  for 
the  responsible  work  of  preaching  the  gospel.

By  request  of  the  Board  of  the  southern  part  of  the  above  named  As- 
sociation, I  have  been  laboring  as  missionary  in  the  destitute  parts  of 
said  Association  from  the  1st  of  May  to  the  25th  of  August,  1SS1,  in 
which  time  I  have  traveled  350  miles,  preached  20  sermons,  visited  35 
families  and  held  family  prayers  with  22  of  the  same.  I  had  large  atten- 
dance and  good  attention  at  eacli  station.

In  the  early  spread  of  Christianity  the  apostles,  following  the  direc- 
tion of  t;:orr  Divine  Master,  began  ar  Jerusalem  and  from  there  they 
went  our  east  and  west,  north  and  south,  ro  Judea  and  Samaria.  Gdilee 
and  Syria.  Damascus  and  Egypt,  Cilieia  and  Asia  Minor.  Maeedouia  and 
Greece,  Italy  and  Spain  until  within  a  few  y  ars  the  Gospel  had  pene- 
trated to  the  f.irrhest  corner  of  the  Roman  Empire.     Xo  less  wonderful 
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has  been  the  success  of  the  modern  missionary  enterprise.  Against  op- 
position as  great  as  that  met  by  the  Apostles,  the  servants  of  the  Lord 
have  gone  at  the  command  of  their  Master,  and  they  have  seen  the  work 
of  the  Lord  prospering  in  their  hands.  Less  than  one  hundred  years 
ago  William  Carey  was  told  by  one  of  his  brethren,  ''Sit  down,  young 
man  !  when  the  Lord  wants  the  heathen  converted  he  will  do  it  without 
you  or  me."  But  "  the  consecrated  cobler  "  persisted  and  inaugurated 
the  modern  missionary  movement,  and  only  eternity  will  show  the 
blessed  result.  At  the  birth  of  men  now  in  the  prime  of  life  the  Sand- 
wich Islanders  were,  naked  savages,  feeding  upon  each  other,  in  the  very 
lowest  position  of  the  scale  of  humanity.  To-day  they  are  civilized, 
Christianized,  and  sending  missionaries  to  other  lands.  S;venty-tive 
years  ago,  Judson  and  Rice,  converted  to  Baptist  principles  on  their 
voyage  to  India,  driven  by  the  East  India  Company  from  Hindoostan, 
landed  in  Kangoon.  We  are  familiar  with  the  story  of  their  early 
struggles.  To-day  besides  hundreds  of  Burmese  th<jre  are  thou-ands  of 
Karens  gathered  into  churches  and  Associations,  and  by  their  contribu- 
tions to  the  cause  are  shaming  us  in  this  gospel  land.  A  few  years  ago 
the  mission  to  the  Teloogoos  was  on  the  point  of  being  abandoned.  In 
ten  years  this  "Lone  Star  Mission"  was  blessed  with  the  baptism  of 
ten  thousand  converts  in  twelve  months.  These  are  hut  specimens  of 
the  gracious  fruits  the  Lord  has  granted  his  laborers.  Our  own  mission- 
aries have  toiled  a  few  years  in  China,  Africa,  Italy,  Mexico  and  South 
America.  Great  inroads  have  been  made  upon  heathenism  and  Popery  ; 
churches  have  been  organized  and  associations  formed.  But  our  mis- 
sionaries need  re-inforcement.  Some  have  toiled  long  and  are  nearly 
worn  out.  The  men' can  be  found  to  join  them  in  this  work  if  the 
churches  will  furnish  the  means.     Have  we  done  our  part? 

We  rejoice  to  see  an  increase  in  the  missionary  spirit  in  some  of  our 
churches.  Last  year  §30  were  reported  for  this  object.  This  year  the 
letters  report  §50*,  besides  nearly  $100  for  other  objects.  But  more  than 
half  of  the  churches  report  nothing.  We  urge  it  upon  the.  pastors  and 
delegates  to  see  to  it  that  all  have  an  opportunity  of  contributing  for  the 
spread  of  the  Gospel  in  foreign  lands.

There  are  now  thirtj^-six  missionaries  under  the  supervision  of  the 
State  Mission  Board,  ten  more  than  ever  were  employed  before  in  the 
history  of  our  Convention.  These  faithful  men  are  accomplishing,  by 
the  help  of  the  Lord,  great  things  in  the  destitute  portions  of  our  State. 
In  town  and  in  country,  churches  are  being  organized  and  houses  of 
worship  are  being  built,  and  the  pure  word  of  life  is  being  rapidly  car- 
ried into  every  nook  and  corner  of  North  Carolina.  But  the  destitution 
is  still  great.  We  can  count  a  dozen  counties  in  Eastern  North  Carolina 
in  neither  of  which  is  to  be  found  more  than  one  Missionary  Baptist 
church.  Large  portions  of  Stanly,  Rowan,  Davidson,  Iredell,  Mecklen- 
burg, Cabarrus,  Gaston,  Lincoln  and  Catawba  counties  are  without  the 
Gospel  as  we  hold.  it.  The  State  Mission  Board  is  looking  after  this  des- 
titution as  well  as  other  portions  equally  as  destitute,  and  is  laboring  to 
supply  them  with  the  Gospel.  Our  Board  is  not  only  sharing  with  many 
of  the  Associations  the  expenses  of  the  mission  work  in  their  bounds 
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but  is  supplementing  the  salaries  of  the  pastors  of  many  of  our  weak 
town  churches.  Will  not  all  of  the  Associations  and  churches  come  up 
to  the  help  of  he  Lord  in  this  work  ?  We  feel  called  upon  as  a  denomi- 
nation to  send  the  Gospel,  as  we  hold  it,  into  every  part  of  the  State  and 
of  the  world.

REPORT  ON"  OBITUARIES. 

McAlpin  Walsh 

Was  born  in  Wilkes  county,  near  Elk  Creek  church,  April  30th,  1801, 
and  died  July  1st,  1882,  aged  81  years,  2  months  and  1  day.  He  pro- 
fessed religion  when  about  33  years  old,  and  united  with  Lewis  Fork 
church.  He  was  soon  afterwards  elected  deacon,  and  filled  the  office  to 
his  death  with  honor  to  himself  and  the  church.  He  was  a  standing 
delegate  to  the  Association  for  many  years,  and'  was  always  faithful  to 
the  trust.  His  last  attendance  upon  the  Association  was  in  1878,  when 
it  met  at  his  own  church.  A  short  time  before  his  death  he  said  to  the 
writer  that  he  had  no  desire  to  get  well.  With  a  bright  hope  of  heaven, 
he  passed  away  as  one  falling  asleep.  "  For  they  that  say  such  things 
declare  plainly  that  they  seek  a  country,  that  is  an  heavenly." 

Elder  John  B.  Powell 

Was  born  on  Lower  Creek,  in  Caldwell  county,  about  the  year  1826. 
He  professed  religion  in  early  life,  and  united  with  the  Lower  Creek 
church.  Soon  afterwards  he  was  ordained  to  the  work  of  the  ministry, 
and  for  more  than  30  years  was  pastor  of  Lower  Creek  church.  He  was 
a  man  of  remarkable  natural  gifts,  and  preached  much  with  great  ac- 
ceptance, and  with  large  results  But  withal  he  was  a  very  timid  and 
retiring  man,  rarely  preaching  when  others  were  present  to  preach. 

Saturday,  April  8th,  1882,  he  was  in  his  pulpit  as  usual,  but  in  the 
midst  of  his  sermon  his  voice  failed,  he  tottered,  and  was  caught  by  his 
brethren.  He  survived  only  long  enough  to  reach  home,  and  then  passed 
away  at  the  age  of  56.  According  to  his  desire,  he  died  in  the  harness. 

Elder  Linville  Land 

Was  born  in  what  is  now  Watauga  county,  about  1822,  and  died  in 
November,  1881,  being  nearly  60  years  old.  He  lived  most  of  his  life  in 
Wilkes  county.  He  joined  the  church  when  about  20  years  old,  and 
commenced  preaching  about  eight  years  later.  As  a  teacher  and  preacher 
he  exerted  an  influence  for  good  over  a  large  section  of  country.  For  a 
number  of  years  he  had  been  a  member  of  Mt.  Pleasant  church,  and 
also  was  long  the  pastor  of  Mt.  Zion,  Lewis  Fork  and  other  churches  in 
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this  and  other  Associations.    When  the  summons  came  it  found  him 
ready.     "  Blessed  are  the  dead  who  die  in  the  Lord." 

Bro.  Melville  Campbell  died  in  Ashe  county.  N.  C,  November, 
1881,  aged  4S  years.  He  was  born  in  Iredell  county  in  1S33.  Bro.  Camp- 
bell professed  religion  and  joined  Buffalo  Baptist  church  in  1870,  and 
soon  thereafter  was  chosen  Deacon,  which  office  he  rilled  with  honor  to 
himself  and  the  church.  Bro.  Campbell  in  his  every  day  life  exempli- 
fied the  power  of  the  christian  religion.  He  was  a  warm  friend  to  Mis- 
sions and  Sunday  Schools.  He  bore  a  large  part  of  the  expenses  of  the 
building  of  Buffalo  church,  for  the  interest  of  which  it  was  his  greatest 
pleasure  to  labor.

The 
State  Mission  Board  are  attempting  to  supply  this  destitution. 
Six  years  ago  they  employed  nine  missionaries.  Now  fifty- 
four  are  under  appointment  from  this  board,  and  are  laboring 
from  the  seacoast  to  the  mountains.  Under  their  labors  new 
churches  are  organized,  weak  churches  are  strengthened,  and 
the  truth  is  made  known  where  Baptist  sentiments  were  form- 
erly almost  unknown.

BROTHER   JOHN    C.    STOUT, 

A  member  of  Mt.  Pleasant  Church,  died  in  November, 
1882.  He  was  a  man  of  unusual  promise,  striving  earnestly  to 
educate  himself.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  As- 
sociational  Missions  for  the  Northern  Division.  We  thought 
the  Lord  had  work  for  him,  but  the  Lord  of  the  Harvest  has 
called  him  away.  May  the  Lord  raise  up  others  to  fill  the 
place  thus  made  vacant. 

ELDER    WILLIAM    POOL 

Was  born  January  3rd,  1807,  in  what  is  now  Alexander  county, 
and  spent  all  his  life  within  three  miles  of  his  birthplace. 
He  professed  religion  when  about  35  years  of  age,  and  united 
with  Little  River  Church,  and  remained  a  member  of  that 
church  until  a  few  years  before  his  death,  when  he  joined 
Antioch  Church.  His  first  serious  impressions  were  under  the 
ministry  of  Elder  William  Dodson,  and  he  was  converted  un- 
der the  ministry  of  Elder  Smith  Ferguson.  About  the  year 
1816  he  entered  the  ministry,  and  was  ordained  by  Elders 
Ferguson  and  Goforth.  For  37  years  he  was  an  earnest,  faith- 
ful and  bold  defender  of  the  faith.  During  his  life,  he  served 
about  20  churches  in  Alexander,  Wilkes,  Iredell  and  Cald- 
well counties.  He  often  expressed  regret  over  his  lack 
of  early  educational  advantages.  He  was  often  sent  for  to 
assist  in  the  adjustment  of  difficulties  in  churches.  For  five 
years  before  his  death  he  was  confined  to  his  home  by  rheum- 
atism. During  this  time  it  greatly  delighted  him  to  have  his 
brethren  visit  him.  A  few  months  before  his  death  his  pastor 
held  a  meeting  at  his  house,  and  he  sat  on  his  bed  and  ex- 
horted his  neighbors,  even  from  the  borders  of  the  better  land.

He  was  very  desirous  of  having  once  more  opportunity  of 
preaching  the  Gospel,  and  hoped  to  call  his  friends  around  his 
bedside  for  this  purpose  ;  but  ids  work  was  done,  and  the 
Master  called  him  to  rest.  With  a  firm  trust  in  a  crucified 
.Redeemer,  he  approached  the  river  of  death  with  no  dread. 
Patient  in  suffering,  lie  was  looking  and  longing  for  the  prom- 
ised coining  of  the  Lord.  He  adopted  the  triumphant  lan- 
guage of  Paul,  '"I  have  fought  the  good  tight.11  September 
28th,  1882,  the  longed-for  event  came,  and  his  suilerings  end- 
ed; rest  and  peace  and  joy  became  his  portion.

Only 
be  not  elated  at  any  success  ;  walk  softly  before  the  Lord ;  and 
forget  not,  amid  the  hurry  of  business,  to  cultivate  that  daily 
communion  with  the  Lord  and  Saviour,  which  is  the  life  and 
happiness  of  the  soul."

Temperance. 

Temperance  is  of  heavenly  birth,  connected  with  and  stands  pre- 
eminent with  all  the  other  Christian  graces.     And  notwithstanding

she  had  a  rough  road  and  all  the  way  up  hill  she  has  steadily  ad- 
vanced. , 
Thirty-four  or  five  years  ago.  a  Baptist  in  this  vicinity  durst  not 
be  a  "Son  of  Temperance,"  "Free  Mason,"  "Odd  Fellow,"  or 
"  Knight  of  Honor."  Now  all  these  are  looked  upon  as  hand-maid- 
ens in  the  great  reformation,  in  wresting  heart-broken  widows  and 
beggard  orphans  of  the  drunkard  from  poverty  and  distress,  making 
the  widowTs  heart  rejoice,  and  preparing  the  orphan  for  usefulness  in 
society.  And  we  are  glad  to  say  that  nearly  all  the  religious  de- 
nominations in  this  land  are  working  as  one  man  to  drive  the  de- 
stroyer out  of  our  land,  and  though  much  has  been  done,  there  ifti 
yet  more  to  do.  Our  legislators  should  be  instructed  to  fight  the 
monster  in  his  strong-hold  where  he  gets  his  license  to  destroy  our 
race.  The  watchman  on  the  walls  should  "cry  aloud  and  spare 
not,"  and  tell  the  people  that  "no  drunkard  has  any  inheritance  in 
the  kingdom  of  our  God. "  The  lay  members  of  the  churches  should 
say  that  no  drunkard  nor  drunkard-maker  shall  have  a  name  or  a 
place  in  the  church  of  the  living  God.  And  the  rising  generation 
should  be  taught  what  Gen.  Horry  said  more  than  a  century  ago : 

"Brandy  !  brandy!  bane  of  life, 
Spring  of  tumult,   source  of  strife, 
Could  I  but  half  thy  curses  tell, 
The  wise  would  wish  thee  safe- in  hell." 

Teach  them  that  "  wine  is  a  mocker,"  that  "strong  drink  is  rag- 
ing," and  that  "whosoever  is  deceived  thereby  is  not  wise."  Let  us 
as  servants  of  God  use  our  utmost  endeavor  until  the  destroyer  is 
put  out  of  the  reach  of  the  youth  of  our  land.

As  facilities  for  intermingling  in  society  and  comunicating  thought 
increase,  the  necessities  for  educating  our  people  only  becomes; 
more  apparent  in  every  department  of  life.  All  good  citizens  should 
feel  a  deep  interest  in  general  education.  Every  Baptist  in  all  the 
land  should  take  a  deep  interest  in  ministerial  education,  and  to  this- 
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■end  we  earnestly  ask  all  our  churches  to  take  regular  collections  to 
aid  the  Board  of  Education  at  Wake  Forest  College  in  this  great 
work  which  had  39  young  men  under  its  care  last  year. 

We  recommend  Moravian  Falls  Academy,  under  the  able  manage- 
ment of  our  own  Bro.  G.  W.  Greene,  as  a  good  place  to  educate  our 
boys  and  girls.  For  the  better  preparing  of  our  young  men  for  use- 
fulness, and  especially  young  men  called  of  God  to  preach  the  gos- 
pel, we  recommend  our  own  Wake  Forest.  For  the  better  preparing 
of  our  daughters  to  perform  those  high  duties  to  which  their  station 
calls  them,  we  recommend  Thomasville  Female  College,  Shelby  Fe- 
male College,  Oxford  Female  College  and  Murfreesboro  Female 
College.

THIRD  DAY— Morning  Session. 

The  Association  met  at  9:50.  Devotional  meeting  of  15 
minutes,  conducted  by  Bro.  Poteat.  Previous  minutes  read 
and  corrected. 

Bro.  White  offered  a  resolution  concerning  United  Bap- 
tist Institute.  Referred  to  Committee  on  Education  and 
Resolutions. 

Elder  Greene  read  report  on 

State  Missions. 

For  preaching  the  gospel  in  destitute  sections  of  North  Carolina, 
there  are  all  the  motives  urged  in  behalf  of  other  Missions,  and  the 
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additional  motive  of  patriotism.  Love  of  country,  love  of  our  neigh- 
bor and  love  of  our  families  unite  in  demanding  that  this  work 
should  be  prosecuted  with  vigor.  In  respect  to  some  doctrines  the 
Baptists  stand  alone  against  the  world.  These  are  important  doc- 
trines, and  impose  upon  us  grave  responsibilities.  If,  as  we  main- 
tain, we  hold  important  doctrines,  denied  by  all  others,  we  are  under 
obligations  to  send  Missionaries  wherever  our  principles  are  not 
known.  This  work  we  are  attempting  in  State  Missions.  From  the 
sea-shore  to  the  mountains  the  Missionaries  of  our  Convention  are 
preaching  salvation  by  grace,  believers'  baptism  and  a  converted 
church  membership,  large  benevolence  and  pastoral  support,  and  a 
faithful  adherence  in  all  things  to  the  word  of  God.  The  Lord  is 
wonderfully  blessing  these  labors ;  churches  are  organized ;  houses  of 
worship  are  built;  hundreds  are  converted  and  put  on  Christ  in 
baptism.  Three  of  these  labor  in  our  own  bounds :  Bro.  Marsh  at 
Taylorsville,  Bro.  Pool  at  Lenoir,  and  Bro.  Bumgarner  between  the 
Brushy  Mountains  and  Catawba  River.  There  is  great  need  of  an- 
other along  the  foot  of  the  Blue  Ridge. 

We  set  out  to  raise  $100  by  the  last  meeting  of  the  Convention,, 
and  we  raised  more  than  $130.  By  the  approaching  Convention  in 
November,  our  delegates  promised  that  we  would  try  for  $150.  But 
little  of  this  has  yet  been  raised.  This  is  only  half  of  what  the  Board 
expends  in  our  bounds.  Let  us  not  be  satisfied  with  what  we  have 
already  done,  but,  for  this  and  all  other  objects,  strive  for  an  in- 
crease each  year,  until  the  masses  of  our  people  are  informed  of 
their  duty,  and,  when  they  know  their  duty  we  feel  sure  they  will 
doit.

The  Board  is  en- 
deavoring to  supply  as  far  as  possible  these  destitute  sections ;  and 
now  has  under  its  employ  144  Missionaries  laboring  at  338  different 
places,  59  of  which  are  in  Texas,  19  in  the  Indian  Territory,  4  among 
the  Chinese  in  California,  and  various  other  places.  The  Lord  has 
signally  blessed  the  labors  of  these  Missionaries,  by  adding  to  the 
church  through  their  labors  upwards  of  4,000  members  in  the  past 
year.  Therefore,  brethren,  we  ask  you  to  aid  in  this  great  work  of 
advancing  the  Redeemer's  kingdom.

— During  the  past  year  the  Master  has 
called  from  his  earthly  work  one  of  our  oldest  ministers,  Elder  Rob- 
ert L.  Steele.  He  was  a  brother  beloved  of  all.  Truly  a  father  in 
Israel  hath  fallen.  He  was  pure  in  his  life,  modest  in  his  deport- 
ment almost  to  a  fault,  always  disposed  to  prefer  others  to  himself. 
He  had  been  a  member  of  a  Baptist  church  for  forty-five  years,  for 
thirty-sis  of  which  he  was  an  ordained  minister.

At  9  :  30   the  Moderator  called  the  Association  to  order. 
The  previous  minutes  read  and  approved. 
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The  Committee  of  Arrangements  reported  an  order  of 
business  which  was  adopted. 

Bro.  Greene  read  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 
Correspondents  reported  : 

Elder  Isaac  Oxford  attended  Three  Forks  and  Catawba  River  Associations; 
Elder  W.  A.  Pool  attended  Catawba  River  and  Baptist  State  Convention  ; 
Elder  G.  W.  Greene  and  Bro.  W.  E.  White  attended  Brier  Creek. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Greene,  any  many  of  this  body  at- 
tending bodies  with  whom  we  correspond  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  represent  us  in  said  bodies. 

On  motion  of  Elder  W.  A.  Pool,  Art.  2nd  of  the  Consti- 
tution was  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "  Christ's 
kingdom  upon  earth,"  and  inserting  the  words,  "  God's 
kingdom  in  the  hearts  of  men." 

The  Committee  of  Arrangements  made  the  following  re- 
port of  various  matters  : 

1st.  Query  from  Pilgrim  Church  :  When  a  church  grants  a  letter  of  dismis- 
sion to  a  member  who  has  license  to  preach  and  suffers  said  member  to  carry  his 
letter  in  his  pocket  and  claim  to  be  ordained;  then  marries,  and  in  a  short  time, 
leaves  his  wife,  goes  to  another  State,  marries  the  second  time,  still  claims  to 
be  ordained,  but  after  being  exposed  to  the  public  leaves  his  second  wife  to  get 
out  of  the  way,  shall  not  the  church  that  grants  the  letter  investigate  said  mat- 
ter and  withdraw  fellowship  at  once  ? 

Answer — Drop  his  name  and  publish  him. 

2nd.  The  Committee  recommend  that  the  request  of  the  churches  at  Piny 
Grove,  Lower  Creek,  Sardis,  Lovelady  and  Union,  for  dismission  to  organize  a 
new  Association,  be  granted. 

3rd.  The  Committee  also  recommend  that  Art.  6  of  the  Constitution  be 
amended  as  suggested  by  the  church  at  Antioch,  to- wit:  Strike  out  the  words 
"to  transcribe  them  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose,"  and  insert  instead  thereof 
"  to  keep  a  printed  copy  of  the  minutes  of  each  session  of  the  Association  and 
every  ten  years  have  them  bound  for  the  use  of  this  body." 

4th.  The  Committee  offer  the  following  resolutions  and  recommend  their 
adoption  : 

Resolved,  That  we  remind  the  churches  of  the  scripture  plan  of  systematic 
benevolence  as  found  in  1st  Corinthians  xvi:  2:  "  Upon  the  first  day  of  the 
week  let  every  one  of  you  lay  by  him  in  store  as  God  has  prospered  him,  that 
there  be  no  gatherings  when  I  come." 

Resolved,  That  we  advise  every  pastor  within  this  Association  to  impress  this 
plan  immediately  upon  their  respective  charges,  in  order  to  contribute  to  the 
various  objects  of  christian  benevolence  that  now  claim  our  assistance. 

After  an  amendment,  by  Bro.  Greene,  to  the  first  resolu- 
tion in  fourth  item,  the  report  was  adopted,  each  item  be- 
ing considered  separately. 

Tiie  hour  of  the  special  order  having  arrived,  Elder  G.  W. 
Greene  read  report  of  Committee  on 

BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE    ASSOCIATION. 

Care  of  the  orphan  might  be  urged  on  the  ground   of    humanity  and  patriot- 
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ism.  Pity  the  unfortunate  orphan  deprived  of  a  father's  helping  hand  and  a 
mother's  loving  care,  and  help  him  prepare  for  life.  Remember  that  these  or- 
phans must  soon  become  men  and  women,  and  they  will  help  to  swell  the  num- 
ber of  good  citizens  and  be  a  blessing  to  their  country,  or  they  will  be  ignorant 
and  depraved,  and  a  curse  to  the  land  that  gave  them  birth. 

But  upon  us,  as  Baptists,  the  orphans  have  higher  claims  even  than  those  of 
humanity  and  patriotism.  They  are  the  special  charge  given  us  by  our  Lord. 
The  passages  of  scripture  impressing  our  duty  to  care  for  them  are  many  and 
striking.  Can  we  claim  to  be  nearer  the  scriptures  than  others  in  our  faith  and 
practice,  when  we  fail  to  practice  our  duty  to  the  orphans  ? 

The  Baptist  Orphanage  Association  gives  to  Baptists  a  long  needed  opportu- 
nity of  doing  something  in  this  direction  commensurate  with  our  duty  and  the 
importance  of  the  work. 

Under  control  of  this  Association  300  acres  of  land  have  been  purchased, 
near  Thomasville,  and  part  of  it  paid  for;  the  erection  of  buildings  is  begun 
and  only  waits  a  sufficiency  of  means.  Here  orphans  are  to  be  provided  for 
and  educated,  and  by  all  possible  physical,  mental  and  moral  training  prepared 
for  the  responsible  duties  of  life.  The  erection  of  four  buildings  is  provided 
for,  two  by  individuals  and  two  by  churches.  Others  will  be  needed  and  more 
funds  are  needed  to  finish  paying  for  the  land. 

These  funds,  necessary  for  the  complete  establishment  of  the  Orphanage,  and 
for  its  future  support,  are  expected  from  three  sources:  About  800  persons  have 
become  members  of  the  Association  for  one  year  by  the  payment  of  one  dollar. 
Two  or  three  thousand  more  ought  to  unite  with  these  and  be  members  for  life, 
paying  one  dollar  each  year  to  the  support  of  the  institution. 

A  few  individuals  all  over  the  State  ought  to  give  annually  their  tens,  hun- 
dreds and  some  their  thousands.  But  the  great  dependence  for  the  support  of 
such  an  enterprise  must  be  the  making  of  frequent  small  contributions  by  the 
thousands  of  Baptists  in  North  Carolina. 

Let  all  help  in  this  work,  the  poor  and  the  children,  as  well  as  the  rich  and 
the  great.

The  State  Mission  Board  has  employed  this  year  about  70  missionaries. 
These  preach  in  43  towns  and  villages,  at  113  country  churches  and  at  nearly 
50  out-stations  in  school  houses  or  under  brush  arbors.  Thus  by  the  aid  of  the 
State  Mission  Board  more  than  200  communities,  otherwise  destitute,  are  sup- 
plied with  Baptist  preaching.  Many  of  these  faithful  laborers  endure  hardships 
no  less  severe  and  trying  than  those  of  the  Foreign  Missionary.  They  are 
heroic  men  and  are  doing  a  noble  work  for  the  Lord  and  His  truth. 

The  work  demands  enlarged  contributions.  The  Lord  is  crowning  the  labors 
of  His  servants  with  abundant  success  and  He  calls  upon  the  churches  to  rise 
to  new  interest  and  zeal  in  the  work.  Instead  of  enlargement  some  of  our 
churches  have  rather  fallen  back  in  their  contributions  the  past  year.  Let  us 
set  upon  the  new  year  with  a  determination  to  secure  a  contribution  for  this  ob- 
ject from  each  member  of  each  of  our  churches.

HOME  MISSIONS. 

In  North  Carolina  the  Baptists  are  able  to  supply  the  destitution  without 
help  from  abroad,  and  we  are  trying  to  do  this  in  the  work  of  State  Missions. 
But,  in  many  States  of  the  southwest,  the  Baptists  are  few  and  week,  and  the 
destitution  is  very  great.  Hence  there  is  need  of  help  from  other  States  to  sup- 
ply this  destitution.  This  is  called  Home  Missions.  Missionaries  are  employed 
in  Florida,  Louisiana,  Texas  and  other  States.  Special  attention  has  been  given 
to  New  Orleans,  the  largest  city  of  the  South.  By  the  aid  of  the  Home  Mis- 
sion Board  there  are  now  three  churches  among  the  thousands  of  that  great  city. 
In  a  few  years  these  churches  will  become  self-sustaining,  and  will  help  spread 
the  truth  in  that  city  and  throughout  the  southwest. 

The  Indians  likewise  need  the  influences  of  the  gospel.  This  work  also  be- 
longs to  the  Home  Mission  Board.  Under  the  labors  of  missionaries  many  have 
been  converted  and  there  are  now  schools  and  churches  and  associations  among 
them,  and  they  are  now  helping  to  send  the  gospel  to  others. 

Efforts  are  also  made  to  help  the  colored  people  of  the  south  as  far  as  possi- 
ble, by  training  their  preachers  and  fitting  them  for  more  effective  work. 

Let  all  our  churches  help  this  work.

The  brother  who  hesitates  to  aid  in  the  work  on  mere  quibbles  and  pretexts 
should  be  made  a  subject  of  special  prayer,  and  if  he  persists  in  his  course 
should  be  severely  let  alone.

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Elder  Daniel  Wellborn 

Was  born  in  Wilkes  county,  about  the  year  1S18,  and  died  Jan.  igth,  1885. 
He  professed  faith  in  Christ  about  the  year  1846,  and  soon  afterwards  entered 
the  ministry.  From  that  time  on,  forty  years,  his  zeal  in  the  proclamation  of 
the  truth,  and  his  fidelity  in  doing  what  he  considered  his  duty  were  marked 
features  of  his  life.  He  served  as  pastor  a  number  of  churches  in  Wilkes, 
Caldwell  and  Alexander,  many  of  them  far  from  home;  and  yet  with  the  true 
spirit  of  the  hero,  he  went  through  rain  and  sunshine,  faithfully  meeting  his 
appointments.  His  last  charge  was  Lewis  Fork  church,  which  he  served  many 
years  with  great  acceptance.  Many  souls  have  professed  faith  under  his  minis- 
try, and  many  have  been  baptized  by  him.  During  his  last  sickness,  feeling 
that  his  work  was  done,  he  expressed  no  desire  to  get  well,  but  rather  "  to  de- 
part and  be  with  Christ,  which  is  far  better." 

Elder  Peter  Tritt 

Died  in  February,  1885,  at  the  age  of  about  85.  He  was  a  minister  of  the 
gospel  for  nearly  forty  years,  faithfully  serving  various  churches  in  the  bounds 
of  this  Association,  and  striving  to  save  souls  from  the  wrath  to  come.  We 
have  little  information  as  to  the  extent  of  his  labors,  but  all  unite  in  testimony 
to  his  christian  character  and  fidelity  in  the  work  committed  to  him.

CONSTITUTION. 


ist.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist 
Association,  and  shall  be  composed  of  delegates  chosen  by  the  churches;  each 
church  being  entitled  to  three  delegates,  and  all  regular  ordained  ministers  as 
members  ex  officio. 

2d.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of  God's  kingdom 
in  the  hearts  of  men. 

3d.  The  delegates  thus  selected  should  bear  from  each  respective  church  a 
letter  certifying  their  appointments,  and  communicating  information  relative  to 
the  state  of  the  church  and  interest  thereof. 

4th.  The  Association  just  formed  shall  choose,  by  ballot,  a  Moderator,  Clerk 
and  Treasurer,  who  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and  until  others  are 
chosen.      The  last  two  offices  may  be  held  by  the  same  individual. 

5th.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  at  meetings  of  business; 
to  keep  order  during  each  session;  to  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an 
appeal  of  the  house  by  any  member;  and  to  perform  all  other  duties  pertaining 
to  his  office. 

6th.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  and  correct  record  of 
all  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  the  Association;  to  keep  a  printed  copy 
of  the  minutes  of  each  session  of  the  Association,  and  every  ten  years  have 
them  bound  for  the  use  of  this  body;  and  to  perform  other  duty  assigned  to 
him  by  the  Association. 

7th.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  record  of  all  the 
funds  coming  into  his  hands  and  to  report  the  same  at  the  order  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

8th.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Arrangements  consisting  of  five  mem- 
bers, besides  the  Moderator  and  Clerk. 

gth.  All  letters  of  grievances  or  queries,  together  with  all  letters  from  corres- 
ponding Associations  requiring  any  attention  thereon,  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Committee  of  Arrangements,  and  reported  back  to  the  Association. 

10th.  This  body  shall  have  no  coercive  power  to  exercise  lordship  over  God's 
heritage,  but  shall  only  be  considered  an  advisory  council  in  all  matters  respect- 
ing the  internal  regulations  of  the  churches. 

nth.  When  an  offense  may  have  been  committed  by  one  church  against  an- 
other, or  where  a  series  of  difficulties  may  have  arisen  in  an  individual  church, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Association  (after  due  labors  have  been  had  between 
the  offending  and  offended  churches,  or  an  individual  church,  as  the  case  may 
be)  to  take  the  matter  into  consideration  and  advise  upon  it. 

1 2th.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  permanent  fellowship  towards  any 
of  her  churches  which  neglect  to  institute  and  preserve  gospel  order  among  their 
members,  nor  any  of  churches  and  ministers  that  treat  her  constitution  with 
contempt;  but  shall  sustain  with  all  her  influence,  such  as  promote  gospel  prin- 
ciples and  order. 

13th.  It  shall  be  the  province  of  this  Association  to  invite  visiting  and  cor- 
responding brethren  to  seats,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  speak  on  any  point  under 
discussion,  but  not  to  vote. 

14th.  The  Association  shall  in  all  cases,  (except  in  matters  pertaining  to  the 
constitution),  be  governed  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present,  and  shall  not 
adjourn  until  they  have  gone  through  the  business  of  the  Association,  except  in 
extraordinary  cases. 

15th.  Each  church  having  an  ordained  or  a  licensed  minister  shall  report  the 
same  to  the  Association,  in  order  that  they  may  appear  as  such  on  the  face  of 
the  minutes. 

16th.  The  Association  shall  furnish  the  churches  with  the  minutes  of  her  pro- 
ceedings; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to  enable  her  to  do  so. 
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17th.  The  Association  shall  have  a  fund,  created  and  sustained  by  voluntary 
contribution  from  the  churches,  which  shall  be  held  by  the  Treasurer,  and  sub- 
ject to  the  disposition  of  a  majority  of  the  Association  present  at  any  annual 
session. 

1 8th.  The  Association  shall  hold  an  annual  session  at  such  time  and  place  as 
the  body  may  from  time  to  time  designate. 

19th.  By  appointment  of  the  Association,  there  may  be  an  Introductory,  a 
Missionary  and  a  Denominational  Sermon  preached  at  each  annual  session. 

20th.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  time,  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present  concurring. 


BY-LAWS. 


1st.  At  each  assembling  of  the  Association,  for  the  transaction  of  business, 
the  Moderator  shall  invite  members  to  order;  then  the  Association  shall  be 
opened  by  praise  and  prayer. 

2d.  When  the  Moderator  takes  his  chair,  each  member  shall  take  his  seat,  and 
the  minutes  of  the  preceding  day  shall  be  read. 

3d.  The  Moderator  may  speak  to  points  of  order,  in  preference  to  other 
members,  arising  from  his  seat  for  that  purpose;  and,  on  points  of  order,  no 
member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without  leave  of  the  house. 

4th.    He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  sitting. 

5th.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  body. 

6th.  He  shall  have  a  general  direction  of  the  house;  he  shall  have  a  right  to 
name  any  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair. 

7th.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  or  deliver  any  matter  to 
the  Association,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  respectfully  address  the  Moder- 
ator, and  confine  himself  to  the  question  under  debate,  and  avoid  personally. 
And  when  two  or  more  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  Moderator  is  to  name  who  is 
to  speak  first.  No  member  shall  speak  oftener  than  twice  on  the  same  ques- 
tion, without  leave  of  the  Association. 

8th.  While  the  Moderator  is  putting  any  question  or  addressing  the  Associa- 
tion no  person  shall  speak,  stand  up,  walk  out,  or  acros.s  the  house;  nor  when  a 
member  is  speaking,  entertain  private  discourse,  stand  up  or  pass  between  him 
and  the  chair. 

gth.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Moderator  or  read  by  the  Clerk,  it  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the  Association,  but  may  be  withdrawn  before 
a  decision  or  amendment. 

10th.  All  papers  addressed  to  the  Association  shall  be  presented  by  the  Mod- 
erator. 

nth.   No  member  shall  absen*t  himself  from  the  Association  without  leave. 

12th.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  rules  of  the 
Association,  the  Moderator  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  him  to  order;  in 
which  case,  the  member  so  called  to  order,  shall  sit  down. 

13th.  In  all  elections,  the  Moderator  may  vote;  in  other  cases  he  shall  not 
vote,  unless  the  Association  be  equally  divided. 

14th.  These  Rules  of  Decorum  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  majority 
concurring.

8th.   We  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  a  General  Judgment. 

gth.  We  believe  that  the  happiness  of  the  Righteous  and  the  punishment  of 
the  Wicked  will  both  be  Eternal.

STATE  MISSIONS. 

By  State  "Missions  we  mean  supplying  destitute  sections  in  our  own 
State  with  the  Gospel.  There  are  several  whole  counties  in  North  Car- 
olina witli  but  one  or  two  Baptist  Churches  in  them,  and  when  the  sta- 
tistics forlast  year  were  gathered  Hyde  county  was  without  any.  Hence 
the  necessity  for  this  work. 

The  State  Board  of  Missions  lias  this  work  in  charge.  Last  year  it  did 
a  work  the  result  of  which  eternity  alone  will  reveal.  There  were  about 
70  Missionaries  employed  for  all  or  part  of  the  time,  and  the  Board  col- 
lected and  expended  directly  in  this  work  about  §6,500.  These  Mission- 
aries preached  3,872  sermons,  attended  171  protracted  meetings,  wit- 
nessed 1,841  professions  of  faith,  baptised  1./211  persons  into  the  Church. 
This  tield  seems  to  be  aver  widening,  and  God  is  evidently'  blessing  the 
work.  This  year  the  -Board  is  trying  to  do  more.  There  are  more  men 
in  the  Held,  and  they  are  needing  our  sympathy  and  co-operation  in 
prayer  and  contributions. 

We  advise  the  closest  possible  connection  between  the  Churches  and 
the  Board  in  this  great  work.  The  motto  of  both  should  be:  The  Slate 
of  North  Carolina  for  Jesus.

HOME  MISSIONS. 

This  department  of  our  Master's  work  and  its  demands  are  constantly 
growing.  The  Held  includes  nineteen  of  the  forty-nine  States  and  Ter- 
ritories of  the  Union,  and  in  it  are  20,000.000  of  the  55.000.000  of  the 
population  of  the  United  States.  The  field  now  stretches  beyond  the 
States  and  takes  in  Mexico,  Central  America  and  the  Antilles,  with  a 
population  of  34,500,000,  many  of  them  ignorant  and  enslaved  by  pope- 
ry. Among  this  vast  population  are  thousands  of  the  red  men  of  the 
forest,  from  whom  we  took  this  beautiful  land;  now  our  wealth.  Shall 
we  not  give  them  a  knowledge  of  the  way  to  that  better  land  where 
they  shall  abide  forever? 

The  demand  for  workers  far  exceeds  the  means  to  send  them.  Last 
year  the  Board  employed  255  Missionaries,  who  occupied  426  stations, 
preached  17,039  sermons,  added  to  the  Church  4,664  members,  constitu- 
ted 53  new  Churches,  and  yet  this  is  only  a  tithe  of  what  should  have 
been  done,  and  would  have  been  done,  if  the  Board  had  had  the  means 
to  have  employed  more  men.  Respectfully  submitted.

The  last  and  great  command  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  is 
being  now  obeyed  as  at  no  time  since  the  Apostles'  day.  The  field, 
which  is  the  world,  has  never  been  so  accessible  and  inviting,  and  we  re- 
joice that  there  is  now  a  deeper  and  more  general  mission  spirit  than 
ever  before.  We  believe  that  the  spirit  of  missions  is  the  spirit  of  the 
Gospel. 

We  recommend  that  our  preachers  cultivate  and  develop  that  spirit, 
and  that  the  pastors  preach  to  the  people  on  the  subject,  and  that  all 
pray  and  strive  for  it.  We  further  recommend  that  as  the  harvest  is 
great  and  the  laborers  few,  that  all  pray  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  to  raise 
up  more  laborers  and  send  them  forth  into  His  harvest.  And  that  as  we 
pray  we  work  and  give. 

We  further  recommend  that  as  God  has  called  from  our  own  State  four 
of  our  Brethren  and  Sisters — Brothers  Having  and  Byam  and  their  wives 
—to  reinforce  our  veteran  Brother,  the  devoted  Yates,  in  the  foreign 
field;  and  as  the  number  of  laborers  must  necessarily  continually  in- 
crease so  that  the  Gospel  may  be  preached  to  every  creature,  so  we 
should  continually  increase  our  contributions  to  this  cause  of  our  Re- 
deemer.

MINISTERIAL  EDUCATION. 

'•The  harvest  truly  is  great  but  the  laborers  are  few:  pray  ye  therefore 
the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  would  send  forth  laborers  into  his  har- 
vest." Only  God  can  call  men  into  the  ministry,  and  only  God  can  give 
them  the  natural  and  spiritual  qualifications  for  the  work.  If  it  is  our 
duty  to  pray  God  to  put  men  into  the  work,  it  is  likewise  our  duty  to 
use  all  availab'e  human  means  to  fit  them  for  the  work.  The  import- 
ance of  their  work  demands  that  they  be  educated.  They  are  to  ex- 
pound God's  Word  to  the  people.  How  shall  they  expound  the  Word, 
when  they  do  not  themselves  understand  it?  The  tendencies  of  the 
times  demand  that  they  be  educated.  The  masses  are  acquiring  higher 
mental  training  than  ever  before.  It  will  not  do  for  the  rising  ministry 
to  be  more  ignorant  than  the  people  to  whom  they  preach. 

God,  in  his  wise  providence,  calls  into  the  ministry  poor  men.  "The 
fields  are  whiie  unto  harvest."  We  cannot  afford  to  let  them  spend  half 
their  time  in  making  money,  and  only  half  in  acquiring  an  education. 
Men  entering  business  or  the  professions  can  afford  to  go  into  debt  for 
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an  education.— -But-fchtf  eburches  do  not  give  their  pastors  sufficient  sup- 
port for  those  entering  the  work  to  hope  to1  pay  such  debts  out  of  the 
meager  salaries  given  them,  It  therefore  Revolves  on  the  churches  to 
help  these  worthy  ,Hi.en  by,, contributions.*  that  they  may  the  sooner  he 
as  well  prepared,  as,  possible  for  their  i  great  work.  In  most  cases  it  is 
bette  for  both, preachers, and  people,  that  that  this  should  be  the  ease. 
Few  of  the  schools  make  any  charge  for  tuition  to  students  for  the  min- 
istry who :;Uaye  no  means;  so  that  only  trteir  board  is  to  be  provided. 

It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  so  few  of  our  churches  have  doile  any- 
thing for  this  in  portaut  work.  There  is  danger  that  some  worthy  young 
menmayibe  turned  away  from  Wake  -Forest  by  lack  of  means  to'meet 
their  expenses.  Our  Board  of  Education  can  do!onlv  what  the  churches 
enable  them^to  do.    ,Let  us  all  help.

The  following  Constitution  was  adopted  : 

CONSTITUTION. 

1.  This  body  shall  be  called  the  "  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Sunday- 
School  Association." 

2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  promote  the  interest  and  the  efficiency  of  the 
Sunday-school  work  among  the  churches  and  people. 

3.  Any  regular  Baptist  Church  having  a  Sunday-school  may  send  the 
Superintendent  and  three  delegates;  any  church  having  no  Sunday- 
school  may  send  three  delegates:  and  any  branch  Sunday-school  may 
send  the  Superintendent  and  two  delegates:  Provided,  that  such  Super- 
intendents and  delegates  be  members  of  a  regular  Baptist  Church. 

4.  Each  church  or  Sunday-school  shall  send  with  its  delegates  a  letter 
•certifying  their  appointment,  and  giving  information  on  the  following 
and  similar  points:  The  number  of  officers,  teachers  and  scholars;  the 
average  attendance;  the  increase  or  loss  since  last  year;  the  number  of 
church-members  in  the  school;  the  number  of  the  church-members  not 
attending  Sunday-school;  the  number  of  additions  to  the  church  from 
the  Sunday-school;  the  number  of  months  kept  open:  and  the  amount 
of  contributions  for  expenses  of  the  school  and  for  objects  of  benevo- 
lence. 

5.  The  officers  shall  be  a  Moderator  and  Clerk. 

6.  The  Clerk  shall  make  and  publish  a  tabulated  statement  of  the 
information  contained  in  the  letters. 

7.  The  Association  shall  hold  a  meeting  each  year,  at  such  time  and 
place  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

8.  At  each  session  a  committee  of  five  shall  be  appointed  to  prepare 
and  publish  a  programme  for  the, next  meeting. 

The  next  session  was  appointed  to  be  held  in  Wilkesboro,  beginning 
•on  Friday  before  the  first  Sunday  in  April,  1890.

PERIODICALS. 

The  need  of  religious  literature  in-the  homes  of  our  Baptist  people  is  becom- 
ing greater  every  day.  Our  people  are  gaining  knowledge  on  almost  all  of  the 
secular  interests  of  the  country  and  they  read  all  of  the  political  papers  they 
can  get  hold  of  and  can  tell  something  about  all  of  the  campaign  stories  of  the 
day.  But  they  say  nothing  about  the  religious  interests  of  their  own,  nor  those 
of  the  world.  The  reason  is,  they  do  not  read  religious  literature.  Judging 
from  what  has  been  seen  it  would  be  safe  to  say  that  there  are  four  hundred  fami- 
lies within  the  bounds  of  the  Brushy  Mountain  Association  in  whose  homes  there 
is  not  a  religious  paper  of  any  kind  to  be  found.  A  member  of  this  committee 
has  visited  two  hundred  and  thirty-five  homes  in  this  Association  and  has  found 
nine  copies  of  the  Biblical  Recorder.  Two  hundred  of  the  remaining  ones  an 
wholly  without  any  religious-  literature  of  any  kind.  In  these  homes  are  four 
hundred  children  who  are  growing  up  without  reading  any  religious  literature. 
Our  people  need  to  be  educated  in  the  interest  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  and 
until  they  are  more  enlightened  the  cause  of  religion  must  suffer.  Your  com- 
mittee would  recommend  the  Biblical  Recorder  as  a  medium  through  which  the 
knowledge  our  people  need,  may  be  gained.  Our  people  are  ignorant  because 
they  do  not  read.  They  do  not  read  because  they  have  not  the  literature. 
They  have  not  the  literature  because  they  are  not  as  much  interested  in  religion 
as  they  ought  to  be.  We  would  not  forget  Onr  Home  Field,  a  monthly  journal 
published  by  the  Home  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention, 
which  tells  of  the  work  our  dear  brethren  are  doing  in  the  Southern  States  and 
in  Cuba.  The  Foreign  Alissjon  Journal  also  tells  us  of  the  work  which  our 
brethren  are  doing,  who  have  gone  as  missionaries  to  the  benighted  heathen 
and  how  God  is  prospering  his  cause  wherever  the  gospel  is  preached.  Last  but 
not  least  is  Charity  and  Children,  a  spicy  little  paper  and  seasoned  well  with 
gospel  truth,  published  under  the  direction  of  Bro.  Mills,  T>f  the  Orphanage  at 
Thomasville.  This  paper  tells  of  gospel  charity  and  the  traits  of  a  pure  Chris- 
tianity. Neither  should  we  forget  our  Sunday  school  helps  which  may  easily  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  every  man,  woman  and  child  in  the  land.

Whereas,  The  formation  of  County  Associations  in  the  counties  adjacent  to 
Wilkes  has  left  the  Brushy  Mountain  Association  very  small;  and 

Wheheas,  Large  Associations  can  create  more  interest  and  enthusiasm  and 
accomplish  larger  results  for  the  spread  of  the  gospel ;  and 

Whereas,  The  people  of  all  parts  of  Wilkes  county  are  united  in  the  prose- 
cution of  other  worthy  objects,  but  divided  in  their  labors  for  the  promotion  of 
the  Redeemer's  kingdom ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  1st,  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Delegates  here  assembled  in  the 
Brushy  Mountain  Association,  it  is  expedient  to  form  an  Association  for  Wilkes 
County.  2nd.  That  two  special  messengers  be  appointed  to  attend  each  of  the 
three  Associations  occupying  territory  in  the  county,  the  Primitive,  the  Elkin 
and  the  Brier  Creek  and  invite  them  to  co-operate  with  us  in  this  work.  3rd. 
That  a  meeting  be  held  in  the  Baptist  Church  in  Wilkesboro  on  Friday  before 
the  5th  Sunday  in  November  at  11  a.  m.,  to  which  every  Missionary  Baptist 
Church  in  the  county  be  invited  to  send  Delegates  to  eonsider  the  expediency  of 
organizing  such  County  Association.  4th.  That  a  Committee,  of  three  be  ap- 
pointed to  prepare  and  have  printed  an  address  to  the  Churches  of  the  county, 
setting  forth  the  reason  in  favor  of  such  County  Association,  and  send  a  copy 
to  each  preacher  and  church  clerk  in  the  county.  5th.  That,  if  it  shall  seem 
expedient  to  this  convention  to  organize  a  County  Association,  this  body  shall 
thereby  be  dissolved,  otherwise  it  shall  meet  according  to  appointment.

.history.  We  did  our  State  Mission  work  last  year  on  a  financial  basis  of  $12,- 
614.87,  but  at  Henderson,  last  November,  the  Convention  said ;  "  We  ought  to 
trust  the  Lord  to  guide  and  the  Churches  to  come  to  our  aid,  and  undertake 
greater  things  than  ever  before  "  and  recommend  that  we  arrange  our  work  for 
this  year  on  the  basis  of  f  15,000.  To  facilitate  this  work  the  Convention  asked 
the  Associations  to  try  to  secure  for  State  Missions  the  following  amounts,  viz.:

Many  of  these  are  giving  their  entire  time,  some  three-fourths,  others  one- 
half,  and  a  few  of  them  only  one-fourth  of  their  time  to  our  mission  work. 
Changes,  too,  have  been  made  since  the  year's  work  was  arranged.  Some  have 
resigned  and  others  havechanged  their  field,  and  hencethe  names  of  some  appear 
who  are  not  now  missioneries  of  the  Board,  and  the  names  of  two  appear  twice. 
Some  weak  churches  in  important  centers  and  some  on  Mission  Fields  are  being 
aided,  but  the  Board  is  occupying  the  real  destitution  as  rapidly  as  possible. 
Our  missionaries  have  been  greatly  blessed  this  year.  Our  churches  gave  the 
past  year,  over  any  preceding  year,  to  Foreign  Missions  $1400,  and  to  Home 
Missions  $1050.  This  increase,  as  we  believe,  was  largely  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  Board  urged  the  churches  to  unitedly  use  the  time  from  oar  Convention  to 
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Mayin  special  efforts  for  these  objects  and  did  not  in  anyway  confuse  them  by  ask- 
ing collections  for  other  departments.  We  now  ask  the  pastors  and  churches  to 
givespecial  attention,  from  August  1st to  the  Convention,  to  collections  for  State 
Missions', Colportage  and  Sunday  schools.  On  August  1st,  1889,  there  had  been 
acknowledged  by  our  Treasurer,  J.  D.  Coushal],  for  State  Missions,  $2,397.80; 
and  on  August  1st,  1890,  he  has  acknowledged  for  the  same  work,  $3,9.56.56, 
an  advance  on  last  year's  work  at  this  date  of  $1,558.96.  The  crops  now 
promise  to  be  abundant;  and  can  we  not,  therefore,  reasonably  ask  that 
every  pastor  and  church  see  to  it  that  more  liberal  collections  than  have  ever 
been  made  be  now  and  on  to  Nov.  1st  made  for  (1)  State  Missions,  (2)  Colport- 
age, (3)  Sunday  Schools.  These  are  separate  and  entirely  distinct  Departments 
and  money  given  for  one  of  these  objects  cannot  be  used  for  either  of  the  others. 
The  last  Convention  said  of  Colportage:  "We  need  for  this  work  next  year  at 
least  $5, COO."  What  part  of  that  amount  will  you  send  to  our  Treasurer,  J..D. 
Boushall?  Our  Colporteurs  are  at  work  in  fifteen  Associations.  They  are  doing 
an  important  work.  Our  Sunday  school  mission  work  is  large  and  for  this  we 
are  in  much  need.  Please  help  us  in  all  of  these  departments  with  at  least  one 
collection.  The  Board  has  had,  since  the  last  (Jon  vention,  ma,ny  urgent  applica- 
tions from  important  and  hopeful  destitute  fields  to  appoint  Missionaries  and  Col- 
porteurs which  it  was  compelled  to  decline  for  the  lack  of  means.  We  believe  if 
the  pastors  and  churches  could  see  these  opportunities  to  extend  the  Master's 
kingdom,  as  they  really  exist,  the  means  would  be  furnished  to  do  the  work. 
The  Lord  will  give  us  the  ability  to  do  all  that  it  is  our  duty  to  do  in  this  great 
work,  if  unitedly  for  his  glory,  and  led  by  His  Spirit,  we,  with  faith,  undertake 
it  and  falter  not.    Phil.  4 :  13,  Numbers  6  :  24,  25.  26.

FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

Missions  is  work  for  the  salvation  of  men  in  obedience  to  the  Saviour's  last 
and  great  command.  Foreign  Missions  is  that  department  of  this  work  which 
is  done  for  those  who  are  furthest  from  us  and  who  are  in  greatest  need.  Our 
Board,  the  servant  of  our  churches,  has  missions  in  China,  Japan,  Africa,  Italy, 
Brazil  and  Mexico.  Thus  we  are  trying  to  obey  the  great  commission,  "Go  ye 
into  all  the  world,"  &c.  It  is  too  late  for  men  to  oppose  Missions.  The  spirit  of 
Missions  is  the  spirit  of  Christ.  He  that  fights  against  Missions  fights  against 
God.  Christianity  is  essentially  a  missionary  religion  and  when  it  ceases  to  be 
missionary  it  ceases  to  be  Christianity.  Paul  was  the  first  great  foreign  mis- 
sionary to  the  heathen.  He  went  from  Jerusalem  to  Athens,  Rome,  Corinth,  the 
grea/t  center  of  the  then  known  heathen  world.  Counting  distance  as  we  do  now 
by  hours  and  not  by  miles,  it  was  further  from  Jerusalem  to  those  points  than 
from  any  point  in  Christendom  to  any  point  in  heathendom.  One  of  this  com- 
mittee has  in  hand  a  letter  from  Rev.  G.  P.  Bostick,  dated  Choofoo,  July  21st, 
received  at  Moravian  Falls,  August  21st,  making  between  four  and  five  hundred 
miles  daily  for  30  days.  The  missionary  can  go  now  further  in  one  day  than 
Paul  could  go  in  months  and  even  in  some  instances  in  a  year.  Is  not  God's 
hand  in  these  wonderful  facilities  for  travel?  Is  not  this  a  fulfilment  of  that 
prophecy :  "That  men  shall  run  to  and  fro  in  the  earth  and  knowledge  shall  be 
increased."  "There  is  an  open  door,"  of  opportunity  "let  us  enterit,  let  us  go  in 
and  possess  the  land  for  we  are  able."  "Curse  ye  Meroz,  curse  her  bitterly,  be- 
cause she  came  not  to  the  help  of  the  Lard  against  the  mighty."  This  curse 
may  be  ours,  yea,  it  certainly  will  be,  if  we  fail  to  do  our  duty  in  prosecutingthe 
cause  for  which  the  Redeemer  lelt  His  throne  and  bore  the  curse,  the  cross  and 
the  crown  of  thorns. 

We  notice  that  9  churches  in  this  Association  gave  last  year  $46.14  and  that 
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6  churches  report  nothing.  Brethren,  we  can't  aflord  to  face  God  in  judgment 
having  done  nothing  to  rescue  earth's  perishing  millions.  This  is  a  personal 
matter.    What  have  you  done,  brother?    What  will  you  do ?

STATE  MISSIONS. 

For  more  than  one  hundred  years  the  Baptist  of  North  Carolina, 
have  been  engaged  in  State  Missions.  Since  the  organization  of  our 
Baptist  State  Convention,  in  1830,  they  have  studied  how  to  unite 
their  efforts  in  this  department,  and  hence,  they  have  from  year  to 
year  enlarged  this  work.  State  Missions  therefore  is  the  united  effort 
of  our  Baptist  Churches  and  Associations  to  preach  the  gospel  in 
every  town,  and  country  neighborhood  within  the  bounds  of  our  State 
Through  all  the  years  this  work  has  been  important  and  has  been 
greatly  blessed,  but  perhaps  there  never  has  been  a  time  when  this 
work  has  been  so  important  to  us  as  a  denomination  or  so  successful 
in  reaching  the  destitute,  and  in  building  up  churches  as  at  the  pres  - 
ent  time.  The  Board  of  Missions  has  this  year  more  than  one  hundred 
Brethren  preaching  in  the  destitute  sections.  They  are  located  in  the 
limits  of  thirty  four  out  of  the  forty  associations  connected  with  our 
Convention.  We    recomend    1st;   That    the    Pastors    see    that  the 

churches  are  informed  about  the  history  prospects  and  modes  of  State 
Missions.  2nd;  That  the  people  be  given  an  opportunity  at  least  once 
a  year  to  contribute  to  it.

TO    THE  BRUSHY    IMOTJiSTTAI  NT    ASSOCIATION. 

Fourteen  years  I  lived  and  labored  among  yon,  We  had  many 
precious  meetings  together,  I  shall  never  forget  the  Associations  and  the  anion 
meetings  we  had  at  the  various  churches,  I  have  visited  nearly  all  the  churches 
and  as  I  think  over  the  names  of  the  churcheSj  the  faces  of  the  brethren 
whom  f  know  there  appear  before  my  mind,  Last  year  when  I  bade  adiew  to 
the  large  congregation  assembled  at  Mt,  Garmelj  fknew  nearly  every  one  pres- 
ent, When  f  first  severed  the  ties  that  had  bound  us  together  so  long  f  did  not 
feel  that  f  was  going  far  away  and  I  expected  to  meet  you  at  every  Association 
and  frequently  on  Fifth  Sundays,  But  this  last  move  has  put  me  to  far  away 
to  be  present  in  person  at  your  meetings  but  be  assured,  1  am  with  you  in  spirit 
This  letter  will  take  a  month  to  reach  Fro,  Privette  to  whom  f  send  it 
and  f  give  it  another  month  to  allow  for  delays  and  accidents,  ft  is  a  long 
way  to  you  by  way  of  San  Francisco^  but  it  is  not  far  by  way  of  Q-ocTs  throne 
Tou  can  send  the  message  by  the  telegraph  of  prayer,  direct  to  the  Father's 
ear,  and  the  answer  can  come  to  me  in  the  ends  of  the  earth  before  yon  are 

done  praying  ''Before  they  call,"  I  will  answer;  and  while  they  are  yet 
speaking  I  will  hear"  "Though  sundered  far,  by  faith  we  meet  Around 
one  common  mercy  seat." 

Now,  as  you  are  met  in  the  church  of  my  struggles  and  many  delightful 
memories,  think  of  me  as  there  with  you  in  heart,  though  far  away  in  boby  ff 
f  could  be  with  you  in  person,  f  should  delight  to  tell  you  much  of  what  f  have 
seen  in  this  land  of  strange  sights  and  strange  people,  More  still  I  should  be 
glad  to  go  with  you  to  your  homes  and  sit  down  with  your .  families  and  tell 
you  of  the  millions  of  these  people  with  no  knowledge  of  Jesus,  the  Savior  of 
sinners,  with  no  Sabbath,  working  on  that  day  as  any  other,  with  no  rest  in 
this  life,  and  no  hope  of  rest  in  the  life  to  come,  May  f  not  ask  of  you,  when 
you  meet  in  the  church  yard  and  talk  before  meeting  begins  waiting  for  the 
preacher,  that  ycu  will  sometimes  talk  of  the  heathen  and  their  need  of  the 
gospel,  and  of  the  men  and  women  who  are  trying  to  give  them  the  gospel? 

Will  you  not  frequently  ask  your  brethren  to  join  you  in  a  col- 
lection of  many  littles  to  help  on  this  work.  Half  a  cent  will  pay 
for  the  Gospel  of  John  in  Chinese;  which  will  tell  a  sinner  how 
"God  so  loved  the  world  that  he  gave  his  only  begotten  Son  that 
whoseover  believeth  on  him  should  not  perish  but  have  eternal 
life",  Five  cts.  a  piece  from  every  member  of  every  church  in  the 
Association  would  support  a  Christian  Chinaman  to  go  up  and 
down  in  this  great  land  for  one  year  to  preach  to  gospel  to  his 
countrymen.  A  complete  Mew  Testament  costs  only  five  cents. 

Could  you  not  talk  with  the  brethren  about  these  things,  even 
though  you  should  talk  less  about  crops  or  about  politics?  And 
would  it  be  improper  for  me  in  an  undertone,  to  beg  my  brethren 
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not  to  let  their  zeal  for  political  matters  to  cool  their  zeal  tor  religious  matters, 
and  also  not  to  suffer  political  differences  to  diminish  their  christian  love  for 
each  other?  I  have  seen  several  political  campaigns  in  Wilkes  County  and  I 
remember  something  of  what  they  are,  and  how  they  sometimes  threaten  to 
overshadow  even  things  of  greater  importance,  My  own  work  this  year  is  to  try 
to  learn  the  Chinese  language,  Few  do  much  preaching  until  they  have  been  here 
nealy  two  years,  Sow  I  should  like  to  spend  occasional  Sundays  with  some 
of  your  large  Congregations  and  preach  the  gospel  to  you,  But  for  a  while  I  must 
be  content  to  he  silentj  till  I  learn  to  speak  to  the  thousands  aruuud  me  in  their 
own  tongue.  I  have  learned  the  23rd,  Psalm,  "The  Lord  is  my  Shephard," 
about  well  enough  to  read  it,  and  after  going  over  it  with  my  teacher  a  few 
times  more  I  think  of  trying  to  read  it  to  a  congregation  of  heathens, 

While  I  am  studying  other  brethren  here  are  busily  at  work,    There  is  a 
church  here  in  this  great  City  and  several  churches  in  the  towns  aruuud, 

The  Missionaries  make  frequent  visits  to  these  churches  and  try  to  in- 
struct the  members  in  the  teachings  of  the  Bible  and  also  preach  much  to_  the 
heathen,  There  are  several  very  fair  preachers  among  the  Chinese  Christian^ 
and  each  church  has  a  native  Pastor,  In  this  way  the  gospel  is  preached  in 
this  City  and  also  in  about  a  dozen  other  places,  though  there  are  only  three 
men  here  besides  me,  Between  thirty  and  forty  sermons  are  preached  in  this  city 
every  week,  by  the  Baptist,  and  others  by  other  denominations,  The  hdies  go 
to  the  houses  and  tell  the  women  about  Jesus,  The  women  will  not  go  to  th ' 
Ghaples  to  hear  preaching,  Last  year  about  one  hundred  and  twenty  w^re  bap 
tisedj  and  there  are  now  over  six  hundred  members  in  the  churches, 

But  I  have  been  writing  of  these  things  for  the  papers,  and 
I  must  ash  you  to  read  in  the  Recorder  and  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sion Journal  many  things  about  the  work;  which  I  cannot  put  in 
one  letter,  indeed.  I a^v  never  at  a  loss  for  something  to  write,  but 
I  cannot  begin  to  find  time  to  tell  all  I  want  to  tell  my  friends  in 
■North  Carolina.  The  churches  in  this  providence  have  organized; 
an  Associaton  ivhich  met  in  February ,  a  hundred  miles  itp  the 
River.  I  knew  so  little  of  the  language  that  I  did  not  think  it  best 
to  go.  By  previous  apointmeni  Dr.  Graves  prepared  a,  paper  on 
the  use  of  Wine,  and  other  strong  drinks.  This  has  since  been  prin- 
ted as  a  tract,  and  I  send,  a  copy  herewith,  The  Missionaries 
hardly  ever  learn to  ivrite  the  Chinese  Language,  and  so  they 
must  have  a  Chinaman  to  help  them.  The  old  man  who  helps  Dr. 
Graves  is  a  fine  scholar:  but  not  a  Christian.  While  copying  this 
paper  for  Dr.  Graves,  he  was  convinced  that  it  done  him  no  good 
but  much  harm  to  drink  ivine,  and  so  has  quit  it  altogether 

He  is  a  heathen  man,  but  there  are  some  men  in  Wilkes  Co.' 
who  claim  to  be  Christains  who  make,  sell,  and  drink,  not  only 
Wine,  but  Whisky  and  Brandy.  My  teacher  is  also  a  Heathen,  but 
he  would  not  read  the  tract  at  all,  some  people  claiming  to  be 
Christians  do  not  like  to  hear  about  the  Temperance  question.  If 
there  are  any  persons  in  the  Association  who  are  not  yet  convinced 
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give  them  this  tract  to  read,  and  surely  that  will  convince  them, 
unless  they  are  harder  than  the  heathen.  With  Christian  love 
for_all  the  brethren  and  sisters  I  am  your  brother,

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CONSTITUTION 


1st.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist 
Association,  and  shall  be  composed  of  delegates  chosen  by  the  churches  ; 
each  church  being  entitled  to  three  delegates,  and  all  regular  ordained 
ministers  as  members  ejo  Officio. 

2nd.  The  object  of  this. Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of  Gods'  king- 
dom in  the  hearts  of  men. 

3rd.  The  delegates  thus  selected  should  bear  from  each  respective  church 
a  letter  certifying  their  appointments,  and  communicating  information  rela- 
tive tc  the  state  of  the  church  and  interest  thereof. 

4th.  The  association  just  formed  shall  choose  by  ballot,  a  Moderator,  Clerk, 
and  Treasurer,  who  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and  until  others 
are  chosen.  The  last  two  offices  may  be  held  by  the  same  individual, 
oth.  Tt  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  at  meetings  of  bus- 
iness ;  to  keep  order  during  each  session  :  to  decide  questions  of  order,  sub- 
ject to  an  appeal  of  the  house  by  any  member  ;  and  to  perform  all  other  du- 
ties pertaining  to  his  office. 

6th.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  and  correct  record 
of  all  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  the  association,  to  keep  a  printed 
cop}"  of  the  minutes  of  each  session  of  the  Association,  and  every  ten  3-ears 
have  them  bound  for  the  use  of  this  bod)' ;  and  to  perform  other  duty  as — 
signed  to  him  by  the  Association. 

7th.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  record  of  all 
the  funds  coming  into  his  hands  and  to  report  the  same  at  the  order  of  the 
Association. 

8th.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Arrangements  consisting  of  five  mem- 
bers besides  the  Moderator  and  Clerk. 

9th.  All  letter  of  grievances  or  queries,  together  with  all  letters  from  cores- 
ponding  Associations  requiring  any  attention  thereon  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  Committee  of  Arrangements,  and  reported  back  to  the  Association. 
10th.  This  bod}' shall  have  no  coercive  power  to  exercise  lordship  over 
God's  heritage,  but  shall  only  be  considered  an  advisory  council  in  all  mat- 
ters respecting  the  internal  regulations  of  the  churches. 
11th.  When  an  offence  may  have  been  committed  by  one  church  against 
another  or  where  a  series  of  difficulties  may  have  arisen  in  an  individual 
church,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  association  (after  due  labors  have  been 
had  between  the  offending  and  offended  churches  or  an  individual  church 
as  the  case  maybe)  to  take  the  matter  into  consideration  and  advise  upon 
it. 

12th.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  permanent  fellowship 
towards  any  of  her  churches  which  neglect  to  institute  and  preserve 
gospel  order  among  their  members,  nor  any  of  churches  and  ministers 
that  treat  her  constitution  with  contempt;  but  shall  sustain  with  all 
her  influence,  such  as  promote  principles  and  order. 
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13th  It  shall  be  the  province  of  this  Association  to  invite  visiting  and 
corresponding  brethren  to  seats,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  speak  on  any 
point  under  discussion,  but  not  to  vote. 

14th.  The  Association  shall  in  all  cases, (except  in  matters  pertaining 
to  the  constitution, )be  governed  by  a  majority  of  the  members  pres — 
ent,  and  shall  not  adjourn  until  they  have  gone  through  the  business 
of  the  Association,  except  in  extraordinary  cases. 

15th.  Each  church  having  an  ordained  or  licensed  minister  shall  report 
the  same  to  the  association,  in  order  they  may  appear  as  such  on  the 
face  of  the  minutes. 

16th.  The  Association  shall  furnish  the  churches  with  the  minutes  of 
her  proceedings:  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to  enable 
her  to  do  so. 

17th.  The  Association  shall  have  a  fund,  created  and  sustained  by  vol- 
untary contribution  from  the  churches,  which  shall  be  held  by  the 
Treasurer,  and  subject  to  the  disposition  of  a  majority  of  the  Associa- 
tion present  at  any  annual  session. 

18th.  The  Association  shall  hold  an  annual  session  at    such    time    and 
place  as  the  body  may  from  time  to  time  designate. 
19th.  By  appointment  of  the  association,  there  may  be  an    Introduc — 
tory,  a  Missionary,  and  a  Denominational  sermon    preached    at    each 
annual  session. 

20th.  This  constitution  may  be  altered  or  amened  at  any  time,  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present  concurring.

1  st.  We  believe  in  one  only  true  and  living  God,  and  that  there  are 
three  persons  in  the  Godhead-the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  these  three  are  one. 

We  believe  that  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  are  the  word  of 
God  and  the  only  rule  of  Faith  and  Practice.

We  believe  that  Baptism  is  the  imersion  of  a  believer  in  water  by 
a  qualified  administrator,  and  that  only  persons  thus  baptised  should 
take  the  Lord's  Supper. 

7t'i.  We  believe  in  the  final  perseverance  of  Saints  in  Grace  to  Glory 
8th  We  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  a  general  Judgement, 
gth  We  believe  that  the  happiness  of  the  Righteous  and  the  punish- 
ment of  the  Wicked  will  both  be  Eternal. 
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i  st.  At  each  assembling  of  the  Association,  for  the  transaction  of  bus- 
iness, the  Moderator  shall  invite  members  to  order;  then  the  the  As- 
sociation shall  be  opened  by  praise  and  prayer. 

2nd.  When  the  Moderator  takes  his  chair,  each  member  shall  take  his 
seat,  and  the  minutes  of  the  proceeding  day  shall  be  read. 
3rd.  The  Moderator  may  speak  to  points  of  order,  in  preference  to 
other  members,  arising  from  his  seat  for  that  purpose;  and  on  points  of 
order,  no  m(  mber  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without  leave  of  the 
house 

4th.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  in  sitting. 
5th.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  unles  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  body. 

6th.  He  shall  have  a  general  direction  of  the  house;  he  shall  have  a 
right  to  name  any  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair. 
7th.  When  an)'  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  or  deliver  any 
matter  to  the  Association,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  respectfully 
address  the  Moderator,  and  confine  himself  to  the  question  under  de- 
bate, and  avoid  personally.

After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Moderator  or  read  by  the  Clerk, 
it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the  Association,  but  may  be 
withdrawn  before  a  decision  or  amendment. 

10th.  All  papers  addressed  to  the  Association  shall  be  presented  by 
the  moderator.

But  we  are  not  at  all  satis- 
fied with  the  growth .  We  desire  to  see  all  our  churches  awTake 
to  the  importance  of  the  subject.  We  have  good  preparatory  schools 
at  Wilkesboro.  North  Wi  kesboro.  Moravian  Falls  and  Boomer. 
At  Oxford,  and  Murfresboro.  we  have  first  cia,ss  female  colleges, 
and  at  Wake  Forest  is  the  best  male  college  in  the  South. 
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This  is  our  Baptist  college.  It  belongs  to  the  Baptist  of  North 
Carolina.  To  this  college  every  Baptist  who  can  should  send  his 
boy.  The  Educational  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  convention  aid- 
ed thirty  eight  young  men  studying  for  the  ministry  at  Wake  For- 
est last  year.  Hundreds  of  poor  young  men  called  of  God  to  the 
gospel  ministry  and  approve!  by  the  churches  have  been  aided  by 
the  Board  and  have  gone  forth  in  the  open  field  in  this  and  other 
states  and  into  the  regions  beyond,  who  are  proclaiming  the  gos- 
pel, planting  churches  and  lifting  up  the  cause  of  truth  everywhere.

TEMPERANCE. 

Temperance  is  aptly  defined  to  be  the  moderate  use  of  all 
things  useful  and  the  total  abstinence  from  all  things  hurtful. 
The  manufacture,  sale  and  consumption  of  spirituous  liquors 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Brushy  Mountain  Association  is  re- 
garded by  every  thoughtful  man,  be  he  christian  or  infidel,  as 
the  most  fruitful  source  of  crime,  misery,  and  degradation 
known  to  our  people.  It  has,  in  a  large  measure,  crippled  use- 
ful industries,  rendered  people  indifferent  to  moral  and  intellect- 
ual culture,  and,  in  many  cases,  prostituted  the  very  sanctity  of 
the  church  herself.  It  has  intrenched  itself  within  the  fort  of 
the  church  where  it  will  require  the  most  heroic  action  to  dis- 
lodge it.  The  world  now  looks  to  the  church  to  take  this  action 
and  wonders  why  it  has  not  long  since  taken  it.  It  is  idle  to 
talk  about  reform  in  this  direction  so  long  as  the  church  and 
the  ministry  maintain  an  attitude  of  indifference  toward  it. 
This  Association,  together  with  many  of  her  sister  associations 
in  this  section  of  the  State  has  alvised  the  churches  composing 
her  body  as  to  their  duty  in  this  matter  until  her  advice  has 
come  to  be  slighted,  ridiculed  and  despised.  In  the  judgment 
of  your  committee,  the  time  has  come  for  bolder  and  more  de- 
termined action.  Be  it  therefore  Resolved  ;  That  each  church- 
composing  this  Association  be  required  to  furnish  to  the  next 
session  of  this  body  a  report  of  all  its  members  who  at  any  time 
in  the  next  association  year  engage  in  the  manufacture,  sale 
and  use ,  as  a  beverage,  of  spirituous  liquors  so  far  as  known  to 
the  church,  together  with  what  action,  if  any,  was  taken  in  each 
case  ;  and  be  it  further  resolved,  that  this  Association  at  its 
next  session  withdraw  fellowship  from  all  churches  that  tolerate 
among  its  members  the  manufacture,  sale,  and  use  of  spirituous 
liquors  beyond  a  reasonable  time  after  being  requested  by  the 
church  or  any  of  her  members  to  desist  from  the  same.

MINISTERIAL  EDUCATION. 

We  your  Committee  on  Education  make  the  following  report  : 
Wake  Forest  College  : — This  institution  represents  what  the 
Baptist  of  North  Carolina  have  clone  for  higher  education  ;  and 
we  would  most  earnestly  urge  upon  our  people  a  more  active  in- 
terest in  the  work  of  the  College,  and  a  more  devoted  loyalty  to 
the  principles  of  Baptist  faith  upon  which  the  College  is  found- 
ed. During  the  past  session  there  were  one  hundred  and  ninety 
seven  students,  of  whom  some  forty  were  ministers  of  the  gospel. 
Of  these  latter,  about  thirty  five  were  almost  wholly  supported 
by  the  Board  of  Ministerial  Education.  Twenty  nine  young 
men  were  graduated  in  June,  one  of  the  largest  and  finest  class- 
es ever  sent  out  from  the  College.  We  beg  to  urge,  further, 
that  more  hearty  support  be  given  to  our  academies.  They 
should  be,  as  far  as  possible  under  the  direct  control  of  the  As- 
sociation, and  should  prepare  young  men  for  Wake  Forest  Col- 
lege especially.  We  commend  to  our  people  the  Baptist  Female 
University  now  founding  in  Raleigh,  N.  C.  This  institution 
will  be  to  our  young  women  what  Wake  Forest  College  has  been 
to  our  young  men.

Shal 
these  young  men  be  denied  the  priveledge  of  attending  school?  Breth 
ren,  for  the  Master's  sake  let  us  help  these  young  ministers  to  prepare 
themselves  for  the  great  work  to  which  he  has  called  them.      It  is  to  be 
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Imped  that  by  September  1896,  the  new  college  in  Raleigh  will  be  open- 
ed- A  large  ,  commodious  and  beautiful  building  is  in  process  of  erec- 
tion.

We  can- 
not be  too  careful  as  to  the  kind  of  literature  that  finds  its  way  into 
our  homes.  We  can  heartily  recommend  the  following  periodicals: 
The  Biblical  Recorder — whose  bugal-call  to  duty  has  been  heard  for 
more  than  a  half  century,  as  it  has  led  the  Baptist  hosts  of  North 
Carolina — should  find  its  way  into  every  Baptist  home  in  the  State. 
Never  in  its  history  did  it  do  more  valiant  service  than  it  is  doing 
now.  The  vigor  and  sprightliness  of  its  young  editor,  coupled  with 
conservatism  beyond  his  years,  eminently  qualify  him  for  the  respon- 
sible position  he  holds.  It  is  through  Charity  and  Children,  that  we 
can  be  informed  about  the  Orphanage  work.

ORPHANAGE. 

Our  Orphanage  is  located  at  Thomasville,  N.  C.  It  is  made  up  of 
several  homelike  buildings,  in  the  center  of  which  is  the  large  new 
central  building,  in  which  the  children  go  to  school.  There  are 
matrons  in  charge  of  each  building  in  which  the  children  stay.  Rev. 
J.  B.  Boone  is  the  General  Manager  of  the  Orphanage.  His  wife 
looks  after  the  children  like  a  mother.  There  are  160  (Children  now 
in  the  Orphanage.  We  contribute  about  $12,000  a  year  to  their  sup- 
port and  education.  Soon  about  forty  more  will  be  received,  for  the 
central  building  has  made  room  for  this  many.  Both  mone}7  and 
provisions  and  clothes  are  gladly  received  for  the  support  of  the  chil- 
dren. Bro.  Johnson  is  editor  of  the  Orphanage  paper,  Charity  and 
Children,  which  every  Baptist  ought  to  have. 

[Rev.  J.  B.  Boone,  Superintendent  of  the  Orphanage  then  speaks :] 

"To  show  kindness  to  the  fatherless  is  the  proof  of   our    religion. 

Charity  is  the  most  beautiful  religious   virtue.     Our   denomination

has  at  Thomasville  a  great  home  for  fatherless  little  children ;  and 
many  of  them  have  no  mother.  The  sadest  sight  in  the  world  is  an 
uncared-for  motherless  child.  The  most  beautiful  sight  in  the  world 
is  the  160  orphaned  little  children  in  the  great  and  happy  home 
which  we  support  at  Thomasville.  We  are  not  only  making  them 
happy;  we  are  making  them  good  men  and  women,  and  Christians. 
They  are  not  only  fed  and  clothed,  but  they  are  taught  in  books  and 
trained  to  work.  Some  of  them  help  make  a  little  paper  called  Char- 
ity and  Children.  Every  Sunday  School  ought  to  take  collections  for 
our  orphans,  and  subscribe  for  their  paper.  The  children  who  have 
fathers  and  mothers  and  happy  homes  ought  to  help  make  a  home 
for  the  little  children  who  have  none.  Our  denomination  has  no 
worthier  object  than  the  Orphanage.  Every  Baptist  ought  to  be 
proud  of  it,  and  the  work  it  has  done  and  is  doing.  We  all  should 
help  the  Orphans  for  Christ's  sake,  for  humaninty's  sake,  and  for 
our  own  sakes.

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MINISTERIAL  EDUCATION. 

Thirty-six  young  ministers  were  aided  by  the  Board  of  Education 
during  the  last  session.  The  maximum  aid  furnished  is  nine  dol- 
lars per  month ;  and  this  is  not  a  gift  but  a  loan  to  be  returned  after 
five  years  without  interest.  No  work  of  the  convention  is  more 
important.  None  has  been  more  fruitful  in  good  results.  The  num- 
ber of  young  ministers  needing  help  is  greater  now  than  ever  before, 
and  the  demand  for  them  at  home  and  abroad  is  great  and  increas- 
ing. We  have  expended. during  the  past  year  $3,273.95  in  this  work. 
The  Baptist  people  have  always  stood  for  education.  They  believe 
in  a  free  Bible,  and  that  every  one  should  read  the  Bible  for  him- 
self. They  know  that  ignorance  is  an  evil ;  that  ignorant  people  are 
often  deceived  by  false  teachers,  as  the  Roman  Catholics  and  Mor- 
mons. In  Wake  Forest  College  they  have  a  gceat  institution — the 
leading  Christian  college  in  North  Carolina  and  the  foremost  Baptist 
college  in  the  South.  Out  of  it  have  come  many  noble  preachers, 
many  able  teachers,  many  strong  laymen,  who  have  made  our  de- 
nomination great  and  powerful.  It  has  sent  out  many  missionaries 
to  foreign  lands,  and  its  sons  are  doing  good  in  many  States.  It  is 
a  matter  of  pride  that  the  influence  of  our  College  is  felt  throughout 
the  world.  Our  fathers  labored  to  build  and  equip  it.  We  must 
stand  by  it  and  sustain  it.  To-day  it  is  doing  its  best  work.  It  is 
educating  thirty  young  men  to  be  preachers,  many  to  be  teachers, 
lawyers,  doctors,  and  editors:  it  aims  to  make  Christian  citizens  of 
them  all,  and  to  make  our  cause  powerful  everywhere.  This  Associ- 
ation now  has  two  worth v  young  men  on  the  Board  of  Education.

STATE  MISSIONS. 

The  work  of  giving  the  Gospel  to  the  destitute  in  Nortli  Carolina 
— establishing  churches  and  organizing  Sunday  Schools,  of  aiding 
weak  churches  and  promoting  Christian  benevolence  among  our 
people  is  the  work  of  State  Missions.  God  has  greatly  blessed  us  in 
this  work — Our  numerical  strength  has  been  quadrupled  in  the  last 
twenty  years.  Our  State  Missionaries  have  preached  the  Gospel  in 
more  than  3000  places  and  organized  over  500  churches.  Eternity 
only  will  reveal  the  far  reaching  result  from  the  work  done  in 
State  Missions  in  N.  C.  by  the  Board.  No  greater  mistake  can  be 
made  than  to  suppose  that  the  time  has  come  for  doing  less  of  this 
kind  of  work.     For  in  spite  our  progress  and  the  general  growth   of 
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Christian  sentiment  in  the  state — there  are  to  clay  more  unsaved 
men  and  women  in  North  Carolina  than  ever  before  in  all  the  (State's 
history.  According  to  the  last  U.  S.  Census  there  are  more  than 
one  million  unsaved  people  in  N.  C.  There  are  scores  even  hundreds 
of  places  in  the  bounds  of  onr  Convention  in  which  the  Gospel  bas~ 
never  been  preached — North  Carolina  belongs  to  Christ  and  the  Bap- 
tists— The  responsibility  for  making  her  a  Christian  state  rests  more 
heavily  on  Baptists  than  upon  any  other  peple.  If  we  are  faithful 
to  Christ  and  our  opportunity  we  will  devote  ourselves  to  the  work 
with  no  thought  of  giving  up  the  struggle  until  we  have  given  Christ 
to  every  destitute  community  in  North  Carolina.  Our  Board  of  Mis- 
sions and  Sunday  Schools  has  at  this  time  89  missionaries  either 
wholy  or  partly  under  its  direction.  God  is  with  them  in  their  work. 
New  fields  are  being  opened.  New  stations  occupied  and  many  souls 
saved  and  believers  baptized.  Our  missionaries  are  looking  to  us  for 
support,  not  to  some  of  us  but  to  all  of  us.  The  Brushy  Mountain 
Association  should  not  merely  support  ourmiissionary  for  a  part  of 
his  time,  but  bv  all  means  should  put  its  missionary  in  the  field  for

As  prepar- 
atory schools  we  recommend  to  your  patronage  Moravian  Falls  and  Boomer  Acade- 
mies, and  for  college  education  we  recommend  Wake  Forest  College  and  Taylors- 
ville  Collegiate  Institute,  the  former  of  which  this  association  has  two  ministerial 
students.

ORPHANAGE. 

Our  Orphanage  is  located  at  Thomasville,  N.  C.  It  is  made  up  of  several  home- 
like buildings,  in  the  center  of  which  is  the  large  new  central  building,  in  which 
the  children  go  to  school.  There  are  matrons  in  charge  of  each  building  in  which 
the  children  stay.  Rev.  J.  B.  Boone  is  the  General  Manager  of  the  orphanage.  His 
wife  looks  after  the  children  like  a  mother.  There  are  j  65  children  now  in  the 
Orphanage.  We  contribute  about  $12,000  a  year  to  their  support  and  education. 
Soon  about  forty  more  will  be  received,  for  the  central  building  has  made  room  for 
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this  many.  Money,  provisions  and  clothes  are  gladly  received  for  the  support  of 
the  children.  Bro.  Johnson  is  editor  of  the  Orphanage  paper — Charity  and  Children 
— which  every  Baptist  ought  to  have.  To  show  kindness  to  the  fatherless  is  the 
proof  of  our  religion.  Charity  is  the  most  beautiful  religious  virtue.  Our  denomina- 
tion has  at  Thomasville  a  great  home  for  fatherless  little  children;  and  many  of  them 
have  no  mother.  The  sadest  sight  in  the  world  is  an  uncared-for  motherless  child. 
The  most  beautiful  sight  in  the  world  is  the  165  orphaned  little  children  in  the 
great  and  happy  home  which  we  support  at  Thomasville.  We  are  not  only  making 
them  happy:  we  are  making  them  good  men  and  women;  and  Christians.  They  are 
not  only  fed  and  clothed,  but  they  are  taught  in  books  and  trained  to  work.  Some 
of  them  help  make  a  little  paper  called  CHARITY  AND  CHILDREN.  Every 
Sunday  School  ought  to  take  collections  for  our  orphans,  and  subscribe  to  their  pa- 
per. The  children  who  have  fathers  and  mothers  and  happy  homes  ought  to  help 
make  a  home  for  the  little  children  who  have  none.  Our  denomination  has  no 
worthier  object  than  the  Orphanage.  Even-  Baptist  ought  to  be  proud  of  it,  and 
the  work  it  has  done  and  is  doing.  We  all  should  help  the  Orphanage  for  Christ's 
sake,  for  humanity's  sake  and  for  our  own  sakes.

HOME  MISSIONS. 

It  is  the  work  of  Home  Missions  to  give  the  Gospel  to  the  destitute  people  in 
our  own  Country.  The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  through  the  Home  Mission 
Board  situated  at  Atlanta,  Ga.  is  maintaining  missionaries  among  our  native  white 
people,  among  the  Indians,  the  Negroes,  the  Germans  and  Cubans.  Last  year  the 
Baptist  churches  of  the  South  gave  #69,000  in  cash  and  a  similar  amount  in  supplies 
for  the  missionaries.  To  meet  the  growing  needs  of  the  great  field  and  the  increas- 
ing opportunities  we  should  raise  each  year  #100,000.  The  great  West  is  open  to 
us.  It  will  be  either  Christian  or  unchristian — If  we  send  the  gospel  it  will  be 
Christian.  The  opportunity  in  Cuba  is  greater  now  than  ever  before.  Since  the 
war  with  Spain  has  left  the  way  clear  for  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel.  Let  us  all 
give  Home  Missions  our  Sympathies  and  support.

STATE  MISSIONS. 

The  History  of  State  Missions  is  virtually  the  history  of  the  rise  and  progress  of 
North  Carolina  Baptists  reaching  from  the  year  1720  to  the  present  time.  It  is  a 
work  so  clearly  in  accordance  with  divine  commandment,  with  the  spirit  of  Jesus 
and  with  the  nobler  impulses  of  the  Christian  heart  and  life,  that  it  needs  no  ai-gu- 
ment  to  commend  it  to  the  sympathies  of  the  Association.  Since  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions and  Sunday  Schools  was  organized  our  State  Missionaries  have  preached  the 
Gospel  on  over  4,000  destitute  fields,  and  have  organized  at  mission  points  more 
than  one-third  of  the  whole  number  of  Baptist  churches  we  now  have  in  North  Cal- 
olina,  And  along  with  this  God  Blessed  work  of  construction  and  evangelization 
every  department  of  our  denominational  life  has  been  stimulated — Education,  the 
Orphanage,  Home  Missions  and  Foreign  Missions  have  felt  and  continue  to  feel  the 
effect  of  State  Missions  on  them  in  Endowments,  patronage,  support  and  Sympathy 
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and  an  enlarged  beneficence  at  the  hands  of  our  people.  Your  Committee  is  glad 
to  report  that  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  have  a  larger  force  of  Missionaries  in 
the  field  this  year  than  ever  before  in  our  history.  One  hundred  and  three  regu- 
lar missionaries  are  at  work  preaching  the  Gospel  to  three  hundred  and  fifty  eight 
destitute  points.  The  cause  is  being  pressed  by  these  faithful  workers  in  fifty  six 
counties  in  North  Carolina.  The  report  from  their  fields  as  the)'  have  come  in  in- 
dicate encouragement  and  even  enthusiasm.  God  is  blessing  the  word  in  their  hands 
We  may  depend  upon  it,  His  grace  will  be  poured  out  upon  their  labors.  Ours  is 
the  dut)'  of  prayer  and  sympathy.  It  is  the  battle  of  our  Christ  which  they  are 
waging, the  battle  of  our  Cause  and  our  priceless  principles.  We  should  feel  hon- 
ored of  God  that  we  are  the  co-laborers  with  him  in  the  great  work  of  bringing 
North  Carolina  to  own  and  honor  our  Master.  The  burden,  if  it  is  recognized  a 
burden,  the  responsibility,  is  on  us  to  support  this  work  and  these  workers.  We 
have  planned  and  arranged  the  work  this  year  on  a  $15,000  basis.  All  the  year  the 
missionaries  have  been  at  work  hopefully  relying  upon  our  faithfulness  in  paying 
the  small  amount  promised. 

As  yet  only  a  small  proportion  of  the  amount  needed  has  been  raised — the  day 
now  is  on  us  when  each  must  do  something.  We  recommend  to  every  pastor  that 
he  urge  his  churches  to  make  an  offering — for  State  Missions  by  December  1st.

ORPHANAGE. 

There  are  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  children  at  the  Baptist  Orphanage  at 
this  time.  The  health  record  of  the  institution  for  the  past  year  was  remarkable, 
the  physician's  bill  having  been  less  than  $50.  The  favor  of  the  Lord  has  rested 
richly  on  the  work.  The  physical,  moral  and  spiritual  welfare  of  the  children 
is  looked  after  with  intelligent  and  constant  care.  The  institution  is  in  excellent 
financial  shape  and  is  steadily  growing  in  the  sympathy  and  love  of  our  people. 
We  are  glad  to  report  the  continued  economy  of  the  management  of  the  institu- 
tion. A  little  less  than  $5  per  month  per  capita  covers  all  the  cost,  and  in  this 
estimate  the  salaries  of  the  employees  are  included  besides  the  food  and  clothing 
of  the  children.  We  have  some  eighteen  buildings  on  the  grounds  valued  at  $20,- 
000.  A  new  nursery  for  children  from  5  to  8  years  of  age  will  be  completed  by 
December  first,  which  will  greatly  increase  the  efficiency. of  the  work.  A  machine 
shop  for  the  instruction  of  the  boys  in  mechanics,  and  erected  as  a  memorial  to 
the  late  John  H.  Mills,  will  be  erected  in  the  near  future.  We  commend  the  en- 
terprise to  the  brethren  and  hope  it  will  receive  their  sympathy  and  help.  Many 
children  are  clamoring  for  admission,  and  they  are  just  as  needy  and  as  worthy  as 
those  already  there,  but  they  cannot  be  almitted  unless  the  current  fund  is  in- 
creased. This  must  be  done  by  the  churches  and  Sunday  Schools  if  it  is  done  at 
all.  We  urge  our  churches  to  enlarge  their  i  ontributions  to  meet  the  growing 
needs  of  the  work.  We  recommend  that  our  Sunday  Schools  devote  one  Sunday 
in  each  month  to  a  collection  for  this  blessed  cause.

The  undersigned  committee,  appointed  at  the  last  session  of  this  body,  beg 
leave  to  submit  the  following  report:  Nunibei  of  orphans  under  the  care  of  Or- 
phanage during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1900,228.  Number  now  present,  185. 
Number  now  asking  for  admission^  25.  Full  capacity  of  orphanage,  185.  Mills  Me- 
morial Machine  simp  i«  in  prbccess  of  erection.  $1000  in  the  bank  and  $1500  in 
pledges  for  its  completion.  It  will  take  about  as  much  more  to  equip  it.  The 
children  have  made  remarkable  progress  the  past  year.  The  school  is  very 
thorough.  There  was  made  on  the  farm  this  year  473  bushels  of  wheat  which  will 
suply  the  institution  with  brea  1  for  about  six  months.  The  average  cost  psr 
capita,  for  maintaining  an  orphan  is  about  $5,00  which  is  lower  than  any  other 
orphanage  of  its  class  in  the  state.  The  Salary  paid  the  officers  is  much  lower  at 
rhonnsvilie  than  at  Oxford.  It  is  fie  p  u-p>s  •  of  tb.3  B  >arl  of  Trustees  to  keep 
expense  as  low  as  possible  so  that  the  money  our  people  give  may  go  toward  the 
nenetit  of  th' children  rather  than  the  employees.  There  are  a  large  number  of 
bright  children  at  Thomasville  that  promise  to  become  useful  men  and  women. 
More  room  is  the  urgent  need;  our  people  will  provide  for  the  children  if  they 
can  only  be  sheltered.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Lord  will  lend  brethren  of  means  to, 
make  special  contributions  this  year  towards  the  erection  of  an  other  dormitory.. 
The  children  yet  unprovided  for  must  be  heeded.  The  orphanage  depends  wholly 
upon  the  voluntary  offerings  of  the  Baptist  people  for  its  snpport.  We  would 
earnestly  recomend  that  this  association  increase  the  contributions  in  view  of  the 
wider  and  deeper  worK  before  the  institution  during  the  coming  year.

Great  errors    and  false   doctrines  are   a- 
broad  in  our  land,  and  jto  combat  these  evil  tendencies  successfully  and  to  teach 
pure  gospel  truth,  our  people  must  be    educated.     The    number    of    schools    in  ; 
Western  N.  C,  is  increasing  rapidly.     Who  shall  take  charge  of   these  schools  '?. .., 
If  we  as  Baptist  do  not,  others  will.  What  is  our  opportuniny  ?     What  is  our  re-, 
sponsibility   in  this    matter  to  our  children  and  to  our  cause  ?     As  preparatory.  < 
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Academy,  and  especially  do  we  recomend  Bine  Ridge  Institute  for  the  following 
reasons:  That  whereas  a  number  of  the  brethren  of  North  Wilkesboro  Baptist 
church  several  months  ago,  purchased  the  valuable  school  property,  situated  in 
said  to wr,  v? Inch  originally  cost  more  than  $4000,  ir  view  of  buildind  a  Baptist 
School.  To  this  end,  the  purchasers  have  transfered said  property  to  said  Bap- 
tist church  for  a  period  of  five  years  free  of  charge,  with  the  privilege  of  the 
church's  purchasing  the  same,  at  cost,  at  the  end  of  said  period.  The  said  church 
appointed  a  board  of  Trustees  from  its  body  who  have  employed  R.  P.  Jolinso:  , 
A.  M.,  of  Wake  Forest  College  N.  C,  as  principal,  witli  all  necessary  teachers  auU 
assistants,  every  one  of  whom  is  a  Baptist  of  high  standing;  besides  they  have 
employed  a  Professer  of  Ti.eo logy  who  offers  free  tuition  to  all  who  desire  to 
study  for  the  ministry.  Therefore,  we  believe  that  this  school  will  be  worthy  of 
the  patronage  of  every  Baptist  of  this  Association  and  the  entire  country:  Re- 
solved, therefore,  That  we  do  heartily  endors  •  an  1  recommend  this  school  to 
every  Baptist  in  this  country,  feeling  that  it  is  our  school  and  should  be  patron- 
ized as  such.

STATE  AND  ASSOCIATiONAL  MISSIONS. 

State  Missions  lie  at  the  base  o1  all  our  work.  It  is  the  reservoir  upon  which 
we  must  draw  for  all  our  other  work.  In  Kastern  North  Carolina  there  is  great 
destitution.  There  are  few  churches,  few  pceachers  and  few  Baptist  people  in 
all  that  important  field.  The  great  need  is  evangelization.  Middle  North  Caro- 
lina is  in  a  transition  state.  Cotton  mills  are  springing  up  all  over  the  Piedmont 
section.  People  are  moving  from  the  country  to  the  cotton  mills.  As  the  Bap- 
tists have  had  their  strength  in  the  country,  it  follows  that  most  of  those  who 
go  from  the  country  to  the  cotton  mills  are  Baptists.  They  are  poor  people,  una- 
ble to  employ  preachers  and  build  churches.  The  Board  is  endeavoring  to  fur- 
nish preaching  to  the  cotton  mills  in  the  hope  that  they  will  build  houses  of  wor- 
ship and  that  in  course  of  time,  the  churches  will  become  self-sustaining.  In  the 
west  we  have  the  people,  the  rhurches  and  the  preaching  but  are  not  developed. 
There  has  been  awakened  in  the  west  an  interest  in  education  unknown  in  any 
other  section  of  the  State.  The  educational  interests  in  the  mountains  are  the 
hope'of  the  west.

TEMPERANCE. 

This  association  has  for  years,  wiihout  a  dissenting  vote,  recorded  its 
conviction  that  the  liquor  business,  with  all  it  implies,  is  an  evil.  If  it  is 
an  evil,  then  the  Bible  condemns  it,  for  it  says,  "Shun  the  very  appearance 
of  evil."  But  at  this  late  day,  it  needs  no  argument  to  convince  any  reas- 
onable man,  be  he  church  member  or  non  church  member,  that  it  is  an  evil 
in  which  no  man  can  enter  without  bringing  shame  upon  himself  and  re- 
proach upon  the  cause  of  his  Master.  No  church  can  tolerate  such  an  one 
without  soiling  her  own  fair  garments,  and  thus  rendering  herself  unworthy 
of  fellowship  with  her  fair  sisterhood. 

In  Wilkes  Countv,  the  Baptists  are  largely  in  the  majority  over  all  oth- 
er denominations.  To  them  not  only  other  denominations,  but  the  world 
outside  the  church,  is  looking  for  decisive  action  on  this  question.  Shall 
we  falter?  Shall  we  fail  of  the  requirements  our  at  hand?  How  much  longer 
shall  we  bear  the  undoubtedly  just  reproach  that  we,  as  a  denomination, 
are  in  a  great  measure  responsible  for  the  continuance  of  this  permanent 
evil  in  our  county?  This  association,  prompted  not  so  much  by  denomina- 
tional pride,  as  by  a  jealous  care  for  the  promotion  of  Christ's  kingdom  on 
earth,  declares  it  to  be  its  purpose  to  withdraw  fellowship  from  any  church 
which  retains  within  its  membership  persons  who  hereafter  persistently  en- 
gage in  the  manufacture,  sale  or  intemperate  use  of  whisky  or  brandy.

The  pulpit 
and  the  press  are  the  two  great  agencies  for  the  dissemination  of  light  on 
all  those  things  which  stand  for  good,  and  as  the  greatest  agencies  to  count- 
eract evil.  The  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  have  been  blessed  with  sound 
denominational  papers  to  represent  them  in  their  work.  The  Biblical  Re- 
corder is  the  oldest  denominational  paper  in  the  state  and  has  been  one  of 
the  chief  agencies  in  bringing  the  Baptist  hosts  up  to  their  present  advance- 
ment and  great  strength.  The  North  Carolina  Baptist  has  done  a  great 
and  noble  work  in  educating  our  people  on  Temperance  and  because  of 
cheapness  in  price  has  met  a  felt  want  in  our  denominational  ranks.  Charity 
and  Children  is  our  orphanage  paper  and  fills  an  important  place  in  keeping 
the  Orphanage  before  our  churches.

EDUCATION. 

The  educational  outlook  was  never  so  hopeful  as  today.  The  people  of 
North  Carolina  are  beginning  to  realize  the  importance  of  the  education  of 
the  voters  that  they  may  rightly  discharge  the  duties  of  citizenship.  For  the 
first  time  in  the  history  of  the  state  the  public  schools  were  kept  open  four 
months,  which  is  the  required  time  fixed  by  the  Constitution.  To  do  this  the 
Legislature  made  an  appropriation  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars.  This 
is  a  large  sum  considering  the  wealth  of  the  state.  But  even  this  sum  is  not 
sufficient,  for  the  schools  should  be  kept  open  not  four  months,  but  eight  if 
we  would  remove  ignorance  from  our  state.  To  keep  them  open  a  sufficient 
time,  resort  must  be  had  to  local  taxation.  The  public  school  law  of  the  state 
permits  any  township  to  hold  an  election  to  decide  whether  an  additional 
tax  shall  be  levied  for  the  support  of  the  public  school.  We  urge  the  Bap- 
tists of  this  association  to  join  heartily  in  the  movement  on  foot  to  better 
the  schools  of  the  state.  An  efficient  school  system  must  have  good  second- 
ary or  preparatory  schools.  These  put  education  within  the  reach  of  a  large 
number  of  boys  and  girls.  We  are  glad  to  note  the  prosperity  of  your 
schools  of  this  grade  located  at  North  Wilkesboro,  Moravian  Falls  and 
Boomer.  All  our  Baptist  Colleges  are  in  prosperous  condition.  Wake 
Forest  College,  the  Baptist  Female  University  at  Raleigh,  the  Oxford  Semi- 
nary for  girls,  the  Chowan  Baptist  Female  Institute,  and  the  prospects  of 
these  as  of  every  other  college  in  the  state,  are  bright.  The  Institutions  are 
striving  to  place  college  education  within  the  reach  of  all  our  boys  and  girls. 
The  debt  of  over  $30,000  on  the  Female  University  should  be  paid  by  the 
meeting  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  It  is  an  incubus  upon  the  denom- 
ination and  is  in  the  way  of  our  progress.  The  Education  Board  at  Wake 
Forest  College  has  for  its  object  the  support  at  the  College  of  young  men 
called  of  God  to  the  ministry  and  endorsed  and  recommended  by  their 
churches.     This  Board  has  under  its  care  from  forty  to  fifty  young  men.

We  were  enabled  to  do  more  last  year  than  ever  before 
but  only  gave  about  sixty  dollars  to  each.  We  have  a  permanent  fund  of 
$3000.  The  interest  on  this  with  two  thirds  of  the  amounts  collected  each 
year  are  placed  to  the  disposal  of  this  Board.  Brethren  help  us.  If  the 
churches  don't  help  the  Board,  we  can't  help  the  old  ministers  or  their  widows.

ORPHANAGE. 

We  have,  located  in  Thomasville,  an  institution  known  as  the  Thomas- 
ville  Baptist  Orphanage  for  the  caring  for  of  indigent  orphan  children  of 
the  white  race.  This  institution  was  formed  in  1884  and  has  given,  aid  to 
more  than  700  orphans.  During  the  past  year  we  had  213  orphans.  We 
propose  to  i  ake  tlie  needy  orphans  from  5  to  12  years  of  age,  to  give  them 
shelter,  food  and  clothing,  and  also  to  teach  them  to  perform  such  work  as 
will  enable  them  to  be  useful  citizens,  as  well  as  to  give  them  a  chance  to 
procure  good  practical  education.  Furthermore  we  try  to  provide  for  them 
good  moral  and  religious  training.  The  cost  of  maintaining  these  orphans 
is  a  little  less  than  five  dollars  per  month  for  each  orphan.  The  support  of 
the  orphans  comes  entirely  from  voluntary  contributions  from  the  churches 
and  individuals.  In  order  to  meet  this  demand  for  current  expenses  it  is 
necessary  for  our  churches  and  Sunday  schools  to  take  regular  collections 
and  forward  them  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Orphanage.  In  order  to  keep 
posted  in  regard  to  our  worst  and  our  needs,  our  orphanage  paper,  Charity 
and  Children,  should  be  taken  and  read.

HOME  MISSIONS. 

The  Plome  Mission  Board  never  had  before  it  as  wide  a  door  of  oppor- 
tunity as  it  has  today.  The  Roman  Catholic  yoke  has  been  thrown  off  in 
Cuba,  and  there  is  no  longer  persecution  there.  A  tide  of  immigration  is 
pouring  into  the  South,  and  the  Home  Board  is  trying  to  meet  this  foreign 
population  with  the  gospel  of  Christ.  We  hear  much  about  the  race  prob- 
lem. The  Home  Board  is  aiding  in  the  settlement  of  this  problem  by  ele- 
vating the  negro  religiously.  The  Home  Board  is  trying  to  give  the  gospel 
to  the  Indians.  The  Indians  are  more  inclined  to  our  doctrine  than  any 
other.  This  gives  us  an  opportunity  with  them  which  no  other  denomination 
has.  The  Home  Board  is  making  liberal  appropriations  to  educational  in- 
stitutions in  the  mountain  sections  of  the  South.  In  North  Carolina  we  are 
receiving  three  thousand  dollars  for  mountain  schools.  Our  own  associa- 
tional  school  is  receiving  liberal  aid  from  the  Board.

If  they 
are  to  enjoy  the  church  privileges  they  did  in  the  country,  it  must  be  by  the 
aid  of  the  Mission  Board.  In  the  West  the  Board  is  doing  what  it  can  to 
foster  the  educational  work.  If  we  do  not  report  a  debt  at  the  convention 
next  December  it  will  be  necessary  to  raise  twenty  five  thousand  dollars  for 
state  missions.

THE  NEXT   SESSION. 

The  next  session  will  be  held  at    Shady  Grove  church,     Wilkes  County, 
N.  C. ,  convening  on  Thursday  before  the  fourth  Sunday  in  August,  1903. 
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CONSTITUTION. 

1st.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Association,  and 
shall  be  composed  of  delegates  chosen  by  the  churches  each  church  being-  entitled  to  three 
delegates,  and  all  regular  ordained  ministers  as  members  ex  officio. 

2nd.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of  God's  kingdom  in  the  hearts 
of  men. 

3rd.  The  delegates  thus  selected  should  bear  from  each  respective  church  a  letter  certify- 
ing- their  appointments,  and  communicating-  information  relative  to  the  state  of  the 
church  and  interest  thereof. 

4th.  The  Association  just  formed  shall  choose  by  ballot  a  Moderator,  Clerk  and  Treasurer 
who  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and  until  others  ate  chosen,  The  last  two  offices 
may  be  held  by  the  same  individual. 

5th,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  at  meetings  of  business:  to  keep  order 
during  each  sessions;  to  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  of  the  house  by  any 
member:  and  to  perform  all  other  duties  pertaining  to  his  office, 

6th.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  and  correct  record  of  all  the  pro- 
ceedings of  each  session  of  the  Association;  to  keep  a  printed  copy  of  the  minutes  of  each 
session  of  the  Association,  and  every  ten  years  have  ihem  bound  for  the  use  of  this  body; 
and  to  perform  other  duty  assigned  to  him  by  the  Association. 
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7th.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  record  of  all  the  funds  coming' 
into  his  hands  and  to  report  the  same  at  the  order  of  the  Association. 

8th.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Arrangements  consisting-  of  five  members,  besides  the 
Moderator  and  Clerk. 

9th.  All  letters  of  grievances  or  queries,  together  with  all  letters  from  corresponding  Asso- 
ciations requiring  an3r  attention  thereon,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Committee  of  Arrange- 
ments, and  reported  back  to  the  Association. 

10th.  This  body  shall  have  no  coercive  power  to  exercise  lordship  over  God's  heritage,  but 
shall  only  be  considered  an  advisory  council  in  all  matters  respecting  the  internal  regulations 
of  the  churches. 

11th.  When  an  offense  raaj'  have  been  committed  bjT  one  church  against  another,  or  where  a 
series  of  difficulties  may  have  arisen  in  an  individual  church,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Association  (after  due  labors  have  been  had  between  the  offending  and  offended  churches,  or 
an  individual  church,  as  the  case  may  be)  to  take  the  matter  into  consideration  and  advise  up- 
on it. 

lith.  The  association  shall  not  maintain  permanent  fellowship  towards  any  of  her  church- 
es which  neglect  to  institute  and  preserve  gospel  order  among  their  members,  nor  any  of 
churches  and  ministers  that  treat  her  constitution  with  contempt;  but  shall  sustain  with  all 
her  influence,  such  as  promote  gospel  principle  and  order. 

I3th.  It  shall  be  the  province  of  this  Association  to  invite  visiting  and  corresponding  breth- 
ren to  seats,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  speak  on  any  point  under  discussion,  but  not  to  vote. 

14.  The  Association  shall  in  all  cases,  (except  in  matters  pertaining  to  the  constitution),  be 
governed  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present,  and  shall  not  adjourn  until  they  have  gone 
through  the  business  of  the  Association,  except  in  extraordinary  cases. 

15.  Each  church  having  an  ordained  or  a  licensed  minister  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Association,  in  order  that  they  may  appear  as  such  on  the  face  of  the  minutes. 

16.  The  Association  shall  furnish  the  churches  with  the  minutes  of  her  proceedings;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to  enable  her  to  do  so. 

17.  The  Association  shall  have  a  fund,  created  and  sustained  by  voluntary  contribution 
from  the  churches,  which  shall  be  held  by  the  Treasurer,  and  subject  to  the  disposition  of  a 
majority  of  the  Association  present  at  any  annual  tession. 

18.  The  Association  shall  hold  an  annual  session  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  body  may 
from  time  to  time  designate. 

19.  By  appointment  of  the  Association,  there  mas'-  be  an  Introductory,  a  Missionary  and  a 
Denominational  Sermon  preached  at  each  annual  session. 

20th.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  time,  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present  concurring. 


BY-LAWS. 

1st.  At  each  assembling  of  the  Association,  for  the  transaction  of  business,  the  Moderator 
shall  invite  members  to  order;  then  the  Association  shall  be  opened  by  praise  and  prayer. 

2d,  When  the  Moderator  take  his  chair,  each  member  shall  take  his  seat,  and  the  minutes 
of  the  preceding  day  shall  be  read, 

3d.  The  Moderator  may  speak  to  points  of  order,  in  preference  to  other  members,  arising 
from  his  seat  for  that  purpose;  and  on  points  of  order,  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once 
without  leave  of  the  house 

4th.     He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  sitting, 

Sth,  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
body, 

6th.  He  shall  have  a  general  direction  of  the  house;  he  shall  have  a  right  to  name  any 
member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair. 

7th.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  Association 
he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  respectfully  address  the  Moderator,  and  confine  himself  to  the 
question  under  debate,  and  avoid  personality.  And  when  two  or  more  rise  at  the  same  time 
the  Moderator  is  to  name  who  is  to  speak  first.  No  member  shall  speak  oftener  than  twice  on 
the  same  question,  without  leave  of  the  Association. 

8th.  While  the  Moderator  is  pitting  any  question  or  addressing  the  Association  no  person 
shall  speak,  stand  up,  walk  out,  or  across  the  house;  nor  when  a  member  is  speaking,  entertain 
private  discourse,  stand  up  or  pass  between  him  and  the  chair. 

9th.  Alter  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Moderator  or  read  by  the  Clerk,  it  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  in  possession  of  the  Association,  but  may  be  withdrawn  before  a  decision  or  amendment. 

10th.     All  papers  addressed  to  the  Association  shall  be  presented  by  the  Moderator. 

11th.     No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  association  without  leave, 

12th.  If  au3r  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  rules  of  the  association,  the 
Moderator  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  him  to  order;  in  which  case  the  member  so  called 
to  order,  shall  sit  down. 

13th.  In  all  elections,  the  Moderator  may  vote;  in  other  cases  he  shall  not  vote,  unless  the 
Association  be  equally  divided, 

14th.     These  Rules   of   Decorum  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  majority  concurring.

9th'  We  believe  that  the  happiness  of  the  Righteous  and  the  punishment  of  the  Wicked  will 
both  be  Eternal.

The  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Association  met  this  day  in  its  thirtieth 
annual  session.

TEMPERANCE. 

This  association  has  for  years,  without  a  dissenting  vote,  recorded  its  convic- 
tion that  the  liquor  business,  with  all  it  implies,  is  an  evil.  If  it  is  an  evil,  then 
the  bible  condemns  it,  for  it  says,  "Shun  the  very  appearance  of  evil.'1  Bxit  at  this 
late  day,  it  needs  no  argument  to  convince  any  reasonable  man,  be  he  church  mem- 
ber or  non  churchmember,  that  it  is  an  evil  in  which  no  man  can  enter  without 
bringing  shame  upon  himself  and  reproach  upon  the  cause  of  his  Master.  No 
church  can  tolerate  such  an  one  without  soiling  her  own  fair  garments,  and  thus 
rendering  herself  unworthy  of  fellowship  with  her  fair  sisterhood. 

In  Wilkes  county, the  Baptists  are  largely  in  the  majority  over  all  other  denomi- 
nations. To  them  not  only  other  denominations,  but  the  world  outside  the  church 
is  looking  for  decisive  action  on  this  question.  Shall  we  falter?  Shall  we  fail  of 
the  requirements  at  our  hand?  how  much  longer  shall  we  bear  the  undoubtedly 
just  reproach  that  we,  as  a  denomination,  are  in  a  great  measure  responsible  for 
the  continuance  of  this  permanent  evil  in  our  county?  This  association,  prompted 
not  so  much  by  denominational  pride,  as  by  a  jealous  care  for  the  promotion  of 
chsist's  kingdom  on  earth,  declares  it  to  be  its  purpose  to  withdraw  fellowship 
from  any  church  which  retains  within  its  membership  persons  who  hereafter  per- 
sistently engage  in  the  manufacture,  sale  or  intemperate  use  of  whisky  or  brandy. 

Therefore  Resolved,  That  we  the  churches  of  the  Brushy  Mountain  Associa- 
tion recognize  the  Watts  act  and  pledge  ourselves  to  do  all  we  can  to  have  the  law 
carried  into  effect.

4  EDUCATION. 

The  educational  outlook  was  never  so  hopeful  as  today.  The  people  of  North 
Carolina  are  begining  to  realize  the  importance  of  the  education  of  the  voters  that 
they  may  rightly  discharge  the  duties  of  citizenship.  For  the  first  time  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  state  the  public  schools  were  kept  open  four  months,  which  is  the  re- 
quired time  fixed  by  the  constitution.  To  do  this  the  Legislature  made  anappro- 
priation  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars.  This  is  a  large  sum  considering  the 
wealth  of  the  state.  But  even  this  sum  is  not  sufficient,  for  the  schools  should  be 
kept  open  not  four  months,  but  eight  if  we  would  remove  ignorance  from  our 
state.  To  keep  them  open  a  sufficient  time,  resort  must  be  had  to  local  taxation. 
The  public  school  law  of  the  state  permits  any  township  to  hold  an  election  to  de- 
cide whether  an  additional  tax  shall  be  levied  for  the  support  of  the  public  school. 
We  urge  the  Baptists  of  this  association  to  join  heartily  in  the  movement  on  foot 
to  better  the  schools  of  the  state.  An  efficient  school  system  must  have  good  sec- 
ondary or  preparatory  schools.  These  put  education  within  the  reach  of  a  large 
number  of  boys  and  girls.  We  are  glad  to  note  the  prosperity  of  your  schools  of 
this  grade  located  at  North  Wilkesboro  and  Boomer.  All  our  Baptist  Colleges  are 
in  prosperous  condition.  Wake  Forest  College,  the  Baptist  Female  University  at 
Raleigh,  the  Oxford  Seminary  for  girls,  the  Chowan  Bapt Female  Institute,and  the 
prospects  of  these  as  of  every  other  college  in  the  state,  are  bright.  The  Institu- 
tions are  striving  to  place  college  education  within  the  reach  of  all  onr  boys  and 
girls.  The  debt  of  over  $30,000  on  the  Female  University  should  be  paid  by  the 
meeting  of  the  Baptist  State  convention.  It  is  an  incubus  upon  the  denomination 
and  is  in  the  way  of  our  progress.  The  Education  Board  at  Wake  Forest  college 
has  for  its  object  the  support  at  the  college  of  young  men  called  of  God  to  the 
ministry  and  endorsed  and  reconnnended  by  their  churches.  This  Board  has  un- 
der its  care  from  forty  to  fifty  young  men.

MINISTERIAL  RELIEF. 

This  board  is  located  in  Durham,  and  has  for  its  object  the  care  of  our  aged 
ministers  and  their  widows.  It  is  a  fact  that  Cod  calls  poor  boys  to  preach  the 
gospel.  They  enter  the  ministry  poor  and  if  they  give  their  lives  to  the  ministry 
they  will  die  poor.  Cod  urges  it  upon  us  to  care  for  them  when  old.  We  were  ena- 
bled to  do  more  last  year  than  ever  before  but  only  gave  about  sixty  dollars  to 
each.  We  have  a  permanent  fund  of  -$3000.  The  interest  on  this  with  two  thirds 
of  the  amounts  collected  each  year  are  placed  to  the  disposal  of  this  board.  Breth- 
ren help  us.  If  the  churches  don't  help  the  Board,  we  can't  help  the  old  ministers 
or  their  widows.

ORPHANAGE. 

We  have,  located  in  Thomasville,  an  institution  known  as  the  Thomasville 
Baptist  Orphanage  for  the  caring  for  indigent  orphan  children  of  the  white  race. 
This  institution  was  founded  in  1884  and  has  given  aid  to  more  than  700  orphans. 
During  the  past  year  we  had  260  orphans.  We  propose  to  take  the  needy  orphans 
from  5  to  12  years  of  age,  to  give  them  shelter,  food  and  clothing,  and  also  to 
teach  them  to  perform  such  work  as  will  enable  them  to  be  useful  citizens,  as  well 
as  to  give  them  a  chance  to  procure  good  practical  education.  Furthermore  we  try 
to  provide  for  them  good  moral  and  religious  training.  The  cost  of  maintaining 
these  orphans  is  a  little  less  than  five  dollars  per  month  for  each  orphan.  The  sup- 
port of  the  orphans  comes  entirely  from  voluntary  contributions  from  the  church- 
es and  individuals.  In  order  to  meet  this  demand  for  current  expenses  it  is  nec- 
essary for  our  churches  and  Sunday  schools  to  take  regular  collections  and  for- 
ward them  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Orphanage-  In  order  to  keep  posted  in  regard 
to  our  work  and  needs,  our  Orphanage  paper,  Charity  and  Children,  should  be 
taken  and  read.

STATE  AND  HOME  MISSIONS. 

The  State  Mission  Board  has  under  its  care  the  mission  work  of  the  state.  While 
we  claim  North  Carolina  as  a  Baptist  State,  there  are  yet  many  communities  in 
the  state  where  there  are  few  Baptist  preachers  and  fewer  churches.  Many  asso- 
ciations are  not  able  to  handle  their  own  destitution,  and  without  the  aid  of  the 
Mission  Board,  these  sections  must  remain  in  destitution.  We  are  endeavoring  to 
raise  this  year  twenty  five  thousand  dollars  for  state  missions.  It  will  take  earnest 
effort  to  meet  this  obligation. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  has  the  work  of  supplying  the  destitution  within  the 
Bounds  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Many  States  in  the  South  are  not  a- 
ble  to  meet  the  destitution  in  their  own  bounds.  The  colored  population  and  the 
island  of  Cuba  are  also  under  the  care  of  the  Home  Board.  North  Carolina  con- 
tributed last  year  seven  thousand  dollars  for  Home  Missions.  To  do  this  we  must 
enlarge  our  contributions  thirty  per  cent.

To  the  Women  of  the  Brushy  Mountain  Association: 

Having  begun  a  new  work  in  our  churches,  or  rather  having  taken  up 
an  old  work  in  a  new  way,  we  thought  we  would  write  to  our  Sisters  of 
other  churches  and  perhaps  our  plan  of  work  would  help  them  to  renewed 
efforts  and  greater  zeal  for  the  Master's  work.

Since  beginning  the  building  of  our  church  more  than  a  year  ago,  The 
women  of  our  church  have  been  working  to  help  meet  .the  expenses  of 
building  and  furnishing  a  new  church,  but  not  till  May  j&,  1903,  did  we  or- 
ganize ourselves  into  a  Society. 

Then  we  organized  ourselves  into  The  Woman's  Aid  Society  of  the  Wilk- 
esboro  Baptist  Church.  Our  main  object  at]  resent  is  to  earn  money  by  our 
own  efforts  to  help  our  new  church.  But  we  give  one-sixth  of  all  we 
make  to  missions.  After  our  church  is  furnished  we  expect  to  turn  all  our1 
attention  to  Foreign  Home  and  State  Missions  and  then  help  to  carry  out 
the  great  command,  "Preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature." 

During  the  year  before  the  Society  "was  organized  the  women  of  oui*. 
church  made  about  $So  00  during  the  three  months  our  Society  has  been 
organized,  we  have  made  something  like  $37.00  and  our  contributions  to 
Missions  this  quarter  is  one  eighth  of  this,  or  $6.00.  We  want  to  do  just 
twice  as  much  next  quarter. 

So  you  see  we  women  have  given  into  the  church  treasury  over  $100.00 
during  this  last  year,  aside  from  what  is  usually  given  into  the  church. 

Can't  some  of  our  sisters'  present  at  this  Association  go  home  and  organize 
an  Aid  Society,  or  a  mission  Society?  Have  a  Missionary  lien  and  give  the' 
worth  of  her  eggs  and  chicks  to  your  woman's  society.  There  is  no  telling 
what  women  can  do  when  the}'  try  and  you  know  all  wise  men  say:  When 
a  women  wills  she  will  and  when  she  wont  she  wont.  Let  all  our  sisters 
here  say.  "I  will,"  and  do  more  for  the  Masters  cause  this  year  than  you've 
ever  done  before.

Temperance. 

The  word  temperance  as  here  used  is  defined  to  be  the  rightful  use  of  nutric- 
ious  foods  and  drinks,  and  this  rightful  use  is  limited  to  the  Necessary  wants  of 
our  bodies.  The  New  Testament  is  our  guide  upon  this  important  feature  of 
our  liberties  and  we  are  advised  therein  to  consult  the  mind  of  our  Master  who 
by  his  servants  have  spoken  the  words  "touch  not,  taste  not,  handle  nor,"  also 
"let  your  moderation  be  known  to  all  men.''  and  "abstain  from  all  appearance 
of  evil."  We  therefore  condemn  the  saloon  evil,  the  single  package  evd,and  the 
distillery  evil  of  this  land  whether  licensed  or  unlicensed  and  advise  our  breth- 
ren that  they  admonish  every  brother  that  walks  disorderly  and  we  further  ad- 
vise the  churches  composing  this  body  to  admonish  every  brother  who  is  in 
sympathy  with  disorder  and  aids  and  abets  the  traffic  by  furnishing  produce  to 
be  used  in  the  manufacture  of  stimulants  whether  it  be  fruits  from  the  orchard 
grain  from  the  field  (or  crib)  or  whether  it  be  in  paid  labor,  or  in  aiding  or  abet- 
ting the  violation  of  the  law,  and  that  they  withdraw  the  right  hand  of  fellow 
ship  from  every  brother  who  refuses  to  heed  the  admonition.  We  advise  our 
brethren  to  teach  their  children  the  baneful  tffects  of  all  narcotics  including 
whiskey  and  tobacco.

State  Missions. 

The  primitive  christians  were  not  only  bidden  to  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world 
and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature,"  (Mark  16:15,)  but  they  were  also  told 
where  to  go:  "Ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me  both  in  Jerusalem  (their  home  city) 
and  in  all  judea,  (cheir  home  country)  and  in  Samaria,  (their  neighboring  coun- 
try), and  unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth."  Acts  1:8.  As  our  Jerusalem  is 
our  community  and  Association,  so  our  Judea  is  North  Carolina  and  witnessing 
in  it  is  what  we  call  State  Missions. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  our  Baptist  army  in  North  Carolina  is  a  mighty 
host,  there  is  yet  large  sections  of  the  State  that  are  denominationally  destitute 
and  numbers  of  weak  and  struggling  churches  must  have  liberal  and  immedi- 
ate aid  or  decline  and  disband.  In  these  needy  fields  we  have  more  than  a  hun- 
dred missionaries  and  their  labors  are  being  blessed  by  the  Lord  in  the  upbuild- 
ing of  our  Baptist  cause  throughout  the  State.  Last  year  we  Baptist  spent  $25,- 
000  in  State  Missions  and  this  year  it  is  projected  on  a  basis  of  $30,000.  And 
yet  the  need  is  far  from  being  adequately  supplied.

Under  the  authority  of  the  Great  Commission  we  Baptist  of  the  South  are 
sending  the  Gospel  to  seven  foreign  countries  in  the  five  continents  of  the 
world:  China  and  Japan  in  Asia;  Italy  in  Europe;  Africa;  Mexico  in  North  A- 
marica;  Brazil  and  Argentina  in  South  America.  We  are  spending  now  $200,- 
000  a  year  for  the  support  of  the  Missionaries  on  the  field  and  36  new  missiona- 
ries are  under  appointment  and  will  soon  take  their  place  as  heralds  of  the  cross 
in  pagan  or  papal  countries.  During  recent  years  there  has  been  among  us  a 
remarkable  advance  in  missionary  enthusiasm  and  contribution,  and  now  there 
is  special  need  not  only  that  we  should  give  largely  but  also  that  we  should  pray 
the  Lord  of  the  harvest  that  He  would  send  forth  more  laborers.

The  Sunday  school  is  the  church  engaged  in  the  study  and  teaching  of  the 
Scriptures.  It  is  a  popular  and  powerful  agency  for  the  dissemination  of  truth, 
the  winning  of  souls,  and  the  trar'ning  of  christians.  As  such  it  is  entitled  to 
our  endorsement,  our  prayers  aud  our  cooperation.  The  Baptist  of  North  Car- 
olina are  setting  their  hi  nds  afresh  to  our  Sunday  School  work.  We  have  1300 
schools  in  charge  of  afcott  9000  officers  and  teachers  with  a  total  enrollment  of 
96,000.  A  fine  army,  and  ^et  we  have  1792  churches  with  a  membership  of 
more  than  182,000.  So  we  need  more  and  larger  Sunday  Schools,  and  certainly 
better  equipment  for  the  highest  efficiency  and  widest  usefulness  This  work  is 
biblical  and  basal;  it  is  a  gre^t  work,  yet  backward;  and  it  is  Baptistic.  The 
churches  of  our  Association  are  urged  to  renewed  interest  and  endeavor  in  the 
teaching  work  committed  to  them. 

The  organization  of  the  Brushy  Mountain  Sunday-school  convention  is  com- 
mended and  encouraged  in  its  proposed  work  of  establishing  and  stimulating 
the  Sunday  schools  in  our  lands.

WE  HAVE  been  informed  that  there  are  Baptist  Sunday  schools  which  have  yielded  to 
the  solicitations,  personal  and  otherwise,  of  an  undenominational  publishing  house, 
and  which  are  taking,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  literature  of  that  house  in  preference 
to  the  literature  of  their  own  Publication  Society.     In  view  of  this  information  we  desire  to' 
put  the  question,  Is  it  wise?  to  pastors,  Sunday  school  officers  and  teachers  who  may  have- 
been  thus  influenced. 

Is  it  wise  to  put  into  the  hands  of  Baptist  children  and  youth  a  literature  which  in  some 
parts  is  largely  sensational,  in  other  parts  directly  opposed  to  Baptist  teaching,  and  in  no  part: 
clearly  and  positively  declarative  of  our  distinctive  denominational  views?  What  sort  of 
Baptists  will  the  next  generation  be  if  the  youth  of  this  generation  are  brought  up  on  a  merely 
negative  or  an  essentially  Pedobaptist  literature,  and  are  never  taught  in  the  Sunday  school 
the  truths  for  which  our  fathers  were  ready  to  suffer  and  which  form  the  only  ground  for  our 
denominational  existence?  And  how  are  young  people  to  be  brought  to  Christ  and  developed 
into  stalwart  Christians,  if  the  aim  in  the  literature  employed  is  mainly  to  gratify  a  craving 
for  the  sensational  and  not  to  instruct  and  fortify  against  errors  in  doctrine  and  life?

Some  of  our  people  are  not  familiar  with  the  platform 
of  the  church.  As  constituents: — A  church  is  a  body  of 
called  out  Believers,  Baptized  in  the  name  of  the  trinity ; 
the  assembly  (or  as  the  Greeks  expresses,  ecclesia.)  is  a 
body  gathered  unto  Jesus,  Matt.  18  :  20  vs.  and  in  his 
name,  by  his  Spirit.  Paul  Exhorts  us  to  keep  the  "Unity 
of  the  spirit  in  the  Bond  of  Peace."  I  desire  to  call  your 
attention  to  a  seven  fold  thought,  mentioned  in  the  text. 
There  are  three  thoughts  suggested  by  the  church,  one 
body,  one  spirit  and  one  calling.  Now  vs-4  informs  us 
what  the  church  is.  It  is  a  body,  an  organism.  Not  an 
organization,  like  a  lodge  or  society,  but  an  organism. 
Christ  is  the  head  of  the  Body  Eph.  5  ch  23  vs,-and  we  are 
members,  and  are  dependant,  we  rely  upon  the  head 
for  our  life  and  guidance.  If  you  seperate  the  head  from 
the  body  you  will  die.  Here,  we  are  joined  to  christ 
when  we  are  believers  in  him,  one  spirit,  the  same  spirit 
1  Cor.  12  ch  4  vs.,  the  spirit  of  God.  We  are  temples  of 
the  Holy  Ghost  and  it  is  the  spirit  that  dwells  within  the 
believer,  and  constitutes  a  spiritual  body.  The  spirit  adds 
to  the  body  It  unites  us  in  on  bond  of  peace.  It  calls  us 
in  the  name  of  Jesus  christ  the  head.  One  hope  of  your 
calling  (or  vocation.)  The  church  has  the  one  hope  flow- 
ing from  our  calling.  Now,  let  us  emphasize  this  three 
fold  thought.  What  is  the  church?  One  Body  one  Spirit 
one  vocation.  We  must  now  pass,  to  see  the  entrance  in- 
to the  church  vs.  5  tells  us  how  we  may  enter.  First  to 
have  a  vision  of  the  Lordship  of  Jesus,  one  Lord.  Some 
commentators  teach  that  the  one  Baptism  here  is  a  spirit- 
ual Baptism,  and  not  water  baptism.     But  God  has  given 


us  the  order,  so  man  can  say  that  Jesus  is  Lord.  But  by 
the  Holy  Ghost,  1  Cor.  12  3,  the  words  of  the  Holy  spirit 
are  revealed.  It  will  pay  us  to  observe  the  Natural  order 
of  the  function  of  the  spirit.  (l)The  spirit  convinces  of 
sin.  (2)  Then  regenerates,  after  which  it  (8)  seals  and 
after  sealing  (4)  Baptizes  into  one  body.  1  Cor.  12.  13. 
Now  the  Believer  is  added  to  the  mystical  body  of  Christ 
and  after  Baptism  he  is  tilled  (5)  for  service.  In  concluV 
sion  God  gives  us  two  precautions  about,  the  spirit. 
Don't  quench,  literally  do  not  put  out  the  lire.  The  holy 
spirit  is  the  energizer  let  the  blessed  spirit  lead  you. 
"For  as  many  as  are  led  by  the  spirit  are  the  sons  of  God." 
Do  not  grieve,  that  is  to  cause  the  spirit  to  be  sorry,  be- 
cause lie  can  not  carry  out  his  design  in  your  life.  If  you 
disobey  then  you  will  be  sorrowful.  We  have  digressed 
some-what  from  our  line  of  thought.  But  it  was  necessary 
to  prove  to  you  the  point  on  Baptism.  Remember  that 
the  spirit's  Baptism  always  precedes  the  water,  see  Act. 
10  ch.  47-48.  Now  notice  the  "one  Faith,"  that  which 
leads  us  to  believe  in  the  Lord-ship  of  Jesus,  a  faith  in 
God,  more  than  that  which  we  profess  to  believe.  One 
Baptism  that  is  one  burial  or  immersion.  Rom.  6  eh. 
The  Door  into  the  church  is  one  Lord,  one  Faith,  one 
Baptism.  Paul  concludes  this  beautiful  thought  by  add- 
ing one  God  and  Father  of  all  who  is  above  all  and  through 
ali  and  in  you  all.  God  is  trying  to  preserve  this  unity,  and 
is  in  relationship  to  our  Father,  watching  over  us  and 
dwelling  with  us.  The  local  body  Established  on  the  day 
of  pentecost,  is  the  pattern  for  all  ages.  Jesus  promised 
the  disciples  he  would  build  his  church,  Matt.  10:18  and 
he  gathered  the  material  for  it,  and  when  the  120  disciples 
were  up  in  the  upper  room,  Fie  baptized  them  by  the 
spirit  into  one  body,  Act.  2.  They  had  the  spirit  within 
them  and  resting  upon  them  for  service.  When  Peter 
preached  he  told  the  people  to  repent  and  they  would  re- 
ceive the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  Act  2.  88,  and  great 
multitudes  assembled  to  hear  the  word  of  God  preached. 
And  we  have  the  record  of  three  thousand  believing  in 
Jesus.  The  apostles  were  filled  with  the  spirit  and  ob- 
served the  unity  of  the  spirit  that  Paul  discoursed  on. 
We  have  another  beautiful  line  of  thought  to  which  Bap- 
tist hold  tenaciously  ,  Acts  2.  4217.  They  that  gladly  re- 
ceived the  word.  The  first  prerequisite  to  church  mem- 
bership is  regeneration.  No  church  has  the  authority  to 
receive  unconverted  members  into  the  fold.  Peter  preach- 
ed "repent  and  be  baptized  every  one  of  you,  in  the  name 
of  Jesus  Christ  for  the  remission  of  sins,  and  ye  shall 
receive  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost." 

After  a  person  is  regenerated  then    they    ought    to    be 


baptized  asan  act  of  obedience.  Baptism  is  a  mooted  subject 
among  men  but  not  in  the  scriptures.  Baptism  by  affusion 
cannot  be  substantiated  by  the  word  of  God.  Therefore, 
to  introduce  an  unscriptural  ordinance  you  break  the  unity 
of  the  spirit.  The  scriptures  teach  "one  Baptism."  And 
our  Lord  walked  60  miles  or  more  to  be  Baptized  by  John 
in  Jordon.  John  did  not  known  Jesus  as  the  Messiah, 
until  God  revealed  him.  And  he  immediately  said  1 
am  not  worthy  to  stoop  down  and  untie  your  shoe  latchets. 
But  Jesus  said  suffer  it  to  be  so  John,  to  fulfill  all  righteous- 
ness, and  John  immersed  him.  Jesus  set  forth  his 
death,  burial  and  resurrection  in  symbol.  John  under- 
stood it,  for  the  next  day  he  said,  "Behold  the  Lamb  of 
God  that  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world."  Our  Lord 
set  us  the  example  in  Baptism,  and  if  we  love  him  then 
we  will  follow  him  in  his  ordinance.  After  your  Baptism 
you  are  added  to  a  scriptural  church,  then  continue  in  the 
apostles  doctrine.  The  truths  embodied  in  the  word  which 
the  apostles  taught.  Not  some  creed  or  human  discipline 
and  in  the  order  of  church  History  they  broke  bread.  It 
was  the  last  or  fifth  thing,  any  one  who  will  observe  the 
unity  of  the  spirit  in  it's  order,  can  be  scripturally  ad- 
mitted to  the  Lords  table.  Divisions  are  carnal,  and 
Paul  condemns  them.  When  the  people  at  Corinth  said, 
"1  am.  for  Appolos."  "I  am  for  Cephas."  ""lam  for 
Paul."  "I  am  for  Christ."  Paul  asked  them  :  Is  Christ 
divided?  Was  Paul  crucified  for  you?  Or  were  ye  bap- 
tized in  the  name  of  Paul?  Then  Paul  continues  lest  any 
should  say  I  Baptized  in  my  own  name.  I  baptized  none 
of  you  but  Orispus  and  Gains,  and  the  household  of  Step- 
hanas, and  I  know  not  whether  I  baptized  any  other.  In 
the  8  cli  of  1  Cor.  vs.  8  He  condemns  these  divisions  and 
tells  them  tiiese  men  are  only  ministers  by  whom  ye  be- 
lieve, and  they  are  not  to  be  followed  as  human  leaders. 
A  minister  of  a  church  is  a  Bishop,  Elder,  or  Pastor,  and 
is  an  under  shepherd  sent  to  feed  the  Hocks  of  (rod.  He 
is  not  to  Lord  it  over  the  church.  Neither  is  the  church 
to  lord  it  over  the  minister.  But  they  are  to  work  to- 
gether as  helpers  of  each  others  Joy.  2  Cor,  1.  24.  Neither 
does  the  Lord  want  people  to  approach  his  table  with  flesh- 
ly divisions.  1  Oor.  11-18-19  says:  "For  there  must  be 
heresies  among  you."  Heresies  is  translated  sects  in  the 
margin  and  Paul  condemns  it  vs.  31  82.  He  wants  the 
church  to  put  away  these  sinful  divisions  and  all  be  joined 
in  one  mind,  one  judgement,  and  have  unanimity  of 
of  thought,  and  oneness  of  purpose.  If  we  follow  the 
scripture  the  unity  of  Ephesians  and  Acts  will  not  be 
broken.  The  polity  of  the  Baptist  church  is  in  harmony 
with  the  scripture.  Christ  is  to  govern  his  body  by  his 
word  and  spirit. 


We  are  the  most  liberal  people  in  the  world.  We 
have  nothing  to  govern  us  only  the  new  testament.  In 
1  Cor.  5  eh 4-5  vs.  The  finality  of  power  is  seen.  The 
church  of  Ephesus  could  not  transfere  her  power  to  the 
church  of  corinth.  It  was  final  and  complete.  The  spirit 
in  the  people  gathering  together  in  Jesus  name,  being  led 
bjr  the  spirit  to  go  according  to  the  new  testament  teach- 
ing to  transact  business,  to  Dismiss  one  that  walks  dis- 
orderly, or  to  admit  one  that  walks  orderly,  hence  you 
have  the  polity,  the  doctrines  and  ordinances  of  the 
church,  In  conclusion  I  want  to  mention  three  thoughts. 
[l]Baptist  stand  for  evangelization.  We  believe  in  publish- 
ing the  good  news  to  the  ends  of  the  earth.  Where  we 
differ  from  our  primitive  brethern  is  in  expansion.  Acts. 
1 :  8  gives  us  the  horizon  of  the  believers.  Begin  at  home 
then  enlarge  your  territory  to  the  states  and  take  in  other 
states  until  you  reach  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  world. 
The  door  of  the  Baptist  church  is  Regeneration  and  Bap- 
tism the  Backbone  missions  when  the  Backbone  is  gone 
the  body  is  weakened  and  will  die.  When  ever 'we  cease 
to  promulgate  the  Gospel  we  die.  [2]  The  Baptist  church 
stands  for  education,  teach  them  to  observe  all  things 
whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you.  Our  work  is  to  edu- 
cate. One  of  the  first  things  a  missonary  does  in  the 
foreign  field  is  to  establish  a  college  to  educate  the  natives. 
We  need  training.  Jesus  gave  gifts  to  men  some  apostles, 
some  prophets,  some  evangelists  some  pastors  and  teachers 
for  the  perfecting  of  the  saints  and  the  word  of  the  ministry, 
for  the  edificatino  of  the  body.  Eph.  4,11-12-18.  We  conclu- 
de with  a  promise.  "Lo  I  am  with  you  alway."  Breth- 
ern in  all  our  work  he  has  promised  to  be  with  us,  so  don't 
get  discouraged  but  take  courage  Jesus  is  in  our  midst  for 
u where  two  or  three  are  gathered  in  my  name  there  am  I 
in  the  midst  of  them".  May  we  plan  larger  and  better 
things  for  Jesus  this  associational  year.  And  may  the 
benediction  of  God  rest  upon  all  the  churches  in  this  as- 
sociation . — A  men .

Every  Baptist  should  take  and  read  the  Recorder.  If  we  are  to  do 
our  best  work,  Ave  must  take  the  Recorder. 

Charity  and  Children  is  our  Orphanage  paper  and  should  be  in 
every  home.  We  must  keep  up  with  the  Orphanage.  The  North 
Carolina  Baptist  is  a  great  paper,  has  done  splendid  work  on 
temperance,  and  if  this  was  its  only  redeeming  feature  we  should 
give  it  a  liberal  support .  The  Foreign  Mission  Journal  of  Richmond , 
Va.,  The  Home  Field  of  Atlanta,  Ga.,  and  the  literature  of  our 
Sunday-School  Board  of  Nashville,  Tenn.  should  be  liberally 
patronized  by  all  of  us.

EVENING  SESSION. 

At  1,  p.  in.  the  Association  met  in  the  house,  and 
Bro.  Farmer  offered  prayer, 

The  minutes  of  the  first  day  were  read  and  approved. 

The  State  Mission  Report  was  read  by  V.  McGhinnis. 

There  is  yet  much  destitution  in  North  Carolina,  several  coun- 
ties where  the  Gospel  is  not  preached  as  Baptists  believe  it,  quite 
a  number  of  villiages  and  towns  in  which  there  are  no  Baptist 
churches.  We  believe  in  the  Bible,  and  take  it  as  our  only  rale  of 
faith  and  practice:  Therefore,  we  should  spare  neither  time  nor 
money  to  supply  this  destitution.  State  Missions  has  done  more 
bo  make  North  Carolina  a  Baptist  State  than  any  other  one  thing. 
The  Baptist  of  North  Carolina  through  State  Mission  work  have 
actually  "gone  up  and  possessed  the  land."  The  Mission  work  of 
our  State  has  always  been  in  good  hands,  and  has  been  wisely 
managed.  The  Board  has  always  done  the  best  it  could  with  the 
amount  of  means  placed  at  its  disposal.  The  Brethren  who  have 
labored  on  State  Mission  fields  in  our  state,  have  always  been  self- 
sacrificing  men,  doing  the  work  for  little  pay.  "The  laborer  is 
worthy  of  his  hire,"  and  in  the  future  we  should  not  only  try  to 
supply  the  destitution,  but  should  pay  the  brethren  better  salaries. 
The  Lord  has  blessed  us  in  material  things  and  we  are  more  able 
now,  than  ever  before,  to  contribute  to  State  Missions.  We  should 
endeavor  from  year  to  year  to  go  forward  and  not  backward  in 
this  work.  State  Missions  is  the  foundation  of  all  other  Mission 
work.  As  we  enlarge  our  State  Mission  work  we  enlarge  all  other 
Mission  work  in  proportion.  Let  us  try  this  year  to  increase  our 
pledges  for  this  work  at  least  20  per  cent,  and  the  Lord  will 
bless  us  in  so  doing.

We  believe  that  education  is  one  of  the  greatest  blessings  that 
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we  can  bestow  upon  our  children.  It  enables  them  to  be  more 
useful  in  life,  and  contribute  to  their  happiness.  Parents  that  have 
been  denied  the  privilege  of  a  literary  course  of  training  regret 
it  all  through  life.  Hence,  they  have  resolved  that  they  will  make 
any  possible  sacrifice  to  secure  an  education  for  their  children. 
It  is  a  misfortune  to  a  child,  to  be  thrust  upon  a  community  with 
out  an  education.  We  have  seven  or  eight  associational  schools, 
and  one  great  college  for  boys  and  young  men,  and  the  Baptist 
Female  University  for  girls  and  young  women.  Hence,  if  we 
desire  our  children  to  be  Baptist,  we  should  send  them  to  our 
schools.  We  earnestly  urge  that  the  parents  will  realize  the  need 
of  better  qualificution.  A  revolution  is  begining  to  dawn  in  our 
Association  and  our  only  hope  of  bringing  our  people  to  higher 
ideals  is  to  educate  them.  Our  prayer  is  that  our  contribution  for 
Education  may  be  increased.

J.  S.  Farmer,  A.  T.  Pardew,  andS.  F.  Conrad,  and  adopt- 
ed. 

The  Home  Mission  Report  was  read  by  J.  S.  Farmer. 

For  several  years  past  the  work  of  Home  Missions  has  been 
making  rapid  progress.  May  we  press  on  until  this  beautiful  land 
of  ours  is  taken  for  God  and  the  Baptist.  Thousands  of  souls  are 
annually  being  led  to  the  Savior  through  the  efforts  of  our  mission- 
aries. In  Cuba,  on  the  Fi'ontier,  in  the  Cities  and  on  every  field 
success  is  crowning  our  efforts.  We  had  on  the  field  in  1904  six 
hundred  and  sixty  missionaries;  63,772  sermons  &  addresses;  7,526 
baptisms;  9,271  additions  by  letter.  For  this  year,  1905,  we  have 
718  missionaries;  88,016  sermons  and  addresses;  10,551  baptisms; 
10,019  additions  by  letter-total  additions  20,570.  Increase  since 
1904:  missionaries,  102;  sermons  and  addresses,  14,244;  baptisms, 
3,025;  by  letter,  794;  total  3,773.  Surely  God  has  blessed  us,  and 
we  should  be,  we  are  glad.  The  total  amount  of  money  raised 
from  the  states  for  this  work  last  year  was  $127,850,56,  and  mis- 
cellaneous sources  $5,707,44.  We  have  raised  in  the  state  this  year 
$127,578.37,  and  from  legacies  and  sources  $8,126.94,  making  a  gain 
of  $12,  147.31  over  last  year. 

The  great  Cities;  Memphis,  New  Orleans,  St.  Louis,  Baltimore, 
and  others  are  crying  to  us  for  help.  Cuba  and  Panama  are  call  - 
ing  for  increased  efforts,  and  here  lies  our  door  to  the  Spanish 
speaking  world.  We  can  reach  South  America  and  Mexico  through 
Cuba.     The  two  millions  of  people  in  the  mountain  district  of   the 
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Southern  Baptist  Convention  is  crying  for  help  and  the  cry  is  heard 
in  our  own  borders.  We  have  18  schools,  70  teachers  and  4,000 
pupils  in  these  mountains.  Let  us  look  up,  let  us  go  forward, 
for  God's  sake  let  us  go  forward.

We  recognise  it  as  a  destroyer, 
devouring  millions  annually.  It  wrecks  lives,  thus  increasing 
sorrow  and  death.  It  dethrones  reason,  and  involves  untold 
misery.  It  is  one  of  the  greatest  curses  of  the  age.  Because  it 
robs  home  of  its  bliss,  and  childhood  of  its  possibilities.  God's 
word  speaks  in  tones  of  thunder  against  this  giant  evil.  It  emphat- 
ically declares  no  drunkard  shall  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God. 
God's  word  requires  us  to  be  temperate  in  all  things,  and  admon- 
ishes us  to  abstain  from  the  use  of  spiritous  liquors.  Therefore  we 
should  protest  against  the  manufactui'e,  and  sale  of  such  things 
that  have  the  disapproval  of  God.  We  are  persuaded  that,  in  the 
light  of  God's  word,  it  is  the  duty  of  every  parent,  christian,  and 
church  to  oppose  in  every  consistent  way  this  evil.  The  statistics 
tor  the  past  year  give  $1,24  3,000,000  as  the  sum  spent  for  intoxi- 
cants. 

Therefore,  we  recommend  that  our  churches  maintain  strict 
disciplin.  And  that  no  member  shouldremain  who  practices  dram- 
drinking,  or  engages  in  the  manufacture  of  liquors. 
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Our  Motto  is :   absolute  prohibition.

The  report  was  earnestly  discussed  by,  W.  F.  Staley,

The  Foreign  Mission  Report  was  read  by  S.  F.  Con- 
rad. 

The  Foreign  Mission  work  was  never  in  so  hopeful  a  condition 
as  now.  The  fields  are  ripe  for  the  g-ospel  and  with  promise.  "We 
reported  last  year  2,231  baptisms  aud  a  membership  in  our  Foreign 
churches  of  11,423.  Last  year  our  contributions  were  the  largest 
in  the  history  of  our  Foreign.  Mission  Board,  and  amounted  to 
$283,415.88.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  we  report  the  largest  con- 
tributions and  the  largest  number  of  baptisms  in  any  one  year  of 
our  work.  Last  year  we  sent  fifty  new  missionaries  to  the  foreign 
fields;  and  the  multiplied  wide  open  doors  are  loudly  calling  for 
more  men.  In  order  to  get  some  conception  of  the  great  growth 
of  Foreign  Missions  ten  years  ago  we  had  91  missionaries,  now  we 
have  181;  Then  we  had  89  native  helpers,  now  269.  Then  we  had 
85  churches  on  all  the  fields,  now  we  have  194.  Then  we  had  22 
church  buildings  now  132.  Then  1503  Sunday  school  scholars, now 
5,496.  Then  we  had  581  baptisms,  the  past  year  2,231.  The  work 
in  Brazil  is  specially  encouraging  and  we  now  have  69  churches  on 
that  field,  aud  reported  last  year  866  baptisms.  The  work  in 
Japan  is  also  peculiarly  inviting  as  we  have  seven  churches, 
and  report  last  year  42  baptisms.

Thomasvllle,  N.  C.,Aug.  10,  1905. 
Rev.  W.  F.  Staley, 

North  Wilkesboro,  N.  C. 
Dear  Brother: 

The  Orphanage  enrollment  at  the  last  report  shows  301  as  the 
highest  enrollment  for  any  month.  We  are  now  engaged  in  re- 
building and  enlarging  the  Durham  house,  which  will  be  known 
as  the  Durham  Mt.  Zion  Building  and  will  have  a  capacity  for 
40  boys.  We  expect  to  have  that  complete  early  in  the  next 
school  year  (Sept.  1,).  That  will  give  us  capacity  for  320 children. 
And  we  are  ready  to  commence  the  Aydelette  building.  We  have 
finished  our  common  dining-room  and  find  it  a  real  convenience. 
We  have  just  completed  our  sewerage  system,  that  furnished  with 
an  abundant  supply  of  water  coming  from  876  feet  below  the 
surface  affords  us  one  of  the  best  systems  of  water  works  tn  the 
state.  The  helth  of  the  Orphanage  is  excellent.  The  shops  are 
z'unning  on  full  time.  The  farm  work  was  very  promising  till  the 
21st  of  July  a  severe  and  destructive  wind  and  hail  storm  very 
seriously  damaged  the  crops.  It  distroyed  melons,  squashes,  and 
damaged  nearly  all  of  our  vegetables,  and  damaged  the  corn  crop. 
There  are  20  representatives  here  from  Wilkes  County.  I  can't 
give  the  number  from  Brushy  Mountain  Association.

There 
seems  to  be  a  lack  of  Brotherly  love  and  charity  among 
the  brethren  of  the  churches,  like  we  once  had,  and  which 
the  Bible  teaches.  We  urge  the  Pastors  and  the  dele- 
gates to  go  home  and  exhort  the  brethren  and  sisters  to 
love  one  another,  as  Christ  has  loved  them. 
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We  find  the  churches  in  good  shape  financially.

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DECLARATION    OF  FAITH. 

I.  OF  THE  SCRIPTURES. 

We  believe  that  the  Holy  Bible  was  written  by  men 
divinely  inspired,  and  as  a  perfect  treasure  of  heavenly 
instruction :  that  it  has  God  for  its  author,  salvation  for 
its  end,  and  truth  without  any  mixture  of  error,  for  its 
matter ;  that  it  reveals  the  principles  by  which  God  will 
judge  us ;  and  therefore  is,  and  shall  remain  to  the  end  of 
the  world,  the  true  center  of  Christian  union,  and  the 
supreme  standard  by  which  all  human  conduct,  creeds, 
and  opinions  should  be  tried. 

II.  OF  THE   TRUE  GOD. 

"We  believe  that  there  is  one,  and  only  one,  living  and 
true  God,  an  infinite,  intelligent  Spirit,  whose  name  is 
Jehovah,  the  Maker  and  Supreme  Ruler  of  heaven  and 
earth ;  inexpressibly  glorious  in  holiness,  and  worthy  of 
all  possible  honor,  confidence,  and  love  ;  that  in  the  unity 
of  the  Godhead  there  are  three  persons,  the  Father,  the 
Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost;  equal  in  every  divine  perfection, 
and  executing  distinct  but  harmonious  offices  in  the  great 
work  of  redemption. 

III.  OF  THE  FALL  OF  MAN. 
We  believe  that  man  was  created  in  holiness,  under 
the  law  of  his  Maker;  but  by  voluntary  transgression  fell 
from  that  holy  and  happy  stave;  in  consequence  of  which 
all  mankind  arc  now  sinners,  not  by  constraint,  but  choice; 
being  by  nature  utterly  void  of  that  holiness  required  by 
the  law  of  God,  positively  inclined  to  evil;  and  therefore 
under  just  condemnation  to  eternal  ruin,  without  defense 
or  excuse. 

IY.  OF  THE  WAY  OF   SALVATION. 

We  believe  that  the  salvation  of  sinners  is  wholly  of 
grace ;  through  the  mediatorial  offices  of  the  Son  of  God  ; 
who  by  the  appointment  of  the  Father,  freely  took  upon 
him  our  nature,  yet  without  sin;  honored  the  divine  law 
by  his  personal  obedience,  and  by  his  death  made  a  full 
atonement  for  our  sins ;  that  having  risen  from  the  dead 
he  is  now  enthroned  in  heaven  ;  and  uniting  in  his  wonder- 
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i'ul  person  the  tenderest  sympathies  with  divine  perfec- 
tions, he  is  every  way  qualified  to  be  a  suitable,  a  com- 
passionate, and  an  all-sufficient  Savior. 

V.  OF  JUSTIFICATION. 

We  believe  that  the  great  gospel  blessing  which 
Christ  secures  to  such  as  believe  in  him  is  Justification  ; 
that  Justification  includes  the  pardon  of  sin,  and  the 
promise  of  eternal  life  on  principles  of  righteousness ; 
that  it  is  bestowed,  not  in  consideration  of  any  works  of 
righteousness  which  we  have  done,  but  solely  through 
faith  in  the  Redeemer's  blood;  by  virtue  of  which  faith 
his  perfect  righteousness  is  freely  imputed  to  us  of  God; 
that  it  brings  us  into  a  state  of  most  blessed  peace  and 
favor  with  God,  and  secures  every  other  blessing  needful 
for  time  and  eternity. 

VI.  OF  THE  FREENESS  OF  SALVATION. 

We  believe  that  the  blessings  of  salvation  are  made 
free  to  all  by  the  gospel ;  that  it  is  the  immediate  duty  of 
all  to  accept  them  by  a  cordial,  penitent,  and  obedient 
faith ;  and  that  nothing  prevents  the  salvation  of  the 
greatest  sinner  on  earth  but  his  own  inherent  depravity 
and  voluntary  rejection  of  the  gospel ;  which  rejection  in- 
volves him  in  an  aggravated  condemnation. 

VII.  OF  GRACE  IN  REGENERATION. 

We  believe  that  in  order  to  be  saved,  sinners  must  be 
regenerated  or  born  again  ;  that  regeneration  consists  in 
giving  a  holy  disposition  to  the  mind ;  that  it  is  effected, 
in  a  manner  above  our  comprehension,  by  the  power  of 
the  Holy  spirit  in  connection  with  divine  truth,  so  as  to 
secure  our  voluntary  obedience  to  the  gospel;  and  that  its 
proper  evidence  appears  in  the  holy  fruits  of  repentance 
and  faith  and  newness  of  life. 

VIII.  OF  REPENTANCE  AND  FAITH. 

We  believe  that  Repentance  and  Faith  are  sacred 
duties,  and  also  inseparable  graces,  wrought  in  our  souls 
by  the  regenerating  Spirit  of  God ;  whereby,  being  deep- 
ly convinced  of  our  guilt,  danger,  and  helplessness,  and  of 
the  way  of  salvation  by  Christ,  we  turn  to  God  with    un-

feigned  contrition,  confession,  and  supplication  for  mercy  ; 
at  the  same  time  heartily  receiving  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
as  our  Prophet,  Priest  and  King,  and  relying  on  him  alone 
as  the  only  and  all-sufficient  Saviour. 

IX.  OF  GOD'S  PURPOSE  OF  GRACE. 

We  believe  that  Election  is  the  eternal  purpose  of 
God,  according  to  which  he  graciously  regenerates,  sancti- 
fies, and  saves  sinners ;  that  being  perfectly  consistent 
with  the  free  agency  of  man,  it  comprehends  all  the  means 
in  connection  with  the  end ;  that  it  is  a  most  glorious  dis- 
play of  God's  sovereign  goodness,  being  infinitely  free, 
wise,  holy,  and  unchangeable ;  that  it  utterly  excludes 
boasting,  and  promotes  humility,  love,  prayer,  praise, 
trust  in  God,  and  active  imitation  of  his  free  mercy ;  that 
it  encourages  the  use  of  means  in  the  highest  degree  : 
that  it  may  be  ascertained  by  its  effects  in  all  who  truly 
believe  the  gospel :  that  it  is  the  foundation  of  Christain 
assurance  :  and  that  to  ascertain  it  with  regard  to  our- 
selves demands  and  deserves  the  utmost  diligence. 

X.  OF  SANCTIFICATION. 

"We  believe  that  Sanctification  is  the  process  by  which, 
according  to  the  will  of  God,  we  are  made  partakers  of 
his  holiness :  that  it  is  a  progressive  work:  that  it  is 
begun  in  regeneration  :  and  that  it  is  carried  on  in  the 
hearts  of  believers  by  the  presence  and  power  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  the  Sealer  and  Comforter,  in  the  continual  use  of 
the  appointed  means,  especially  the  word  of  God,  self- 
examination,  self-denial,  watchfulness,  and  prayer. 

XL  OF  THE  PERSEVERANCE  OF  SAINTS. 

We  believe  that  such  only  are  real  believers  as  endure 
unto  the  end  :  that  their  persevering  attachment  to  Christ 
is  the  grand  mark  which  distinguishes  them  from  super- 
ficial professors:  that  a  special  Providence  watches  over 
welfare :  and  that  they  are  kept  by  the  power  of  God 
through  faith  unto  salvation. 

XII.    OF  THE  HARMONY  OF  THE  LAW  AND  THE 

GOSPEL. 

We  believe  that  the  Law  of  God    is    the  eternal    and 
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unchangeable  rule  of  his  moral  government;  that  it  is 
holy,  just,  and  good;  and  that  the  inability  which 
the  Scriptures  ascribe  to  fallen  men  tofuliill  its  precepts 
arises  entirely  from  their  love  of  sin ;  to  deliver  them 
from  which,  and  to  restore  them  through  a  Mediator  to 
unfeigned  obedience  to  the  holy  Law,  is  one  great  end  of 
the  gospel,  and  of  the  means  of  grace  connected  with  the 
establisnment  of  the  visible  church. 

XIII.  OF  A  GOSPEL  CHURCH. 

We  believe  that  a  visible  church  of  Christ  is  a  con- 
gregation of  baptized  believers,  associated  by  covenant 
in  the  faith  and  fellowship  of  the  gospel;  observing  the 
ordinances  of  Christ ;  governed  by  his  laws  and  exercising 
the  gifts,  rights  and  privileges  invested  in  them  by  his 
word ;  that  its  only  scriptural  officers  are  Bishops,  or 
Pastors,  and  Deacons,  whose  qualifications,  claims,  and 
duties  are  defined  in  the  epistles  to  Timothy  and  Titus. 

XIV.  OF  BAPTISM  AND  THE  LORD'S  SUPPER. 

We  believe  that  Christian  Baptism  is  the  immersion 
in  water  of  a  believer,  into  the  name  of  the  Father,  and 
Son,  and  Holy  Ghost;  to  show  forth,  in  a  solemn  and 
beautiful  emblem,  our  faith  in  the  crucified,  buried,  and 
risen  Saviour  with  its  effect  in  our  death  to  sin  and  res- 
urrection to  a  new  life :  that  it  is  prerequisite  to  the 
privileges  of  a  church  relation  ;  and  to  the  Lord's  Supper  ; 
in  which  the  members  of  the  church,  by  the  sacred  use  of 
bread  and  wine  are  to  commemorate  together  the  dying 
love  of  Christ,  preceded  always  by  solemn  self-examina- 
tion 

XV.  OF  THE  CHRISTIAN  SABBATH. 

We  believe  that  the  first  day  of  the  week  is  the  Lord's 
Day,  or  Christian  Sabbath  :  and  is  to  be  kept  sacred  to  re- 
ligious purposes,  by  abstaining  from  all  secular  labor  and 
sinful  recreations,  by  the  devout  observance  of  all  the 
means  of  grace,  both  private  and  public,  and  by  prepara- 
tion for  that  rest  that  remaineth  for  the  people  of 
Cod. 

XVI.  OF  CIVIL  GOVERNMENT. 

We  believe  that  civil  government  is  of  divine  appoint- 
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ment,  for  the  intrests  and  good  order  of  human  society 
and  that  magistrates  are  to  be  prayed  for,  conscientious- 
ly honored,  and  obeyed ;  except  only  in  things  opposed  to 
the  will  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  is  the  only  Lord  of 
the  conscience,  and  the  prince  of  the  kings  of  the  earth. 
XVII.  OF  THE  RIGHTEOUS  AND  THE  WICKED. 

We  believe  that  there  is  a  radical  and  essential  dif- 
ference between  the  righteous  and  the  wicked  ;  that  such 
only  as  through  faith  are  justified  in  the  name  of  the  Lord 
Jesus,  and  sanctified  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  are  truly  right- 
eous in  his  esteem  ;  while  all  such  as  continue  in  impeni- 
tence and  unbelief  are  in  his  sight  wicked,  and  under 
the  curse ;  and  this  distinction  holds  among  men  both  in 
.and  after  death. 

XVIII.  OF  THE  WORLD  TO  COME. 

We  believe  that  the  end  of  the  world  is  approach- 
ing; that  at  the  last  day  Christ  will  descend  from  heaven, 
and  raise  the  dead  from  the  grave  to  final  retribution; 
that  a  solemn  separation  will  then  take  place;  that  the 
wicked  will  be  adjudged  to  endless  punishment,  and  the 
righteous  to  endless  joy;  and  that  this  judgment  will  fix 
forever  the  final  state  of  men  in  heaven  or  hell,  on  prin- 
ciples of  righteousness. 


CHURCH    COVENANT. 

Having  been  led,  as  we  believe,  by  the  Spirit  of  God  to  receive 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  our  Saviour;  and,  on  the  profession  of  our 
faith,  having  be<?n  baptized  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  we  do  now,  in  the  presence  of  God, 
angels  and  this  assembly,  most  solemnly  and  joyfully  enter  into 
covenant  with  on3  another,  a3  one  body  in  Christ.

CONSTITUTION. 


1st.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Brushy  Moun- 
tain Baptist  Association,  and  shall  be  composed  of  delegates 
chosen  by  the  churches,  each  church  being  entitled  to  three 
delegates,  and  all  regular  ordained  ministers  as  members  ex- 
officio. 

2nd.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  promotion 
of  God's  kindgom  in  the  hearts  of  men. 

3rd.  The  delegates  thus  selected  should  bear  from  each  re- 
spective church  a  letter  certifying  their  appointment,  and 
communicating  information  relative  to  the  state  of  the  church 
and  interest  thereof. 

4th.  The  Association  just  formed  shall  choose  by  ballot  a 
Moderator,  Clerk  and  Treasurer  who  shall  continue  in  office 
for  one  year,  and  until  others  are  chosen.  The  last  two 
offices  may  be  held  by  the  same  individual. 

5th.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  at 
meetings  of  business ;  to  keep  order  during  each  session ;  to 
decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  of  the  house 
by  any  member;  and  to  perform  all  other  duties  pertaining 
to  his  office. 

6th.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful 
and  correct  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of 
the  Association;  to  keep  a  printed  copy  of  the  minutes  of 
each  session  of  the  Association,  and  every  ten  years  have 
them  bound  for  the  use  of  this  body;  and  to  perform  other 
duty  assigned  to  him  by  the  Association. 

7th.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  cor- 
rect record  of  all  the  funds  coming  into  his  hands  and  to  re- 
port the  same  at  the  order  of  the  Association. 

8th.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Arrangements  consist- 
ing of  five  members,  besides  the  Moderator  and  Clerk. 

9th.  All  letters  of  grievances  or  queries,  together  with  all 
letters  from  corresponding  Associations  requiring  any  atten- 
tion thereon,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Committee  of  Ar- 
rangements, and  reported  back  to  the  Association. 

10th.  This  body  shall  have  no  coercive  power  to  exercise 
lordship  over  God's  heritage,  but  shall  only  be  considered  an 
advisory  council  in  all  matters  respecting  the  internal  regula- 
tions of  the  churches. 

11th.  When  an  offense  may  have  been  committed  by  one 
church  against  another,  or  where  a  series  of  difficulties  may 
have  arisen  in  an  individual  church,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Association  (after  due  labors  have  been  had  between  the 
offending  and  offended  churches,  or  an  individual  church,  as 
the  case  may  be)  to  take  the  matter  into  consideration  and 
advise  upon  it. 

12th.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  permanant  fel- 
lowship towards  any  of  her  churches  which  neglect  to  insti- 
tute and  preserve  gospel  order  among  their  members,  nor 
any  of  the  churches  and  ministers  that  treat  her  constitution 
with  contempt;  but  shall  sustain  with  all  her  influence  such 
as  promote  gospel  principle  and  order. 

13th.     It  shall  be  the  province  of  this  Association  to  invite 


visiting-  and  corresponding  brethren  to  seats,  who  shall  be 
entitled  to  speak  on  any  point  under  discussion,  but  not  to 
vote. 

14th.  The  Association  shlal  in  all  cases,  (except  in  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  the  constitution),  be  governed  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  members  present,  and  shall  not  adjourn  until 
they  have  gone  through  the  business  of  the  Association,  ex- 
cept in  extraordinary  cases. 

15th.  Each  church  having  an  ordained  or  a  licensed  min- 
ister shall  report  the  same  to  the  Association,  in  order  that 
they  may  appear  on  the  face  of  the  minutes. 

16th.  The  Association  shall  furnish  the  churches  with  the 
minutes  of  her  proceedings;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
churches  to  enable  her  to  do  so. 

17th.  The  Association  shall  have  a  fund,  created  and  sus- 
tained by  voluntary  contribution  from  the  churches,  which 
shall  be  'held  by  the  Treasurer  and  subject  to  the  disposition 
of  a  majority  of  the  Association  present  at  any  annual 
session. 

18th.  The  Association  shall  hold  an  annual  session  at  such 
time  and  place  as  the  body  may  from  time  to  time  designate. 

19th.  By  appointment  of  the  Association,  there  may  be  an 
Introductory,  a  Missionary  and  a  Denominational  Sermon 
preached  at  each  annual  session. 

20th.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any 
time,  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  concurring. 


BY-LAWS. 

1st.  At  each  assembling  of  the  Association,  for  the  trans- 
action of  business,  the  Moderator  shall  invite  members  to 
order;  then  the  Association  shall  be  opened  by  praise  and 
prayer. 

2d.  When  the  Moderator  takes  his  chair,  each  member 
shall  take  his  seat,  and  the  minutes  of  the  preceeding  day 
shall  be  read. 

3d.  The  Moderator  may  speak  to  points  of  order,  in  prefer- 
ence to  other  members,  arising  from  his  seat  for  that  pur- 
pose; and  on  points  of  order,  no  member  shall  speak  more 
than  once  without  leave  of  the  house. 

4th.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it 
sitting. 

5th.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  body. 

6th.  He  shall  have  a  general  direction  of  the  house;  he 
shall  have  a  right  to  name  any  member  to  perform  the  duties 
of  the  chair. 

7th.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  or  de- 
liver any  matter  to  the  Association  he  shall  rise  from  his 
seat  and  respectfully  address  the  Moderator,  and  confine 
himself  to  the  question  under  debate,  and  avoid  personality. 
And  when  two  or  more  rise  at  the  same  time  the  Moderator 
is    to    name  who  is  to  speak  first.     No  member  shall    speak 


oftener  than  twice  on  the  same  question,  without  leave  of  the 
Association. 

8th.  While  the  Moderator  is  putting  any  question  or  ad- 
dressing the  Association  no  person  shall  speak,  stand  up, 
walk  out,  or  across  the  house ;  nor  when  a  member  is  speak- 
ing, entertain  private  discourse,  stand  up  or  pass  between 
him  and  the  chair. 

9th.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Moderator  or  read  by 
the  Clerk,  it  shall  be  .deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, but  may  be  withdrawn  before  a  decision  or  amend- 
ment. 

10th.  All  papers  addressed  to  the  Association  shall  be  pre- 
sented by  the  Moderator. 

11th.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Associa- 
tion without  leave. 

12th.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress 
the  rules  of  the  Association,  the  Moderator  shall,  or  any 
member  may,  call  him  to  order;  in  which  case  the  member 
so  called  to  order,  shall  sit  down. 

13th.  In  all  elections,  the  Moderator  may  vote;  in  other 
cases  he  shall  not  vote,  unless  the  Association  be  equally 
divided. 

14th.  These  Rules  of  Decorum  may  be  altered  or  amended 
by  a  majority  concurring. 


ABSTRACT  OF  PRINCIPLES. 

1st.  We  believe  in  one  only  true  and  living  God,  and  that 
there  are  three  persons  in  the  Godhead — the  Father,  the  Son 
and  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  these  three  are  one. 

2d.  We  believe  that  the  old  and  new  Testaments  are  the 
word  of  God  and  the  only  rule  of  Faith  and  Practice. 

3d.  We  believe  in  the  impotency  of  man  to  deliver  him- 
self from  his  present  fallen  state. 

4th.  We  believe  that  Salvation  is  by  Grace  through  faith 
in  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

5th.  We  believe  the  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  are 
ordinances  instituted  by  Jesus  Christ  and  should  be  practiced 
by  all  true  believers. 

6th.  We  believe  that  Baptism  is  immersion  of  a  believer 
in  water  by  a  qualified  administrator,  and  that  only  persons 
thus  baptised  should  take  the  Lord's  Supper. 

7th.  We  believe  in  the  final  perseverance  of  the  Saints  in 
Grace  to  Glory. 

8th.  We  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  a  Gen- 
eral Judgment. 

9th.  We  believe  that  the  happiness  of  the  Righteous  and 
the  punishment  of  the  Wicked  will  both  be  Eternal.

THIRTY-THIRD  ANNUAL  SESSION 


North  Wilkesboro,  N.  0.,  Aug.  23,  1906. 

The  Brushy  Mountain  Association  met  in  its  thirty- 
third  annual  session  in  the  meeting  house  of  the  Har- 
mony Baptist  Church,  at  12:30  p.  m.,  Thursday,  Aug. 
23,  1906. 

In  the  absence  of  M.  McNeil,  who  was  appointed  to 
preach  the  annual  sermon,  it  was  preached  by  Rev.  W. 
F.  Staley  of  North  Wilkesboro,  N.  C.,  Text,  Zech.  4:8. 
Theme,  The  Function  of  the  Holy  Spirit  during  this 
age. 

0.  C.  Wright,  Moderator  of  the  previous  Association, 
then  assumed  the  chair  and  called  the  body  to  order. 

The  roll  of  churches  was  called  and  the  following 
were  represented  by  delegates  with  letters  :  Cub  Creek, 
Edgewood,  Harmony,  Moravian  Falls,  Mt.  Carmel,  Mt.

On  motion  of  W.  C.  Meadows  the  Asssociation  dis- 
pensed with  the  regular  order  of  electing  the  officers 
by  ballot,  and  C.  C.  Wright  was  elected  Moderator, 
and  W.  H.  Church  Clerk,  by  acclamation.

SECOND  DAY— MORNING. 

.  Aug.  24,  1906. 

The  Association  reassembled  at  the  hour  appointed, 
and  devotional  exercises  were  conducted  by  W.  C. 
Meadows. 

The  report  on  Temperance  was  presented  by  S.  F. 
Conrad,  as  follows : 


TEMPERANCE. 

The  evils  of  intemperance  and  the  awful  wreck  and  ruin 
coming  to  our  Nation  and  the  World  because  of  the  liquor 
traffic,  and  the  drink  habit  are  appalling  to  contemplate.  It 
has  been  said  if  you  sow  whiskey  you  will  reap  drunkards 
and  this  is  literally  true.  But  the  evils  of  intemperance  are 
not  confined  to  the  drunkard  alone.  Its  blight  and  curse  are 
seen  in  almost  every  direction  we  turn.  Seventy-five  per 
cent,  of  the  orphans  in  our  asylums  are  there  from  liquor. 
Seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  inmates  of  our  jails  and  peni- 
tentiaries are  there  from  liquor.  About  90  per  cent,  of  the 
crimes  before  our  criminal  courts  comes  from  liquor,  and  the 
common  estimate  is  that  100,000  persons  in  this  country  die 
annually  from  strong  drink.  The  only  safe  method  to  deal 
with  this  monster  evil  is  to  abolish  its  manufacture  and  li- 
censed sale,  and  remove  it  as  a  temptation  and  a.  menace  to 
the  community  and  the  home.  Where  its  open  sale  is  pro- 
hibited crimes  for  all  causes  is  lessened  and  its  evil  effects 
are  largely  reduced. 

We  therefore  favor  its  banishment  from  the  State  and 
therefore  urge  that  our  State  constitution  be  so  amended  as 
to  prohibit  its  manufacture  and  sale  in  the  whole  State. 

A  comparison  of  counties  and  communities  where  its  sale 
is  prohited  show  the  most  gratifying  results. 

The  church  member  who  drinks  liquor  as  a  beverage  or 
engages  in  its  manufacture  and  sale  is  unworthy  of  a  place 
in  the  church  of  Christ  and  the  church  which  allows  its  mem- 
bers to  engage  in  its  manufacture  or  sale  is  unworthy  of  a 
place  in  an  Association  of  the  churches  of  Christ.  If  eating 
meat  cause  my  brother  to  offend  Twill  eat  no  more  meat  while 
the  world  stands,  said  Paul,  and  this  principle  will  apply  with 
equal  force  as  to  the  demon  of  strong  drink.

The  report  on  Periodicals  was  read  by  J.  S,  Farmer, 
as  follows ; 


REPORT  ON  PERIODICALS. 

Great  events  call  forth  great  Literature.  This  is  an  age  of 
tremendous  progress,  and  woe  to  the  people  whose  Literature 
does  not  point  to  high  ideals  and  inspire  to  noble  being. 

Our  fathers  saw  the  need  of  such  Literature  and  seventy- 
two  years  ago  founded  the  Biblical  Recorder.  Through  all 
these  years  the  Recorder  has  served  as  organ  of  the  Baptist  in 
North  Carolina.  Five  years  ago  the  State  Convention  ap- 
pointed a  committee  and  purchased  the  Recorder  from  Messrs. 
Edwards  &  Broughton.  The  stock  was  let  out  to  men  who 
were  willing  to  invest  in  the  Baptist  cause  in  North  Carolina. 
The  stock-holders  get  only  six  per  cent.,  and  shall  not  get 
more ;  so  the  Recorder  cannot  become  a  money-making  agency. 
It  is  to  serve  the  Baptist.  No  Baptist  family  can  do  their 
best  work  without  the  Recorder.  This  is  the  only  source 
through  which  the  doings  of  our  people  can  be  had.  The  or- 
ganized Missionary  work,  the  Sunday-school  work,  the  Wo- 
men's Missionary  work,  the  Sunbeams'  work,  and  every  de- 
partment of  our  work  is  kept  before  our  people.  We  cannot 
be  intelligent  workers  without  the  Recorder.  We  commend 
it  cordially  to  all  our  people.  It  is  better  able  to  serve  than 
ever  before. 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist,  though  a  private  enterprise, 
has  done  a  commendable  work  since  it  has  been  owned  by 
Jno.  A.  Oats.  Its  speciality  is  Temperance.  Our  people  will 
find  it  helpful  in  its  line.  It  is  making  a  great  effort  to  reach 
the  people. 

Charity  and  Children  is  the  most  splendid  Orphanage  paper 
in  our  knowledge.  We  know  of  no  dollar  paper  comparable 
to  it.  Your  committee  would  beg  every  Sunday-school  in  the 
Brushy  Mountain  Association  to  take  a  club  of  10  copies.  We 
cannot  know  the  work  of  our  Orphanage  without  Charity  & 
Children. 

We  also  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed  in  each 
church  by  the  pastor  to  secure  subcsriptions  to  "Our  Home 
Field"  of  Atlanta,  Ga.  This  organ  of  our  Home  Mission 
Board  is  only  ten  cents  per  year. 

Then  the  "Foreign  Mission  Journal"  of  Richmond,  Va.,  is 
the  organ  of  our  Foreign  Mission  Board,  and  only  costs  twen- 
ty-five cents  per  year  in  clubs  of  ten  or  more.  The  same  per- 
son can  represent  both  of  these  papers  in  any  church. 

Then  we  recommend  the  Literature  of  the   Sunday-school 
Board  at  Nashville,   Tenn.     These  are  our  own  enterprises, 
worthy  of  our  best  support  and  we  should  stand  by  them.

REPORT  OF  HOME  MISSIONS. 

Home  Missions  as  applied  to  the  work  of  Evangelizing  our 
own  country,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Home  Board  of  At- 
lanta, Georgia,  presents  a  work  that  should  appeal  to  every 
Baptist  in  the  Association,  as  well  as  elsewhere. 

The  great  work  done  in  our  State  in  aiding  our  Mountain 
Schools  should  make  us  peculiarly  grateful.  Besides  but  for 
the  efforts  of  this  Board  in  the  past,  many,  now  strong  points, 
in  our  State  would  be  struggling  for  existence  or  unheard  of. 
One  million  dollars  could  be  used  by  the  Board  profitably 
with  glorious  results. 
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The  new  work  recently  undertaken  by  the  Board  promises 
much  for  the  future  of  our  destitute  fields,  especially  in  our 
large  cities,  where  the  influx  of  imigration  is  greatest. 

We  pray  that  our  people  may  arise  to  their  privilege  and 
meet  the  opportunity  of  extending  this  great  work. 

We  had  on  the  field  in  1905,  718  Missionaries;  88,016  ser- 
mons and  addresses;  10,551  baptisms;  10,019  additions  by  let- 
ter—total additions  20,570.  For  this  year,  1906,  we  have  838 
missionaries;  102,339  sermons  and  addresses,  12,630  baptisms; 
12,178  additions  by  letter — total  additions  24,808.  Increase 
since  1905,  missionaries  120;  sermons  14,323;  baptisms  2,179; 
additions  by  letter  2,159— total  4,238.

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

"Education  is  either  from  nature,  from  man,  or  from  things: 
The  developing  of  our  faculties  and  organs  is  the  Education  of  na- 
ture; that  of  man  is  the  application  we  learn  to  make  of  this  very- 
developing,  and  that  of  things  is  the  experience  we  acquire  in  re- 
gard to  the  different  objects  by  which  we  are  affected.  All  that 
we  have  not  at  our  birth  and  that  we  stand  in  need  of  at  the  years 
of  maturity  is  the  Gift  of  Education." — Rousseau.  We  are  living 
in  an  Educational  age;  never  before  in  the  history  of  our  race  has 
there  been  greater  emphasis  laid  on  the  value  of  Education,  than 
at  the  present  time.  Our  schools  are  crowded  each  session  and 
the  call  to-day  is  for  Educated  men  and  women.  Therefore  we 
realize  that  Education  is  an  indispensable  factor  in  the  develop- 
ment of  men  and  women  in  any  station  of  life.  What  sculpture 
is  to  a  block  of  marble,  Education  is  to  the  Human  soul.  It  evokes 
our  latent  powers,  and  lifts  from  obscurity  to  prominence  and  use- 
fulness. It  sharpens  our  mental  powers,  so  we  are  enabled  to 
serve  God,  and  humanity  better.  We  ragard  illiteracy  as  a  mis- 
fortune. Some  states  have  compulsory  law  which  has  proved  to 
be  a  great  blessing.  If  boys  and  girls  abuse  their  opportunities  to 
acquire  an  Education  it  becomes  a  crime.  We  further  recognize 
that  the  State  is  inadequate  to  impart  Christian  Education,  con- 
sequently as  Baptist  there  is  a  special  work  for  us  to  do.  When 
we  patronize  our  Institutions  of  learning  a  twofold  benefit  is  de- 
rived, first,  Mental  Training,  second,  Heart  Culture.  The  Chris- 
tian atmosphere  in  our  schools  is  conclusive  to  developing  strong 
Characters.  Each  year  finds  over  three  hundred  young  men  and 
women  in  our  College  and  University,  and    between    sixty    and 
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seventy-five  Ministerial  students  in  Wake  Forest  College.  For  a 
preparatory  school  we  recommend  Mars  Hill  College.  For  Col- 
legiate course  Wake  Forest  College,  and  for  women  the  Seminary 
at  Oxford,  and  the  Baptist  Female  University.  For  Ministerial 
students  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary.  We  earn- 
estly urge  that  our  people  will  seek  to  patronize  our  own  institu- 
tions of  learning,  which  will  strengthen  the  work  of  the  denomi- 
nation.

REPORT  ON  THE  ORPHANAGE. 

The  condition  of  our  Orphanage  at  Thomasville  is  gratifying  to 
a  high  degree.  The  past  year  has  been  one  of  unusual  prosperity. 
We  have  cared  for  three  hundred  and  thirteen  children  and  paid 
about  $6,000.00  of  the  indebtedness  incurred  in  establishing  a  sys- 
tem of  water  works.  The  general  health  of  the  children  has  been 
most  excellent.  The  grounds  have  been  greatly  beautified  and 
improved.  Several  new  buildings  have  been  completed  and  some 
of  the  old  ones  have  been  torn  down  and  the  material  used  in  the 
construction  of  others.  The  demand  upon  us  was  never  more 
pressing  than  now,  and  some  important  improvements  will  be 
made  at  once.  The  dining  room  will  be  enlarged,  the  Aydlett 
building  will  be  erected  and  a  new  Infirmary  will  be  erected  as 
soon  as  the  money  can  be  had  to  build  it.  Just  this  week  the 
Liberty  Association  [  assumed  the  responsibility  of  building  a 
new  Tabernacle  for  the  annual  meetings  which  will  hold 
between  three  and  five  thousand  people.  Also  a  new  stand 
pipe  and  reservoir  will  be  erected  to  hold  about  fifty  thous- 
and gallons.  Two  new  barns  have  been  built,  and  other  gen- 
eral improvements  will  be  made  as  they  are  demanded.  Our  Gen- 
eral Manager  has  given  acceptance  to  our  people  and  all  together 
the  Orphanage  was  never  in  a  more  hopeful  condition  than  now. 
It  cost  just  six  dollars  per  day  to  run  it,  yet  the  steady  stream  of 
of  contributions  coming  in  from  our  churches  have  met  this  great 
demand.  We  urge  that  our  people  increase  their  pledges  as  it  is 
desired  that  the  remaining  indebtedness  of  five  thousand  dollars 
be  wiped  out  before  the  next  general  annual  meeting.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

What  are  these  among  so  many?  The  hungry  multitudes  sit  in 
the  shadow  of  death  waiting  for  the  bread  of  life.  Three  or  four 
hundred  men  from  our  whole  Nation  gone  out  to  save  a  lost  world 
are  only  enough  to  sow  the  Gospel  seed  at  most.  What  shall  the 
harvest  be?  They  that  sow  in  tears  shall  reap  in  joy.  Let  us  pray 
for  all  Saints  and  preach  in  all  the  world  as  the  test  of  our  love 
for  Christ.  Jesus  says  that  all  power  in  Heaven  and  in  Earth  is 
given  unto  me.  Go  ye  therefore  and  teach  all  nations.  Teaching 
them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you. 
Peter  opened  his  mouth  and  said,  of  a  truth  I  perceive  that  God 
is  no  respecter  of  persons,  but  in  every  nation,  he  that  feareth  God 
and  worketh  righteousness  is  accepted  with  him.  Paul  said  to  the 
heathen  God  commandeth  all  men,  everywhere,  to  repent.  Our 
success  in  Foreign  Missions  must  depend  upon  the  observing  all 
things  commanded.  Our  duty  at  home  is  to  pray  the  Lorl  of  the 
harvest  to  send  forth  laborers  into  the  harvest,  observing  the  New 
Testament  doctrines  in  finding  the  men  and  the  means.  Our  Lord 
sent  about  eighty  men  through  Palestine.  Peter's  preaching 
among  one  hundred  and  twenty  believers  won  three  thousand  con- 
verts in  one  day.  Barnabas  and  Saul  recognized  th«ir  call  to  the 
Foreign  fields  from  the  Holy  Ghost,  through  the  church  at  Anti- 
och.  We  have  forgotten  that  the  Lord's  call  to  the  men  means  a 
call  to  the  churches,  for  prayer,  means  and  work,  as  directed  by 
the  New  Testament.

Society  of  North  Wilkesboro  church,  was  read  by  W.  F. 
Staley : 

To  the  Women  of  the  Brushy  Mountain  Association: 

Having  never  written  to  you  of  our  work  in  the  Women's  Mis- 
sionary Society,  we  thought  we  would  write  and  give  you  an  idea 
of  what  we  are  doing  and  what  we  hope  to  do.  Our  Society  has 
been  organized  since  November  the  24th,  1902,  and  during  that 
time  we  have  been  steadily  climbing.  At  this  writing  we  have 
twenty-three  members;  not  all  are  members  that  should  be.  Since 
last  August  we  have  paid  out  about  $95.00.  I  think  that  doesright 
well  for  our  women,  though  we  expect  to  do  more  another  year. 
The  ladies  had  the  parsonage  papered  and  painted  inside  which 
adds  much  to  the  appearance.  Most  of  the  money  paid  for  this 
work  was  made  by  the  ladies  doing  fancy  work  and  selling  it  and 
different  other  things  to  earn  money.  It  is  a  good  thing  for  any 
church  to  have  a  Missionary  Society.  We  learn  of  the  needs  of 
our  Missionaries,  of  the  work  they  are  doing  and  of  the  work  we 
should  do.  It  is  not  impossible  for  the  ladies  in  our  country 
churches  to  have  Missionary  Societies.  We  meet  just  once  a  month 
and  that  is  not  very  often.  In  the  country  you  could  meet  that 
often  or  if  not,  once  in  two  months  and  you  would  be  doing  some- 
thing to  spread  the  Gospel.  Christ  said  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world 
and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature."  We  can't  do  that  but 
we  can  give  of  our  means  to  send  some  one  to  preach.  If  it  be 
little  we  can  do,  it  is  that  much  for  the  Master  and  we  will  be  blest 
if  we  do  our  best.  We  ask  for  your  prayers  in  our  work,  that  we 
may  do  what  our  hands  find  to  do,  and  that  we  will  accomplish 
something  in  His  name.

The  report  on  Ministerial  Relief  was  read  by  M. 
McNeil : 

REPORT  ON  MINISTERIAL  RELIEF. 

The  progress  which  the  Ministerial  Relief  Board  has  made  dur- 
ing the  sixteen  years  of  its  organization  is  to  be  very  much  appre- 
ciated by  the  Baptist  hosts  of  North  Carolina. 
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The  first  year's  work  of  the  Board  was  twenty-two  beneficiaries 
with  an  apportionment  of  only  about  ten  dollars  for  each  benefici- 
ary for  the  year.  In  the  year  1905  the  Board  had  twenty-six  bene- 
ficiaries, and  gave  them  on  an  average  over  fifty  dollars  each.  An 
increase  of  over  five  hundred  per  cent,  within  fifteen  years.  The 
Board  for  the  year  1905  helped  twenty  six  beneficiaries,  represent- 
ing eighteen  Associations.  The  Board  received  from  the  churches 
during  the  year  of  1905,  $2,120.8),  one-third  of  this  amount,  $706.85 
was  placed  to  the  permanent  interest  bearing  fund,  leaving  $1,- 
414.00  to  be  used  by  the  Board. 

The  permanent  interest  bearing  fund  amounts  now  to  $5,455.98. 
Interest  on  that  fund  for  last  year  was  $360.48. 

Brethren,  we  desire  to  call  your  earnest  attention  to  the  grow- 
ing need  of  the  work  before  us  as  to  the  need  of  the  old  servans  of 
God;  many  of  them  spent  their  strength  on  home  fields  when  there 
was  but  little  remuneration  to  themselves,  but  laid  the  foundation 
upon  which  we  are  building. 

We  urge  the  churches  to  greatly  increase  their  pledges  to  this 
objeet.

We  the  Executive  Board  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  re- 
port: We  find  that  Brother  A.  T.  Pardew  has  done  the  following 
work;  preached  seventy  five  days,  had  sixty  conversions,  forty  bap- 
tisms. The  work  in  revival  meetings  and  on  temperance  is  quite 
interesting. 

In  looking  over  the  needs  of  special  missionary  work  in  the  As- 
sociation, we  find  a  section  in  the  South  Eastern  part  of  the  Asso- 
ciation where  the  Mormans  are  inculcating  their  doctrines.  We 
therefore  recommend  that  a  missionary  be  employed  and  placed 
in  the  field  immediately.

Home  Field,  the  monthly  organ  of  our  Home  Mission  Board,  and 
for  our  Sunday  Schools  the  periodicals  of  our  Southern  Baptist 
Sunday  School  Board,  of  Nashville  Tenn

SECOND  DAY  MORNING 

August  23,  1907. 
The  Association  reassembled  at  the  hour    appointed, 
and  devotional  exercises  were  conducted  byK. C.Horner. 


The  Minutes  of  yesterday's  session  was  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

J.  S.  Farmer  for  the  Committee  presented  the  follow- 
ing digest  report  of  the  Letters  as  follows  : 

REPORT  OF  THE  LETTERS. 

Your  Committee  finds  that  there  were  One  Hundred  and  Fifty 
persons  baptized  this  year,  an  increase  of  nineteen  over  last  year; 
total  membership  2147,  an  increase  of  112  from  last  year. 

Four  Churches  report  no  baptisms. 

Last  year  we  paid  to  Pastor's  salary  $1315.87;  this  year  $1546.05, 
an  increase  of  $230.18. 

This  year  we  pay  our  Sunday  School  Expenses  $86.81,  a  decrease 
of  $8.83:  to  State  Missions  this  year  $195.65,  a  decrease  of  $13.82;  for 
Home  Missions  this  year  we  raised  $63.67,  a  loss  of  $31.88.  We  re- 
ported for  Foreign  Missions  last  year  $241). 05;  this  year  $159.35  a  loss 
of  $89.70 — this  is  a  tremendous  loss. 

For  the  Sunday  School  work  we  paid  $11.50,  which  is  a  decrease 
of  $3  87.     We  raised  for  Orphanage  $237.37,  a  loss  of  $11.62. 

Last  year  we  contributed  to  all  objects  $2218.26:  this  year  $2756.- 
06  showing  an  increase  of  $62.20.  Counting  our  four  Churches  the 
same  as  last  year,  we  have  raised  $2933.64,  which  is  an  increase  of 
$115.88  over  last  year.

Invitations  to  a  seat  in  our  body  was  extended  visit- 
ing brethren,  which  was  accepted  by  A.  Johnson,  of  the 
Thomasville  Orphanage,  and  Rev.  T.  L.  Blalock,  Mis- 
sionary from  China. 

On  Motion  of  J.  S.  Forester,  the  regular  order  of  busi- 
ness was  suspended,  and  the  Report  on  Education  was 
read  by  F.  B.  Hendren,  as  follows: 

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

The  progress  made  by  the  people  of  Wilkes  County  during  the 
past  few  years  has  been  highly  gratifying.  Few  counties  have  done 
better.  She  leads  all  the  Counties  in  the  number  of  her  rural  libra- 
ries, and  is  surpassed  only  by  Guilford  County  in  the  number  of 
her  local  taxation  districts  The  increase  in  average  attendance 
and  improvement  in  school  houses  is  remarkable.  This  has  been 
very  largely  due  to  a  wise  and  energetic  superintendence  of  the 
work. 

This  improvement  in  our  public  schools  is  already  beginning  to 
bear  visible  fruits.  It  is  seen  in  a  more  intelligent  and  profitable 
system  of  farming,  in  the  building  of  better  homes  and  churches, 
in  the  organization  and   maintanauce   of    more   and  better  Sunday 


Schools,  and  generally  in  the  dress  and  deportment  of  our   people. 

This  improvement  in  the  condition  of  our  schools  is  rapidly  bring- 
ing about  a  stronger  demand  for  more  and  betterhigh  schools.  We 
need  at  least  one  high  school  of  the  character  and  grade  of  Mora- 
vian Falls  twenty-five  years  ago. 

A  greater  interest  has  been  stimulated  among  our  young  men  and 
women  for  collegiate  education.  To  our  yeung  men  desiring  to  go 
to  college  we  heartily  commend  Wake  Forest  College,  which  is  now 
doing  the  best  work  of  her  history;  to  our  girls  we  commend  the 
Baptist,  University  for  Women,  at  Raleigh,  and  Oxford  Female  Sem- 
inary, Oxford. 

We  congratulate  our  people  upon  the  hopeful  outlook  for  their 
better  education,  and  bid  them  Godspeed  in  this  basic  work  for  the 
home,  the  Church  and  the  State. 

Committee. 

The  report  was  discussed  by  F.  B.  Hendren,  F.  P. 
Hobgood,  A.  Johnson,  T.  L.  Blalock.  Pledges  were 
taken  amounting  to  $32.00,  and  report  adopted. 

The  Yadkin  Valley  Baptist  Church  made  application, 
by  delegates  with  letter,  for  membership  in  our  asso- 
ciation which  letter  was  immediately  referred  to  Com- 
mittee on  Credentials,  which  soon  reported  said  Church 
thoroughly  orthodox,  and  recommended  that  they  be 
received.     The  report  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  report  on  Home  Missions  was  read  by  Rev.  K.  C. 
Horner : 

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSONS. 

The  work  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  is  one  that  should  claim  the  sympathy,  the  hearty  co- 
operation, the  liberal  support  and  prayerful  consideration  of  every 
loyal  Baptist  in  this  great  Southland  of  ours. 

To  the  Home  Board  has  been  given  all  our  home  land,  Cuba,  The 
Isle  of  Pines  and  Panama.  This  work  should  appeal,  in  a  peculiar 
way,  to  the  Churches  and  individuals,  and  certainly  it  deserves  a 
conjunction  of  the  forces  to  be  utilized,  and  a  unity  of  effort  to 
carry  out  the  Master's  will  in  saving  the  lost  within  its  terriory. 

In  view  of  the  work  that  has  been  done  (with  enlargement  along 
many  lines)  and  the  hopeful  outlook  of  the  Board's  work  in  the  future, 
we  have  many  reasons  to  come  together  rejoicing,  shouting  praises 
to  God  for  His  goodness,  His  mercy,  and  His  wonderful  works  to 
the  Children  of  Men. 

The  Roard  has  behind  it  a  record  of  sixty-two  years,  of  which 
none  of  us  should  be  ashamed;  and  its  prospects  and  hopes  of  great- 
er success  in  the  future  are  so  flattering  that  we  may  all  be  justly 
proud  of  this  agency  through  which  God  is  revealing  Himself  to  so 
many  lost  souls.  It  sustains  a  vital  and  inseparable  connection  to 
the  other  agencies  of  our  Church  work,  so  that  a  failure  here  has  a 
tendency  to  weaken  and  paralyze  the  other  agencies. 


Note  the  order  in  which  the  Boards  are  named,  viz:  State,  Home 
and  Foreign,  It  requires  only  a  glance  of  intelligence,  therefore, 
to  see  that  the  Home  Board  is  sandwiched  between  the  other  two, 
and  if  you  separate  it  from  them  they  are  impaired. 

Now  for  my  part,  I  must  confess  that  I  do  not  believe  that  we  re- 
cognize the  claims  made  upon  us  by  this  Board  as  we  should.  The 
Minutes  of  our  Association  for  last  year  show  a  lack  of  interest 
here:  The  pledges  for  State  and  Foreign  Missions  last  year  far  ex- 
ceed those  made  for  Home  Missions.  It  is  my  humble  judgement 
that  we  should  not  give  less  for  State  and  Foreign  Missions,  but 
more  for  Home  Missions. 

The  work  of  the  Board  this  year  has  been  most  gratifying,  both 
materially  and  spiritally.  The  record  in  gifts  to  Home  Missions 
has  far  suspassed  any  year  of  our  history,  the  total  increase  being 
$")5,422.73,  or  81  per  cent  over  last  year.  The  reports  of  the  Mission- 
aries show  an  augmented  interest  spiritually.  Baptism  reported 
last  year  15,436;  this  year  18,798— an  average  of  fifty  a  day. 

Total  additions  to  the  Church  this  year  33,00r>;  Churches  consti- 
tuted 271 ;  houses  of  worship  built  and  improved  309;  Sunday  Schools 
organized  703;  Bibles  and  Testaments  distributed  33,747.  These  fig- 
ures speak  for  themselves — they  speak  well. 

The  opportunities  of  the  Board  were  never  so  great,  and  the  re- 
sponsibilities never  so  grave  and  demanding.  In  no  period  of  our 
history  bave  Southern  Baptists  been  confronted  with  such  opportu- 
nities and  responsibilities.  Shall  we  retract  in  our  own  Home?  It 
is  impossible;  it  would  be  perilous.  Shall  we  go  forward?  It  is 
imperative.  "The  Sonth  for  Christ  and  for  Truth".  Let  this  be  our 
battle  cry. 

In  view  of  the  facts  as  they  exist,  with  faith  in  the  God  of  Mis- 
sions and  our  Baptist  people,  we  recommend  further  enlargement 
and  a  call  for  larger  contributions  for  the  work  during  the  next  year.

The  report  on  the  Orphanage  was  read  by  R.  A. 
Spainhour. 

REPORT  ON  THE   ORPHANAGE. 
The  last  years  work  at  our  Orphanage  has  been   the  most  succes- 


ful  of  its  history.  All  the  work  laid  out  for  la6tyear  has  been  com- 
pleted, viz:  The  building  of  the  Aydlette  House;  rebuilding  the 
Watson  House:  building  and  fitting  up  the  large  arbor,  and  greatly 
improving  the  cooking  and  dining  arrangement.  And  still  the 
Orphanage  is  not  as  much  in  debt  as  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

For  the  coming  year  we  earnestly  desire  greater  success,  that  we 
may  build  the  Infirmary  so  much  needed  in  sickness.  Some  ladies 
have  made  liberal  donations  for  it,  and  we  hope  the  ladies  of  the 
State  will  finish  getting  up  the  money  for  this  purpose.  We  earn- 
estly urge  each  delegate  to  put  this  before  his  Church,  and  to  ask 
the  ladies  of  each  Church  to  get  up  a  contribution  for  this  purpose. 

Money  does  not  make  men  and  women.  1  should  not  be  surprised 
if  in  the  years  to  come  these  orphans  will  take  the  place  of  the 
children  who  have  had  good  parents,  plenty  of  money,  and  but 
little  government.  We  ought  to  all  visit  the  orphanage  and  learn

on  the  Orphanage,  giving  us  an  idea  of  the  grounds 
and  improvements  that  have  been  made.  His  address 
was  much  enjoyed. 

Then  Rev.  Hight  0.  Moore  made  some  very  instruc- 
tive remarks  and  insisted  that  each  Sunday  School  take 
a  collection  at  least  once  a  month  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Orphanage,  also  that  they  ought  to  take  the  Charity 
and  Children  in  clubs  of  ten,  and  by  so  doing  get  the 
reduced  rates. 

The  roll  of  Churches  was  then  called,  and  they  all 
contributed  except  Stony  Hill,  Pilgrim,  Little  Rock 
and  South  Fork;  amount  of  pledges  being  $277. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  W.  F.  Staley,  the  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  write  to  the  Churches  which  had  failed  to 
make  pledges  and  ask  them  to  make  a  pledge  to  the 
objects  that  were  called  after  their  delegates  had  gone 
home . 

Mr.  F.  B.  Hendren  then  made  a  few  remarks,  in 
which  he  stated  that  each  Church  ought  to  take  at  least 
ten  copies  of  the  Charity  and  Children.  The  report  was 
then  adopted. 


Pleasant  Home  Church  handed  in  their  letter  and  the 
delegates  were  enrolled. 

The  report  on  Ministerial  Relief  was  read  by  Rev. 
A.  T.  Par  due. 

REPORT  ON   MINISTERIAL  RELIEF. 

From  reports  gathered  from  the  different  sources,  we  learn  there 
are  about  thirty  aged  ministers  needing  help.  We  hope  to  see  the 
<  hurches  honor  this  good  work  with  liberal  contrbution,thus  show- 
ing their  appreciation  of  the  work  done  so  well  among  our  fathers 
gnd  mothers,  that  we  might  see  the  happy  day  of  a  peaceful  life 
aained  by  their  glorous  toils.

Neill, and  adopted. 

REPORT  ON    OBITUARIES. 

Rev.  J.  F.  Eller,  for  many  years  a  prominent  minister  of  the 
Brushy  Mountain  Association,  has  during  the  year  passed  from 
earthly  gatherings  into  the  General  Assembly  and  Church  of  the 
first  born  on  high. 

It  is  pleasant  to  know  that  there  was  no  protracted  illness  and 
that  the  end  was  sudden  and  painless,  and  peaceful. 

He  was  born  in  Wilkes  County  in  about  the  year  1840,  and  died  at 
his  home  near  Stonv  Fork  Postoffice,  in  Watauga  County,  July  15, 
1907.     He  professed  faith  in  Christ  about  the  year    1863  or  '64,  and 
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joined  Pilgrim  Church  Aug.  13,  1864.     Ordained  October   20,    1873, 
by  Revs.  John  Adams  and  James  Tinsley. 

He  was  a  man  of  limited  education,  but  from  the  time  of  his  en- 
tering the  ministry  up  to  the  time  of  his  death  he  made  the  Bible 
the  main  of  his  council. 

He  has  kept  the  faith ;  henceforth  there  is  laid  up  for  him  a  Crown 
of  Righteousness,  which  the  Lord,  the  Righteous  Judge,  shall  give 
him  at  that  day — 2  Tim.  4,  7-8.

Rev.  W.  R.  Bradshaw  to  do  special  work  in  the  locali- 
ty of  Walnut  Grove  and  Moravian  Falls,  and  that  the 
clerk  be  instructed  to  write  Bro.  Bradshaw  for  a  date. 

The  Association  adjourned  to  meet  at  8.  p.  m. 


EVENING  SESSION. 

The  delegates  assembled  at  8  p.  m.  The  moderator 
called  the  house  to  order,  and  the  choir  sang  No.  82, 
after  which  Rev.  Hight  0.  Moore  offered  a  special  pray- 
er for  the  temperance  cause,  and  the  choir  sang  586. 

Report  of  Temperance  was  read  by  S.  F.  Conrad. 

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE. 

Daniel  Webster  is  reported  to  have  said — "Temperance  is  the 
moderate  use  of  all  things  necessary,  and  total  abstinence  from  all 
things  that  are  evils." 

Temperance,  as  applied  to  the  use  of  liquor  as  a  beverage,  is  a 
misnomer,  as  we  could  with  equal  propriety  talk  about  the  temperate 
use  of  opium,  morphine  or  cocaine.  The  temperate  use  of  any- 
thing which  is  morally  wrong  cannot  be  justified  or  approved      It 
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is  wrong  for  all  classes  and  conditions  of  men  to  use  intoxicating 
drinks  as  a  beverage,  and  it  is  also  wrong  for  the  State  to  license 
their  sale  for  a  monetary  consideration.  If  it  be  said  the  people 
want  them,  and  for  this  reason  their  open  and  public  sale  should 
be  granted,  it  could  also  be  said  that  some  people  want  gambling 
houses,  some  want  lotteries,  some  want  licentiousness,  and  for  this 
reason  should  be  licensed;  The  liquor  traffic  is  condemned  by  the 
highest  courts  in  the  State  and  Nation  as  an  evil  within  itself.  As 
a  crime  producer,  it  stands  without  a  parallel  in  the  history  of  the 
world.  It  destroys  more  lives  and  damns  more  souls  than  any 
other  one  agency  on  esrth.  It  is  declared  as  more  destructive  to 
human  life  than  the  three  curses  of  War,  Famine  and  Pestilence, 
combined.  Eighty-five  per  cent  of  all  the  crime  coming  before  our 
criminal  courts  has  its  foundation  in  liquor;  seventy-five  per  cent 
of  all  the  criminals  in  our  jails  and  penitentiaries  are  there  from  li- 
quor; seventy-five  per  cent  of  all  the  orphans  and  paupers  in  our 
land  are  made  so  by  liquor.  Liquor  has  wrecked  more  lives  and 
ruined  the  peace  and  happiness  of  more  homes  than  all  other  agen- 
cies combined:  We  therefore  favor  its  abolition  as  a  traffic,  and  its 
licensed  sale  as  a  beverage,  as  a  crime  against  the  people  and  the 
moral  dignity  of  the  State. 

In  view  of  the  enormous  evils  and  ruinous  effects,  we  favor  the 
prohibition  of  its  open  and  public  sale  in  the  whole  State,  and  urge 
our  people  in  all  proper  ways  to  secure  this  end.

After  a  motion  was  made  to  adopt  the  report,  it  was 
ably  discussed  by  S.  F.  Conrad.  Then  Archibald  John- 
son made  a  few  remarks  on  the  subject,  and  emphasized 
the  idea  that  we  should  look  at  liquor  in  its  tone  and 
keep  our  Churches  clean.  Wilkes  County  is  now  going 
to  see  a  new  day  dawn.  Mr.  Holloway  followed  with  a 
practical  talk  on  the  evil  of  liquor.  Bro.  W.  C.  Mea- 
dows stated  that  he  agreed  with  the  brethern.  H.  C. 
Moore  emphasized  the  importance  of  teaching  the  tem- 
perance lesson  to  our  chilcren. 

H.  J.  Steelman  made  the  timely  remark  that  he  had 
never  had  a  drop  of  liquor  in  his  house. 

Adjourned  with  prayer. 

THIRD  DAY— MORNING  SESSION. 

At  9  a.  m.  the  delegates  assembled,  and  were  called 
to  order  by  the  Moderator.  Devotional  exercises  con- 
ducted by  W.  C.  Meadows. 
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The  Report  on  Sunday  Schools  was  read  by  H.  W. 
Horton . 

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

The  Sunday  School  is  the  channel  through  which  flows  the  great 
majority  of  the  working  membership  of  the  Church.  It  is  the  pre- 
paratory school  fitting  the  workers  for  the  larger  duties  in  the 
Church:  hence  the  great  importance  of  Sunday  School.  Statistics 
show  that  83  out  of  131  of  those  who  joined  the  Church  last  year 
came  out  of  the  Sunday  School. 

Referring  to  our  record,  we  find  that  out  of  a  Church  member  - 
shep  of  2091  we  have  only  1573  scholars  enrolled.  That  means  that 
about  one-third  of  the  Church  members  attend  Sunday  School,  as  at 
least  one-half  of  the  above  scholars  are  children  or  adults  who  are 
not  church  members.  Is  it  not  time  for  us  to  arouse  the  Church 
members  to  a  sense  of  their  duty? 

Realizing  that  the  future  welfare  of  the  denomination  lies  in  the 
training  of  the  young  in  the  Sunday  School  work,  we  recommend 
that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  ask  for  volunteer  Sunday 
School  workers  to  go  out  and  visit  the  schools  that  are  weakest,  and 
especially  the  Churches  where  there  is  no  Sunday  School,  and  con- 
duct a  kind  of  Sunday  School  rally,  with  a  view  to  arouse  enthusi- 
asm in  the  Sunday  School  work .  We  believe  that  there  are  capa- 
ble Sunday  School  workers  in  our  Association  who  will  be  willing 
to  devote  three  or  four  Sundays  a  year  to  this  work,  and  possibly 
every  one  of  the  twenty-one  churches  can  be  visited.  We  want 
to  endorse  the  good  work  of  the  Sunday  School  Convention  of  the 
Brushy  Mountain  Association,  which  meets  annually,  and  to  re- 
commend it,  as  well  as  all  the  Sunday  School  work  to  the  hearty 
support  of  this  Assocsation.

interest  is  manifested  and  hold  rallies,  thereby  creat- 
ing a  greater  interest  in  Sunday  School  work. 

Bro.  Holloway  made  a  few  remarks,  in  which  he  told 
the  Association  of  some  points  where  he  thought  profit- 
able work  could  be  done.  Bro.  H.  0.  Moore  made  an 
excellent  address  on  Sunday  School  work.  He  insisted 
on  the  Association  endeavoring  to  secure  a  larger  at- 
tendance. 
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The  roll  of  Churches  was  called  and  $25  pledged  to 
State  Sunday  School  work. 

The  Moderator  asked  for  volunteers  who  would  visit 
the  Churches  as  above  suggested,  and  the  following 
brethen  responded:  W.  F.  Staley,  J.  S.  Forester,  K. 
C.  Horner,  A.  T.  Pardue,  H.  J.  Steelman,  H.  W.  Hor- 
ton,  George  White  and  C.  C.  Wright. 

The  report  on  State  Missions  was  read  by  Geo.  W. 
White. 

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

State  Missions  has  primarily  for  its  object  the  evangelization  of 
onr  own  State  by  preaching  as  we  believe  the  Scriptures  enjoin, 
and  thus  indoctrinating  the  people  in  the  truth.  We,  as  Baptists, 
believe  that  we  hold  the  truth  in  all  pureness,  and  so  we  cannot 
overestimate  the  importance  of  this  work.  While  we  would  not 
in  any  way  minimize  the  work  of  foreign  missions  or  home  mis- 
sions— but  rather  magnify  them — yet  we  think  that  State  Missions 
is  as  the  corner  stone  to  the  structure,  while  these  others  are  the 
cap  stone.  Our  faithful  workers  in  the  field,  like  the  old  pioneers 
of  our  civilization,  are  doing  the  mud  sill  and  foundation  building 
that  will  tell  for  the  future,  and  it  is  our  duty  to  encourage  their 
hearts  and  hold  up  their  hands  in  every  way  possible.  God  in  his 
mercy  and  love  is  prospering  His  people,  and  we  should  bring  the 
tithes  into  His  store-house  and  prove  Him. 

Our  board  of  missions  has  outlined  this  work  on  a  basis  of  $40,- 
000  for  this  year,  an  insignificant  sum  for  the  great  needs,  and  a 
pittance  truly  when  divided  among  so  many. 

We  have  not  fully  apprecsated  our  opportunity,  so  let  us  now 
adopt  as  our  watchword — Forward.

After  a  motion  was  made  to  adopt  the  report,  it  was 
discussed  by  Geo.  W.  White,  who  gave  us  some  inter- 
esting statistics  of  work  done  by  the  State  Missionaries. 

Rev.  Hight  C.  Moore  made  an  interesting  address, 
defining  the  work  of  the  State  Mission  Board  and  show- 
ing the  necessity  of  the  work  they  were  doing,  and  in- 
sisted on  the  Churches  contributing  more  liberally  to 
State  Missions. 

The  roll  of  churches  was  called  and  $184.50  pledged 
to  this  object,  and  the  report  was  adopted. 
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On  motion  of  Bro.  Holloway,  K.  0.  Horner,  W.  F. 
Staley  and  A.  T.  Pardue  were  appointed  committee  to 
draft  resolutions  controlling  the  attendance  of  dele- 
gates. 

After  several  announcements  the  body  adjourned  for 
dinner,  with  prayer  by  W.  0.  Meadows. 


SATURDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

At  2  p.  m.  the  delegates  assembled  in  the  house,  and 
after  the  singing  of  a  hymn  Bro.  J.  W.  Burchette  lead 
in  prayer. 

Bro.  Staley  called  the  roll  of  Churches  for  pledges  to 
the  Wake  Forest  endowment  fund.  W.  0.  Meadows 
gave  fifty  cents  in  cash,  J.  F.  Dimmette  twenty-five 
cents,  I.  T.  McNeill  twenty-five  cents,  H.  0.  Kilby  one 
dollar.  Upon  investigation  we  found  that  North 
Wilkesboro  Baptist  Church  had  pledged  $100,  H.  W. 
Horton  $50,  C.  C.  Wright  $10,  M.  McNeill  $10,  K.  C. 
Horner  $25,  T.  N.  Hayes  $20,  R.  A.  Spainhour  &  Co. 
$100.  W.  H.  Church  $10.     Total  $357.00. 

On  motion  of  M.  McNeill,  Bro.  S.  J.  Ginnings  was  re- 
elected treasurer  by  acclamation. 

The  report  of  Foreign  Missions  was  read  by  W.  F. 
Staley. 

FOREIGN  MISSION  REPORT. 

With  God  there  is  no  such  a  thing  as  foreign  missions.  His 
sovereign  grace  and  matchless  love  provided  for  the  redemtion  of 
the  world.  Jesus's  parting  message  was  in  the  form  of  a  commis- 
sion to  evangelize  the  world  by  sending  heralds  into  the  uttermost 
parts  of  the  earth.  Hence  the  responsibility  devolves  upon  the 
church  today  to  carry  out  the  spirit  of  this  commission  by  preach- 
ing the  gospel  to  every  creature. 

We  regret  to  say  that  not  all  is  being  done  for  foreign  missions 
that  should  be  done,  when  we  consider  that,  out  of  $25  that  is  con- 
tributed for  all  objects,  only  one  dollar  is  given  for  foreign  mis- 
sions. Is  it  not  unfair  for  proportion  to  consume  $24  at  home  and 
send  $1.00  abroad?  Even  our  forces  are  unequally  divided:  at  home 
we  have  one  preacher  to  every  750  of  our  people,  while  in  the  for- 
eign fields  there  exist  whole  towns,  cities  and  territiries  with  hun-

dreds  of  thousands  of  perishing  souls.  Our  Foreign  Mission  Board 
was  instructed  by  The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  at  Richmond 
to  fix  as  a  basis  for  this  year's  work  the  sum  of  $750.  God  has 
blessed  our  efforts  in  the  foreign  field.  There  were  2239  converts 
baptized  on  our  foreign  field  last  year.  Our  forces  have  increased. 
We  have  500  workers  on  the  field,  203  missionaries  and  297  native 
helpers.  But  our  needs  are  great:  more  money  is  needed  for  better 
equipment;  educational  work  is  suffering  because  of  lack  of  funds; 
medical  missionaries  are  greatly  in  demand,  and  better  homes  for 
our  missionaries,  together  with  meeting  houses,  are  the  pressing 
needs  of  the  present  time.  Our  missionaries  are  training  the  con- 
verts in  the  foreign  field  to  give  cheerfully  of  their  means  to  the 
Lord;  last  year  they  gave  §200  per  capita. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  use  of  The  Foreign  Mission 
Journal,  which  has  been  enlarged,  which  will  greatly  increase  our 
knowledge  and  zeal. 

We  further  recommend  that  a  liberal  advance  in  our  offerings  be 
made  this  year,  and  that  a  fifth  Sunday  be  devoted  to  a  mission 
rally  once  a  year.  Lastly,  that  special  prayer  be  engaged  in  for 
the  work  of  missoins.

By  writing  a  letter  to  the  Association  you  can  better  see  what 
the  ladies  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  North  Wilkesboro  are 
doing  to  help  spread  the  Gospel. 

We  have  been  organized  four  years.  Each  year  we  have  gone 
forward  in  numbers  and  comtributions  to  missions  Last  year  we 
paid  out  more  money  for  parsonage  improvements  than  this,  but 
for  missions  we  have  given  more  this  year.

On  motion  of  W.  C.  Meadows,  the  Clerk  was  autho- 
rized to  have  the  Minutes  of  the  Association  printed  in 
pamphlet  form,  and  distributed  among  the  Churches  in 
proportion  to  the  amount  contributed  to  the  Minute 
Fund,  and  that  he  be  allowed  $5.00  out  of  said  fund  for 
his  work. 

The  treasurer  read  his  report,  which  shows  that  $763.- 
68  and  had  been  paid  to  him,  the  same  having  been 
paid  out  to  the  different  objects  of  the  Association. 
The  report  was  adopted.

Thirty-Fifth  Annual  Session. 


August  20th,  1908. 

The  Brushy  Mountain  Association  met  in  its  thirty- 
fifth  annual  session,  in  the  meeting-house  of  the  New 
Hope  Baptist  Church,  at  11 :00  A.  M.  Thursday,  August 
20th,  1908. 

In  response  to  the  appointment' of  last  year,  Rev.  W. 
F.  Staley,  pastor  of  First  Baptist  Church  at  North 
Wilkesboro,  preached  the  annual  sermon. 

The  Association  then  adjourned  to  meet  again  at 
2  P.  M. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION.

REPORT  ON  PERIODICALS. 

Reading  Christians  are  those  who  usually  do  most  of  the 
work  in  our  churches.  Where  the  Biblical  Recorder  circu- 
lates most  freely,  we  find  our  most  efficient  churches.  Un- 
less we  inform  ourselves  of  what  our  people  are  doing  all 
over  the  state,  we  lose  the  enthusiasm  that  comes  from  the 
knowledge  of  our  progress.  The  Recorder  is  l  he  general  voice 
of  the  denomination.  It  is  the  sentinel  on  the  watch  tower. 
It  has  stood  guard  over  our  work  for  almost  seventy-five 
years  and  has  always  been  reliable  and  true,  never  leading 
us  astray  and  never  sounding  a  false  note.  It  is  now  under 
admirable  editorial  management.  Its  editor  is  sound  in  the 
faith,  and  a  man  of  uncommon  culture  and  ability.  Born  in 
the  mountain  section,  he  is  familiar  with  our  needs.  He  is 
true  as  steel  and  in  every  way  worthy  of  our  confidence  and 
love.  We  commend  the  Recorder  and  Charity  and  Children 
to  all  our  people.  Only  one  out  of  five  Baptist  families  in  the 
South  take  a  denominational  paper;  533,000  families  are  ab- 
solutely without  this  essential  to  intelligence  and  efficiency. 
Four  filths  of  Southern  Baptists  are  ignorant  about  denomi- 
national affairs.  Of  the  205,000  white  Baptists  in  North  Caro- 
lina, there  are  sixty-five  thousand  families,  and  fully  fifty 
thousand  of  these  are  unvisited  by  any  Baptist  paper!  One 
dollar  and  fifty  cents  could  hardly  be  more  wisely  expended 
than  in  paying  the  subscription  of  our  own  paper  to  keep  the 
members  in  touch  with  the  great  movement  of  bringing  the 
world  to  Christ. 

Our  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Journals  are  also  exceed- 
ingly valuable  to  us  and  we  commend  them  to  the  brethren.

An  invitation  to  seats  in  our  body  was  extended  by 
the  Moderator  to  visiting  brethren,  which  was  accepted 
by  J.  S.  Farmer,  business  manager  of  Biblical  Recorder, 
and  Archibald  Johnson,  Editor  of  Charity  and  Children, 
published  at  Thomasville  Orphanage. 

New  Hope,  Beaver  Creek  and  Mt.  Pleasant  churches 
handed  in  their  Letters  which  were  read. 

The  report  on  Foreign  Missions  was  read  by  Rev.  K. 
C.  Horner. 

REPORT  OX  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

This  work  of  the  Lord  should  make  special  claims  upon  us 
because  of  its  Author,  its  origin  and  the  work  itself.  God  is 
the  author  of  Foreign  Missions.    This  work  started  in  Heaven. 
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God  so  loved  the  world  that  he  gave  his  Son.  That  Son  com- 
ing from  the  grave,  a  conqueror  over  death  and  hell,  meeting 
his  disciples  on  the  evening  of  the  day  of  his  resurrection  said 
to  them  "As  the  Father  hath  sent  me,  even  so  send  I  you." 
This  is  the  greatest  commission  ever  given  to  mortal  man. 
Christ  promised  the  presence,  power  and  guidance  of  his  Holy 
Spirit  in  its  execution.  , 

He  explicitly  and  definitely  commanded  his  people  to  go 
into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature. 
This  is  the  work  to  which  we  as  individual  Christians,  as 
churches,  as. an  Association,  are  committed.  It  is  this  that 
should  engage  our  thoughts,  our  purposes,  our  plans  and 
prayers. 

Having  received  our  marching  orders  from  the  Great  Cap- 
tain of  our  salvation,  it  is  our  imperative  duty  to  obey  orders — 
"rescue  the  perishing,  and  to  care  for  the  dying"  throughout 
the  whole  wide  world.  A  failure  here  means  to  invite  extinc- 
tion. Our  duty  at  home  is  to  pray  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  to 
send  forth  laborers  into  the  harvest  and  to  provide  for  their 
support  and  the  needs  of  the  work.  We,  as  an  Association, 
fail  to  do  this.  Six  churches  in  this  Association  gave  abso- 
lutely nothing  for  Foreign  Missions  last  year.  The  entire 
Association  gave  on  an  average  last  year  a  fraction  over  ten 
cents  per  member.  May  these  facts  indeed  become  the  "Fingers 
of  God"  to  point  us  to  the  highest  endeavor  we  have  ever  put 
forth  in  this  great  and  needy  cause. 

We  feel  grateful  for  the  progress,  however,  that  is  being- 
made  in  this  field  of  our  Lord's  Kingdom. 

In  1900  the  total  number  of  our  missionaries  and  native 
preachers  and  helpers  was  227.  By  the  report  of  1906  this 
number  has  become  500  and  additions  have  been  made  since 
then.  In  1900  there  were  1,341  baptisms;  in  1907,  2,239 baptisms. 
In  1900  there  6,537  church  members;  in  1907,  there  were  13,437 
members. 

There  has  also  been  an  increase  in  contributions. 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  the  Churches  increase  their  pledges  to  this  object. 

2.  That  the  Foreign  Misson  Journal  be  placed  in  the  homes 
of  the  people. 

3.  That  the  pastors  manifest  more  interest  and  teach  their 
people  the  duty  of  giving  to  all  objects  of  the  Convention.

Rev.  W.  F.  Staley  read  the  report  on  Home  Missions 
for  the  Committee. 

REPORT  OX  HOME  MISSIONS. 

Home  Missions  is  the  basis  of  our  operation  in  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention.  Their  work  naturally  appeals  to  the 
hearts  of  our  Baptist  hosts.  We  should  hold  on  to  the  interest 
and  opportunities  of  our  South  Land  with  one  hand,  and  with 
the  other  extend  the  Gospel  to  the  benighted  lands.  The 
claim  of  the  hour  is  the  Evangelization  of  the  world.  In 
order  to  bring  it  to  pass  we  recognize  that  the  ''cords  must 
be  lengthened  and  stakes  strengthened  in  our  home-land." 
The  possibilities  for  the  redemption  of  the  South  were  never 
greater  than  at  the  present.  Our  Board  has  several  grave  prob- 
lems to  solve,  and  it  requires  the  co-operation  of  every 
Baptist. 

1.  The  educational  problem,  building  and  supporting 
schools  in  the  mountains;  there  is  no  more  needed  work  than 
the  education  of  our  young;  the  hope  of  our  country  lies  in 
the  Christian  education  of  our  young  men  and  women. 

2.  The  building  problem;  our  Board  helps  the  struggling 
churches  to  erect  an  edifice  in  a  growing  town;  the  responsi- 
bility is  especially  heavy  on  the  Board,  hence  it  claims  our 
contributions  as  well  as  our  prayers. 

3.  The  immigration  problem;  there  are  millions  of  foreign- 
ers coming  within  our  borders.  They  entertain  foreign  ideas 
and  perpetuate  their  customs.  As  a  rule  they  do  not  make 
good  citizens.  They  will  paganize  us  unless  we  Christianize 
them. 


4,  The  evangelistic  problem,  the  wisdom  of  the  home 
Board  in  selecting  efficient  evangelists  to  assist  pastors  at 
strategic  points  has  never  been  questioned.  Our  missionaries 
are  working  on  the  frontiers,  in  Cuba  and  in  Panama,  and 
their  work  has  been  greatly  blessed,  our  Board  worked  on  a 
basis  of  $500,000;  $35,000  was  the  amount  apportioned  to  North 
Carolina.  TheHome  Board  reports  the  total  receipts  $26?, 335. 59, 
an  increase  over  last  year  of  $33,501.56,  a  debt  of  $22,208.29 
remaining  on  the  Board.  They  report  919 missionaries,  17,760 
baptisms,  In  view  of  the  present  facts,  your  committee 
recommends  an  increase  in  contributions  and  enlargement 
of  our  work.

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE. 

Our  Orphanage  never  was  in  better  condition  or  had  more 
work  to  do  than  now.  We  have  there  a  farm  of  441  acres, 
well  managed  and  worked  by  the  boys.  Also  a  woodworking 
shop,  and  a  shoe  shop  operated  by  the  boys.  All  of  which 
adds  greatly  to  the  revenue  needed  to  run  the  institution.  In 
the  last  year  we  have  completed,  or  nearly  so,  two  new  build- 
ings and  the  new  infirmary  for  the  sick.  These  will  be  the 
best  buildings  on  the  grounds.  We  have  a  fine  well  of  water, 
876  feet  deep  and  a  splendid  system  of  water  works.  The 
panic  has  affectad  us  some  and  we  owe  $3000.00. 

We  have  375  children  who  are  supported  at  an  average  cost 
$6.00  per  month  per  child.  The  interest  from  invested  funds, 
and  the  large  donations  are  used  to  improve  and  enlarge  the 
institution. 

So,  the  orphans  now  and  always  will  get  their  daily  bread 
from  the  voluntary  contributions  of  the  churches  and  Sunday 
Schools.  We  wish  especially  to  emphasize  once  a  month  col- 
lections in  all  the  Sunday  Schools  and  a  club  of  Charity  and 
Children  if  possible  and  that  we  make  all  we  possibly  can  on 
Thanksgiving  Day.     Let  the  day  be  thought  of  as  Orphanage 
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Day  for  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina,  We  earnestly  ask 
that  a  Thanksgiving  service  be  held  in  all  the  churches  and 
that  we  show  our  appreciation  of  the  abundant  blessings  of 
God  upon  us,  by  giving  liberally  to  the  orphans.  Take  col- 
lections in  cash,  also  in  ''kind,"  a  box  of  such  things  as  are 
needed  by  [children,  freight  prepaid  will  be  thankfully  re- 
ceived. 

Lastly,  we^want  highly  to  commend  the  faithful  work  of 
our  very  efficient  General^Manager,  Rev.  M.  L.  Keesler,  and 
to  give'birn  our  hearty  support  in  every  way  possible.

REPORT. ON  EDUCATION. 

Sincerely  believing  Ignorance  to  be  our  greatest  enemy,  we  earn- 
estly insist  on  our  Baptist  people  taking  a  greater  interest  in  the 
cauBe  of  education.  Never  before  in  the  history  of  our  church 
was  an  educated  ministry  so  demanded  and  essential  as  at  the 
present.  Our  forefathers  in  the  ministry  accomplished  a  great 
work  and  deserve  honor  and  praise  but  realizing  the  great  effort 
that  is  being  made  by  the  various  denominations  to  educate  their 
people,  we  Baptists  must  put  forth  our  strongest  efforts  for  educa- 
tion. We  emphasize  the  necessity  of  the  public  school  system  and 
our  College  Preparatory  institutions  and  recommend  Wake  Forest 
College  and  Mars  Hill  College  for  young  men  desiring  a  college 
education,  also  Oxford  Seminary  and  Baptist  University  for 
women.  We  further  insist  on  our  people  reading  good  Baptist 
papers  and  literature  as  a  medium  of  education.  We  should  em- 
phasize and  encourage  the  necessity  of  our  young  preachers  being 
educated  that  they  may  be  more  efficient  servants  in  the  Master's 
vineyard  and  the  building  up  of  the  Baptist  cause.  We  are  glad 
to  note  the  progress  in  education  in  Wilkes  County  (which  is  Bap- 
tist territory)  from  1900  to  1908,  and  extend  the  Moderator  of  this 
Association  our  thanks  for  his  earnest  efforts  as  the  leader  in  this 
great  work.

The  Association  assembled  in  the  church  and  devo- 
tional exercises  were  conducted  by  W.  F.  Staley,  after 
which  he  had  to  leave  for  Elkin  to  conduct  the  funeral 
of  Miss  Bowles,  a  member  of  his  church  at  that  point. 

The  Minutes  of  yesterday's  session  were  read  and 
approved. 

Letters  from  Mt.  Pleasant,  Pleasant  Home,  Yadkin 
Valley  and  Cub  Creek  were  read,  also  a  letter  from  Mt. 
Carmel  was  read  which  stated  that  they  were  without  a 
pastor  and  in  a  critical  condition  and  after  a  motion  a 
committee  consisting  of  W.  C.  Meadows,  W.  A.  Bentley 
and  S.  G.  Stout  were  appointed  to  visit  the  church  and 
use  their  best  judgment  in  helping  them  out  of  their 
trouble. 

By  order  of  the  Association  the  Moderator  appointed 
the  following  delegates : 

Southern  Baptist  Convention,  Rev.  K.  C.  Horner. 

Baptist  State  Convention,  R.  A.  Spainhour  and  H.  W. 
Horton. 

On  motion,  any  brother  who  could  attend  any  sister 
Association  was  authorized  to  represent  this  body  as 
messenger. 

Brethren  who  attended  other  Associations  were  called 
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upon  for  reports  and  W.  C.  Meadows  stated  that  he 
attended  the  Alexander  Association  and  they  were  in 
good  working  order,  but  not  exactly  as  we  were.  They 
pay  to  the  different  objects  of  the  Association  in  ad- 
vance and  did  not  make  pledges. 

W.  F.  Eller  made  a  motion  that  in  case  any  church 
should  not  be  willing  to  pledge  the  delegates  suggest 
to  their  church  that  they  pay  the  pledges  made  at  this 
session  and  raise  enough  money  to  pay  as  much  for  the 
next  year,  so  they  will  not  have  to  make  pledges  for 
the  following  year.     Motion  carried. 

The  Committee  on  Time  and  Place  made  the  follow- 
ing report:  Time — Thursday  before  Fourth  Sunday  in 
August,  1909,  at  Little  Rock.  Introductory  sermon  to 
be  preached  by  K.  0.  Horner,    alternate   W.  F.  Staley. 

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

To  the  Brethren  of  the  Brushy  Mountain  Association.  The  task 
we  are  called  upon  to  perform  is  to  offer  a  report  on  State  Missions. 
We  ackowledge  that  at  best  we  can  only  do  that  in  part.  We 
feel  that  prayer  should  be  offered  for  the  Lord  of  the  Harvest  of 
State  Missions  to  send  forth  more  laborers.  We  are  sure  that  the 
state  from  the  destitute  counties  of  the  East  to  the  mountain  tops 
of  the  West  should  be  filled  with  the  doctrine  of  salvation.  And 
in  order  to  do  this  and  have  the  Lord's  approval,  we  suggest  that 
the  churches  maintain  strict  New  Testament  order  among  the 
members,  that  false  members  or  false  teachers,  within  or  without 
may  find  less  harm  to  do,  because  the  power  of  God  is  freely 
offered  to  his  obedient  children  rather  than  to  the  multitudes  of 
the  disobedient.  So  let  us  one  and  all  observe  our  Master's  com- 
mand to  give  the  Gospel  to  all  the  state.

The  report  on  State  Missions  was  discussed  by  W. 
R.  Bradshaw  as  follows  : 

State  Missions. 
The  State  Mission  Board  has  been  doing  work  for  78  years,  yet 
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there  is  great  destitution,  and  therefore  great  need  of  State  Mission 
work. 

Our  greatest  destitution  is  in  Eastern  North  Carolina.  There  are 
twenty  counties  lying  on  and  East  of  Wilmington  &  VVeldon  R. 
R.  between  the  Cape  Fear  and  Roanoke  Rivers.  This  territory 
covers  nearly  10,000  square  miles.  In  this  territory  there  are  about 
200,000  white  people  and  175,000  negroes,  but  only  one  twenty-fifth 
of  the  white  population  is  Baptist.  There  is  only  one  Baptist 
church  to  every  80  square  miles. 

Here  in  the  West  where  a  Baptist  church  is  on  every  hill  and  in 
every  valley,  we  can  hardly  realize  the  destitution  in  the  East.  The 
need  then  for  the  East  is  more  men,  strong  men  and  supported 
men.  To  secure  these  men  will  require  money  and  that  money 
will  have  to  be  furnished  by  the  State  Board.  For  the  State  Board 
to  have  it,  the  churches  must  give  it  and  for  the  churches  to  give 
it  each  member  will  be  required  to  give.  So  the  responsibility  of 
all  the  destitution  must  be  made  to  rest  where  it  belongs,  on  the 
individual  members. 

Piedmont  North  Carolina. 

Here  we  are  doing  most  of  our  manufacturing  for  the  present. 
New  towns  are  built  up  in  a  few  weeks.  The  people  come  from 
all  parts  of  the  state  and  at  the  beginning  of  these  towns  is  the 
time  to  start  them  right. 

Western  North  Carolina. 

Here  the  country  is  filled  with  Baptists.  Going  down  as  far  as 
Kings  Mountain  and  Pilot  Mountain  Associations  there  are  87,948 
Baptists,  769  churches.  What  did  we  give  last  year  for  State 
Missions?  $5,615.70.  About  forty-one  per  cent  of  the  Baptists  of 
the  state  and  nearly  41  per  cei.t.  of  the  churches,  but  we  gave 
only  one-eighth  of  what  was  raised  for  State  Missions.  We  can  no 
longer  plead  poverty  in  Western  North  Carolina.  We  have  the 
money.  We  can  do  more  and  we  will  do  more  when  we  organize 
ourselves  more  perfectly  until  every  man,  woman  and  child  shall 
take  some  definite  part  in  the  evangelization  of  North  Carolina. 

Great  battles  are  fought  and  won,  not  by  mobs,  but  by  organized 
forces,  trained  and  disciplined.  This  is  the  task  before  us  in  the 
West. 

After  this  pledges  were  taken  amounting  to  $180.75. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

On  motion  the  Association  adjourned  for  dinner. 
Benediction  by  D.  S.  Lee. 
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AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

The  Association  assembled  in  the  house  at  the  ringing 
of  the  bell  and  the  choir  rendered  a  selection.  Bro.  B. 
F.  Eller  led  in  prayer. 

Rev.  M.  McNeil  read  the  Temperance  report  for  the 
Committee. 

REPORT  ON  TEMPERA.NCE. 

Your  Committee  on  Temperance,  in  common  with  the  thousands 
of  anxious  mothers  and  fathers  of  North  Carolina  rejoices  over  the 
early  fruition  of  the  long  deferred  hope  for  absolute  prohibition 
of  the  liquor  traffic  in  this  good  State.  For  years  this  Association, 
in  common  with  the  great  Baptist  host  in  all  sections  of  the  State, 
has  prayed  and  labored  for  the  day  to  dawn  when  intoxicating 
liquors  could  not  be  lawfully  manufactured  or  sold  in  the  borders 
of  this  commonwealth.  Through  these  efforts  and  like  efforts 
from  other  Churches  and  Associations  there  was  created  such  a 
powerful  moral  sentiment  among  the  people  that  they  demand- 
ed of  the  Legislature  that  the  question  of  prohibition  be  sub- 
mitted to  a  popular  vote.  This  demand  was  heeded  and  as  is 
well  known,  this  greatest  of  all  moral  questions  was  laid  before 
the  people  for  their  decision.  After  a  strenuous  campaign  in  every 
corner  of  the  state,  led  in  large  part  by  such  great  Baptists  as 
John  Oates,  and  Judge  J.  C.  Pritchard  and  resisted  by  the  united 
efforts  of  the  whiskey  interest,  the  people  rendered  a  verdict  in 
favor  of  absolute  prohibition  of  the  liquor  traffic  by  the  decisive 
majority  of  about  45,000.  However,  the  passage  of  this  legislation 
has  not  removed  from  the  Christian  citizenship  of  the  state  its 
duty.  To  be  ever  watchful  for  the  welfare  of  the  people  through 
their  freedom  of  the  great  temptation  and  destructive  effect  of  the 
blighting  liquor  traffic.  The  church  cannot  afford  to  leave  the 
duty  of  promoting  temperance  and  Godliness  to  the  State;  through 
legislation  the  church's  duty  is  enhanced  rather  than  lessened.  It 
must  not  only  continue  its  zealous  efforts  to  make  temperance  the 
wish  and  practice  of  the  people,  but  it  should  also  instill  into  the 
minds  of  all  the  people  respect  for  the  laws  we  have;  and  also  a 
desire  that  they  may  be  amended  and  strengthened  in  all  parts 
where  weak  and  ineffective,  partial  or  in  any  sense  defective,  to 
the  end  that  prohibition  may  be  supported  by  a  strong  moral  sen- 
timent and  religious  zeal.  We  believe  the  sentiment  for  temper- 
ance among  our  own  people  is  stronger  than  ever  before,  although 
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the  vote  of  this  county  at  the  recent  election  on  prohibition  was 
strongly  against  the  bill  submitted  to  the  people.  We  think  this 
adverse  vote  was  largely  due  to  local  reasons  and  to  a  feeling 
pretty  generally  disseminated  that  the  fruit  growing  sections  of 
the  state  had  been  discriminated  against  in  favor  of  the  wine 
making  section  and  not  to  a  sentiment  in  the  county  against  tem- 
perance. 

This  might  also  be  shown  by  a  comparison  of  the  vote  this  year 
and  1881  on  the  question.  In  1881  Prohibition  only  received  about 
300  votes  in  the  county,  this  year  about  1200.  Again  let  us  say 
that  it  is  the  duty  of  our  churches  to  do  their  utmost  to  win 
respect  and  obedience  by  all  the  people  to  the  laws  we  have  and 
to  create  a  sentiment  which  will  allow  no  backward  step  but  which 
will  mean  further  progress  in  securing  the  fullest  measure  of  pro- 
tection for  the  homes  of  our  country  from  the  insiduous  and  heart- 
less attacks  of  King  Alcohol  upon  the  happiness,  health  and  future 
life  of  our  people.

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

Observing  that  in  the  report  of  the  various  churches  of  the 
Brushy  Mountain  Association  some  of  the  churches  report  no 
School  work,  or  organization;  we  earnestly  insist  on  every  church 
in  this  body  organizing  and  supporting  an  evergreen  Sunday 
School.  We  are  sorry  that  we  have  no  statistics  to  present  in  this 
report,  but  we  are  glad  to  note  that  there  is  progress  in  the  Sunday 
School  cause.  It  has  proven  to  be  an  important  evangelistic 
agency.  There  are  more  additions  to  the  Church  from  the  Sunday 
School  than  from  any  other  source.  It  is  estimated  that  more 
than  80  per  cent,  of  the  young  members  of  the  church  are  from 
the  Sunday  School  ranks.  This  being  so,  it  is  hard  to  estimate  the 
power   for   good   of  the  23,000,000  Sunday  School  pupils  in  this 
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country  and  England.  Not  only  are  they  the  chief  source  of 
recruit  for  our  churches,  but  are  becoming  a  great  missionary 
power,  doing  much  efficient  work  in  helping  to  send  the  Gospel  to 
those  who  have  it  not.  Therefore  we  heartily  rtcommend  that 
our  churches  go  forward  in  the  Sunday  School  work,  seeing;  their 
labor  is  not  in  vain,  but  is  telling  mightily  both  for  time  and 
eternity  in  the  salvation  of  precious  souls.

REPORT  ON  MINISTERIAL  RELIEF. 

From  reports  gathered  we  learn  that  there  are  now  thirty-four 
aged  ministers  and  widows  who  are  needing  help  and  who  are 
largely  dependent  on  the  churches  for  relief.  This  being  an  in- 
crease of  four  over  the  preceding  year.  We  hope  to  seethe  various 
churches  respond  with  an  increase  in  their  contributions  to  meet 
the  demand,  and  thereby  show  our  appreciation  for  the  service  of 
those  who  preached  the  gospel  to  our  fathers  and  mothers,  ever 
remembering  "In  as  much  as  ye  did  it  unto  the  least  of  these  my 
brethren,  you  did  it  unto  me."  We  further  recommend  that  each 
church  contribute  unto  the  aged  and  needy  that  may  be  in  their 
bounds.

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Sunday  School  Convention 

Walnut  Grove  Church,  May  30th,  1908 

The  kjunday  School  Convention  of  the  Brushy  Mountain 
Association  met  to-day  in  its  eighth  session  with  Walnut 
Grove  Church  at  11  A.  M. 

The  delegates  assembled  in  the  church  and  the  President 
being  absent  Bro.  Meadows  was  asked  to  act  as  President 
'pro  tern.  The  choir  sang  "Come  to  me,"  and  Bro.  Staley 
offered  prayer.

"The  Superintendent,  His  Qualifications,"  was  discussed 
by  0.  F.  Fields,  who  emphasized  the  fact  that  the  Superin- 
tendent should  be  a  Christian,  man  of  public  prayer,  one  that 
wears  a  smile  on  his  face  and  one  that  is  prompt  every 
Sunday. 

Rev.  W.  F.  Staley  made  a  good  talk,  explaining  the  qualifi- 
tions  of  Superintendents.  Bro.  W.  C.  Meadows  made  some 
explanations  which  were  very  instructive. 

"The  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  his  Records,"  was  discussed 
by  H.  W.  Horton  and  Rev.  W.  F.  Staley,  who  emphasized  the 
fact  that  the  Secretary  should  keep  a  neat  and  accurate  report 
of  all  the  proceedings  and  attendance  and  the  Treasurer  should 
keep  a  correct  account  of  all  funds  coming  into  his  hands.

The  Chair  appointed  Bros.  Staley,  Ilorton  and  German  a 
Committee  on  resolutions;  F.  D.  Meadows,  J.  A.  Glass  and 
Bentley  on  Time  and  Place. 

The  choir  sang  and  the  Convention  was  dismissed  with 
prayer  by  W.  F.  Staley. 

SECOND  DAY— MORNING. 

At  10:00  A.  M.  the  congregation  assembled  in  the  house 
and  song  service  was  conducted  by  W.  A.  Brown.  Devotional 
exercises  were  conducted  by  W.  C.  Meadows   and  M.   McNeil. 

"How  to  get  Attendance"  was  discussed  by  C.  F.  Fields  and 
H.  W.  Horton. 

The  choir  sang  a  selection.  "The  Parent's  Relation  to  the 
Sunday  School"  was  discussed  by  II.  J.  Steelman,  C.  F. 
Fields  following,  who  emphasized  the  fact  that  "The  Parent's 
Relation  to  the  Sunday  School"  was  very  close  and  they  should 
attend  regularly  every  Sunday,  and  study  the  Word   of   God. 

Rev.  K.  C.  Horner  being  absent,  the  subject  of  "Missions 
in  the  Sunday  School"  was  first  discussed  by  W.  C.  Meadows, 
who  set  forth  the  fact  that  missions  was  taught  in  the  Bible, 
and  as  the  Sunday  School  was  the  place  to  study  the  Bible, 
it  was  our  place  to  teach  the  children  that  it  was  their  duty 
and  a  Biblical  command  to  contribute  to  missions. 

A  "Chalk  Talk"  was  delivered  by  II.  W.  Ilorton,  who  made 
an  excellent-  demonstration  of  the  use  of  a  black-board  in 
teaching  a  class  of  children.  In  this  he  used  the  subject 
Character  Building. 

Rev.  D.  W.  Pool  being  absent,  the  discussion  of  "Value  of 
Home- training"  was  led  by  Rev.  M.  McNeil,  who  impressed 
the  fact  that  the  home- training  of  the  mother  was  the  most 
important  of  anything  and  the  first  impressions  made  by  the 
mother's  teachings  would  follow  the  child  into  old  age.  C. 
P.  Burchette,  made  a  talk,  bringing  out  the  thought,  that  it 
was  the  parent's  duty  to  gather  the  children  around  them   on 
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Sunday  morning  and  say  to  them,  "Get  ready  and  go  with  me 
to  Sunday  School,"   thereby  teaching  them  by  our  example 
that  it  is  their  duty  to  go  to  Sunday  School. 
Dismissed  by  M.  McNeil. 

SECOND  DAY,  AFTERNOON. 

At  2:00  P.  M.  the  Convention  assembled  in  the  house,  after 
being  served  a  sumptuous  dinner  and  the  choir  sang,  after 
which  Bro.  M.  McNeil  asked  the  blessing  of  God  to  rest  upon 
the  Convention. 

The  President  extended  an  invitation  to  visiting  brethren 
to  a  seat  in  our  body,  which  was  accepted  by  Rev.  C.  F.  Fields 
of  the  Surry  Association. 

•'Song  and  its  Mission  in  Sunday  School  Work"  was  dis- 
cussed first  by  Mr.  Grant  Hendren,  wh)  developed  the  idea 
that  singing  in  the  Sunday  School  should  be  next  to  the 
teaching  of  the  Bible. 

Bro.  H.  J.  Steelman  asserted  the  fact  that  he  had  learned 
to  love  the  song  service,  hence  had  found  its  mission,  and  any 
school  without  singing  was  either  dead  or  dying. 

"The  Sunday  School  as  a  Feeder  to  the  Church"  was  dis- 
cussed by  Bro.  M.  McNeil,  who  emphasized  the  fact  that  a 
Sunday  School  was  the  church  studying  the  word  of  God, 
therefore  it  is  the  nursery  of  the  Church,  in  which  the  chil- 
dren are  brought  and  there  taught  the  way  of  salvation,  which 
they  accept  and  are  added  to  the  church. 

C.  F.  Fields  made  a  few  remarks  in  which  he  plainly  showed 
that  the  Sunday  School  was  a  feeder  of  the  church  by  com- 
paring the  Primitive  Baptist,  which  is  very  rapidly  decreasing 
in  number  by  opposing  Sunday  School  work,  with  the  Baptist 
which  is  rapidly  increasing  by  the  aid  of  their  great  Sunday 
School  work. 

On  motion  of  W.  C.  Meadows  and  second  by  W.  H.  Horton, 
the  present  officers  were  elected  for  the  ensuing  year.

What  advice  should  this  Association  give  to  members  who 
have  been  excluded  from  such  churches  without  any  charge  of  immoral 
conduct  or  being  visited  by  any  committee  before  being  excluded,  the  only 
charge  being  that  said  members  did  not  indorse  the  course  of  the  pastor? 

The  committee  on  devotional  exercise  stated  that  J.  B.  Reid  would 
conduct  to-morrow  morning  exercise  at  9  a.  m. 

It  was  decided  to  take  up  Periodicals,  and  the  report  not  being  ready. 
the  subject  was  ably  discussed  by  A.  Johnson,  C.  M.  Rock.  E.  L.  Middleton 
and  I.  W.  Thomas,  with  the  understanding  that  the  report  would  be  handed 
in  later,  which  was  done  to-wit: 


REPORT    ON     PERIODICALS. 

The  growing  interests  of  our  Denomination  make  it  more  and  more 
necessary  that  all  our  people  should  be  better  informed  concerning  every 
department  of  our  work.  We  highly  recommend  the  Bibical  Recorder. 
the  able  efficient  organ  of  our  Convention— the  exponent  of  Baptist  princi- 
ples and  Baptist  progress  as  a  necessity  in  every  Baptist  home.  Therefore 
we  urge  every  Baptist  family  in  our  Association  to  take  and  read  this  paper.

SECOND     DAT     HORNING.    AUGUST    20,     1909. 

The  Association  re-assembled  at  9:00  a.  m.  and  devotional  exercises 
were  conducted  by  Rev.  J.  15.  Reed,  who  asked  C.  M.  Rock  to  lead  in  prayer. 

On  motion  of  C.  M.  Rock,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  investigate  the 
Query  which  was  sent  in  by  Walnut  Grove  church,  and  make  report  on 
same  this  evening,  Rev.  C.  M.  Rock,  with  the  other  pastors  of  the  Associa- 
tion including  I.  \V.  Thomas,  were  appointed  as  committee. 

On  motion,  thirty  minutes  was  allowed  to  the  discussion  of  Education, 
and  one  hour  each  to  State  .Missions  and  Orphanage. 

The  report  on  Education  was  read  by  C.  M.  Rock. 


REPORT    ON    EDUCATION. 

The  framers  of  our  constitution  saw  at  the  foundation  of  our  Govern- 
ment the  necessity  of  general  education. 

Article  IX.  of  the  constitution  reads  as  follows,  viz:  "Religion,  mor- 
ality and  knowledge  being  necessary  to  good  government  and  the  happiness 
of  mankind,  schools  and  the  means  of  Education  shall  forever  be  en- 
couraged." We  are  sorry  to  say  that  it  took  our  people  almost  a  century 
to  fully  realize  the  necessity  of  educating  all  our  people. 

There  has  always  been  a  few  highly  cultured  people  in  our  state,  but 
the  masses  have  not  been  educated.  This  has  been  a  drawback  to  the 
material  progress  of  our  State,  we  are  glad  to  say  that  this  state  of  affairs 
no  longer  exists  in  our  commonwealth.  Our  State  is  now  making  rapid 
progress  along  educational  lines;  but,  nevertheless,  there  is  much  to  be 
done  yet — State  pride  should  make  us  strive  for  greater  things.  We  must 
educate  the  masses  in  the  public  schools. 

Our  Baptists  especially  must  educate  their  children,  they  should  by 
all  means  patronize  their  own  schools.  The  Baptists  have  many  well- 
equipped  preparatory  schools  in  the  State,  they  also  have  colleges  that  are 
second  to  none.  We  highly  recommend  these  schools  to  our  Baptist  people. 
We  believe  that  only  God  called  men  selected  by  the  Holy  Spirit  operating 
on  their  hearts,  should  enter  the  ministry  and  after  they  have  been  thus 
called  that  they  should  avail  themselves  of  all  possible  preparation  for 
their  life's  work  and  then  give  their  entire  time,  energy  and  talents  to  the 
building  up  of  the  Kingdom  of  God.  To  that  end  we  heartily  recommend 
the  work  of  the  Board  of  Education  at  Wake  Forest  College  and  the  Semi- 
nary at  Louisville.  Fifty-two  students  received  aid  last  year  at  Wake 
Forest  College;  eighteen  received  aid  from  the  Board  at  Louisville  last 
year,  while  attending  the  Seminary. 

These  are  all  doing  good  work  and  promise  to  be  great  workers  for 
God  in  the  future.  This  is  indeed  a  noble  grand  work  to  be  able  to  aid 
worthy  young  men  to  go  out  and  preach  the  everlasting  Gospel  of  God — 
prepared  to  do  good  work  for  Him  who  has  called  them.  We  ask  that  this 
Association  make  pledges  amounting  to  at  least  $50.00  this  year.

STATE    MISSION    REPORT. 

State  Missions  are  giving  to  the  Gospel  to  the  destitute  places  in  the 
bounds  of  our  State.  Our  rapid  progress  and  development  as  a  denomina- 
tion in  North  Carolina  is  due  largely  to  the  efforts  of  our  State  Mission 
Board.  There  is  scarcely  a  county  in  our  State  where  the  Board  has  not, 
at  some  time  or  other,  sent  men  to  preach  the  Gospel  or  aided  pastors  at 
weak  points.  State  Mission  work  is  foundation  work,  it  is  the  strengthen- 
ing of  our  stakes  that  we  may  lengthen  our  cords,  State  Mission  work  is 
our  base  of  supply,  it  furnishes  us  men  and  means  to  help  carry  forward 
all  our  other  work.  Last  year  about  2,000  souls  were  added  to  our  churches 
through  State  Mission  efforts.  The  Board  last  year  had  in  its  employ  about 
100  men  for  all  or  part  of  their  time  and  spent  about  $40,000  in  State  Mis- 
sion, work.  This  year  the  board  has  148  missionaries  in  its  employ  and 
are  trying  to  raise  $40,000. 

By  all  means  let  us  as  an  Association,  give  to  State  Missions  our  fullest 
co-operation  and  support.

ORPHANAGE     REPORT. 

The  report  on  Orphanage  was  read  by  W.  C.  Meadows,  to-wit: 

The  Baptist  Orphanage  at  Thomasville,  N.  C,  is  the  property  of  the 
Baptists  of  the  State,  and  should  have  a  very  warm  place  in  the  heart  of 
every  Baptist  in  North  Carolina,  and  could  we  all  realize  the  great  work 
being  done  we  would  be  moved  as  never  before. 

Pure  and  undefiled  religion  is  this,  To  visit  the  Fatherless  and  the 
Widows  in  their  affliction,  etc.,  see  Deut.  15:11,  and  Psa.  41:1-3. 

Jesus  said,  "The  poor  you  have  always  with  you,"  and  whensoever  you 
will  you  may  do  them  good. 

There  are  10.000  orphans  or  more  in  North  Carolina  who  need  help. 
We  are  caring  for  394  at  a  cost  of  only  $6.24  per  month  each.  That  is  to 
house,  feed,  clothe,  doctor,  teach,  and  train  in  manners,  morals,  religion, 
literature,  farming,  cooking,  sewing,  etc.,  all  of  which  is  the  very  best 
given  by  the  33  employees  there,  of  which  at  the  head  is  the  ever  true,  firm 
and  loving  M.  L.  Kesler,  and  his  devoted  wife;  Editor  Johnson,  Treasurer 
Averett,  and  the  "Elect  Ladies"  in  charge  of  the  10  families  in  the  infirm- 
ary and  sewing  rooms.  All  of  whom  are  loved  and  revered  by  the  children 
who  flock  around  them  like  so  many  chicks  after  the  old  hen. 

Therefore  giving  to  the  Orphanage  is  the  greatest  privilege  God  has 
bestowed  on  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina,  and  will  show  greater  results 
in  the  years  to  come  in  the  line  of  good  and  great  men  and  women  who 
have  been  raised  from  poverty  and  ruin  to  a  high  state  of  respectability 
and  usefulness.

SECOND     DAY     AFTERNOON     SESSION. 

At  2:30  p.  m.  the  congregation  assembled  in  the  house,  and  after  several 
songs  were  rendered  the  work  was  taken  up. 

The  Moderator  extended  to  visiting  brethren  an  invitation  to  seats  in 
our  body  which  were  accepted  by  Brother  Beach,  of  the  Caldwell  Associa- 
tion. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday's  proceedings  were  read  and  approved. 

The  application  of  Fishing  Creek  church  for  admission  to  this  Associa- 
tion was  made  by  the  pastor,  Rev.  M.  McNeill,  and  after  a  statement  of  the 
pastor  and  Rev.  J.  W.  Burchett,  that  said  church  was  granted  a  letter  of 
dismission  in  full  fellowship  by  the  Elkin  Association,  the  church  was  re- 
ceived and  letter  presented,  the  delegates  being  absent. 


HOME     MISSION     REPORT. 

The  report  on  Home  Missions  was  read  by  E.  L.  Middleton,  to-wit: 
Home  Missions  is  carrying  the  Gospel  to  destitute  places  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  During  last  year  glorious 
results  were  achieved,  2,982  churches  and  stations  were  supplied  with 
preaching.  These  servants  of  God  baptized  24,668  persons  besides  receiv- 
ing 22,699  members  by  letter,  316  churches  and  959  Sunday  Schools  were 
organized. 

There  are  several  definite  fields  of  labor: 

1.  The  frontiers  are  looked  after,  as  new  settlements  are  made  in  the 
country,  town  and  city  preaching  is  provided,  churches  organized  and 
houses  are  built. 

2.  In  many  large  cities  like  New  Orleans,  we  must  send  men  if  the 
people  ever  hear  the  Gospel  as  we  believe  it.  To  lose  the  city  we  lose  one 
of  our  great  strong-holds. 

3.  Many  foreigners  are  coming  to  the  South.  This  movement  has 
only  begun,  in  a  few  years  there  will  be  millions  of  the  foreigners  with  us 
and  we  must  Christianize  these  or  they  will  work  irreparable  harm  to 
our  social  and  religious  life. 

4.  For  several  years  the  Board  has  been  carrying  on  a  definite  evan- 
gelistic campaign  in  weak  places.  This  has  resulted  in  building  up  these 
places  in  membership. 

5.  The  Island  of  Cuba  is  a  mission  field  of  the  Home  Board.  The  work 
is  hopeful  here  as  this  next  door  neighbor  of  ours  is  receiving  the  gospel. 

6.  The  Board  is  co-operating  with  the  Negro  National  Baptist  Conven- 
tion. Last  year  there  were  25  of  these  missionaries  who  baptized  2,637 
people. 

Surely  our  people  are  willing  to  support  this  work  for  our  homeland.

adopted. 


TEMPERANCE     REPORT. 

The  Temperance  report  was  read  by  M.  McNeill. 

We,  your  committee  on  Temperance,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report:     That  since  the  adoption  of  the  prohibition  law  in  North  Carolina, 


prohibiting  the  sale  and  manufacture  of  ardent  spirits,  the  cause  of  Tem- 
perance has  been  greatly  advanced  as  shown  by  the  report  of  the  Collector 
of  Internal  Revenue  for  the  Western  District  of  North  Carolina.  In  his 
report  he  states  that  the  collection  on  spirits  for  July,  1909,  was  only 
$169,073,  which  he  says  is  a  decrease  of  $27,797,88  compared  with  the  month 
of  July,  1908,  and  was  the  smallest  amount  during  a  whole  month  collected 
on  spirits  in  the  Western  District  in  40  years. 

The  cause  has  not  only  advanced  in  North  Carolina  on  account  of  the 
prohibitory  laws  passed  in  North  Carolina,  but  also  in  the  different  states 
in  the  United  States.  This  is  shown  by  the  report  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Internal  Revenue  in  which  he  says  because  of  the  Prohibition  wave 
during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1909,  there  was  a  decrease  of  $5,290.- 
773  in  whiskey  tax  receipts;  he  says  that  whiskey  tax  collected  last  year 
was  $134,868,340,  against  $140,158,807  for  the  preceding  year.  The  receipts 
on  beer  and  other  fermented  liquors  amounted  to  $57,456,411,  a  decrease  of 
$2,351,205  compared  with  1908. 

It  is  plain  from  the  above  figures  showing  the  great  decrease  in  the 
receipts  from  Internal  Revenue  taxes  in  the  State  and  Nation,  that  the 
manufacture  and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  has  been  greatly  diminished 
and  the  cause  of  temperance  correspondingly  advanced. 

With  proper  enforcement  of  the  prohibition  laws  now  upon  the  statute 
books,  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  this  country  will  be  free  from  the 
blighting  influence  of  intemperance.  To  this  end  we  would  urge  the  brethren 
and  sisters  of  the  Brushy  Mountain  Association  to  see  that  the  law  is 
enforced.

Equal  in  importance  with  the  enactment  of  laws  is  their  enforcement. 
We  have  gained  the  victory  in  one  sense,  if  we  would  have  it  complete 
let  us  stand  back  of  the  law  and  see  that  it  is  enforced.  The  people  of 
North  Carolina  have  pronounced  the  doom  of  the  Liquor  Traffic  in  our 
State.  The  edict  has  gone  forth  for  some  time  now;  law-breakers  are 
waxing  worse;  now  shall  the  law  be  enforced  or  take  its  place  as  a  dead 
law?     It  is  with  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina,  therefore  be  it  Resolved: 

By  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Association  duly  assembled  this  the 
20th  day  of  August,  1909,  that  we  call  upon  all  the  men  and  women  of 
North  Carolina  who  love  truth  and  righteousness  in  their  homes  and  the 
sancity  of  law,  to  exert  their  utmost  efforts  to  see  that  the  will  of  the 
people  as  expressed  at  the  polls  on  May  26,  1908,  be  given  full  force  and 
effect,  and  that  every  lawyer  in  this  State  should  consider  it  his  duty  to 
contribute  what  effort  he  can  to  see  that  the  prohibition  law  is  enforced, 
and  freeing  the  State  from  the  terrible  Whiskey  Traffic.  That  we  urge  our 
members  individually  to  stand  at  all  times  for  and  lend  their  support  to 
the  enforcement  of  this  prohibition  law. 

That  we  suggest  to  our  pastors  the  advisibility  of  proclaiming  from 
the  pulpit  the  supremacy  and  the  majesty  of  the  law  without  fear  or  favor 
of  what  man  may  do  or  say.  C.  M.  ROCK. 

Brother  Meadows  made  a  motion  that  the  report  and  resolution  be 
adopted,  and  they  were  discussed  by  M.  McNeill,  C.  M.  Rock,  and  report 
was  adopted. 

The  committee  on  devotional  exercise  reported  that  Brother  W.  C. 
Meadows  would  conduct  exercise  at  9:00  a.  m.  and  Rev.  M.  McNeill  would 
preach  about  11:00  o'clock. 

The  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  Query  of  Walnut  Grove 
church,  submitted  the  following  report  which  was  unanimously  adopted. 


ANSWER  TO  QUERY  FROM  WALNUT  GROVE  CHURCH. 

Answer  to  1st  Query:  We,  your  committee,  regret  deeply  and  serious- 
ly that  any  Baptist  preacher  or  preachers,  pastor  or  pastors,  in  this  Asso  ■ 
ciation  should  advocate  or  even  countenance  open  communion,  or  inter- 
communion, with  members  of  pedo-Baptist  churches,  but  we  are  reliably 
informed  that  Brother  L.  B.  Murry,  pastor  of  two  or  three  churches  in 
this  Association,  openly  and  persistently  advocates  open  communion,  and 
has  caused  divisions,  strife  rnd  unpleasantness,  we  therefore  advise  and 
admonish  the  churches  which  Brother  Alurry  serves  as  pastor,  to  discard 
him,  at  the  earliest  opportunity,  as  their  pastor,  and  that  if  said  churches 
do  not  discard  Brother  Alurry  as  pastor  before  the  annual  meeting  of  this 
body  in  1910.  we  as  an  Association,  will  unqualifiedly  withdraw  fellowship 
from  each  and  every  church  served  by  Brother  Murry  and  any  others 
holding  like  views.  As  Baptists  we  have  always  held  that  evidence  of 
regeneration  and  baptism  by  immersion  by  a  qualified  administrator  are 
prerequisites  to  coming  to  the  Lord's  Table,  and  we  cannot  commune 
with  members  of  other  denominations  without  giving  our  sanction  to 
pouring  and  sprinkling  for  baptism  and  also  our  sanction  to  infant  baptism 
— our  practice  of  restricted  communion  is  the  logical  results  of  our  views 
of  baptism.     We  are  close  in  baptism  rather  than  in  communion. 

Dr.  Hibbard,  a  great  Methodist  divine  of  the  Genessee  Conference  in 
the  State  of  New  York,  a  few  years  ago,  said,  "The  charge  of  narrowness, 
bigotry  and  close  communion  against  Baptists  is  incorrect;  that  is  close 
baptism  that  separates  Baptists  from  other  denominations  and  not  close 
communion,  and  that  the  battle  must  be  fought  on  baptism  and  not  close 
communion."  Whenever  we  as  Baptists,  surrender  our  position  on  the 
communion  question,  we  will  not  only  lose  the  respect  of  the  best  and 
most  intelligent  people  in  other  denominations,  but  we  cut  one  of  tbe 
strongest  ties  that  bind  us  together  as  denominations,  and  take  the  first 
step  toward  our  ruin. 

Answer  to  2nd  Query:  We  advise  the  churches  to  rescind  the  act 
of  excluding  members  without  any  charge,  save  that  of  opposing  tbe 
pastor  in  his  views  on  open  communion  and  baptizing  members  into  pedo- 
Baptist  churches  and  the  Anti-Mission  Spirit  and  against  the  organized 
work  out  of  our  denomination. 

We  also  further  advise  that  in  case  the  church  or  churches  will  not 
rescind  said  act,  that  any  other  church  may  receive  said  members  on  being 
satisfied  that  they  are  good  loyal  Christians.

To  stimulate  a  greater  general  interest  in— and  an  attendence  on  our 
general  Associational  meetings.     Be  it  resolved  that  there  shall  be  one  or 


two   sermons   preached   each   clay   during   the   several   days   of  the   General 
Association  by  the  visiting  and  home  ministers. 

The  Association  adjourned  to  meet  Saturday  morning  at  9:30.

Report  on  Sunday  Schools  was  read  by  E.  L.  Middleton,  to-wit: 
SUNDAY     SCHOOL     REPORT. 

The  work  of  the  Sunday  School  is  fundamental.  God  has  commanded 
us  to  teach  His  word  to  men,  many  methods  have  been  used  for  doing  this. 

The  modern  Sunday  School  is  considered  the  best  way  of  reaching  all 
the  people.  The  work  has  proven  itself  an  efficient  agency  for  training 
Christians  for  intelligent  service  in  the  various  departments  of  church 
activity  and  for  instruction  which  leads  us  to  the  acceptance  of  Jesus 
Christ  as  a  Saviour. 

It  is  now  considered  that  about  90  per  cent,  of  all  the  people  coming 
into  evangelical  churches  received  former  training  in  Sunday  School  clas- 
ses. The  fact  above  ought  to  stir  us  to  greater  activity  among  the  children 
of  our  State. 

Our  denomination  in  its  conventions  and  associations  has  committed 
itself  to  this  work — surely  then,  as  church  members  we  owe  this  work 
our  sympathy,  our  co-operation,  our  loyalty  and  our  prayers.  There  is  a 
great  indifference  shown  in  most  of  our  churches  by  the  adult  members 
in  North  Carolina  to-day,  about  140,000  or  150,000  white  Baptist  church 
members  are  out  of  all  Sunday  Schools.  As  a  logical  result  about  one- 
half  of  our  boys  and  girls  of  school  age  stay  away.  Let  us  make  a  crusade 
for  new  members  among  our  church  members,  young  men  and  women  and 
children. 

We  wish  to  commit  ourselves  to  the  policy  of  holding  our  annual  Sun- 
day School  Convention  and  urge  our  churches  to  group  themselves  for 
rallies  or  other  special  meetings  to  arouse  the  interest  in  this  work.  We 
urge  all  our  schools  to  become  evergreen  and  not  close  during  next  winter. 

We  will  continue  our  co-operation  with  .  the  State  work  with  our 
contributions  and  hereby  appoint  Brother  C.  C.  Wright  to  act  as  our  Sunday 
School  Secretary  to  carry  out  these  plans  of  co-operation.

After  motion  for  the  adoption  of  this  report  it  was  discussed  by  J.  W. 
Burchett,  E.  L.  Middleton,  W.  C.  Meadows. 

Roll  of  churches  called  and  pledges  taken  amounting  to  $27.00,  and 
report  adopted. 


The  Foreign  Mission  report  was  read  by  C.  M.  Rock,  to-wit: 

REPORT     ON     FOREIGN     MISSIONS. 

We,  your  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions,  is  privileged  to  submit  its 
report,  in  a  year  when  God  has  wonderfully  blessed  His  people  in  this 
great  work  for  Him.  We  have  entered  upon  the  possessions  purchased  by 
our  Lord,  and  the  God  of  Abraham  is  leading  us  and  the  people  that  have 
so  long  sat  in  darkness  are  seeing  a  great  light.  Barriers  are  torn  away, 
hostilities  are  ceasing,  the  people  are  expectant.  Yea,  they  are  calling  for 
the  Gospel  of  Peace,  God  who  has  called  thousands  to  this  work  is  giving 
great  success  in  the  sacred  cause. 

Our  Foreign  Mission  Board  in  its  conduct,  has  for  12  years  been  en- 
abled to  make  encouraging  reports  of  rapid  progress.  Each  year  has  been 
an  advance  on  the  other.  $-160,797  was  contributed  last  year.  It  is  encour- 
aging and  yet  it  means  that  we  had  given  an  average  of  only  22  cents  a 
piece  through  the  year,  we  should  feel  a  sense  of  shame  over  this. 

In  our  Association  an  average  of  less  than  little  over  10  cents  through 
the  entire  year.  One  fact  brought  out  is  that  there  were  over  ten  thou- 
sand churches  which  gave  nothing  at  all  last  year  for  Foreign  Missions  in 
Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

During  the  year  21  new  missionaries  were  sent  out.  We  have  now 
in  the  field  a  force  of  231  missionaries,  375  native  assistants,  that  is  606 
workers.  How  few  from  two  millions  of  Southern  Baptists.  Let  us  pray 
the  Lord  to  thrust  forth  laborers  into  the  fields  white  now  unto  harvest. 
In  addition  to  the  above  report  we  have  eight  Theological  Schools  and 
these  are  training  176  students  who  are  to  go  out  and  preach  the  Gospel. 
We  are  to  save  the  people  of  any  country  through  their  own,  therefore 
we  must  train  them  in  this  work.  The  Board  has  sent  out  13  Medical 
Missionaries  and  these,  last  year,  treated  42,659  patients.  This  reaches 
the  hearts  of  rich  and  poor.  We  praise  God  for  2,905  converts  who  were 
added  by  baptism  during  last  year.  God,  through  our  workers  on  the 
Foreign  Fields  will  gather  many  more  if  we  will  do  our  part  and  lay  hold 
of  the  golden  opportunity  and  consider  it  a  privilege  to  do  this  work. 

We  beg  that  our  churches  will  average  20  cents  per  member  this  year 
and  that  every  church  will  give  to  this  glorious  cause.  It  is  sad  to  think 
that  to-day,  there  are  over  eight  hundred  millions  of  souls  who  know  not 
of  Christ,  but  who  linger  in  heathen  darkness.  Their  condition  is  piteable, 
the  men  live  in  iniquity,  the  women  and  children  grope  in  blight  and 
night.  And  yet,  many  decline  to  send  the  truth.  We  live  with  plenty,  sup- 
ply ourselves  with  luxuries  of  life  while  souls  in  darkness  and  gloom  are 
dying  without  the  Son  of  God.  Famishing  for  the  Bread  of  Life,  our 
Lord  says  go.    God  sent  him  into  the  world,  so  He  sends  us. 

His  command  rings  out  clearly  to  His  people,  we  must  obey,  Jesus  will 
triumph. 

1  We  recommend  to  our  people  the  Foreign  Mission  Journal.  An  excel- 
lent Mission  Monthly  at  the  small  cost  of  25  cents  a  year.  This  Journal 
should  be-in  every  home. 

We  recommend  that  our  pastors  must  earnestly  present  the  claims  of 
a  lost  world  and  that  our  pastors  and  people  pray  to  God  that  from  our 
bands  may  go  some  who  shall  preach  the  glorious  Gospel  to  those  who  wait 
in  lands  of  darkness  and  sin.  Respectfully  submitted,

Until  this  year  no  systematic  effort  has  been  made  to  organize  the 
women  of  this  Association.  Since  the  first  of  January  the  Society  of  North 
Wilkesboro  Church  has  expended  $18.95  for  this  purpose.  It  is  intended 
that  each  Society  of  an  Association  shall  bear  a  part  of  the  expenses,  but 
as  we  had  no  organization,  (he  North  Wilkesboro  Society  very  notably  took 
upon  its  purse,  and  upon  its  heart  in  fervent  prayer  this  one  thing  to  do 
for  the  advancement  of  Christ's  Cause  here  at  home.  It  seems  that  God 
has  favored  our  work  and  has  shown  us  special  blessings  in  having  made 
it  possible  for  us  to  have  had  with  us  for  the  past  month,  and  during  the 
Association  to  help  us  in  organizing,  .Mis.  C.  Al.  Follett,  of  Durham,  who 
has  had  much  experience  and  success  as  General  Organizer  of  the  W.  Al. 
U.  of  North  Carolina.  Her  work  is  included  in  the  above  report.  In  behalf 
of  our  Society,  I  wish  to  express  our  most  sincere  thanks  to  those  pastors. 
Societies  and  individuals  who  by  their  kindness  to  Mrs.  Follett  have  shown 
us  courtesy  and  the  spirit  of  helpfulness  to  our  cause. 

As  our  work  is  new  and  so  undeveloped  in  this  Association  I  have 
tried  to  set  forth'  in  my  report  some  of  the  aims  of  the  Union,  and  explain 
the  means  by  which  we  work. 

I  often  find  those  who  do  not  quite  understand  the  relation  between 
the  Missionary  Society  and  the  Church;  seeming  to  look  upon  the  Society 
as  something  apart  from  the  regular  church  work.  This  is  not  the  case. 
The  Society  is  a  part  of  the  Church,  and  is  as  much  under  the  watch-care 
and  leadership  of  the  Pastor  as  is  the  Sunday  School.  A  church  without 
a  Missionary  Society  is  just  as  much  a  body  lacking  one  of  its  members  as 
is  a  church  without  a  Sunday  School.  A  W.  M.  S.  is  a  band  of  Christian 
women  organized  that  they  may  study  together  God's  word,  the  history  and 
present  condition  of  the  Christian  Religion,  pray  together  "Thy  Kingdom 
Come"  and  bring  their  little  offerings  of  sacrifice  and  self-denial  to  help 
to  answer  their  prayers. 

Another  misunderstanding  which  I  have  found  quite  prevalent  is  con- 
cerning the  Woman's  .Missionary  money — what  becomes  of  it,  and  why  it 
does  not  go  to  pay  a  part  of  the  church  pledges.  We,  as  women,  do  not 
say  for  what  our  money  shall  be  used,  except  as  to  which  of  the  seven 
objects  to  which  we  contribute  it  shall  go.  The  W.  M.  U.  is  auxiliary  to, 
and  controlled  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Each  year  before  the 
Convention  meets  the  three  boards,  Foreign,  Home,  and  Sunday  School, 
send  recommendations  to  the  President  of  the  W.  M.  U.  asking  that  the 
women  contribute  so  much  to  certain  objects.  For  instance,  this  year  we 
are  asked  to  contribute  as  follows:  Foreign  Missions,  $115,000;  Home 
Missions,  $85,000,  Louisville  Training  School  (Support  and  Endowment). 
$10,000;  Sunday  School  Board,  $2,000.  Besides  this  we  have  State  Mis- 
sions, our  expense  fund  and  The  Margaret  Home.  At  the  Woman's  meeting 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  these  amounts  are  appropriated  to 
the  different  states,  and  the  per  cent,  of  increase  over  the  last  year's 
gifts  calculated.  Then  each  State  President  sends  out  to  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  each  Association  what  proportion  is  asked  of  her  Association. 
The  Vice-President  communicates  with  each  Society  President,  and  they 
arrange  to  raise  the  amount  asked  of  them,  and  more  if  possible,  for  we 
love  our  Society  work,  and  we  are  proud  of  its  success,  and  rather  than 
see  it  lag  we  would  make  very  real  sacrifices.  Thus,  in  our  Annual  State 
meeting  at  High  Point  last  March,  The  Brushy  Mountain  Association  was 
asked  to  raise  $100.00  this  year,  having  raised  $83.50  last  year.  But  we 
determined  to  do  more  than  that;  so  at  the  end  of  the  first  quarter  we 
sent  in  $57.20,  for  the  quarter  now  closing  we  will  send  about  $25.00 — mak- 
ing three-fourths  of  our  apportionment  in  the  first  half  of  the  year.  Now 
with  all  these  new  Societies  to  help  us  we  confidently  hope  to  double  the 
amount  we  were  asked  to  raise. 

This  money  can  be  sent  either  of  two  ways:  to  Mrs.  Jones,  of  Raleigh, 
our  State  Treasurer,  who  will  send  the  Society  Treasurer  a  receipt  for  it. 
From  these  receipts  the  Society  report  is  made  to  the  church  treasurer, 
Mrs.   Jones   passes   the   money   on   to   Mr.   Walters   Durham,   the   Convention 


Treasurer.  He  acknowledges  it  in  the  Recorder  crediting  it  to  the  Society. 
By  the  other  method  the  Society  Treasurer  may  give  the  money  into  the 
hands  of  the  Church  Treasurer.  He  signs  a  receipt  which  she  sends  to 
Mrs.  Jones,  who  hands  it  to  Mr.  Durham  and  it  is  credited  in  the  Recorder 
to  the  Society  exactly  as  before.  In  either  case  the  money  is  used  for  the 
objects  of  the  W.  M.  U.  as  appropriated  by  the  Board.  The  Boards  appor- 
tion the  money  which  is  to  come  through  the  regular  channel  of  church 
pledges.  When  a  church  fails  to  meet  its  pledges  it  creates  a  deficit  which 
goes  from  the  church  to  the  Association,  from  the  Association  to  the  Slate 
Convention,  from  the  Convention  to  the  Boards.  Nor  can  this  deficit  be 
supplied  by  the  woman's  money  which  is  used  for  the  objects  to  which  it 
was  apportioned.  So  the  church  which  fails  to  meet  its  pledges  and  appro- 
priates the  contributions  of  the  W.  M.  S.  for  that  purpose  has  simply  evaded 
a  just  obligation  and  is  hiding  the  fact  behind  the  W.  M.  S.  Nor  are  the 
women  expected  to  decrease  their  regular  church  offerings  for  their  Society 
It  has  been  my  experience  that  women  give  their  missionary  money  out 
of  their  own  savings,  often  denying  themselves  little  luxuries  and  pleasures 
for  the  sake  of  increasing  their  contributions.  The  church  is  supposed  to 
fill  to  its  brim  the  cup  of  duty,  in  giving  to  God's  cause,  the  women  gather 
together  their  mites  of  denial  and  sacrifice  and  bring  them  as  their  offer- 
ing of  love  and  thanksgiving  which  makes  the  cup  to  overflow. 

There  are  others  who  consider  the  Missionary  Society  only  as  a  place 
where  they  pay  ten  cents  a  month  to  the  heathen,  which  I  need  not  say,  is 
a  very  erroneous  idea.  We  believe  that  the  greatest  cause  of  indifference 
among  Christian  people  to-day  is  the  lack  of  the  realization  of  Christ  as 
a  personal  Saviour,  who  is  just  as  much  present  in  our  midst  every  hour 
and  day  and  year  as  if  He  walked  before  us  in  human  form;  that  the 
written  commands  which  He  left  for  our  guidance  He  meant  just  as 
definitely  and  literally  for  us  as  individuals  as  He  did  for  those  disciples  to 
whom  He  spoke.  We  believe  that  the  one  thing  most  essential  to  the  final 
triumph  of  the  Christian  Religion  is  that  its  followers  shall  have  a  closer 
knowledge  of  God;  so  real  that  every  Christian  in  every  church  will  realize 
that  as  never  before  in  the  history  of  the  human  race,  God  needs  His 
soldiers  on  the  firing  line,  and  that  the  time  is  here  when  every  professor 
of  Christ  must  take  definite  and  tangible  part  in  carrying  out  His  great 
mission  of  redeeming  the  world.  The  motto  of  our  Union  for  this  year  is 
"The  people  that  know  their  God  shall  be  strong  and  do  exploits,"  Daniel 
11:32.  Believing  that  the  weakness  and  indifference  of  our  churches  is 
largely  due  to  lack  of  intimate  knowledge — and  through  lack  of  knowledge 
— lack  of  love  for  God.  We  centralize  our  energies  and  make  our  first  and 
highest  aim,  prayer  and  study  of  God's  word;  trying  to  realize  in  Him  a 
loving,  personal  Father,  whose  will  it  is  our  pleasure  and  privilege  to  do. 
Second,  perhaps  in  importance  of  our  aims,  is  systematic  study  of  missions. 
First,  from  God's  view-point  as  revealed  in  His  word;  second,  from  the 
history  or  missionary  martyrs  and  heroes,  and  the  triumph  of  Christianity 
over  seemingly  insurmountable  obstacles:  third,  the  unprecedented  progress 
of  mission  effort  for  the  past  decade,  and  the  present  unparalleled  condi- 
tions which  make  increased  activity  among  Christian  people,  the  most  im- 
perative need  of  the  century.  We  aim  to  make  our  giving  as  much  as  pos- 
siple  an  act  of  worship,  and  deem  it  a  blessed  privilege  to  be  chosen  by  our 
saviour  as  His  assistants  in  the  work  for  which  He  gave  His  life.  We  aim 
also  to  serve  by  the  examples  set  in  our  homes  of  systematic  study  and 
giving.  The  training  of  our  children  by  bringing  into  their  lives  the  in- 
fluence of  a  personal  Christ  who  dwells  and  is  worshipped  in  their  homes. 
Also  by  the  organization  of  Young  Peoples'  Societies  to  help  to  prepare  the 
coming  generation  for  the  work  which  lies  before  them.  , 

"Read  and  you  will  know,  know  and  you  will  love,  love  and  you  will 
serve."  Recognizing  the  truth  of  this  statement,  we  urge  the  members  of 
our  Societies  to  read  as  much  of  our  literature  as  possible  that  they  may 
be  well  informed  concerning  our  work.  Societies  are  asked  to  follow  the 
study  topics  as  prepared  by  the  W.  M.  U.  President.     Literature  following 


these  subjects  is  furnished  free  to  each  Society.  Also  good  programs  are 
found  in  the  Foreign  Mission  Journal  and  Home  Field,  which  we  urge  our 
members  to  take  and  read. 

After  motion  for  adoption  the  reports  were  discussed  by  C.  M.  Rock, 
J.  W.  Burchett,  B.  Huffman  and  J.  J.  Reid.  Pledges  taken  amounting  to 
$218.00  and  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  Moderator  announced  that  the  association  would  meet  in  the 
grove  in  order  to  give  the  ladies  the  house  for  Mrs.  Follet  and  Mrs.  Garvey 
to  talk  to  the  ladies  explaining  and  organizing  a  Woman's  Missionary  So- 
ciety in  Little  Rock  church. 

It  being  one  o'clock  the  Association  was  dismissed  for  dinner  by  M. 
McNeill. 

THIRD    DAY    EVENING     SESSION. 

At  2:00  p.  m.  the  body  assembled  in  the  grove  and  was  called  to  order 
by  Rev.  C.  M.  Rock,  as  the  Moderator  was  assisting  the  ladies  in  their  work. 
The  Association  was  led  in  prayer  by  J.  W.  Burchett.

wit:

MINUTES 

FIRST     WOMAN'S     MEETING     OF     THE     BRUSHY     MOUNTAIN 

ASSOCIATION. 

On  August  21st,  1909,  in  connection  with  the  regular  session  of  the 
Association,  the  women  of  the  Brushy  Mountain  Association  met  in  the 
Little  Rock  Baptist  Church  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  the  different 
Missionary  Societies  of  the  Association.  The  Meeting  was  called  to  order 
by  Prof.  C.  C.  Wright,  Scripture  was  read  by  Mrs.  C.  M.  V.  Follett,  and  Mr. 
Vance  McGhinnis  led  in  a  beautiful  prayer  for  the  success  of  the  Woman's 
work  in  the  Association.  The  men  present  then  withdrew,  having  very 
graciously  arranged  to  meet  in  the  grove  that  the  ladies  might  have  the  use 
of  the  house;  a  courtesy  unexpected  and  very  much  appreciated.  Mrs. 
Follett  then  addressed  the  meeting,  using  a  large  missionary  map  of  the 
world.  Her  plea  in  behalf  of  Women's  work  for  the  heathen  women  was 
very  forceful  and  touching,  bringing  out  the  thought  that  we  as  saved 
women  of  a  Christian  country,  formed  the  link  joining  the  lost  heathen 
women  to  a  Crucified  Reedeemer,  and  it  is  for  us  with  one  hand  in  that  of 
our  Saviour  to  stretch  out  the  other  and  bring  these  lost  sisters  to  His 
feet.

Any  ladies  interested  in  trying  to  organize  in  their  church  were  invited 
to  see  Mrs.  Garvey  and  Mrs.  Follett  after  dismission.  The  services  were 
then  closed  by  song  and  prayer. 

A 'Strong  representation  from  the  Boomer  church  came  forward  and 
we  feel  almost  certain  of  a  good  society  there.  Several  ladies  from  other 
churches  made  further  inquiries  and  promised  to  see  their  sisters  about 
organizing. 

A  very  pleasing  incident  was  that  of  seven  or  eight  strong  women  of 
the  Kings  Creek  church  in  an  adjoining  Association,  asking  to  be  organized, 
and  inviting  Mrs.  Follett  to  work  with  them  as  soon  as  possible.

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE.       . 

Twenty-five  years  ago  the  Thomasville  Baptist  Orphanage  was  estab- 
lished, during  this  time  nearly  twelve  hundred  children  have  been  shelter- 
ed within  its  walls.  Year  by  year  the  equipment  has  been  improved  for 
the  sole  purpose  of  doing  better  work  for  the  children. '  It  is  a  home  for 
•the  children  and  a  school  but  unlike  the  ordinary  school,  in  that  it  purposes 
to  give  industrial  and  religious  training  in  addition  to  the  purely  literary 
dide  of  education.  Last  year  our  average  number  was  386;  the  average  cost 
per  capita  $7.15,  this  includes  all  expenses  except  building  and  repairs. 
Our  running  expenses  average -about  $100  dollars  a  day.  For  the  first  time 
in  years  we  closed  the  last  report  without  debt.  But  for  two  months  we 
have  been  running  behind. 

Your  committee  would  urge  the  plan  of  taking  a  collection  once  a 
month  in  every  Sunday  School  and  also  that  every  church  take  a  collection 
on  Thanksgiving  day.  If  it  is  not  convenient  to  take  the  collection  on  that 
day  let  it  be  done  on  the  Sunday  nearest  to  Thanksgiving.  We  al3o  recom- 
mend that  a  club  of  Charity  and  Children  be  taken  in  every  School  and  paid 
for  out  of  the  monthly  collections.  In  Clubs  of  ten  or  more  to  one  address 
it  is  60  cts.  a  copy  $1.00  a  year  single  copy. 

This  Association  has  several  very  interesting  children  in  the  Orphan- 
age. These  with  hundreds  of  others  lifting  their  hands  for  help  constitute 
our  appeal  to  this  body,

giowth  ond  development  as  a  denomination  in  North  Carolina  is  largely 
due  to  the  untiring  efforts,  great  sacrifices  and  faithful  devotion  of  our  State 
Missionaries.  There  is  scarcely  a  county  in  North  Carolina  where  they 
have  not  at  spme  time  rendered  faithful  and  efficient  service. 

The  State  Mission  Board  has  done  well  on  its  part  but  the  Missionaries 
themselves  aided  by  the  Board  have  carried  the  Gospel  to  and  built  up 
churches  in  many  destitute  places  in  North  Carolina. 

Our  State  Missionaries  have  entered  and  developed  to  some  extent  at 
least  many  places  in  North  Carolina  hereunto  untouched  by  us  as  a  de- 
nomination. Some  of  our  strongest  churches  to  day  are  the  out  growth  of 
State  Mission  work.  The  State  Mission  Board  has  in  the  field  this  year 
about  150'aithful  and  self  sacrificing  men  of  God  preaching  the  pure  un- 
adulterated Gospel,  and  the  Board  is  trying  to  raise  money  for  their  support. 
They  raised  $41,000.00  last  year,  and  are  trying  to  raise  $46,000.00  this  year. 
Your  committee  does  respectfully  recommend  that  the  churches  of  this 
Association  contribute  liberally  to  the  support  of  our  State  Missionaries 
and  that  they  see  to  it  that  the  pledges  are  faithfully  and  promptly  paid 
that  the  Missionaries  may  be  relieved  from  the  embarrassing  necessity  of

This  report  was  read  by  W.  G.  Meadows  as  follows: 

The  churches  throughout  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  have  so 
rallied  to  their  home  board  this  year  and  God  has  so  graciously  blessed  the 
labors  of  our  Missionaries  that  we  are  able  to  present  the  best  report 
in  all  History  of  the  board  which  fills  us  with  unspeakable  joy  and  grati- 
tude to  God.  ' 

We  are  able  to  report  27,426  baptisms  and  by  letter  and  otherwise  52- 
910  persons  added  to  the  church. 

The  financial  increase  is  also  exceedingly  gratifying  $329,475  has  been 
raised  during  the  year,  an  increase  of  16  per  cent,  over  last  year  and 
144  per  cent,  over  five  years  ago. 

This  increase  both  in  members  and  finance  has  been  large  and  regular 
which  registers  a  warmth  of  christian   patriotism  and  compassion  for   the 
lost  of  our  country  that  means  more  for  the  National  safety  than  tne  armies 
and  navies  of  the  republic.     While   we  greatly   rejoice  at  these  wonderful 
results,   we  realize  that  w^  are  in   the  midst  of  a  crisis   in   the   religious  : 
life  of  our  country  of  demoralization  are  pressing  in  on  us  in  many  ways 
which    we    under    God    must    meet.      In    our    Southland    as    never    before 
material  wealth  abounds.     The  only  safety  for  our  institutions  is  in  build- 
ing up  the  conscience  and  spirituality  of  our  people  that' grace  may  much 
abound.       Foreign,  population   in   the   South   is   increasing   at   an   alarming    •' 
rate.     A  million   or   more   emigrants   land   every  year,   bringing   In    untold  • 
error,  Catholicism,  Socialism,  Heathenism,  Anarchy,  and  ignorance,   all  of 
which  threaten  to  undermine  our  Institutions  of  religious  life.     These  em- " 
igrants   with   large   numbers   from    the   country    concentrate,  in    the   cities 
which  makes  a  problem  hard  to  grapple  with.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT. 

God  has  commanded  to  teach  His  Word.  Jesus  set  the  example. 
Where  can  we  better  obey  this  command  than  in  the  S.  S.  The  work 
has  proven  itself  an  efficient  agency  for  training  christians  for  intelli- 
gent church  work  and  instructions  which  lead  others  to  the  Saviour;  it. 
is  said  that  about  90  per  cent,  of  the  people  coming  into  the  churches  come 
from  th^  S.  S.  not  that  it  supplants  or  takes  the  plaetj  of  preaching  the 
Gospel  but  does  prepare  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the  children  for  an  in- 
telligent reception  of  the  Gospel.  But  let  us  not  be  mislead  by  the 
popular  statement  that  a  child  properly  taught  never  knows  a  time  when 
it  does  not  know  God.  This  is  false  in  the  extreme.  You  can  not  edu- 
cate a  child  into  the  Kingdom  of  God.  they  must  be  born  into  it.  Jesus 
says:  "You  must  be  born  again."  For  this  reason  every  child  ought  to 
attend  Sunday  School  and  as  early  as  possible  be  led  to  an  intelligent 
path  in  Jesus  Christ.  Our  Denomination  is  committed  to  this  work  and 
surely  the  churches  ought  to  give  it  their  most  hearty  approval  and  co- 
operation. But  sad  to  say  there  are  about  140,000  church  members  in  N. 
C.  out  of  the  Sunday  School  and  as  a  logical  result  about  half  of  our  boys 
and  girls  go  astray.  We  are  also  committed  to  the  plan  of  holding  our 
S.  S.  Conventions  annually,  and  can  not  too  strongly  urge  all  our  Sunday 
Schools  to  co-operate  by  sending  messengers  bearing  a.  full  report  of  the 
work  in  their  respective  schools  and  in  every  way  possible  increase  the 
enthusiasm  in  Sunday  Schools. 

We  also  urge  all  our  Sunday  Schools  to  become  evergreen  and  live 
through  the  winter  when  it  is  possible.  We  will  continue  our  co-opera- 
tion   with   the   State   work   and   hereby    appoint   Bro. — to   act   as   our 

S.  S.  Secretary  to  carry  out  this  plan.

FOREIGN  MISSION  REPORT. 

Jesus  shall  triumph.  In  this  gloriour  year  of  our  Lord  1910  finds 
the  Missionaries  of  the  cross  in  every  country  under  the  sun  except  Thibet, 
and  native  workers  have  crossed  the  borders  and  are  carrying  the  gospel 
unto  the  lost  of  the  hermit  nations:  these  Messengers  of  life  are  penetrat- 
ing every  nook  and  corner  of  the  heathen  lands,  yet  we  are  but  beginning 
in  this  work,  but  the  morning  cometh.  May  all  our  churches  soon  be 
imbued  with  the  true  spirit  of  Christ  and  take  the  world  for  him.  We 
have  seen  the  great  need,  learned  how  to  do  the  work  and 
give  the  power  and  the  means  and  hear  the  command  of  our 
Lord  ringing  in  our  ears  in  thunder  tones;  we  have  the  plan,  the  men, 
the  money,  the  way,  the  power.  Our  God  says:  Go.  Let  us  hear.  We 
now  have  in  the  employ  of  the  Board  247  Missionaries  and  400  native 
helpers  making  a  total  647  workers.  Twenty-two  new  Missionaries  have 
been  appointed  during  the  year.  There  are  259  churches  and  559  out- 
stations  with  162  houses  of  worship  and  16,596  members.  325  Sunday 
Schools  show  an  enrollment  of  10,430  scholars.  The  report  for  the  year 
shows  2905  baptisms  and  $40,287.00  contributed.  God  is  blessing  the 
efforts  of  his  people  and  the  more  we  do  the  more  He  will  bless  us.  We  have 
also  some  schools  for  the  training  of  the  mind  and  to  prepare  them  for 
further  usefulness  of  the  mind  in  the  Masters  work.  128  day  schools, 
9  boarding  schools  for  boys,  13  for  girls;  2  colleges.  8  Theological  semina- 
ries- 4  womens  training  schools.  The  printing  press  is  also  at  work  giving 
the  tracts  and  Bibles,  books  and  papers  to  help  the  spread  of  the  gospel.  We 
also  have   13   phvsicians  who   are  healing  the  body  while  they  preach  the 
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glorious  Gospel  to  their  souls;  three  hospitals,  and  four  dispensaries. 
During  the  past  year  42,659  patients  have  been  treated  in  body  and  soul. 
Is  this  not  a  great  work  tor  our  God? 

This  work  is  being  carried  on  in  China,  Japan,  Africa,  Italy,  .Mexico, 
Brazil,  Argentine,  and  in  all  these  places  the  outlook  is  hopeful  and  we 
are  encouraged  to  go  forward. 

Great  changes  are  taking  place  in  all  these  countries.  They  are  ex- 
pectant and  hopeful,  doors  are  opened  for  us  by  our  Lord.  Let  us  go  In 
and    possess   for   they   belong   to   God. 

Great  events  are  taking  place  at  home  and  abroad  and  soon  all  dark 
places  full  of  ignorance  will  be  filled  with  God's  truth  and  light.  Let 
us  work  and  pray  so  that  the  glory  of  the  Lord  shall  cover  the  earth  as 
the  waters  cover  the  sea. 

We  are  asked  to  raise  $175.00  this  year  in  our  Association  ;;nd  by  all 
means  let  us  do  it.  We  can  if  all  our  churches  will  do  their  duty.  We 
2sk  that  at  least  one  month  during  the  year  be  given  to  this  and  that 
special  effort  be  made  to  impress  the  people  with  the  importance  of  giv- 
ing to  this  cause  so  near  to  the  heart  of  God  and  so  essential  to  our 
church  progress.  We  ask  that  the  Pastors  inform  the  people  on  Foreign 
Missions  and  urge  them  to  take  the  Foreign  Mission  Journal.

REPORT  ON  BiBLICAL     RECORDER. 

For  more  than  seventy-six  years  the  Biblical  Recorder  has  been  help* 
ing  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  in  all  the  departments  of  their 
church,  and  no  small  part  of  the  progress  we  have  made  is  due  to  the 
faithful  w(ay  in  which  it  has  fulfilled  the  purpose  of  those  who  founded  it. 
It  had  its  beginning  in  the  day  of  small  things  and  has  grown  all  the 
While  in  usefulness  and  efficiency. 

The  pastors  especially  need  it,  that  they  may  keep  the  best  interests 
of  the  kingdom  before  their  people. 

Every  Baptist  needs  it  in  order  that  he  may  be  the  most  efficent 
Worker  possible  in  the  Master's  cause.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT. 

Sunday  School  work  among  Baptists  W|as  never  more  hopeful.  It  is 
far  from  it  ought  to  be,  but  there  are  many  reasons  for  encourage- 
ment. In  1905  we  had  1,741  churches  with  .1,290  Sunday-schools  with 
104,534  pupils.  This  year  we  will  report  about  1,915  churches,  nearly  1,- 
900   Sunday-schools,    and    175,000   to    180,000  pupils. 

About  140  churches  have  no  Sunday-schools,  but  we  have  over  100 
branch  or  mission  schools.  We  need  at  least  150  more  schools;  about  500 
Sunday-schools  close  for  the  winter.  A  vigerous  effort  ought  to  be  made 
to  keep  these  open  next  winter. 

The  training  of  officers  and  teachers  is  our  largest  task  now.  About 
1,800  have  completed  the  Convention  Normal  Manual  or  are  now  studying 
it.  About  1,000  will  be  enrolled  in  this  year's  Institutes  and  Training 
Schools  taking  part,  orall,  of  the  Lecture  Sourse.  This  work  will  be!  press 
ed  -vigorousJy.  September  will  be  used  by  our  Baptist  Sunday  School 
Board  in  a  campaign  for  Teacher-Training.  We  ought  to  enroll  1,000  at 
least   during  that   month. 

There  is  great  need  for  the  enlargment  of  our  Institute  work  so  as 
to  reach  all  places  desiring  this  training. 

We  ought  to  press  the  work  in  our  own  bounds  earnestly  and  intelli- 
gently. 

To  do  this  we  ought  to  have  some  definite  plans.  We  recommend 
the  following  as  a  plan  for  next  year  :  — 

1 — Let  us  see  that  there  is  a  Sunday-school  in  every  church,  and 
at  such  mission  points  as   need   Sunday-schools. 


2 — Let  us  see  to  it  that  more  of  our  church  members  shall  beinlisted 
in  our  schools. 

3 — Let  us  see  to  it  that  there  shall  be  an  evergreen  school  in  all  our 
churches. 

4 — Let  us  use  the  literature  published  by  our  Baptist  Sunday-school 
at  Nashvile  Tenn.  and  cooperate  withthis  Board  in  every  way  possible. 

5 — Let  us  show  full  cooperation  with  our  State  Sunday-school  com- 
mittee and  Secretary.  To  this  end  we  need  a  committee  to  lead  our 
own  Sunday-school  work  and  keep  in  touch  with  the  Secretary  in 
his  plans.  We  ought  to  take  at  least  one  collection  a  year  for  Sun- 
days chool    Missions. 

6 — Finally  let  us  pray  devoutly  that  our  Sunday-ischools  may  become 
more  and  more  a  great  spiritual  force  in  our  churches.  God  will  bless  us 
if  we  ask  Him.  May  next  year  be  our  best  ye-ar  in  our  Sunday-school 
work.

STATE    MISSION   REPORT. 

The  name  of  our  denomination  commits  us  to  the  Missionary  en- 
terprise. Every  member  of  a  Missionary  Baptist  Church  ought  to  be  a 
contributor  to  Missionary  endeavor  in  person  or  through  his  money  or 
both. 

All  Missionaries  are  for  the  same  purpose — to  carry  the  gospel  to 
those  who  do  not  now  have  it.  The  work  must  be  done  in  several  places 
and  Christ  recognized  this  when  he  said;  Ye  shall  be  witnd|s|ses  for  me 
in  Jerusalem,  in  Jiudea,  in  Smaria  and  unto  the  uttermost  parts  of  the 
earth." 

Our  Judea  is  North  Carolina,  We  owe  to  our  own  people  that     every 
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one  shall  toe  the  gospel.  Our  Board  Of  Missions  and  Sunday  schools 
is  this  year,  under  the  instruction  of  the  Convention,  spending  nearly 
$50,000.00  for  State  Missions.  Of  this  $5,000.00  is  for  building  churches 
at  destitute  places.  About  $8,000.00  will  be  used  in  Associational 
Missons  and  the  remainder  in  direct  appropriations  to  Mission  points. 

There  is  great  destitution  in  the  East.  In  Piedmont .  North  Caro- 
lina new  factory  towns  are  springingup  everywhere;  we  must  occupy 
these  if  they  are  ever  taken  for  our  God. 

We  appeal  to  the  churches  of  the  Brushy  Mountain  to  contribute 
liberally  to  this  cause. 

God  commands  it  and  has;  blessed  it.  It  is  the  great  fundamental 
activity  of  our  denomination.  It  is  the  master  wheel  of  our  denomina- 
tional machinery. 

There    is    great    need    for    it    in  every   section  of  our   state>

Garvey>  Associational  Vice  President,  she  had  agreed  to  give  half  her 
time  to  this  work,  if  the  association  would  pay  her  expenses,  that  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  had  agreed  to  bear  half  the  expenses  if 
the  association  would  bear  the  other. 

On  motion  of  W.  C.  Meadows  the  matter  was  referred  to  a  committee 
consisting  of  M.  McNeill,  W.  C.  Meadows,  J.  W.  Burchett,  L.  B.  Mur- 
ray, and  C.  F.  Fields. 

The  hour  for  preaching  having  arrived,  W.  R.  Beach  took  charge  of 
the  session  and  preached  from  Mathew,  7:21— "Not  every  one  that 
saith  unto  me,  Lord,  Lord,  shall  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven;  but 
he  that  doeth  the  will  of  my  Father  which  is  inheaven."

The    Report    of   the    Orphanage    was  read  by  Archibald  Johnson. 

Orphanage   Report 

We,  your  committee  on  the  Thorqasville  Baptist  Orphanage,  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  folowing  report:  This  institution  which  was  founded  26 
years  ago  is  today  and  'has  been  all  these  years  sheltering  the  unfor- 
tunates within  its  walls.  Year  by  year  the  equipment  has  been  improved 
thereby  enabling  the  management  to  do  more  effective  work.  Here  we 
find  not  only  a  home  for  the  homeless  but  we  find,  in  addition  to  this 
a  most  admirable  school  comprising  grades  up  to  and  including  the  ninth, 
and  doing  the  work  of  one  of  our  secondary  State  High  Schools.  It 
is  very  gratifying  indeed  to  go  through  this  school  and  to  see  the  work 
accomplished,  and,  better  than  all,  this  school  gives  not  only  a 
literary  education  so  far  as  its  currriculum  extends  but  it  cultivates 
the  heart  and  the  hand  as  well  as  the  head.  The  children  go  to  school 
half  the  day  and  work  the  other  half.  A  touch  of  nature  study  is  given 
in  the  cultivation  of  flowers  and  plants.  Music  is  taught,  together 
with  fancy  needle  work,  drawing  etc.  In  numberless  ways  the  finer 
tastes  of  the  children  are  cultivated  and  developed.  The  new  Technical 
Building  furnishes  an  opportunity  for  boys  to  learn  a  trade  and  to 
become  useful     citizens  in  after  life. 

The  number  of  children  here  is  approximately  400,  and  over  1200  have 
been  cared  for  here  during  the  life  of  .  the  institution.  The  average 
cost  of  maintenance  is  $100.00  per  day.  New  appeals  by  needy  applicants 
are  received  almost  daily  and  quite  a  number  of  worthy  applicants  have 
been  turned  down  for  want  of  room.  The  pressing  needs  of  the  Orphanage 
are  many.  Each  of  the  ten  homes,  at  present  are  crowded  and  more 
dormitories  are  needed,  the  school  building  is  inadequate  and  but  few 
of  the  class  rooms  suited  for  the  work.  An  assembly  room  is  badly 
needed  and  Should  be  built  at  once  where  the  children  may  be  gathered 
together   for   public    services.     It  is  well    known,    of    course,      that    the 


support  of  the  orphans  comes  from  the  voluntary  contributions  of  the 
churches,  Sunday  Schools  and  individuals.  In  order  to  meet  the  demand 
for  current  expenses  it  is  necesssary  for  our  churches  and  Sunday 
Schools  to  take  regular  collections  for  this  purpose.  Let  Thanksgiving 
Day  be  abserved  in  all  our  churches  and  a  collection  taken.  We  also 
recommend  that  a  club  of  Charity  and  Children  be  taken  in  every  Sunday 
School  and  paid  for  out  of  the  monthly   collection. 

Giving  to  the  Orphans  is  one  of  the  greatest  privileges  God  has 
bestowed  upon  us  and  we  do  most  earnestly  request  the  pastors  of  the 
churches  composing  the  Brushy  Mountain  Association  to  see  to  it  that  a 
more  systematic  method  of  giving  be  inaugurated  during  the  coming  year 
We  feel  that  a  great  responsibility  rests  upon  the  ministers  of  this 
body  and  upon  the  Sunday  School  Superintendents  withm  our  borders,  and 
we  believe  that  God  will  call  us  to  account  for  the  neglect  of  any  op- 
portunity to  render  aid  to  these  little  ones.  "Insamu^h  as  you  have 
done  it  unto   one  of  these  little   ones  you  have  done  it  unto  me!" 

Could  the  Baptists  of  our  churches  in  this  body  visit  the  orphan- 
age and  see  it  as  it  really  is,  see  the  great  work  that  is  being  done  by 
that  devoted  band  of  men  and  women  into  whose  hand  has  been  committee 
the  care  of  these  little  ones,  could  they  but  see  this  work  and  realize 
what  it  means  for  the  future,  not  only  for  time  but  for  eternity  as  well, 
how  many — for  whom  the  door  of  hope  seemed  almost  shut — were  being 
transformed  into  intelligent  boys  and  girls  with  the  bright  promise  of 
noble,  beautiful  manhood  and  womanhood  upon  them,  could  they  but  see 
what  all  this  means  for  the  future  citizenship  and  development  of  our 
people,  surely  our  hearts  and  purses  would  be  opened  as  never  before. 
May  God  grant  to  our  people  a  broader  and  greater  vision  of  their  duties 
and-  responsibilities,  and  may  He  continue  to  bless  and  direct  the  work 
of  the   Orphanage   in  the  future   as   we  feel  that  He  has  done  in  the  past.

After  a  motion  to  adopt  the  report  C.  C.  Wright  gave  the  following 
description  of  the  Orphanage. 

Brother   Moderator,   Ladies   and    Gentlemen: — 

It  Wias  my  pleasure  a  short  time  ago  to  visit  for  the  first  time  the 
Thomasville  Baptist  Orphanage.  This  institution  is  located  about  one  mile 
from  the  depot  at  Thomasville  and  south  of  the  railroad,  the  grounds  ex- 
tending to  the  right  of  way  of  the  Southern  R.  R.  Company. 

The  situation  is  a  most  ideal  one.  The  grounds,  containing  20  acres, 
sloping  gently  southward  with  a  depression  near  the  center  containing 
a  bold  spring  from  which  issues  a  bountiful  supply  of  wiater.  Here  we 
find  a  commodious  well  kept  spring  house  with  cement  floors,  screens 
doors,  etc.     The  churning  is  done  here     in       machines     and  the  milk    is 


kept  good  and  cold  for  the  table.  From  this  depression  running  through 
the  grounds  rises  on  each  side  .  beautiful  gross  covered  slopes  shaded  by 
majestic  oaks,  hickory  and  various  other  trees.  Over  these  grounds  are 
nice  driveways  and  walks  bordered  with  shrubbery  and  flowers  so  taate- 
fuly  arranged  that  it  would  do  credit  to  any  landscape  gardener.  Here  we 
find  two  fountains  containing  gold-fish  and  water  lilies.  On  the  calm 
summer  afternoon  when  the  writer  first  beheld  this  scene  it  presented  a 
picture  never  to  be  forgotten.  The  glad  birds  flitting  from  tree  to  tree 
caroling  "songs  without  words,"  the  gentle  breezes  wafting  the  innocent 
laughter  of  the  children  in  the  distance  at  play,  the  wonderfully  sweet 
peace   hovering  over   it  all  was   indeed  a  vision  at' surpassing  beauty. 

The  slope  on  the  night  as  you  enter  the  grounds  contains  the  homes 
fOr  the  boys  of  the  institution  while  that  on  the  left  accommodates  the 
girls.  These  being  housed  in  the  Mitchell  Building,  the  Fleming  Nur- 
sery, the  Biggs  Building,  the  Aydlette  Building,  and  the  Whitty  Build- 
ing. The  boys  are  cared  for  in  the  Simmons'  Nursery,  the  Durham  Build 
ing,  the  Chowan  Building,  the  Mother's  Building,  and  the  Watson  Build- 
ing. These  are  all  commodious  brick  structures  and,  by  the  way,  are  all 
filled  to  overflowing.  The  homes  take  their  names  from  the  donors,  priv- 
ate individuals,  asoeiations,  etc.  Besides  the  buildings  mentioned  are 
the  Mills'  Memorial  Building,  the  Woman's  Building,  the  Infirmary,  the 
Faircloth  Building-Dining  Hall, — the  Central  Building,  the  Central  School 
Building,  the  Noah  Richardson  Library,  and  the  Industrial  Building.  These 
also  are  substantial  brick  structures,  the  latter  having  just  been  com- ' 
pleted  at  a  cost  of  about  eight  or  nine  thousand  dollars.  Among  other 
buildings  are  three  residences,  the  laundry,  etc.  The  first  named  of 
these,  the  Mills'  Memorial  Building,  is  now  the  home  of  "Charity  and 
Children,"  our  orphanage  paper,  with  a  circulation  of  something  like  15000 
copies  weekly  and  edited  by  Mr.  Archibald  Johnson  who  is  easily  one 
of  the  foremost  editors  of  the  State.  This  shop  is  an  up-to-date  printing 
office,  two  new  job  presses  and  other  improvements  have  been  re- 
cently added.  Ten  boys  are  now  learning  the  trade,  six  of  them  working 
in  the  forenoon  and  four  in  the  afternoon.  The  next,  the  Infirmary  Build 
ing,  is  the  largest,  finest  and  costliest  building  on  the  grounds.  It 
is  called  the  Woman's  Building  because  it  was  paid  for  principally  by 
the  women  of  North  Carolina.  This  house  cost  $12000.00  and  is  a  model 
of  its  kind.  It  is  equipped  with  every  appliance  to  be  found  in  the 
most  modern  hospitals,  it  is  steamheated,  has  electric  lights,  is  dust 
proof,  and  has  a  dental  room  which  has  been  fitted  up  with,  modern 
equipment.      In    this    building    is    an  operating  room,  sun  parlors,  etc. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  sights  to  be  seen  at  the  orphanage  is-' 
at  the  Dining  Hall.  At  the  tap  of  the  bell,  just  before  meal  time,  the 
children  form  and  march  two  and  two  entering  the  hall  by  three  doors. 
When  all  are  in  at  a  signal  grace  is  sung  by  the  children  then  all  are 
seated  and  the  meal  is  eaten.  The  larger  boys  and  girls  eating  together, 
conversation  being  unrestricted.  When  the  meal  is  over  the  children, 
with    the    matrons,    march    back     to  their   respective   homes.    There  were

fldWers  oh  the  table  and  an  abundance  of  good  wholesome  food  well  pre- 
pared. 

The  school  building  is  well  equipped,  the  curriculum  has  been  enlarg- 
ed to  include  the  9th  grade.  The  course  of  study  and  the  wcrk  done 
here  will  compare  favorably  with  that  of  any  graded  or  State  High 
School  of  like  grades  in  North  Carolina.  The  Superintendent  is  Miss 
Hattie  Edwards,  late  of  the  faculty  of  the  North  Wilkesboro  Graded 
Stahool.  The  kindergarten  work,  drawhg,  and  nature  sjtiudy  deserve  especial 

The  Central  Sewing  Building  is  a  veritable  bee  hive  of  industry. 
Here  all  the  clothing  for  the  entire  orphanage  is  made  and  kept  in  re- 
pair. We  saw  some  boy's  clothing  that  in  style  and  workmanship  com- 
pare favorably  with  that  found  up  town  in  the  clothing"  stores.  The 
large  room  was  filled  with  sewing  machines  and  operatives  at  work,  these 
place  their  names  on  the  finished  product  and  seeming  to  vie  with 
each  other  in  neatness  and  dispatch. 

No  less  interesting  is  a  visit  to  the  laundry  where  we  find  quite 
a  number  of  the  larger  girls  busily  engaged  in  looking  after  the  wash- 
ing machines,  electric  irons,  steam  fans  for  drying,  ect.  Between  four 
and   five   thousand   pieces   go    to  the  laundry  each  week. 

The  Technical  Building  contains  a  well  equipped  shoe  shop  and  isl  to 
be  used  as  a  manual  training  school.  Here  we  find  elevators,  electric 
lights,  electric  fans,  dynamos,  planing  machines,  etc.  It  is  interesting  to 
see  the  hundreds  of  shoes  repaired  here  arranged  in  shelves  named  for 
the  different  buildings  of  which  the  children  are  the  inmates.  About 
800   pairs  of  shoes  are   made   here   each  year. 

A  visit  to  the  barms  is  also  worthy  of  mention.  Here  we  find 
a  silo  with  a  capacity  of  110  tons  of  ensilage.  We  find,  too,  a  herd  of 
between  30  and  40  cattle,  mostly  Holstein,  which  are  regularly  tested  for 
tuberculosis  by  the  Stiate  Veterinarian.  The  barns  were  remarkably  free 
from  flies,  a  preparation  for  the  extermination  of  these  pests  being  re- 
gularly used  on  the  premises. 

It  is  very  interesting  to  see  the  milking  which  is  done  by  the  boys 
each  one  weighing  the  milk  and  keeping  a  record  of  it.  In  the  barns  and 
adjoining  buildings  are  to  be  found  all  the  modern  implements  ordin- 
arily  used   in   farming,     drills,   mowers,    reapers,    binders,    etc. 

Not  only  are  the  head  and  heart  here  trained  and  cultivated  but  the 
hands  as  well,  and  hundreds  of  young  men  are  destined  to  go  from  this 
institution  in  the  days  to  come  to  transform  and  to  bless  the  com- 
munities where  they  may  decide  to   oast  their  lots. 

The  trucking  interest  here  is  one  of  no  little  magnitude  there  being 
over  1800  bushels  of  sweet  potatoes  raised  on  the  orphanage  farm  last 
year. 

About  150  acres  of  the  large  farm  are  in  a  high  state  of  cultivation, 
Several  acres  of  it  having  been  recently  tiled.  An  artesian  well  about  800 
feet  deep  now  supplies  the  institution  with  most  excellent  water,  the 
large  tank  holding  several  thousand  gallons  and  the  capacity  being  sev- 
eral hundred  gallons  per  hour.  £- 
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On  a  little  knoll  just  south  of  the  institution  in  a  beautiful  grove 
are  40  little  mounds  where  isleep  in  quiet  peacefulness  and  rest  the  lit- 
tle ones  who  have  been  called  up  higher.  Tender  and  loving  hands 
here  placed  them  to  await  in  peace,  away  from  the  world's  turmoil  and 
strife,  the  archangel's  trump  on     the  last  great  day. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  say  to  you  that  the  Thomasville  Baptist  Or- 
phanage, your  institution,  the  greatest  in  the  whole  South  save  one  in 
the  State  of  Texas,  is  all  that  could  be  desired.  Here  are  approximately 
400  children  looked  after  and  cared  for  by  25  women  iand  7  men  who  are 
giving  their  whole  time  to  the  work.  Everything  that  loving  friends  of 
this  institution  can  do  is  being  done  for  these  fatherless  and  motherless 
little  ones,  that  their  lives  may  be  happy  and  pleasant.  Little  parties 
and  receptions  are  given  for  them  where  they  sing,  recite  and  mingle 
in  play.  They  have  ball  grounds,  croquet  sets,  swings,  marbles,  tops, 
dolls,  and  have  the  perfect  freedom  of  the  grounds.  The  spirit  of  op- 
timism is  everywhere  prevalent  and  joy  and  gladness  abound  on  all  ©ides. 
If  ever  in  your  thoughts  you  have  dreamed  that  the  Orphanage 
was  a  place  to  weep  over  and  was  siad  and  lonely,  then  a 
visit  here  would  speedily  convince  you  of  your  error.  You  are  reminded 
of  that  beautiful  city  of  the  prophet's  vision  filled  with  boys  and  girls 
playing  in  the  streets  thereof,  ,and,  standing  on  this  lovely  spot,  you 
can  truly  say  with  James  William  Lynch  "that  never  was  my  thought 
so  pure,  my  heart  so  tender,  and  my  feelings  so  holy  as  when  I  saw 
for  the  first  time  the  hollowed  spot  where  the  dropped  stitches  of  van- 
ished hands  are  being  woven     again  in  the  loom  of  love." 

Archibald  Johnson  delivered  a  most  enthusiastic  address  on  the  or- 
phanage, and  pledges  were  taken  amounting  to  $277.00  and  the  report  was 
adopted. 

The  report  of  Mrs.  J.  W.  Garvey,  Vice  President  of  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sion Society  for  the  Brushy  Mountain  Association,  was  read  by  C.  C. 
Wright. 

On  motion  of  W.  C.  Meadows  the  report  was  ordered  printed  in  the 
Association  minutes. 

Report  of  Woman's      Work. 

Our  work  for  the  past  year  has  made  rather  slow  progress  but  we 
do  not  feel  discouraged  because  we  know  that  our  slowness  of  develop- 
ment is  not  due  to  indifference  or  opposition  of  our  Baptist  women, 
but  because  of  lack  of  a  leader  who  can  go  out  among  ^ne  People  and 
introduce  our  work  and  impress  our  women  with  the  glorious  privilege 
they  have,  of  training  both  themselves  and  the  coming  generation  for 
more   efficient   service   in  the   noble  work  of  saving  the  world  for  Christ. 
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All  the  Nations  of  the  earth  are  begging  as  never  before  for  some 
One  to  tell  them  of  the  true  religion.  Children  for  whom  Christ  died 
cry  out  for  the  bread  of  life  iand  are  heeded  not  because  we  do  not  hear 
their  cry. 

It  is  said  that  if  we  as  Christians  keep  our  pledges  to  tell  the  world 
Of  Jesus  in  this  generation  each  Christian  must  be  responsible  for 
sending  the   gospel  to   two   hundred     souls. 

In  our  own  land  only  two  in  nine  profess  Christianity  and  there  are 
fifty  temples  in  the  U.  S.     where     heathen  idols  are  worshiped. 

What  a  task  is  ours,  and  yet  many  of  our  people  drift  along  idle 
and  indifferent  in  the  Lord's  work. 

And  why — Our  people  are  faithful  and  loyai  christains,  they  love 
Chris)t  and  .believe  in  the  Bible,  bul  they  do  not  know  the  need  of  a 
dying  world. 

They  do  not  give  because  they  art'  not  instructed  and  are  not  interest 
ed  because  they  are  not  informed.  Read  and  you  will  know,  know. and 
you  will  love;   love  and  you  will  servo. 

To  interest  and  educate  our  mothers  and  young  people  along  mission- 
lines,  is  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Mission  Union.  It  works  only  through 
the  churches  and  in  co-operation  with  the  pastors.  The  money  that  is 
raised  goes  through  the  churches  to  our  regular  convention  work,  but 
in  addition  to  the  church  pledges. 

It  half  dozen  women  in  four  churches  would  give  the  small  amount 
of  two  eggs  per  week  it  would  more  than  support  a  Bible  Woman  in 
China,  who  would  bevote  her  whole  time  to  teaching  the  gospel  and 
in  a  year  reach  thousands  of  unsaved  souls,  who  would  say  that  our  wo- 
men would  not  do  this,  and  much  more,  if  they  knew  about  these  things 
and   had   some  one   to   lead   them. 

I  (am  very  glad  to  learn  of  a  young  woman  in  Our  association  who 
does  see  the  need  of  this  work,  and  whose  heart  God  has  impressed  with 
the  desire  to  give  her  best  effort  for  some  time  at  least,  in  trying  to 
do  something  to  disseminate  mission  knowledge,  and  create  more  inter- 
est among  our  people.  She  is  a  loyal  worker  in  our  Union  and  be* 
cause  we  are  so  very  anxious  to  see  Woman's  work  prosper  in  our  coun- 
try churches  we  pray  the  assiciation  to  consider  her  offer,  and  if  ac- 
ceptable, the  Womans'  Missionary  Union  will  be  responsible  for  half  the 
amount  of  her  expenses,  from  the  time  she  will  begin  work  until 
Christmas. 

We  thank  the  Association  as  a  body  for  its  interest  in  our  work 
and  ask  the  cooperation — and  support  of  our  pastors  and  laymen  in 
our  effort  to  spread  the  knowledge  of,  and  increase  the  love  for  our 
organized    Southern   Baptist  work. 
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The  proceedings  of  yesterday^  session  were  read  and  approved. 
The  report  on  Temperance  was  read  by  W.  C.  Meadows. 

TEMPERANCE  REPORT, 

We  are  pleased  to  note  that  the  cause  of  Temperance  has  in  the 
last  ten  years  made  a  wonderful  advance  and  that  public  sentiment, 
which  is  naturally  the  support  of  any  law  or  movement  for  good,  is  much 
remains  to  be  done,  in  the  way  of  informing  and  encouraging  and 
securing  the  full  operation  of  our  laws,  with  some  more  much  needed 
Legislation  which  will  protect  prohibition  teritory.  All  christians  and 
lovers  of  humanity  should  ever  be  watching  and  working  in  as  much 
stronger  for  Temperance  than  it  ^as  a  few  vears  ago.  Yet  much 
ias  we  all  know  that  vigilance  is  the  price  of  liberty.  We  could  present 
a  solid  front  aganst  the  liquor  business  at  every  turn,  and  in  everyway, 
and  in  every  way  do  all  we  can  to  maintain  and  increase  public  senti- 
ment in  favor  of  Temperance.

At  10  a.  m.  the  delegates  assembled  in  the  house,  and  devotional  ex- 
ercises consisted  of  singing  by  the  choir,  Scripture  reading  by  J.  W. 
Burchett,  and  prayer  by  R.  P.  Blevins. 

The  Moderator  called  the  association  to  order  and  prayer  was  offered 
by  D.   S.   Hubbell. 

The  Proceedings  of  yesterday's  session  were  read  and  approved.  Or- 
der of  business  was  taken  up  and  the  Home  Mission  report  was  read  by 
M.  McNeill  for  the  committe. 
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REPORT  ON   HOME   MISSIONS. 

Your  Committee  on  Home  Missions  beg  leave  to  submit  the  follow- 
ing report: 

The  work  of  spreading  the  Gospel  is  divided  under  three  heads, 
First  the  work  of  preaching  the  Gospel  in  the  destitute  parts  in  the 
State  of  North  Carolina  under  the  supervision  of  the  State  Board  of 
Missions;  3,  the  work  of  preaching  the  Gospel  to  the  heathen  world  which 
is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  located  at 
Richmond,  Va.,  3,  the  work  of  preaching  the  Gospel  in  a  great 
many  cities  and  towns  and  the  destitute  part  of  our  Southland,  and  in 
Cuba,  and  Panama,  which  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Home  Mis- 
sion Board  located  at  Atlanta,   Ga. 

It  is  said  that  the  Foreign  Mission  enterprise  is  the  divine  method 
of  giving  the  Gospel  to  a  lost  and  perishing  world  and  it  is  further  said 
that  the  structure  of  Foreign  Missions  rests  upon  two  mighty  pillars,  the 
salvation  of  America  and  the  work  of  Home  Missions,  but  it  is  further 
said  that  the  Salvation  of  America  depends  upon  the  enterprise  of  Home 
Missions.  If  these  assertion's  are  true,  then  the  work  of  .Home  Missions 
is  second  to  no  other  enterprise  that  should  enlist  the  support  of  our 
churches  and  people.  Upon  the  Home  Mission  Board  press  some  of  the 
profoundest  questions  of  our  times,  no  matter  what  direction  you  look, 
whether  Panama,  Cuba,  Isles  of  Pines,  The  Negro  Population,  our  cities, 
our  farms  and  villages  or  our  mountains,  is  seen  a  mighty  work  lying 
out  before  us.  Jesus  said  unto  his  disciples  "I  say  unto  you,  lift  up 
ytfur  eyes  and  look  on  the  fields  for  they  are  white  already  to  har- 
vest." The  field  of  labor  instead  of  getting  smaller  is  growing  larger  as 
our  land  grows  in  number,  in  wealth  and  in  intelligence,  the  pressure  of 
work  becomes  the  greater.  More  work  needs  to  be  done  in  our  cities  and 
towns,  more  work  among  the  mountain  population,  more  work  in  the 
country.  It  is  said  that  four  great  forces  are  uniting"  to  stop  and  hin- 
der the  progress  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ;  the  American  Saloon,  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church,  the  invasion  of  Foreign  Emmigration  and  per- 
haps greatest  of  all,  the  indifference  of  our  own  professed  Christians  in 
this  day  of  mad  rush  and  push  after  the   goods    of   this   world. 

The  divine  program  of  Missions  as  announced  by  Jesus  after  his 
resurrection  and  before  his  ascension  took  in  the  whole  world,  included  the 
lost  that  were  here  as  well  as  those  that  were  afar  off.  He  said  All 
power  is  given  unto  me  in  heaven  and  earth,  go  ye  therefore  and  tqach 
all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father, '  and  of  the  Son 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghost."  Mathew,  28,  18,  19.  Mark  16,  15.  Beginning 
at  Jerusalem,  Luke  24,  47.  It  is  said  our  Jerusalem  and  Samaria  are 
in  the  United  States.  Out  of  over  90,000,000  population  in  the  Utnited 
Statesi  there  are  only  about  20,000,000  members  of  the  evangelical  de- 
nominations and  of  this  number  something  over  5,000,000  are  Baptists. 
The  situation  in  the  South  is  more  favorable,  but  even  the  South  can- 
not  be   claimed   as   a   christian    country   as  only  thirty  one  per   cent  are 
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members  of  evangelical  churches;  six  per  cent  are  members  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  and  sixty  three  per  cent  are  not  members  of  any 
church.  It  is  said  that  the  immigrants  flock  to  our  shore  at  the  rate 
of  a  million  a  year  bringing  into  this  country  all  the  isms  to  uproot 
the  christian  religion.  All  their  isms  must  be  met  through  the  efforts  of 
the  Home,  State  and  Foreign  Mission  Boards.  The  Southern  Baptist  must 
take  the  lead  in  saving  the  lost  in  our  home  land.  The  Home  Mission 
Board  last  year  reported  27,426  Baptisms  and  52,910  additions  to  our 
churches  through  the  labors  of  missionaries  supported  wholly  or  partly 
by  the  Board.  It  is  said  no  mission  board  in  the  world  has  reported 
one  half  as  large  as  this  one. 

Your  committee  would  earnestly  request  that  the  pastors  and  churches 
in  the  Brusby  Mountain  Association  make  a  greater  effort  this  year  to 
raise  more  funds  to  aid  the  Home  Mission  Board  in  the  greater  work 
of  giving  the  gospel  to  our  people  than    ever    before.

FOREIGN     MISSION     REPORT 

It  is  now  nearly  ninteen  centuries  since  the  command  of  our  Lord  "Go 
ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature"  was  given 
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and  it  is  evident  that  the  church,  has  been  slow  to  fulfill  her  mission. 
Still  much  has  been  accomplished,  steady  progress  is  being  made  and 
the  reports  from  the   field  are  most  encouraging. 

It  is  with  gratitude  to  God  that  we  are  able  to  report  marked  signs 
of  awakening  in  some  of  the  fields  in  which  our  Missionaries  have 
labored  hard  and  for  which  we  have  long  prayed.  The  wonderful  trans- 
formations taking  place  in  many  foreign  countries,  due  to  the  political, 
social  and  religious  changes  are  signals  to  us  to  hear  again  the  appeal 
of  the  Master  to  lift  up  our  eyes  and  look  on  the  fields  white  already 
unto    the    harvest. 

Civilized  Japan  taking  its  place  among  the  foremost  nations  of  earth. 
Modern  China  discarding  the  old  systems  and  customs.  New  Egypt,  New 
Turkey  nd  other  countries  influenced  by  Western  civilization  furnish 
conditions  that  invite  the  very  best  of  our  young  manhood  and  young 
womanhood  to  enter  these  countries  and  proclaim  the  glad  tidings  of 
Jesus   Christ.      There  are    some    unoccupied   fields   but     no   closed   doors. 

About  twenty  thousand  foreign  Missionaries  and  over  one  hundred 
thousand  native  evangelists  furnish  the  force  of  faithful  harvest  hands 
on  the  whitened  fields.  With  a  heathen  population  numbering  one 
thousand  million  souls,  we  may  well  ask,  "What  are  these  among  so 
many." 

We  sent  out  last  year  thirty  men  missionaries,  increasing  the 
present  force  on  the  field  to  273.  These  are  ably  assisted  by  531 
faithful  native  helpers.  Many  of  these  workers  have  for  years  sowed 
the  seed  and  watered  the  soil  without  seeing  great  results  but  God 
is  honoring  their  labors  with  souls  and  we  with  them  are  believing 
greater   things.      3618    baptisms   are   reported  for  the  year. 

Seven  women  training  schools  with  140  students  and  9  Theological 
training  schools  with  212  students  are  training  more  workers.  Thousands 
of  patients  receive  treatment  from  15  mediqal  missionaries  who  not  only 
minister  to  the  needs  of  the  body  but  offer  to  them  the  bread  of  Life 
proclaiming  the  salvation  of  the  soul  through  Jesus  Christ.  We  have  7' 
hosnitals  and  12  dispensaries  in  which  the  missionaries  assisted  by  5 
missionary  nurses  and  native  helperstreat  40,716  patients. 

Through  the  printing  presses  the  people  are  furnished  with  the 
Bible  and  millions  of  pages  of  religious  literature  in  -  their  own  lan- 
guage. 

In  our  treasurer's  report  for  last  year  we  note  a  gain  over  the 
year  before.  The  total  receipts  were  $510,009.97.  This  sounds  big  but  con- 
sidering our  membership,  our  wealth  and  the  pressing  needs  of  work  our 
offerings  for  missions  are  to  small.  A  debt  of  nearly  $100,000  hangs  Over 
us.  To  maintain  the  work  as  it  now  is  to  say  nothing  of  advancement 
we  will  have  to  raise  this  year  $600,000.  Let  us  remember  the  Lord's 
goodness  to  us  and  with  the  encour  uag  reports  from  the  field  with  op- 
portunity written  across  'every  continent;  with  welcome  shining  through 
the  open  doors;  and  needy  hands  sstreched  out  for  our  aid.  May  all 
our  offerings  be  increased. 
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We  recommend  that  the  pastors  inform  their  people  on  Foreign  Mis- 
sions; that  they  write  to  the  secretary  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
for  tracts  for  free  distribution;  that  if  possible  a  Missionary  campaign  be 
organized  in  the  association  with  two  or  three  of  our  brethern  to  visit 
the  churches  and  present  the  claims  of  mission  work;  that  the  churches 
adopt  some  method  of  systematic  giving;  that  we  pray  regularly  unto 
the  Lord  jf  the  harvest  that  he  send  for  laborers  "into  his  harvest.

We  are  glad  to  note  that  the  people  of  North  Carolina  are  aroused 
as  never  before  on  this  subject,  even  in  Wilkes  County,  and  our  own  as 
sedation  are  wide  awake  to  the  crying  needs  of  the  hour.  Never  be- 
fore have  our  people  so  well  attended  our  public  schools  as  last  year 
which  shows  a  growing  interest  in  Education.  Also  our  Denominational 
Schools  and  Colleges  are  doing  better  than  ever  before.  At  least  25  of  our 
own  loys  and  girls  have  been  attending  our  schools  and  colleges  prepar- 
ing themselves  for  greater  usefulness  in  life. 

.About  70  of  our  young  men  are  at  Wake  Forest  College  studying  for 
the  ministry. 

We  recommend  Mars  Hill  and  Wake  Forest  Colleges  for  young  men 
desiring  a  college  education.  Oxford  Seminary  and  Meredith  College  for 
young  Ladies  desiring  a  College  education.  Also  Liberty  Piedmont  School 
at  Wallburg  as  a  preparatory  School. 

We  insist  that  our  people  read  good  Baptist  papers  and  literature  to 
keep    themselves   informed   along    all  lines  of  our   work.

In  the  beginning,  let  us  remember  that  by  a  Woman's  Missionary  So* 
ciety,  we  mean  the  feniaie  members  of  a  church  who  have  organized  them 
selves  into  a  society  for  three  defininite  things: — as  ordinarily  arranged 
— "To  pray  for,  study  about  and  give  to  Missions."  Since  we  believe  that 
intelligent  prayer  can  be  offered  only  after  a  knowledge  of  the  needs  and 
conditions  of  the  field,  we  wish  to  change  the  order  somewhat  and  of- 
fer for  your  consideration  a  few  ways  in  which  we  think  our  churches 
can  be  helped  by  Women's  Missionary  Societies  who  are,  first,  studying 
about;  then,  praying  for,  and  last  but  not  least,  giving  to  missions. 

(1st.  Educational). — To  study  means  to  apply  our  minds,  to  consider 
attentively — hence,  if  we  study  we  will  learn.  Our  first  book  on  Missions 
is  the  Bible;  by  studying  it  we  wall  learn  mare  of  <aur  mission  in  the. 
home,  the  church,  and  the  whole  world.  As  we  learn  this  We  will  be 
filled  with  the  desire  to  know  more  of  the  needs  and  conditions  of  God's 
creatures  everywhere.  The  thought  to  be  given  most  emphasis  in  this 
meeting  is  "the  importance  of  teaching  young  pieople  that  Missions  is  an 
important  part  of  oar  .hurch  work;  "but  how  can  we  teach  them  something 
we  do  not  know  ourselves?  Or  how  can  we  hope  to  interest  them  in 
something  in  which  we.ourselves,  are  not  interested?  How  can  we  ex- 
pect our  churches  to  be  strong  missionary  churches  when  the  members 
know  so  little  about  Misisons?     And  how  can  we  know  unless  we  stuldy? 

In  the  early  fifties,  the  Foreign  Missionaries  realized  that  they  were 
working  in  vain  to  cleanse  the  stream  while  the  fountain  remained  impure 
so  there  was  a  call  for  women  missionaries  who  could  go  into  those  seclud- 
ed homes  and  reach  the  woman,  and  through  them,  the  children.  Even 
so,  now,  we  feel  that  the  best  way  to  reach  the  young  people  and  children 
(especially  in  our  country  churches,)  is  through  the  Woman'©  Missionary  So 
ciety:  as  almost  invariably,  we  depend  upon  this  Society  for  the  Y.  W. 
A.,  Royal  Embassador,  and  Sunbeam  organizations.  You  remember  the 
old  adage,  "The  hand  that  rocks  the  cradle  rules  the  world".  It  is 
true  that  the  hand  that  rocks  the  cradle  rules  the  Church  in  regard 
to  missions?  If  so,  what  a  responsibility  and  also  what  a  privilege  for  our 
women. 

Then,  is  it  not  time  we  were  studying  about  Missions?  As  we 
study  the  needs  and  conditions  on  the  Home  and  Foreign  Fields,  our 
lives  will  be  broadened,  our  sympathies  will  be  enlarged,  and  we  will  he 
better  mothers  and  better  church  members.  If  we  know,  we  will  grow,  as 
we  grow,  we  will  help  others  to  know  and  grow  ,and  so  the  eentire 
church  will  be  helped. 

"Praying  for" — By  prayer  let  your  requests  be  made  known  unto  God. 
We  all  know  and  recognize  the  need  as  well  as  the  value  of  regular, 
earnest  prayer.     Jesus  prayed  often,  and  he  commanded  us  to  pray  with- 
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out  ceasing.  In  a  Society,  of  which  I  was  once  a  member,  the  reqine- 
rnents  for  membership  were,  a  small  monthly  contribution  and.  a  prayer 
every  day,   with  emphasis  on   the   prayer. 

You  know  that  studying  and  praying  are  very  closely  connected:  as 
we  study,  we  will  learn  witn  a  new  meaning  that  our  Savior  died  for 
all  the  world;  our  hearts  will  be  filled  with  sympathy  and  love  for 
the  Indian  on  the  frontier,  the  oppressed  of  China  and  Russia,  and 
for  the  child- widows  of  India,  who  have  never  heard  of  the  blessed 
Christ,  and  we  will  pray  for  them  as  we  have  never  prayed  before  in  our 
lives.  Aittd  as  we  pray  constantly  and  earnestly  for  these  and  for  our  So- 
ciety, think  you  that  we  wiO  forget  or  neglect  to  pray  for  our  church  as  a 
whole?  Or  that  the  church  will  fail  to  be  helped  by  the  spiritual  bless- 
ings that  come  in  answer  to  such  prayer? 

"Giving  to" — Why  give  to  missions? — Christ's  command,  "Go  ye  in- 
to all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature,"  comes  to  us 
with  as  much  force  as  to  the  disciples  of  old.  Are  we  obeying  this 
command?  God  does  not  call  all  of  us  to  go  to  the  Foreign  Field,  but  he 
does  give  to  each  one  the  ability  as  well  as  the  glorious  privilege  of 
helping  hold  up  the  hands  of  those  who  are  willing  to  go  as  our  repre- 
sentatives. If  we  have  really  given  ourselves,  all  that  we  have  is  His. 
Then  if  we  know  the  need,  and  havethe  love  of  Christ  in  our  hearts  we 
will  be  full  of  gratitude  for  what  we  have  and  we  will  want  to  give 
to  those  who  have  not. 

How  give?— Proportionately,  "as  God  has  prospered  us"  Cheerfully — 
"The  Lord  loveth  a  cheerful  giver.  Let  us  keep  in  mind  that  our  giving 
through  the  Society  is  not  to  detract  from  our  larger  giving  through  the 
church,  but  is  intended  to  "gather  up  the  little  mites., "  and  to  teach  us  to 
make  personal  scacrifices  or  self-denials  in  order  that  there  may  be  de- 
veloped in  us,  not  only  as  a  Society,  but  as  a  church,  the  spirit  of  giving," 
that  we  may  know  the  joy  and  recei /e  the  blessing  of  true  service. — Give 
and  it  shall  be  given  unto  you,  good  measure,  pressed  down  and  shaken 
together  and  running  over  shall  men  give  into  your  bosom!  Bring  ye 
all  the  tithes  into  the  storehouse  and  prove  me,  saiith  the  Lord  of 
hosts,  if  I  will  not  open  you  the  windows  of  heaven  and  pour  you  out  a 
blessing  that  there  shall  not  be  room  enough  to  receive  it." 

Then,  if  as  we  believe,  Women's  Missionary  Socieies  can  help  our 
churches,  and  especially  our  young  people,  "to  know  and  grow,"  "to  love 
and  pray,"  to  give  and  receive,"  will  we  not,  each  one,  do  all  that  we 
can  to  bring  about  the  desired  end — "A  Missionary  Society  in  every 
church  and  every  woman  a  member;  all  studying  about,  praying  for,  and 
giving  to  MISSISONS.  Mr®.  J.  A.  BOLDEN. 

Mrs.  J.  M.  German  of  Ziou  Hill  read  a  very  good  paper  on  Sunbeam 
work,  showing  the  importance  of  enlisting  and  training  our  children 
for  service,  that  they  may  become  efficient  and  faithful  leaders,  as  chris- 
tian mother®  our  most  important  duty  is  to  see  that  we  bequeath  to  the 
church  of  the  coming  generation  interested      well      informed      missionary 
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Christians.      We  Wish  that  every  mother  in  Our  Association,   might  have 
heard  this  excellent  paper. 

Some  time  was  spent  in  discussing  the  work  of  organizing  societies, 
and  the  member  from  Zion  Hill  stated  that  they  hoped  to  organize  a  W. 
M.  S.  at  once. 

Am  offering  for  the  minute  fund  was  then  taken  after  which  the  meet* 
ittg   adjourned   being   led   in   prayer    by  Mrs.  J.  W.  Nichols.

Far  too  many  of  our  people  are  under  the  impression  that 
when  we  won  the  great  Prohibition  fight  a  few  years  ago  we  had 
finished  our  work  for  Temperance,  this  is  a  great  mistake,  we 
have  not  settled  the  question  of  Temperance  by  any  means,  we 
are  in  our  infancy,  our  people  are  in  their  infancy  on  this  great 
question. 

Our  work  of  education  and  of  agitation  must  be  kept  up,  we 
have  but  small  hope  of  saving  the  drunkards  of  this  generation, 
our  work  is  to  save  the  boys  of  this  generation,  and  if  this  is 
done  there  will  be  no  drunkards  in  next  generation. 

We  must  see  to  it  that  the  men  who  aspire  to  represent  us  in 
the  Legislature  stand  four  square  on  the  Prohibition   law-.     We 


have  a  right  to  demand  that  our  law  makers,  as  well  as  the  men 
who  are  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  the  law,  stand  for  tem- 
perance.

FRIDAY  MORNING  SESSION 

At  9:30  the  delegates  re-assembled  and  devotional  exercises 
were  conducted  by  J.  W.  Burchett. 

The  association  was  called  to  order  by  the  moderator,  and 
after  prayer  by  W.  R.  Beach,  minutes  for  the  proceeding  day 
were  read  and  approved. 

To  roll  cad  the  following  churches  responded:  New  Hope, 
Pilgrim,  Lewis  Fork,  Moravian  Falls. 

The  report  on  Home  Mission  was  read  by  R.  P.  Blevins,  and 
supplemented  by  J.  W.  Burchett,  as  follows: 

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS 

When  we  have  the  ability  to  give  and  the  unsaved  have  the 
disposition  to  receive  the  gospel,  destitution  means  opportunity. 
This  condition  exists  in  relation  of  the  Southern  Baptist  to  al- 
most the  entire  territory  occupied  by  the  Southern  Convention 
under  the  direction  of  the  Home  Mission  Board. 

In  this  territory  Baptist  may  gather  golden  harvest  if  they 
will  thrust  in  the  side  and  if  they  reap  the  present  harvest  they 
will  gain  permanent  proprietorship   over  this  goodly   land.    Let 


us  try  to  get  some  better  idea  of  the  magnificence  of  our  oppor- 
tunity by  a  survey  of  some  things  in  which  it  consist.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  great  prospect  will  induce  us  to  undertake  still 
greater  things  and  go  over  and  possess  the  land  which  is  our 
rightful  heritage.  It  is  our  opportunity  to  win  a  vast  empire, 
it  is  our  opportunity  to  acquire  great  wealth,  to  win  a  great  people 
and  to  take  the  centres  of  great  influence  and  lay  them  down  as 
trophies  at  the  feet  of  our  Lord.  While  there  have  been  many 
lost  opportunities,  the  work  of  missions  on  home  fields  has  been 
most  gratifying. 

We  say  in  all  humility  that  the  south  is  soon  to  become  the 
centre  from  which  the  gospel  is  to  be  spread  through  out  the 
world.  If.  as  it  has  been  said,  America  must  be  saved  for  the 
world's  sake,  she  must  be  saved  for  her  own  sake. 

There  are  millions  of  souls  in  the  southern  states  yet  unsaved 
and  in  addition  to  these  there  are  annually  pouring  into  our 
bounds  thousands  of  souls  from  other  countries  who  have  not 
heard  the  gospel.  In  no  period  oi  our  history  have  southern 
Baptists  been  confronted  with  such  opportunities  and  responsi- 
bilities. We  must  evangelize  the  thousands  who  are  coming  to  us 
from  other  lands  or  they  will  heathenize  us. 

The  record  in  gifts  to  home  missons  has  far  surpassed  any 
year  in  our  history,  and  yet  there  is  great  need  of  increased 
means  by  which  to  answer  the  Macedonian  cry  coming  from 
many  important  places,  "  Come  over  and  help  us" 

This  report  cannot  tell  of  all  that  is  being  done.  The  work  of 
our  Mountain  schools  appeals  mightly  to  us,  and  in  that  depart- 
ment a  work  is  being  done  which  cannot  be  told,  neither  in  fig- 
ues  or  in  letters. 

The  work  being  done  in  Cuba  by  the  Home  Board  is  worthy  of 
special  mention.  That  island  is  divided  between  the  Northern 
and  the  Southern  Baptist,  the  Northern  occupying  the  Eastern 
and  the  Southern  occupying  the  Western  end  of  the  island.  In 
the  four  provinces  of  our  territory  we  have  workers.  The  city  of 
Havana  is  the  centre  point  of  our  work. 

It  is  childish  to  ask  when  will  the  need  of  the  Home  Misson 
Board  cease.  So  long  as  the  South  offers  such  opportunities  as 
she  is  offering  today,  you  may  expect  the  foreigner  to  come,  and 
they  are  coming  unevangelized.  We  must  meet  them  with  the 
gospel  in  its  purity  as  we  hold  it. 
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Let  the  pastors  keep  their  people  informed  and  keep  before 
them  the  needs  and  the  opportunities  of  this  board.

Dunavvay,  C.  F.  Fields  and  adopted. 

On  motion  C.  C.  Wright  was  made  permanent  moderator. 

On  motion  by  J.  M.  Dunaway,  the  sermon  was  done  away 
with  in  order  that  the  Laymen's  Movement  might  be  discussed. 

On  mention  the  Laymen's  Movement  was  discussed  in  connec- 
tion with  Home  Mission.     Prof.  L.  P.  Hobgood  read  the  report 


and  it  was  discussed  by  W.  R.  Bradshaw,  C.  F.  Fields,  J.  M. 
Dunaway.  Both  Home  Mission  and  Laymen's  Movement  re- 
ports were  adopted  and  pledges  taken. 

The  report  on  Laymen's  Movement  was  as  follows: 

This  is  what  the  name  signifies,  an  organized  effort  in  all  evan- 
gelical denominations  of  Chrisiians  throughout  the  world  to 
arouse  a  deeper  interest  in  the  evangelization  of  the  world;  to 
carry  out  the  commission  of  our  Lord,  'Go  ye  into  all  the  world 
and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature,  baptizing  them  in  the 
name  of  the  Father,  Son  and  Holy  Ghost." 

It  is  a  concerted,  not  a  session  movement.  Each  denomination 
is  working  through  its  own  agencies.  Our  own  cunvention  has 
a  supervision  of  this  movement  in  North  arolina.  At  its  last 
session  in  Winston  it  appointed  a  committe  of  three  for  the 
whole  state,  and  a  committee  of  three  to  five  in  every  associa- 
tion. These  associational  committees  are  expected  to  arrange 
for  missionary  rallies  in  their  respective  churches,  to  provide 
speakers,  generally  of  their  own  members,  and  in  every  way 
possible  to  push  the  work. 

The  movement  seeks  to  obtain  a  contribution  from  every  mem- 
ber of  the  church,  the  more  able  are  expected  to  give  more, 
those  not  now  giving  being  expected  to  give,  all  according  to 
their  ability,  which  is  the  measure  of  duty  as  given  by  our  Lord. 
To  this  end  we  recommend  the  appointment  in  every  church  of 
an  active  missionary  committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  secure 
a  contribution,  if  possible,  from  every  member  of  the  church. 

The  financial  report  of  the  Woman's  Missiona-y  Union  was 
read  by  M.  McNeill  as  follows: 
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The  report  was  adopted. 

FRIDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION 
The  association  was  called  to  order  by  moderator  and  prayer 
was  offered  by  W.  R.  Bradshaw. 

The  report  on  Orphanage  was  read  by  W.  C.  Meadows  as-  fol- 
lows: 

REPORT  ON  THE  ORPHANAGE 

The  care  of  the  helpless  was  the  first  thing-  that  appealed  to 
our  ancestors,  when  they  began  to  emerge  from  heathenism. 
The  handing  down  to  posterity  of  well  trained  men  and  women, 
appealed  to  our  sires  in  order  that  their  tribes  might  hold  their 
own  among  other  tribes.  Therefore,  we  their  off  spring  love  the 
helpless  and  try  to  make  them  strong,  that  they  may  build  up 
the  waste  places,  instead  of  being  stranded  wrecks  impeding 
man's  progress. 

n  The  orphanage  with  its  375  boys  and  girls  to  care  for  is  our 
charge.  It  is  our  family.  They  are  our  children.  It  is  the  home 
of  our  boys  and  girls,  hence  we  must  ever  increase  our  support 
as  fathers  and  mothers  increase  their  expense  in  providing  for 
their  growing  family. 

We  recommend— 

1.  That  we  hear  the  call  of  those  who  are  in  charge  of  Orphan- 
age and  to  the  very  utmost  of  our  ability  respond  to  the  call. 

2.  That  the  collection  of  each  Sunday  school  one  Sunday  in 
each  month  be  sent  to  the  Orphanage.  That  upon  that  Sunday 
the  boys  and  girls  as  well  as  all  others  be  given  an  opportunity 
to  contribute  to  the  care  of  the  Orphan  children. 

3.  That  each  church  or  its  Sunday  School  take  a  club  of  as 
many  as  ten  Copies  of  Charity  and  Children  and  that  these  papers 
be  wisely  distributed. 

4.  That  each  church  hold  a  Thanksgiving  service  and  at  this 
service  take  an  offering  for  the  Orphanage,  and  that  money  be 
sent  regularly  each  month  and  not  held  by  the  treasurer  for 
months.

the  pledges. 

The  Spiritual  condition  of  a  number  of  our  churches  are  in  a 
cold  and  indifferent  condition  while  other  churches  are  having 
good  meetings  and  additions,  and  on  advancing  Spiritually  we 
recommend  that  each  church  take  a  collection  for  some  object  of 
the  convention  at  each  Sunday  service.

The  report  on  Ministers  Relief  was  read  by  R.  P.  Blevins  as 
follows: 

REPORT  ON  THE  MINISTERS  RELIEF  BOARD 

God  has  called  into  the  ministry  men  who  have  a  burning  de- 
sire for  lost  souls,  and  because  of  this  the  world  looks  upon  the 
ministry  as  being  the  highest  call  that  God  has  given  to  his  cre- 
atures. 

It  has  been,  and  to  a  large  degree  it  is  true  now,  that  our 
churches  call  pastors  on  as  small  salaries  as  possible  to  secure 
their  services  and  because  of  this  there  are  but  few  ministers 
who  accumulate  sufficient  means  to  support  them  in  their  de- 
clining days.  Hence  the  work  of  the  Relief  Board  is  an  impera- 
tive need. 

It  is  the  duty  of  every  Baptist  in  the  state  to  see  that  our  be- 
loved brethern  are  cared  for,  who  have  given  their  lives  in  the 
Lord's  cause,  and  made  it  possible  for  us  to  do  the  work  that  is 
being  done  today. 
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Naturally  the  pastors  have  a  delicacy  in  presenting  the  claims 
of  this  Board  to  their  people  for  fear  some  old  hide  bound  bro- 
ther who  has  never  paid  a  cent  to  missions  in  his  life  will  say  the 
pastor  is  after  feathering  his  nest.  We  therefore  recommend 
that  the  brethern  of  the  pew  take  up  the  work  of  this  object  and 
press  it.  Let  a  laymen  in  each  church  get  behind  this  Board  and 
see  that  a  good  collection  is  taken  for  it,  and  in  so  doing  the 
churches  will  honor  them  selves  in  showing  love  and  esteem  for 
the  old  and  the  needy  who  have  worn  themselves  out  in  the 
Lord's  service  on  small  pay.

The  association  was  called  to  order  by  moderator  and  minutes 
were  read  and  approved. 

A  motion  was  made  and  carried  to  leave  off  all  titles  in  minu- 
tes. 

W.  R.  Bradshaw  read  report  on  State  Missions  as  follows: 

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS 

What  do  we  mean  by  State  Missions?  May  it  not  be  possible 
that  our  people  have  not  fully  grasped  the  object  of  this  Board? 
By  State  Missions  we  mean  the  salvation  of  North  Carolina.  The 
people  are  here  and  by  God's  help  we  must  reach  them  with  the 
gospel,  and  the  gospel  as  we  teach  it.  This  generation  must  be 
saved  in  this  generation  or  it  will  not  be  saved  at  all. 

The  question  is  some  times  asked  if  we  will  never  be  done 
with  State  Missions?  To  that  question  there  is  but  one  answer, 
and  that  is,  Never,  unless  we  build  a  high  wall  around  the  state 
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to  keep  in  what  we  now  have,  and  never  allow  any  others  to  enter. 
A  state  with  the  resources  of  North  Carolina  and  with  the  pro- 
gressive and  the  aggressive  spirit  of  her  citizens,  will  find  men 
flocking  into  her  borders.  New  towns  are  constantly  springing 
up,  and  where  you  will  find  an  old  field  today,  there  you  will 
find  a  live  town  tomorrow,  and  frequently  these  places  are  the 
strategic  points.  The  missionary  must  be  sent  there  and  kept 
there  until   the  work  is  established. 

It  is  not  just  for  us  to  authorize  the  Board  to  send  out  miss- 
ionaries and  then  fail  to  support  them.  Too  many  of  our  churches 
are  like  the  old  sinner  who  prayed  to  the  Lord  "to  bless  me  and 
my  wife,  my  son  John  and  his  wife,  us  four  and  no  more".  These 
missionaries  have  the  same  right  to  expect  their  salaries  from 
the  Board  that  the  pastor  has  to  expect  his  salary  from  the  chu- 
rch he  serves,  and  the  Board  cannot  pay  the  missionary  unless 
the  churches  furnish  the  money. 

Many  of  the  Lord's  people  do  not  realize  the  avvfulness  of  sin. 
Men  and  women  in  North  Carolina  out  of  Christ  are  as  surely 
lost  as  are  the  men  is  China  who  are  out  of  Christ. 

Here  are  the  three  reasons  for  human  redemption: 

1.  The  burden  of  man.  Sin  is  a  burden.  No  human  hand  can 
remove  it. 

2.  The  Lordship  of  Christ.  He  is  the  Supreme  Ruler  of  the 
universe,  as  such  He  can  save. 

3.  The  covenant  of  God.  When  Jesus  died  the  covenant  was 
fully  and  eternally  signed.  This  world  was  redeemed  by  price, 
only  they  are  redeemed  by  power  who  believe  in  Christ.  Hence 
the  importance  of  loyalty  to  our  Lord.  Let  us  send  the  gospel 
of  our  Lord  to  the  lost,  for  the  gospel  is  the  power  of  God. 

This  is  no  time  to  talk  of  retrenchment.     This  is  the  time  for 
enlargment,  and  this  can  be  done  only  by  trust  in  the  Lord  and 
faith  in  ourselves,  which  means  doing  and  sacrificing. 
"I  gave  my  life  for  thee, 
What  hast  thou  done  for  me?" 
"If  ye  love  me  keep  my  commandments."      And  what  is  the 
supreme  command  which  confronts  us  now?      '  Go  ye   into   all 
the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to   every   creature."      Let   us 
make  our  motto  burn  with  a  fire  kindled  by  our  King — "North 
Carolina  for  Jesus."

The  following  report  on  Education  was  read  by  C.  F.  Fields: 

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION 

What  i3  ment  by  education?  A  gentleman  who  has  been  a- 
mong  the  foremost  scholars  of  our  country  says  that  a  five  foot 
book  shelf  filled  with  such  books  as  he  might  select,  and  those 
books  mastered  would  give  a  liberal  education.  He  names  his 
books,  and  in  his  list  we  do  not  find  the  name  of  The  Book. 
Immediatly  he  follows  this  up  by  suggesting  a  new  religion.  At 
that  we  do  not  marvel,  for  men  who  do  not  want  The  Book  do 
not  want  the  teaching  of  The  Book  therefore  we  do  not  need 
his  kind  of  education.  By  "we",  I  mean  the  Baptists,  we  can- 
not do  without  the  Book,  and  we  stand  for  the  Religion  of  the 
Book,  or  we  stand  for  nothing. 

We  frequently  hear  it  said  that  we  must  send  our  children  to 
school  to  educate  them.  But  is  that  true?  Will  they  not  be  ed- 
ucated without  sending  them  to  school?  Most  assuredly.  But 
what  sort  of  an  education  will  it  be? 

The  writer  of  this  report  sometimes  fears  that  in  our  distaste 
for  any  and  everything  that  flavors  of  a  union  of  church  and 
state  we  have  swung  too  far  to  one  side  and  are  not  as  loyal  to 
the  state  as  we  might  be.  Those  Baptists  who  do  not  recognize 
and  stand  by  our  public  schools  in  every  way  in  their  power  are 
making  a  great  mistake.  Without  the  public  schools  all  avenues 
leading  to  any  education  are  closed  to  ninety  percent  of  the  child- 
ren of  our  country.  If  the  public  school  is  not  what  you  want 
it  to  be,  do  not  kick  and  curse  it,  but  get  in  it  and  make  it  what 
it  should  be.  Patronize  and  help  the  public  school.  Because 
these  schools  cannot  take  the  place  of  the  Denominational  school 
is  no  reason  why  we  should  refuse  to  give  them  our  support  and 
co-operation. 

After  the  child  has  been  trained  in  the  public  school,  then  send 
him  or  her  to  your  school.  The  state  school  may  be  as  good  as 
your  school.  The  schools  fostered  by  other  denominations  may 
be  as  good  as  your  school,  but  they  are  not  as  good  for  your  boys 
and  girls  as  YOUR  school.  Your  school  for  your  children  is  the 
very  best  school  on  earth.     If  .you  have  it  in  your  head  that  your 
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boy  or  your  girl  will  do  as  well  or  better  in  some  other  school, 
there  is,  without  one  shadow  of  doubt  something  the  matter 
with  your  head!     Get  it  out  and  do  not  ruin  your  child. 

We  MUST  educate.  Aristotle  when  asked  to  define  the  dif- 
ference between  the  educated  and  the  uneducated,  said,  "As 
the  difference  between  the  living  and  the  dead".  Is  it  not  true? 
Can  the  uneducated  plan  and  carry  to  their  consumation  their 
plans?  Is  he  not  to  a  very  great  extent  a  machine,  working  out 
that  which  another  has  planned.  Frequently  we  hear  it  said 
that  the  world  will  always  have  need  of  hewers  of  wood  and 
drawers  of  water.  That  is  probably  true,  but  do  we  want  our 
child  ren  to  fill  those  positions? 

We  need  not  mention  our  schools.     Others  will  do  that. 

We  are  expected  to  present  something  to  hang  speeches  on, 
and  not  a  discussion.  The  speakers  will  discuss.  We  trust 
what  we  have  said  will  suggest  something  to  those  who  are  to 
speak.

Dunaway: 

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

It  has  been  said  that  the  church  has  two  roads.  One  leads  to 
the  mission  fields,  and  the  other  to  the  cemetery.  This  is  true 
on  the  principle  that  activity  means  life  and  stagnation  death. 

Our  Lord  verified  this  statement  when  he  said,  "Whosoever 
will  save  his  life  will  lose  it,  but  whosoever  will  lose  his  life  for 
my  sake  and  the  gospel's,  the  same  shail  save  it." 

The  farmer  teaches  this  lesson  when  he  buries  part  of  his 
corn  to  preserve  the  life  of  man  and  beast.  The  church  saves 
itself  by  saving  and  giving  the  gospel  to  the  lost.     All  that  God 
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ever  created  was  made  to  propagate  itself.  Jesus  never  intend- 
ed for  a  church  to  be  a  cemetery  where  the  truth  might  be  buri- 
ed but  rather  a  place  where  it  might  be  disseminated.  This  is 
clear  from  the  imperial  command,  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and 
preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature". 

We  have  grown  in  our  conception  of  our  relations  to  Foreign 
Missions.  Years  ago  the  thought  that  moved  our  hearts  was 
the  fate  of  the  heathen  without  the  gospel.  It  was  the  conviction 
that  apart  from  the  gospel,  they  were  lost,  that  led  our  fathers 
to  launch  out  into  missions:  to  do,  to  dare  and  to  die.  In  recent 
years  we  have  seen  our  obligation  along  this  line  from  another 
point  of  view.  The  vision  of  late  has  been:  How  shall  wees- 
cape  condemnation  if  we  fail  to  give  the  gosoel  to  a  lost  world. 
How  can  we  escape  the  rebuke  of  our  Lord  and  Master  if  we 
fail  to  go  into  all  the  world,  according  to  His  commandment, 
and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature?  We  tremble  alike  at 
the  damnation  of  the  heathen  and  our  own  condemnation  if  we 
do  not  seek  by  every  means  in  our  power  to  lead  every  human  be- 
ing on  this  earth  out  into  the  light  and  liberty  that  are  in  Christ 
Jesus.  It  is  a  good  sign  that  the  transfer  emphasis  has  been 
made  from  pity  to  duty,  and  the  deeper  the  conviction  of  duty 
grows  the  more  surely  and  rapidly  will  this  lost  world  be  brou- 
ght to  Jesus  by  his  own  disciples. 

The  story  of  our  Foreign  Mission  undertaking  may  be  summed 
up  in  the  words  Work  and  Success.  The  work  has  been  ours; 
the  success  has  been  the  gift  and  the  reward  of  our  Heavenly 
Father,  and  how  much  work,  indeed,  faithful,  honest,  earnest 
work  has  been  done  in  the  name  of  missions  both  at  home  and 
abroad. 

The  story  of  our  Foreign  Mission  work  mav  also  be  written  in 
in  the  word,  SUCCESS.  How  graciously  God  has  accepted  and 
magnified  the  consecrated  work  of  His  servants.  The  success 
of  our  mission  work  maybe  seen  even  in  its  efforts  here  at  home. 
On  every  hand  we  realize  that  the  contributions  to  Foreign  Mis- 
sions are  increasing.  In  the  last  ten  years  the  gifts  of  Southern 
Baptists  for  Foreign  Missions  have  gone  from  $109,000  to  over 
$500,000.00.  In  like  manner  the  interest  among  our  people  in 
general  has  wonderfully  developed.  Information  has  increased 
among  the  people  so  also  has  their  interest.  Too  much  praise 
cannot  be  bestowed  upon  our  women.  Their  societies  both  for 
themselves  and  the  young  people  and   the  children,   have   been 
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veritable  schools  of  information  and  training.  Yet  another  ele- 
ment of  success  at  home  is  the  great  Laymen's  movement  of  to- 
day. What  a  wonderful  conception,  .that  by  intelligent  and 
consecrated  co-operation  the  gospel  may  be  carried  to  every 
creature  on  earth  within  the  next  25  years  and  how  full  of 
glorious  prophecy  i.  the  fact  that  this  conception  is  fast  becom- 
ing the  ideal  and  passion  of  our  best  Christian  men.  This  is 
another  token  of  success  at  home.  Let  us  add  to  this  the  change 
in  the  minds  of  our  people  of  their  conception  of  the  mission- 
aries themselves.  Formerly  people  thought  that  they  were  to 
be  wept  over  and  pitied  as  men  who   were   going   to    their   own 

oblivion  and  rlath.     Today  we  realize   the   raissior occupy 

the  greatest  place  of  service  and  honor  on  >ns  :ar 

vnd  wide  are  coming   t>   give   to   the     nission          i  I 

"first  ;  m  ng  his  fellows." 

When  we  begin  to  state  the  success  of  th<  F  i ;  i  Mission 
work  we  cannot  measure  or  estimate  it.  Ir  w-m  am  greater 
and  greater  is  the  respect  given  b;   the  natives  to  th«  n- 

aries.  They  are  learning  that  they  are  their  besl  'nendg  on 
earth.     We  hear,  too,  that  greater  throngs  oi  heathei 

coming  to  listen  to  the  gospel.     In  many  places  th  ionaries 

cannot  satisfy  the  people.  And  they  are  honest  and  earnest 
hearers.  In  addition  to  11  this  our  latest  work,  namely,  Medi- 
cal Missions,  is  pro-  idin;  a  wondi  rfx .  s  access.  Oi  r  eon&  crated 
physicians,  who  far  surpass  in  ski  1  the  native  doctors ,  are  rapi  - 
ly  winning  the  hearts  of  the  people,  and  as  they  minister  to  their 
bodies  they  also  lovingly  plant  the  sl  >ry  oi  tl  e  cross  of  Christ 
and  Him  crucified.     Thousands  are  thus  being  won  to  the  Savior. 

All  over  the  heathen  world  there  are  wondei  <  us  indications  of 
God's  favor  upon  the  works  of  his  servants. 

God's  promise  to  be  with  us  unto  the  end  of  the  age,  must  not 
be  claimed  unless  we  "'Go  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the 
gospel." 

.  Pastors,  we  are  a  mighty  key  to  the  situation  of  Si  vim  this 
world.  Let  us  keep  posted  and  keep  our  people  posted.  ;A  post 
card  sent  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  Richmond,  Virginia, 
will  bring  all  the  tracts  you  need,  free  of  all  cost,  and  the  For- 
eign Mission  Journal  may  be  had  in  clubs  of  ten  at  twei  ty-five 
cents  the  copy  for  a  year.  Let  us  not  call  ourselves  Missionary 
Baptist  Churches  unless  the  Foreign  Mission  Journal  goes  into 
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the  homes  of  our  people,  and  a  good  offering  from  each  church 

for  Foreign  Missions.

The  following  report  on  Sunday  Schools  was  read  by  J.  W. 
Burchett: 

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS 

In  the  Brushy  Mountain  Association  there  are  23  churches 
with  a  membership  of  2442.  There  are  26  Sunday  Schools  with 
a  membership  of  2631.  Or  to  state  it  differently,  we  had  189 
more  in  our  Sunday  Schools  at  the  last  report  than  we  had  in 
our  churches.  This  is  very  encouraging  provided  the  statistics 
are  accurate. 

The  work  of  the  Sunday  School  is  a  mighty  "agency.  This  is 
the  child  period  and  more  attention  is  being  paid  to  the  young 
at  this  time  than  ever  before.  It  would  be  of  real  interest  and 
worth  to  know  how  many  of  the  2442  members  in  our  churches 
belong  to  and  attend  a  Sunday  School.  The  minutes  of  last  year 
show  that  about  50  per  cent  of  the  enrollment  attend  Sunday 
School,  or  rather  the  averas'e  attendance  is  about  one-half  of  the 
enrollment. 

We  sing  with  a  mighty  volume  of  the  "ninety  and  nine  that 
safely  lay  in  the  shelter  of  the  fold,"  but  let  us  stop  singing  that 
until  we  have  found  the  other  one  who  is  out  in  the  cold. 

It  is  for  the  pastor  to  keep  himself  posted  on  modern  methods 
and  do  his  utmost  to  have  his  school  the  most  modern  and  up-to- 
date  of  all  schools.  Most  of  the  candidates  received  for  baptism 
today  are  from  the  ranks  of  the  Sunday  School.  There  is  a  great 
responsibility  resting  upon  the  teachers,  and  be  it  said  to  their 
shame  if  they  ever  dare  face  their  class  unprepared. 

Let  us  make  more  of  the  work  of  the  Sunday  School.

Brushy  Mountain  Association 

AUGUST  1911-1912 

The  fourth  annual  session  of  the  Woman's  Mission  Union  of 
the  Srushy  Mountain  Association  met  with  the  Mt.  Carmel 
church,  Friday,  August  22  1912,  with  Mrs.  J.  W.  Garvey  presid- 
ing- and  Miss  Addie  Howell  acting-  as  temporary  secretary. 

After  devotional  exercises,  conducted  by  Mrs.  Beach,  Mrs. 
Garvey  explained  that  for  the  four  years  that  we  have  been  try- 
ing to  do  some  Woman's  Mission  Union  work  in  this  association, 
there  has  been  no  regular  organization  by  our  women,  she  hav- 
ing held  the  office  of  Associationai  Vice  President  by  appoint- 
ment of  the  State  Central  Committee,  but  as  the  work  is  now 
better  known  and  several  societies  having  representatives  present 
it  seems  that  the  time  has  arrived  for  the  regular  election  of 
officers,  so  she  appointed  as  nominating  committee;  Mrs.  J.  A. 
Boldin,  Mrs.  E.  R.  Elmore,  and  Mrs.  J.  W.  Nichols.  While  the 
committee  withdrew  for  consultation  the  roll  of  churches  was  call- 
ed and  representatives  from  the  following  were  welcomed:  Cub 
Creek,  Edgewood,  Harmony,  Moravian  Falls,  Mt.  Carmel,  Mt. 
Pleasant,  N.Wilkesboro,Wilkesboro,  Walnut  Grove,  and  Zion  Hill. 

The  roil  of  missionary  societies  was  then  called  with  reports 
from  deligates,  as  follows:  Miss  Mattie  Elrod  for  W.  M.  S. 
Zion  Hill,  Mrs.  N.  H.Waugh  for  W.  M.  S.  N.  Wilkesboro,  Mrs. 
J.  W.  Garvey  for  W.  M.  S.  Wilkesboro,  Miss  Annie  Robinett  for 
Y.  W.  A.  N.  Wilkesboro,  Miss  Mamie  Waugh  for  Sunbeam;  N. 
Wilkesboro,  Miss  Addie  Hendren  for  Sunbeam;  Wilkesboro,  The 
W.  M.  S.  of  the  second  N.  Wilkesboro  church  had  no  deligate 
present  but  had  previously  sent  report  to  Vice  President. 

The  reports  from  the  seven  societies  were  accepted  and  show 
that  enthusiastic  work  is  being  done,  three  of  the  societies  hav- 
ing been  organized,  or  reorganized  within  the  year. 

The  committee  on  nomination  now  being  ready  to  report, 
Miss  Barnes  was  asked  to  occupy  the  chair  and  Mrs.  J.  A.  Boldin, 
for  committee,  read  the  following:  "We  recommend  to  this 
body  that  we  elect  for  our  President  for  the  coming  year,  Mrs. 
J.  W.  Garvey   and   for  Secretary  Miss  Addie  Howell.     Owring  to 
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the  undeveloped  condition  of  our  work  and  the  dfficulty  of 
organizing  we  reccommend  that  our  president  be  instructed  to 
appoint  other  officers  as  she  is  able  to  secure  thQm  and  as  the 
need  for  them  grows." 

On  motion  and  second  the  report  was  adopted  by  acclamation, 
Miss  Barrus  then  made  a  short  talk  expressing  her  appreciation 
of  the  work  being  done  by  our  women,  and  encouraging  us  to 
attempt  much  more  then  we  have  been  doing.  Since  we  have  a 
permanent  organization  we  should  accomplish  much  and  lasting 
good,  striving  for  more  societies  and  more  workers  in  all  our 
societies. 

The  business  of  organization  being  disposed  of,Mrs.Garvey  re- 
sumed the  chair  and  an  intensely  interesting  progran  was  given. 
The  subjects  were  well  discussed  and  every  one  felt  stronger 
and  more  enthusiastic  after  having  heard  the  inspiring  papers 
and  talks. 

Among  the  visitors  present  were  Miss  Blanche  Barrus,  Raleigh 
N.  C.  State  Secretary  of  the  W.  M.  U.;  Miss  Bina  Garvey,  Vice 
President  of  the  W.  M.  U.  of  the  Ashe  Association;  Mrs.  W.  R. 
Beach,  Vice  President  of  the  Raleigh  Association;  Mrs.  L.  J. 
Holman  of  the  South  Yadkin  Association,  and  Mrs.  Sarah  and  Miss 
Mattie  El  rod  of  San  Francisco,  Cal. 

The  program  ended  in  a  round-table  discussion  of  the  work  in 
general.  Aims  undertakings  and  experiences  were  interestingly 
told  by  several  present,  each  giving  some  new  thought  or  added 
incentive  to  another,  after  which  the  meeting  was  dismissed 
with  prayer  by  Mrs.  Boldin.

Having  heard  of  the  resolution  offered  by  Rev.  J.  M.  Dunna- 
way,  on  Saturday  afternoon  of  the  recent  session  of  the  Brushy 
Mt.  Association,  in  regard  to  having  the  Moman's  Mission  Union 
of  this  body  hold  its  meeting  at  some  other  time  then  the  regular 
convening  of  the  association;  we,  the  executive  committee  of  the 
W.  M.  U.,  wish  to  offer  the  following  explanation: 


Foot  Note. 

We  expect  to  soon  issue  a  booklet  giving  full  information  of 
our  work  and  containing  a  more  comprehensive  report  of 
the  meeting,  together  with  some  of  the  excellent  papers  which 
were  read.  A  copy  may  be  had  from  the  President  or  Secretary 
of  the  Union. 
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The  President  of  this  organization,  appointed  by  the  State 
Central  Committee,  indorsed  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society 
of  the  N.  Wilkesboro  church,  at  that  time  the  only  active  W.  M. 
S.  in  this  association,  went  before  the  association,  in  session  at 
the  Little  Rock  Baptist  church  and  in  explaining  the  work  stated 
that  while  in  many  of  the  older  and  stronger  associations,  where 
women  have  been  organized  for  years,  they  now  hold  their  meet- 
ings separately,  in  a  place  where  the  work  is  undeveloped,  as 
with  us,  it  is  necessary,  in  order  to  reach  the  country  women, 
many  of  whom  are  entirely  unacquainted  with  the  work,  to  hold 
a  meeting  for  women  in  connection  with  the  association. 

The  work  of  organizing  the  women,  with  this  understanding, 
was  approved  by  the  association  and  for  the  four  years  of  its 
existance  in  this  association  the  Woman's  Mission  Union  has  had 
shown  to  it,  by  the  ministers  and  laymen  of  the  body,  only  the 
finest  courtesy;  indeed,  the  hearty  interest  and  co-operation  of 
the  leading  men  of  the  association  has  been  one  of  the  most 
encouraging  and  pleasurable  features  of  our  work. 

As  we  have  had  only  four  meetings,  from  two  of  which  the 
President  was  compelled  to  be  absent,  we  could  scarcely  be  ex- 
pected to  have  effected  a  very  strong  organization,  in  fact,  our 
efforts  have  been  expended  almost  altogether  in  explanatory 
and  instructive  work,  with  the  view  af  laying  a  solid  foundation 
upon  which  our  women  may  build  a  worthy  and  lasting  organiz- 
ation. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  interest  in  missions  is  rapidly  increas- 
ing among  our  women,  and  that  from  each  associational  meeting, 
held  in  a  country  church,  one  or  more  substantial  societies  has 
resulted. 

That  it  is  desirable  for  the  Woman's  Union  to  have  a  separate 
meeting,  we  cheerfully  concede.  We  look  forward  with  pleasure 
to  the  time  when  we  are  strong  enough  to  do  so;  but  the  brethren 
of  this  association  know  that  the  women  who  are  not  yet  interest- 
ed in  missions,  would  not  attend  a  missionary  meeting  of  women, 
apart  from  the  association,  to  say  nothing  of  the  difficulty  of 
securing  conveyance,  yet  to  catch  the  interest  of  these  women 
and  enlist  them  in  the  work,  is  our  only  hope  of  successful  de- 
velopment. 

Considering  the  existing  conditions,  we  feel  that  to  separate 
the  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Mission  Union  from  that  of  the 
association  at  so  early  a  stage  of  its  progress  would  be  disastrous

to  our  cause  in  the  country  church.  Our  women  need  the  associ- 
ation. They  gain  strength  by  coming  in  contact  with  those  active 
in  our  denominational  life,  yet  many  of  them  would  not  attend 
if  their  own  meeting  were  held  at  at  some  other  time,  further- 
more, we  would  very  humbly  suggest  that  an  increasing  number 
of  strong  women,  drawing  apart  each  year  to  earnestly  study 
about,  pray  for,  and  give  to  the  great  cause  of  missions,  might 
become  a  scene  of  inspiration  to  the  many  listless  and  uninterest- 
ed onlookers  ever  present. 

Until  seven  years  ago,  when  the  Woman's  Mission  Union  of  the 
North  Carolina  State  Convention  decided  to  hold  its  annual 
meeting  apart  from  the  convention,  all  of  the  associational  W. 
M.  U.  meetings  were  held  in  connection  with  their  respective 
associations.  At  present  several  are  held  separately,  but  so  far 
as  the  knowledge  of  this  committee  extends,  in  every  instance, 
the  proposal  to  meet  at  a  different  time,  was  first  suggested  by 
the  women,  having  grown  out  of  their  pressing  need  for  more 
time  to  devote  to  their  work. 

We  cannot  but  feel  that  to  have  had  such  a  resolution  intro- 
duced in  the  association,  at  a  time  when  no  representative  of  the 
Woman's  Mission  Union  was  present,  and  without  the  knowledge 
of  any  of  its  officers,  was  an  injustice,  and  an  unnecessary  humi- 
lation  to  our  organization,  against  which  we  hereby  offer  our 
most  respectful  protest.  •

Proceedings  of  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Association 

FORTIETH  ANNUAL  SESSION 


The  Fortieth  Annual  Session  of  the  Brushy  Mountain  Asso- 
ciation held  with  Pleasant  Home  Church,  August  21,  22,  23  and 
24,  1913. 

THURSDAY,  AUG.  21— MORNING  SESSION 

The  Association  was  opened  with  prayer  by  E.  L.  Middleton. 
The  introductory  sermon  was  then  preached  by  R.  P.  Blevins, 
Text:  Through  God  we  shall  do  valiantly  for,  He  it  is  that  shall 
trod  down  our  enemies. — Psalm  108:13. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION 

A  quorum  answered  to  the  roll  call  of  churches.  On  motion 
of  W.  C.  Meadows,  C.  C.  Wright  was  elected  Moderator  for  the 
ensuing  year.     R.  P.  Blevins  was  chosen  Clerk. 

J.  VV.  Burchett  of  the  Elkin  Association,  G.  W.  Sebastian  of 
the  Stone  Mountain,  D.  M.  Wheeler  of  Stony  Fork,  T.  E.  Red- 
man of  of  Briers  Creek,  W.  W.  White  of  Ashe  Association  and 
E.  L.  Middleton,  our  Sunday  School  Secretary,  and  W.  M.  Green" 
the  Recorder  man,  were  all  recognized  as  visiting  brethren. 

The  afternoon  session  was  then  given  over  to  the  discussion 
of  Sunday  Schools.  

The  following  report  was  then  made  on  Sunday  Schools: 

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS 

We  find  authority  for  Sunday  Schools  in  God's  word.  The 
fact  that  a  Sunday  School,  with  good  organization,  adequate 
equipment  and  good  teaching  is  sure  to  become  effective  in 
winning  souls  for  God  and  in  developing  them  for  His  use,  is 
proof  of  God's  favor. 

The  Sunday  School  work  of  the  State  is  hopeful.  There 
seems  to  be  a  steady,  healthful  growth.  Since  1905,  we  have 
grown  from  1290  schools  to  1921  in  1912;  a  gain  of  631  or  49  per 
cent,  in  seven  years.     Mere  numerical  growth,  however,  is  not 


necessarily  indicative  of  success.  We  find  more  general  interest 
in  the  cause  than  formerly.  Schools  are  improving  their  organ- 
izations as  well  as  enlarging  their  membership.  Many  are  train- 
ing their  teachers  in  the  Sunday  School  Board's  training  courses. 
Churches  are  building  class-rooms  or  using  curtains  to  improve 
their  equipment. 

We  find  the  following  facts  about  the  work  in  our  own  As- 
sociation in  1912: 

Twenty  churches  report  a  membership  of  2460.  Only  six- 
teen of  these  churches  report  Sunday  Schools  with  an  enrollment 
of  1846.  This  gives  a  Sunday  School  membership  only  75  per 
cent,  as  large  as  the  church  membership.  From  the  letters  to 
this  session  it  seems  only  about  one-third  of  our  church  members 
belon?  to  our  Sunday  Schools.  We  are  assured  there  is  pro- 
gress since  last  year.  It  seems  there  is  now  a  Sunday  School  in 
every  church  and  several  branch  schools. 

As  a  policy  for  next  year  we  would  recommend  the  follow- 
ing: 

1— That  all  our  Sunday  Schools  co-operate  in  the  work  of 
our  Sunday  School  Convention  by  sending  messengers  to  the 
next  session. 

2— A  vigorous  campaign  to  enlist  more  of  our  church  mem- 
bers and  others  not  reached  for  the  Sunday  School.  A  religious 
census  followed  by  grading  the  school  will  greatly  aid  in  this. 

3 — The  organization  of  Teacher  Training  Classes  for  officers 
and  teachers.  These  may  pursue  the  Normal  Course  or  the 
Reading  Course.     Free  literature  will  explain  both  courses. 

4— The  co-operation  with  other  associations  in  supporting 
Sunday  School  Missions  by  putting  this  fund  on  same  basis  as 
the  other  mission  and  benevolent  objects  of  the  Convention. 
The  Sunday  Schools,  however,  ought  to  meet  this  obligation. 

5— More  definite  plans  for  making  our  schools  evangelistic. 
These  ought  to  become  great  soul-saving  agencies.  Every  un- 
saved member  of  our  classes  ought  to  be  brought  to  a  saving 
knowledge  of  Jesus. 

6 — That  our  officers  and  teachers  secure  literature  on  the 
various  phases  of  up-to-date  Sunday  School  work.  This  will  be 
furnished  free  by  our  Sunday  School  Secretary,  E.  L.  Middle- 
ton,  Raleigh,  N.  C.  D.  M.  WHEELER

presented  the  subject  in  an  able  and  graphic  manner,  and 
bretheren  J,  W.  Burchett,  T.  E.  Redman,  D.  M.  Wheeler,  G.  W. 
Sebastian,  made  short  enthusiastic  talks  on  the  Sunday  Schools 
in  their  associations.  The  report  was  adopted  and  pledges 
taken  for  Sunday  School  missions. 

Adjourned  until  9:30  A.  M.  Friday. 

FRIDAY  AUG.  22,  MORNING  SESSION 

J.  W.  Burchett  of  the  Elkin  Association,  conducted  de- 
votional exercises  at  9:30. 

The  Association  was  called  to  order  by  the  moderator  and 
the  minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved.  J.  W. 
Burchett  read  the  following  report  on  periodicals: 

REPORT  ON  PERIODICALS 

This  is  an  age  of  extensive  reading — our  men,  women,  and 
children  are  going  to  read  something,  and  this  being  true  we 
must  look  carefully  to  the  reading  matter  put  in  their  hands. 
Baptist  should  do  their  best  to  get  the  Recorder  in  as  many 
homes  as  possible.  In  order  to  keep  posted  on  the  work  of  the 
denomination  at  large  every  Baptist  should  take  it.  We  need 
the  Foreign  Mission  Journal  and  Home  Field  in  order  to  know 
what  we  as  Baptist  are  doing  for  the  evangelization  of  the 
world.  Your  committee  insists  that  all  take  the  Recorder  this 
year  and  be  convinced  of  its  worth.

R.  P.  Blevins  read  the  following  report,  and  on  motion  of  W. 
C.  Meadows,  State  Missions  was  presented  by  R.  P.  Blevins  and 
E.  L.  Middleton. 
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REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS 

The  command  is  to  go  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the 
gospel  of  Christ  which  is  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation. 
Then  State  missions  mean  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  to  our 
own  people,  the  salvation  of  our  friends  and  neighbors — and 
even  more  than  this  it  means  the  enlargement  of  our  work  in 
all  fields  of  endeavor  and  the  advancement  of  the  kingdom  of 
God  throughout  the  nations  of  earth. 

With  the  marvelous  material  growth  of  our  State;  the 
great  influx  of  immigrants  and  non-Christian  element,  and  with 
the  many  sections  of  our  State  that  are  destitute  as  to  the 
doctrines  of  the  Bible,  and  in  their  destitution  and  helplessness 
are  crying  out  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  for  the  necessary 
aid  that  will  put  them  on  their  feet — with  the  mammoth  task 
of  State  missions  and  its  great  needs  shall  we  not  rally  around 
her  standards  and  make  our  motto  burn  with  a  fire  kindled  by 
our  King — "North  Carolina  for  Jesus."

The  11-o'clock  sermon  was  then  preached  by  T.  E.  Redman, 
after  which  the  morning  session  was  closed  with  special  prayer 
for  more  workers  in  the  field,  by  R.  P.  Blevins. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION 

The  delegates  reassemble  in  house  and  after  prayer  by  D. 
M.  Wheeler  the  Association  is  called  to  order  by  moderator. 

The  report  on  Woman's  Mission  society  was  then  read  by 
clerk  for  the  committee.  Upon  motion  for  its  adoption 
J.  W.  Burchett  presented  the  woman's  work  in  our  field. 
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The  Moderator  called  for  report  on  Home  Missions  and  W. 
C.  Meadows  read  the  following  report: 

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS 

The  problem  of  Home  Missions  is  America's  supreme  prob- 
lem. It  is  our  imperative  issue,  for  in  the  Home  Mission  task  is 
the  solution  of  a  vast  problem  upon  which  hangs  the  material 
and  Spiritual  well-fare  of  our  Nation,  involving  the  happiness 
or  misery  of  our  people. 

The  work  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  is: 

1st  That  of  preaching  the  gospel  to  save  the  20  million  lost 
souls  in  our  South  land,  among  our  white  people,  the  negroes, 
Indians,  Foreigners,  in  Cuba  and  Panama. 

The  foreigners  are  coming  to  us  at  the  rate  of  a  million  a 
year,  which  will  be  greatly  increased  by  the  opening  of  the 
Panama  canal,  and  the  Panama  Exposition  in  1915.  We  must 
evangelize  them  as  they  come,  or  they  will  jepordize  all  of  our 
Christian  Institutions. 

2nd  The  Mountain  School  problem  is  one  of  vast  importance 
and  is  doing  great  good,  not  only  literary  training,  but  through 
the  religious  influence  in  these  schools  a  great  majority  of  the 
young  men  and  young  women  leave  there  Christians  and  go  out 
to  bless  the  country  as  teachers,  Sunday  School  workers,  and 
preachers. 

3rd  The  work  of  enlistment  is  an  important  part  of  the 
work,  fulfilling  the  second  part  of  Christ's  last  commission — 
teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  commanded.  The  object  is 
to  enlist  every  member  of  the  Churches  in  the  work.  If  the 
three  million  Baptists  of  the  South  were  trained  so  they  would 
keep  and  obey  only  one  verse  of  Scripture:  1st  Cor.  15  2.,  we 
would  soon  take  all  this  fair  South  land  for  Jesus. 

Brethren  in  the  Ministry  let  us  all  make  a  strong  effort  to 
unite  all  of  our  forces  in  the  work  of  Missions. 

4th  But  why  all  this  so  necessary?  Because  thousands  are 
dieing  in  sin  and  are  eternally  lost.  And  because  of  the  alarm- 
ing spread  of  Roman  Catholicism.  Now  Catholics  are  entitled 
to  an  equal  privelege  with  other  denominations,  but  they  are 
not  satisfied  with  that,  but  are  making  every  effort    possible  to 
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control  the  public  schools,  the  Press,  Freedom   of    Speech,    and

Realizing  the  great  importance  of  education  in  our  South 
land,  and  the  rapid  strides  made  in  the  past  ten  years  along 
religious,  political,  and  material  lines  of  endeavor,  it  behooves 
us  to  put  forth  every  possible  effort  in  the  promotion  and  con- 
tinuance of  the  present  aroused  interest  in  education.  It  gives 
us  pride  to  note  the  decrease  in  illiteracy  in  our  own  County 
during  the  past  ten  years  from  13  per  cent,  to  2  per  cent.  Also 
during  the  same  period  the  attendance  in  our  public  schools  has 
more  than  doubled,  and  with  the  incentive  of  the  compulsory 
clause  of  our  recent  school  laws  we  believe  that  the  future  for 
us  will  compare    favorably    with    any    section.      We    heartily 
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recommend  the  employment  of  religious  men  and  women  as 
teachers  in  our  schools  and  the  opening  of  each  days  session  by 
reading  the  Bible  and  prayer. 

We  recommend  to  your  consideration  the  recently  organized 
school  at  Mountain  View  under  the  management  of  Prof.  E.  R.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  RESOLUTIONS 
Less  than  half  of  the  churches  of  this  Association  having 
failed  to  report  their  Sunday  Schools  either  by  letter  or  messen- 
gers, nor  is  this  the  first  time  they  have  failed  to  do  so.  The 
pastor,  being  the  inspiration  of  the  Sunday  Schools;  therefore: 
We  recommend  that  the  pastors  bring  this  matter  before  the 
Sunday  Schools  of  their  churches  at  the  proper  time  and  see  to  it 
that  delegates  be  appointed  to  convey  reports  of  their  Sunday 
Schools  to  the  next  Convention. 

We  have  noticed  that  too  many  pastors  appear  indifferent 
toward  the  Sunday  Schools  of  their  churches;  often  refusing  to 
take  part  in  the  lesson  or  remaining  out  of  doors.  Now  this  is 
very  wrong.  They  should  never  fail  to  take  part  in  the  discus- 
sion? of  the  lessons  and  review  the  lesson  instead  of  the  Super- 
intendent, or  make  a  Sundav  School  talk.     Brethren,  you  are 
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setting  a  bad  example  by  avoiding  the  Sunday  School. 

We  commend  the  earnest  work  being  done  by  Pastors  M. 
McNeil,  W.  C.  Meadows  and  a  few  other  workers.  You  would 
do  well  to  follow  their  example.  Brother  Pastor,  another  verv 
great  need  in  our  Sunday  Schools  is  better  teachers.  We  are 
now  living  in  the  days  of  Better  Education.  If  we  expect  John 
and  Mary  to  attendSunday  School  regularly  and  be  interested  in 
the  lessons,  we  must  have  a  teacher  for  them  who  has  tact,  un- 
derstand the  lesson  for  today  and  next  Sunday  and  know  just 
how  to  explain  the  parts  not  understood  by  them.  This  is  a  sad 
fact  in  almost  all  of  our  churches.  Now,  how  can  this  be  rem- 
edied? By  starting  a  Teacher's  Training  School  in  each  church. 
The  Superintendent  should  require  his  teachers  to  meet  twenty 
or  30  minutes  before  Sunday  School,  together  with  young  folks 
who  expect  to  make  teachers  later.  He  should  suggest  methods 
of  presenting  the  lesson,  and  have  the  teachers  give  their  ideas. 
This  would  be  very  helpful,  or  better  could  we  not  all  join  hands 
and  get  Brother  Middleton  to  conduct  a  ten  days  training  school 
in  some  one  of  our  churches  so  that  each  church  could  send  its 
corps  of  teachers.  Let  us  prepare  to  mature  this  at  the  next 
convention.

.Need."  Mrs.  Garvey  made  a  talk  sketching  some  of  the  dif- 
ferent phases  of  the  work  of  the  W.  M.  U.,  especially  emphasiz- 
ing the  new  department  of  Personal  Service  Work. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  the  churches  of  the  Associa- 
tion, finding  six  represented.  A  carefully  prepared  resume  of 
the  work  of  the  year  just  ending  was  read  by  the  Secretary,  and 
all  were  pleased  to  note  the  steady  progress  and  growing 
strength  of  our  work.  This  paper  will  be  published  in  full  in 
the  Associational  Handbook  for  1913-1914. 

In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Jno.  R.  Jones,  of  the  Executive 
Committee.  Miss  Minnie  McNeil  read  a  paper  outlining  the 
work  of  the  organization  for  the  forthcoming  year  and  offering 
the  recommendations  of  the  committee,  as  follows: 

1st.  That  our  apportionment  of  $210.00  to  the  State  Union, 
be  accepted  and  that  each  society  do  its  part  in  raising  the 
amount. 

2nd.  That  we  strive  to  organize,  during  this  Associational 
year,  at  least  three  new  Woman's  Missionary  Societies,  one  Y. 
W.  A.,  two  Sunbeam  Bands  and  one  R.  A. 

3rd.  That  our  society  presidents  make  a  most  strenuous 
effort  to  place  at  least  one  Missionary  periodical  in  each  home 
represented  in  the  society  and  that  our  members  be  repeatedly 
urged  to  consecrate  more  of  their  time  seeking  information 
about  the  Master's  work. 

4th.  That  we  adopt  the  Associational  Hand-book  prepared 
by  the  Executive  Committee,  with  its  motto,  "Before  there  can 
be  strong  missionary  Churches  there  MUST  be  missitmary  conse- 
crated mothers,"  and  that  as  Christian  mothers  we  dMermine  to 
live  up  to  our  motto. 

5th.  That  each  society  be  instructed  to  place  in  the  hands 
of  the  Secretary  or  President  of  our  organization,  as  soon  as 
possible  after  the  Association,  a  contribution  to  be  used    in    de- 
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fraying  the  expense  of  the  publication  of  the    minutes    of    our 
meeting. 

6th.  That  all  our  societies  be  asked  to  co-operate  heartily 
with  the  President  in  raising  enough  money  to  furnish  a  Read- 
ing or  Sitting  Room  in  the  Girls'  Dormitory  now  being  erected 
for  the  Mountain  View  School,  also  that  individuals  in  a  position 
to  do  so,  contribute  suitable  books  or  magazine  subscriptions  for 
the  Room. 

The  President  made  some  remarks  explanatory  of  the  work 
that  the  Union  is  trying  to  do  for  the  Mountain  View  School. 
After  motion  to  adopt,  the  recommendations  were  discussed  by 
Mrs.  N.  H.  Waugh  in  a  short  talk  on  "Finances."  A  paper  on 
"The  Importance  of  Our  Missionary  Literature,"  which  had  been 
prepared  by  Mrs.  J.  W.  Nichols,  in  her  absence  was  read  by  Mrs. 
W.  H.  Waugh.  Miss  Addie  Howell  spoke  on  "Our  Young  Peo- 
ple's Work,"  after  which  Prof.  Settle,  Principal  of  the  Mountain 
View  School,  was  invited  in  and  made  an  interesting  talk,  em- 
phasizing the  help  to  our  Churches  that  will  be  the  result  of 
training  our  boys  and  girls  in  our  Christian  Schools.  The  rec- 
ommendations were  adopted  by  unanimous  vote. 

Mrs.  S.  R.  Joines,  for  nominating  Committee,  recommended 
the  re-election  of  all  of  the  present  officers,  which  met  the  unan- 
imous approval  of  the  body. 

State  Mission  Day  was  announced  and  literature  for  same 
given  to  each  society.  The  Meeting  of  the  Greensboro  Division, 
to  be  held  at  Elkin,  October  16,  17,  18,  was  discussed  and  all 
societies  urged  to  send  representatives.  Prayer  was  offered  by 
Miss  Howell,  all  joining  in  repeating  the  Lord's  Prayer,  which 
closed  the  session.

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS 
The  Sunday  school  is  one  of  the  most  important  agencies  em- 
ployed by  the  church  for  the  furtherance  Of  the  Lord's  work. 
In  order  to  maintain  a  successful  Sunday  school,  the  pastor  and 
church  must  heartily  cooperate ;  the  pastor  should  familiarize 
himself  with  the  best  methods,  as  well  as  the  needs  of  his:  par- 
ticular church.  The  superintendent  should  have  the  work  on 
his  part  and  should  always  be  a  Christian,  then  he  will  be  a 
live  wire.  The  teachers  must  have  the  work  at  heart,  then  they 
will  prepare  themselves  for  teaching.  Classification  is  very 
necessary  and  good  live  wires  at  the  head  of  each  class  as 
teachers ;  then  we  have  the  answer  to  the  question :  ' '  How  can 
we  keep  up  the  interest?"  Your  committee  recommends  that 
the  churches  of  this  association  stress  this  part  of  the  work  this 
year  and  be  convinced  of  its  worth.  It  is  no  longer  a  question 
that  we  have  a  Sunday  school;  but  how  good  a  school.  Let 
every  church  strive  for  an  evergreen  Sunday  school;  Satan's 
work  shop  does  not  close;  Therefore  we  cannot  afford  to  close 
up  and  go  into  Winter  quarters.  Every  school  in  this  associa- 
tion should  send  good  representatives  to  the  annual  Sunday 
school  conventions.

REPORT  ON  THE  THOMASVILLE  ORPHANAGE 

The  care  of  the  unfortunate  is  a  natural  and  fundamental  ex- 
pression of  Christianity.  Jesus  was  in  His  ministry  what  He 
would  have  us  be.  He  emphasized  things  fundamental  and  cast 
the  program  for  all  ages.  He  glorified  childhood  and  so 
His  gospel  to  the  physical  wants  of  life  that  we  cannot  hope  to 
save  the  soul  unless  we  also  provide  for  the  body.  So  far  or- 
phanage work  has  been  the  principal  form  of  our  benevolence, 
largely  because  it  has  been  showing  the  most  tangible  results. 
It  has  been  said  by  some  that  it  is  necessary  only  to  let  the 
people  know  the  needs  of  the  orphanage  and  they  will  be  sup- 
plied. The  coming  year  will  show  whether  this  is  true  or  not. 
With  only  four  hundred  and  thirty  children  we  have  fallen 
behind.  Children  are  already  being  received  at  the  Kennedy 
Home.  Within  a  short  while  there  will  be  more  than  fifty  chil- 
dren there.  The  Miles  Durham  nursery  for  very  small  chil- 
dren will  be  complete  before  the  winter  months.  If  this  is 
filled  with  children  and  we  provide  for  those  that  are  being 
received  at  the  Kennedy  Home,  the  current  expenses  must  be 
increased  $10,000  over  last  year.  Among  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tists nothing  has  so  enlisted  men  and  women  in  the  work  of 
the  Kingdom  as  the  orphanage  work.  It  has  been  the  agency 
for  the  promotion  of  harmony,  liberality  and  consecration. 
Thus  in  the  larger  work  of  the  Kingdom  the  little  child  is  the 
leader.     Since  the  reception  of  the  first  child,  November  11, 


1885,  1516  have  been  enrolled,  and  the  present  mumber  is  430 
(with  about  500  by  the  end  of  the  year)  Average  cost  per  child, 
$107.64  a  year.  The  health  record  of  the  children  for  the  past 
year  has  been  remarkable,  there  being  no  deaths  and  feAV  cases 
of  serious  illness.  Large  and  valuable  additions  are  being 
made  to  the  plant  at  Thomasville.  A  modern  dairy  barn  has 
been  completed.  This  department  of  our  work  with  the  various 
other  industrial  feathers  are  to  be  emphasized.  A  splendid 
auditorium  will  be  completed  within  a  year.  The  erection  of 
this  important  and  greatly  needed  building  was  made  possible 
by  the  bequest  of  the  late  Dr.  S.  W.  Little  of  Davie  county, 
whose  honored  name  it  will  bear.  Three  new  school  rooms 
have  been  added  with  improvements  to  the  old  school  building. 
A  tenth  grade  has  been  put  in  the  school  course  for  the  pur- 
pose  of  giving  those  who  leave  us  a  better  preparation  for  life 's 
struggles.  We  would  again  urge  and  recommend:  (1)  That 
every  Sunday  school  set  aside  one  Sunday  in  each  month  as 
Orphanage  day;  (2)  A  club  of  Charity  and  Children  in  each 
Sunday  school  and  an  individual  copy  to  pastors  and  all  indi- 
vidual homes  that  are  not  represented  in  the  Sunday  school; 
(3)  A  liberal  Thanksgiving  offering  emphasizing  the  impor- 
tance of  "Work  Day"  giving  not  less  than  one  day's  work 
to  the  Orphanage.  We  would  suggest  that  in  many  churches 
it  is  best  to  select  a  Sunday  nearest  Thansgiving  day  to  hold 
this  special  service.  This  can  be  done  to  advantage  on  coun- 
try fields. 

Finally,  brethren,  let  us  constantly  keep  in  mind  the  appeal 
of  the  Larger  Orphanage  and  remember  as  we  save  the  child 
we  not  only  save  the  State  but  we  save  ourselves  and  in  doing 
this  we  find  our  greatest  happiness.  This  association  has  six 
children  at  the  orphanage.  Brethren,  let  us  make  an  earnest 
effort  to  provide  for  our  own  children  which  cost  $645.84.  We 
gave  last  year  $328.26  of  this  amount.

church's  obedience  to  God's  writ  concerning  a  lost  world,  the 
place  of  State  Missions  determined  for  us.  It  is  the  develop- 
ment of  local  churches.  The  convention  set  the  figures  for 
State  Missions  this  year  at  $55,000. 

The  Board  has  employed  150  missionaries  and  they  are  sup- 
plying about  350  points.  In  order  to  appreciate  the  work  of 
this  Board  let  us  glance  at  some  its  marvelous  achievements. 
It  has  through  its  missionaries  baptised  about  75000  people,  es- 
tablished about  1000  churches,  made  communities  desirable  to 
live  in,  blessed  homes  and  given  to  the  State  and  South  some 
of'  our  best  men,  children  brought  into  Sunday  schools  and 
hundreds  of  them  have  given  their  hearts  to  Jesus.  It  has 
kindled  high  and  lofty  aspirations  in  the  hearts  of  many 
through  the  preaching  of  its  missionaries  and  many  have  heard 
and  heeded  the  call  to  enter  the  ministry.  These  are  a  few  of 
the  results  of  the  work  of  the  Board  and  it  comes  today  asking 
that  you  enlarge  its  usefulness  by  enlarging  your  contributions 
to  it.

We  must  see  to  it  that  the  men  who  aspire  to  rep- 
resent us  in  the  Legislature  stand  four  square  on  theProhibition 
law.  We  have  a  right  to  demand  that  our  law  makers,  as  well 
as  the  men  who  are  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  the  law, 
stand  for  Temperance.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 
The  wonderful  success  with  which  the  work  has  been  prose* 
cuted  during  the  past  year,  in  results  obtained,  has  been  by 
far  the  beet  year  in  the  history  of  our  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention.   There  were  4,532  persons  baptised,  an  increase  of  a- 
bout  three  hundred  over  the  previous  year,  or  more  than  one- 
fh.it d  as  many  as  were  baptised  in  our  awn  State  with  her  two 


thousand  churches  and  twelve  hundred  preachers.  The  foreign 
mission  report  presented  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  contains  this  significant  statement :  After 
"working  as  a  convention  fifty  years,  we  report  in  1895  a  total 
enrollment  of  communicants  in  our  churches  in  foreign  lands 
of  3,493,  and  now  to  have  more  than  that  number  to  join  us 
in  one  year  makes  us  take  fresh  courage  and  press  forward 
with  renewed  zeal."  Surely  no  Christian  can  read  this  story 
of  Divine  blessings  and  witness  this  seal  of  Divine  approval, 
without  feeling  the  thrill  of  a  new  purpose  in  his  soul.  The 
marvelous  opportunities  which  lie  before  us.  All  things  seem 
to  be  working  together  to  present  to  the  Baptists  of  the  South 
the  crowning  missionary  opportunity  of  their  history.  Howev- 
er, it  is  not  very  encouraging  where  Ave  note  what  our  people 
are  doing  in  this  work.  We  are  giving  less  than  nine  cents 
per  member  to  Foreign  Missions.  We  earnestly  hope  that  we 
will  go  forward  during  the  next  year,  that  we  will  pray,  work, 
and  give  for  this  cause  with  renewed  zeal.

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS 

Ours  is  a  republic  in  which  every  man  may  worship  God  ac- 
cording to  the  dictates  of  his  own  conscience,  but  when  our 
fathers  founded  this  republic  it  was  the  earnest  desire  that  it 
should  become  a  Christian  nation.  As  yet  their  wishes  haven't 
materialized,  for  out  of  the  92.000,000  and  more  in  our  great 
country  only  about  21,000,000  or  20  per  cent,  are  members  of 
any  evangelical  church.  Out  of  31.000,000  people  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Southern  Baptist  convention,  less  than  11,000,000 
or  about  33  p  >r  <  ont  are  members  of  any  evangelical  church.  In 
spite  of  the  persistent  efforts  of  the  consecrated  Christians  dur- 
ing the  past  generations,  there  remains  yet  much  pioneer  work 
to  be  done.  Scores  of  communities  in  many  states  do  not  hear 
the  gospel  message  in  its  simplicity  and  purity.  There  has 
come  about  in  addition  a  new  kind  of  pioneer  work.  This  is  to 


be  found  in  the  slums  of  our  cities  and  sometimes     on      the 
fashionable   boulevards.     With   the   old   tasks  unfinished   and 
many  new  and  more  difficult  ones  being  added  there  come  a 
more  clarion  call  to  Home  Missions.     Not  only  are  there  new 
fields  to  be  occupied  but  the  old  ones  must  be  better7  cultivated. 
There  are  more  than  11,000  churches  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Southern  Baptist   convention  that   are   missionary  Baptist   in 
name  but  not  in  spirit  for  they  give  not  one  cent  to  missions. 
Not  only  is  it  the  duty  of  the  Southern  Baptist  convention  to 
push  this  work  but  the  duty  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  to  as- 
sist by  taking  hold  of  this  work.     Three  thousand  unhoused 
churches  in  our  convention  territory  with  thousands  of  others 
in  building  that  are  inadequate  to  their  needs,  mutually  appeal 
to  us  for  a  large  and  hearty  support  to  the  Home  Mission  Board 
in  raising  the  Million  Dollar  Church  Building  and  Loan  Fund. 
The  past  year  has  been  a  good  one  for  the  Home  Mission  Board. 
It  came  to  the  end  of  the  year  free  from  debt,  and  with  a  small 
balance  to  its  credit.     The  1447  missionaries,  only  25  of  whom 
gave   all  their   time   to   evangelism,   baptised  last   year — both 
white  and  black — 31000  candidates,  organized  more  than  200 
churches,  built  or  improved  378  church  houses,  organized  758 
Sunday  schools.     The  34  mountain  mission  schools,  with   148 
teachers  and  5118  students,  64  of  whom  are  preparing  for  the 
m:inis+ry,     made  gratifying  reports.     "No  mission     board     in 
the  world,"  says  one  authority,  "has  reported  results  one-half 
as  large  as  these."  No  Home  or  Domestic  Mission  Board  in 
America,  so  far  as  we  can  find,  has  had  more  than  one-third 
as  large  results,   though   several  boards  have   expended   four 
times  as  much  in  the  work.    Because  of  the  rapidly  increasing 
population  o^  the  Southwest,  the  tidal  wave  of  immigrants  that 
is  just  beginning  to  pour  into  the  South, the  rapid  growth  of  the 
cities  of  the  Southwest,  the  new  and  complex  social  conditions, 
and  the  influence  of  the  rapidly  increasing  wealth  of  the  South, 
we  need  to  enlarge  our  contributions  to  HomeMissions.     The 
home  board  is  asking  this  year  from  the  Baptists  of  the  South 
$61,250.     North  Carolina  is  asked  for  $40,000.     Surely  we  will 
raise  this  and  more.    We  recommend  that  we  give  20  per  cent 
more  to  the  Home  Missions  this  year  than  last  and  that  the 
clerk  make  a   calculation  as  to  the  amount  each  church  will 
give  and  put  it  in  the  financial  pledge  instead  of  the  pledge.

REPORT  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  MISSION  UNION  OF  THE 
BRUSHY  MOUNTAIN.  ASSOCIATION  FOR  YEAR  1913-14. 

Owing  to  the  distance  of  the  Asso.  this  year,  from  our  so- 
cieties it  was  deemed  best  to  hold  our  annual  associational 
meeting  at  some  place  more  easily  within  reach  of  our  dele- 
gates, so  this  meeting  was  held  with  the  society  of  the  Wilkes- 
boro  church  Tuesday  afternoon,  August  eighteenth,  at  which 
time  the  various  societies  made  their  reports.  A  tabulated 
copy  of  this  report  for  use  in  the  minutes  is  enclosed. 

A  summary  of  this  report  shows  about  one  hundred  and  six- 
ty members  of  W.  M.  U.,  eighty-five  of  whom  are  children. 
The  three  Woman's  Societies  report  over  three  hundred  vis- 
its made  to  poor,  sick,  strangers,  jail  and  county  home ;  $25.50 
in  cash  and  large  quantities  of  clothing  given  to  aid  the  poor ; 
assistance  in  placing  five  children  in  institutions,  and  some 
medical  aid  to  the  sick. 

Fifty-four  Mission  periodicals  are  taken  in  these  societies. 

By  special  arrangement  with  our  State  Secretary  we  are 
permitted  to  count  contributions  to  the  Mt.  View  School  as 
gifts  to  Home  Missions,  the  same  as  if  given  to  Mt.  Mission 
Schools  through  the  Union.  For  the  purpose  of  furnishing  a 
Reading  Room,  or  Library,  in  this  school  known  as  the 
Dorris  Wright  Library,  Ave  have  secured  contributions 
amounting  to  $49.50,  besides  a  number  of  good  books. 

Contributions  of  the  societies  to  the  regular  mission  objects 
of  the  church,  sent  to  Mr.  Walters  Durham,  amount  to  $137.66 ; 
Special  W.  M.  U.  expenses,  Louisville  Training  School  and 
those  above  mentioned  amount  to  $56.55  and  local  work  by  the 
Wilkesboro  Society  to  the  amount  of  $102.96,  making  a  grand 
total  of  $297.17. 

It  is  with  humble  thanks  to  God,  who  has  so  signally  blessed 
our  small  efforts,  that  we  present  this  report  to  your  body, 
asking  your  prayers,  your  co-operation  and  your  heartfelt  in- 
terest in  our  work  for  the  forthcoming  year.

It  is  the  duty  of  all  Christ- 
ians to  attend  an  evergreen  Sunday-school  and  thereby  do  a 
greater  work  for  Christ.

4  P.  M.— REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE:  We  of  the 
Brushy  Mountain  Association  have  a  right  to  be  very  thank- 
ful for  the  great  reformation  already  achieved  in  the  line  of 
temperance,  especially  as  regards  intoxicating  liquors,  but  we 
know  that  there  is  still  a  great  work  for  each  of  us  to  do  in 
educating  our  young  men  and  boys,  who  aie  still  prone  to  in- 
dulge in  the  illegal  manufacture  and  sale  of  this  debasing 
fluid,  to  the  extent  that  they  may  become  wise  totheir  welfare 
and  that  of  their  country  and  abandon  all  such  practises ;  and 
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that  to  be  a  progressive  people  we  must  be  sober  and  indus- 
trious, for  we  know  that  sobriety  and  industry  go  hand  in 
hand,  and  that  drunkeness  and  idleness  also  go  hand  in  hand. 
While  we  cannot  hope  to  reclaim  all  of  the  old  men 
of  this  generation  who  are  addicted  to  drink,  we  can 
hope  and  work  with  the  faith  that  by  saving  our 
boys  and  young  men  from  this  curse,  that  we  will 
have  sober  and  Christian  old  men  in  the  next  generation. 
Your  committee  would  earnestly  call  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  field  of  temperance  is  still  needing  cultivation, 
and  that  there  is  a  place  in  this  great  field  for  each  one  who 
is  interested  in  general  progress,  morality,  education  and 
Christianity.  Let  us  all  resolve  to  do  all  we  can  in  this  great 
cause  by  impressing  our  boys  and  young  men  on  all  occasions, 
in  Sunday-school,  public  school,  at  church,  at  all  social  gather- 
ings, and  especially  at  the  ballot  box,  with  the  great  and  im- 
portant need  of  temperance.

11  A.  M.  Report  on  the  Thomasville  Orphanage.  The 
thirtieth  annual  report  of  the  Baptist  orphanage  shows  that  it 
has  been  a  year  of  stress  and  strain,  but  it  has  not  been  stand- 
ing still.  The  opening  of  the  Kennedy  Home  and  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  work  here  by  the  addition  of  another  dormitory  has 
increased  our  number  by  seventy-five.  Not  only  have  we  ad- 
ded to  this  number  for  support,  but  the  cottages  had  to  be  fin- 
ished for  housekeeping.  This,  with  the  unprecedented  drought 
of  last  year,  extra  building,  and  war  prices  on  most  of  the  sta- 
ple articles  of  living,  has  thrown  us  indebt.  The  current  fund 
has  made  the  usual  increase  of  about  $4,000.00,  but  this  is  not 
enought  to  meet  the  increasedexpenses.  With  494  children 
on  hand  June  30th,  an  increase  of  75,  at  a  cost  of  $9.44  per 
month,  all  of  which  necessarily  calls  for  more  funds  to  supply 
the  demands.  It  is  now  up  to  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina 
to  make  a  grand  rally  to  our  Orphanage  and  see  that  these 
children,  who  are  thrown  on  our  hands  by  the  providence  of 
God,   are  cared  for.     The  work  in  all  departments  has  been 
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very  satisfactory  and  is  in  the  hands  of  a  competent  set     of 
workers.     The  health  of  the  children  has  been  fine,  only     one 
sad  death  and  that  by  drowning  at  the  Kennedy  Home.     Un- 
der the  efficient  management  of  Rev.  M.    L.    Kesler  for  ten 
years,  the  orphanage  has  made  wonderful  progress.     Then  the 
annual  income  was  $24,493.     Now  it  is  $60,946.     During  this 
time  several  buildings  have  been  remodeled,  and  a  half  dozen 
or  more  new  ones  built,  electric  lights  installed,  with  many  oth- 
er improvements  amounting  to  at  least  $90,000.     Also  by  bo- 
quests  have  been  been  added  the  Kennedy  Home,  225  acres  by 
the  Galloway  sisters,  and  the  magnificent  gift  of  $90,000,00    by 
our  late  lamented  Noah  Biggs.     So  the  Orphanage     is     now 
wartfh  >  $3 13,000.00,  and  is  doing  the  most  wonderful  work  of 
any  institution  of  its  kind  on  earth,  taking  poor,  helpless,  or- 
phan children,  many  of  whom  would  otherwise  have  been  mere 
waifs  and  a  menace  to  society,  and  helping  them  to  become 
excellent,  substantial  and  nearly  all  of  them  Christian  citizens. 
Who  can  estimate  a  life  saved  here  and  a  soul  saved  in  Heaven 
throughout   Eternity?     Therefore,   Brethren,   let   us  rally     to 
this  noble  work,  and,  if  need  be,  make  a  sacrifice,  and  enlarge 
our  gifts  till  the  indebtedness  is  met,  and  all  of  these  494  chil- 
dren are  earedfor.     Let  our     Sunday-schools     take     regular 
monthly  collections  for  the  Orphanage  and  let  every  Baptist 
in  North  Carolina  be  sure  to  make  a  generous   gift  at   Thanks- 
giving.     Let  us  again  urge  the  plan  of  giving  the  worth  of  one 
day's  work,  andmany  can  easily  give  more.     "Inasmuch  as  ye 
have  done  it  unto  one  of  these  little  ones  ye  have  done  it  unto

1  P.  M.— REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS:  For  three 
score  and  ten  years  the  Home  Mission  Board  has  been  the  very 
effective  agency  through  which  Southern  Baptists  have  been 
trying  to  give  the  gospel  in  its  simplicity  and  purity  to  the  35.- 
000,000  people  within  the  borders  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  Panama  Canal  Zone  and  Cuba.  While  the  achieve- 
ments of  the  Board  have  been  marvelous,  yet  the  Board  has 
scarcly  begun  the  gigantic  task  before  it.  Aside  from 
leavening  the  Christian  sentiment  of  the  South  with  a  purely 
New  Testament  church  doctrine,  there  are  still  more  than  18,- 
000,000  people  In  the  Southland  who  do  not  make  any  profes- 
sion of  religion  atall.  It  is  the  mission  of  Southern  Baptists 
through  the  Home  Board  and  its  cooperating  agencies  to  leav- 
en the  whole  lump  and  to  Christianize  the  unchristian  with 
in  this  territory.  Now,  how  is  it  trying  toaccomplish  the  task 
committed  to  its  hands?    It  has  divided  its  work  for  the  sake 


of  highest  efficiency  into  several  departments,   a  brief  outline 
of  which  we  shall  give.   First,  we  shall  mention  the  last  depart- 
ment added,  namely,  the  department  of  enlistment.    Of  the  25,- 
000  Baptist  churches  it  has    been    found    that    about    11,000 
are  missionary  in  name  but  not  in  spirit,  for  they  give  not  one 
cent  to  missions.  It  is  the  task  of  the  Department  of  Enlistment 
to  enlist  the  non-contributor  in  the  churches  that  are  giving 
and  to  arouse  a  missionary  interest  in  these  non  contributing 
churches.       This  department,  also,  is  encouraging  the  18,000 
of  these  churches  that  have  once  a  month  preaching  to  provide 
for  service  more  frequently,  as  they  grow  stronger.     Churches 
are  formed  into  fields  wherever  possible,  parsonages  built,  Sun- 
day-schools stimulated,  etc.     Second,  the  department  of  evan- 
gelism organized  in  1906.     Last  year  the  twenty-nine  evange- 
lists   reported    8,414    baptisms,     1,120     volunteers     for     the 
minsistry  and  mission  work  and  12,248    additions    to    church- 
es.   Third,  church  building:    There    are    within    the    bounds 
of     the     Convention      3,689      Baptist       churches       without 
houses    of    worship.        The    Convention    through    the    Home 
Board  is  raising   a   million   dollar   church  building    fund    to 
aid  these  weak  churches.     Fourth,  mountain  school  work :     In 
the  Appalachian  mountains  within  the  border  of  our  Conven- 
tion the  Board  is  fostering  thirty-four  schools  with  156  teach- 
ers and  5,218  pupils.     No  work  that  the  Board  is  doing  is  more 
far  reaching  in  its  effect  than  this.     Fifth,  Work  Among  For- 
eigners :    There  are  3,500,000  foreigners  within  the  borders  of 
the  Convention  now,  and  it  is  more  than  probable  that  larger 
numbers  will  come  as  soon  as  the  eastern  wars  become   history. 
300,000  of  these  foreigners  return  to  their  native  homes  an- 
nually.    We  lose  our  opportunity  if  we  do  not  give  them  the 
gospel  after  they  have  come  to  us.     Then  there  are  the  depart- 
ments of  co-operation  with  State  Mission  Boards.  District  As-' 
sociations,  work  among  the    Indians,    the    negroes    in    Cuba, 
the    Canal    Zone,    the    department    of    publicity,    etc.     Our 
Home  Board  has  the  distinction  of  being  by  far  the  most  suc- 
cessful Home  Mission  Board  in  America.     It  reported  38,000 
baptisms  by  its  workers  last  year.

This  work  has  been  the  means  of  estab- 
lishing churches  in  a  large  portion  of  the  towns  and  cities  of 
the  State,  as  well  as  many  in  the  country,  all  of  which  soon 
become  not  only  self  sustaining,  but  will  contribute  largely  to 
the  State  Mission  work. We  now  have  161  missionaries  em- 
ployed by  the  Board,  who  in  the  last  year  have  preached  11,- 
333  sermons,  have  been  the  means  in  the  hands  of  God  of  2  - 
726  conversions,  have  baptised  2,469  in  41  associations  and  or- 
ganized 5  churches.  So  we  see  that  it  is  a  wonderful  work, 
greatly  increasing  our  Baptist  hosts  and  bringing  into  the 
kingdom  of  our  Lord  thousands  of  souls  who  otherwise  would 
be  lost  to  all  eternity.

11:30  A.  M.— REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS:  The 
entire  world  needs  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  The  spirit  of 
missions  is  the  spirit  of  Christ.  No  missionary  program  is  com- 
plete until  it  reaches  the  whole  world.  It  is  true  the  first  com- 
mission the  Lord  gave  to  his  disciples  was  a  limited  one.  These 
twelve  Jesus  sent  forth  and  commanded    them,     saying    "Go 
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not  into  the  way  of  the  Gentiles,  and  into  any  city  of  the  Sa- 
maritans, enter  ye  not.     But  go  rather  to  the  lost  sheep  of  the 
house  of  Israel."  Mat.  10-5,  6.     But  after  his  crucifixion  and 
resurrection  and  before  his  ascension  he  gave  to  his  disciples 
a  broad  and  unlimited  commission,  and  said  to  them  "Go  ye 
into,  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature.'' 
Mark  16:15.    But  before  His  ascension  Christ  directed  Ms   dis- 
ciples to  go  to  Jerusalem  and  tarry  until  they  were  endued  with 
power  from  on  high.     Luke  24:49.     And  when  the  Holy  Ghost 
was  come  upon  them  they  were  to  be  witnesses  unto  Him,  both 
in  Jerusalem  and  in  Judea  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the  utter- 
most parts  of  the  earth.     Acts  1 :8.     So  under  the  broad  and 
unlimited  commission  given  by  Christ  to  the  disciples,  the   gos- 
pel of  Christ  has  been  preached  from  that  time  up  to  the  pres- 
ent time  in  various  parts  of  the  earth.     However,  the  South- 
ern Baptists  have  extended  their  operations  only  to  the  follow- 
ing countries:     1.      (Papal)  Argentina  ;  Brazil ;  Italy  and  Mex- 
ico.    2.      (Pagan)    Africa;  China  and  Japan.     In  the  Pagan 
countries  there  are  many  millions  of  people  who  have  had  the 
gospel  given  to  them  only  partially.     We  should  give  the  gos- 
pel to  them  in  its  entirety.     The  report  of  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  for  the  year  closing  May  1,  1914,  was  a  most  gratifying 
one.     The  report  shows  that  we  have  in  the  foreign  field  3S0 
churches;  278  foreign  missionaries,  of  whom  120  are  men  and 
158  women.    In  addition  to  these  there  are    151    ordained    na- 
tive missionaries,  and  284  unordained  native  helpers,  of  whom 
286  are  men  and  98  women.     The  total  membership  is  29,991 
and  there  were  5.252  baptisms.     The  number  of  baptisms  last 
year  Avas  the  largest  ever  reported  in  one  year.     The  Board  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  received  for  the  support  of  its 
work  last  year$587,458.17 .     This  lacks  $68  000  of  meeting  the 
expenditures  of  the  Board,  which  left  a  debt  of  that  amount. 
We  should  be  gratified  at  the  fine  showing  made  by  North  Car- 
olina Baptists   for   foreign   missions.      They  raised   $58,318.50, 
^oing  beyond  amount  apportioned,  which  was  $55  000.       The 
figure  fixed  for  this  year  for  the  North  Carolina  Baptists     is 
*60  000.     North   Carolina  has  22  missionaries  on  the   foreign 
field;  of  these  19  are  in  China;  2  in  Japan;  1  in  Mexico  and  I 
in  Argentina,    "Say  not  ye  there  are  four    months    and    then 
com'eth  harvest,     Behold  I  say  unto  you,  lift  up  your  eyes  and 
look  on  the  fields  for  they  are  white  already  to  harvest.'"'    And 
he  that  reapeth  receiveth  wages  and  gathereth  fruit  unto  life 
eternal,  that  both  he  that  soweth  and  he  that  reapeth  may  re- 
joice together."     John  4:35  36.

1:3d  P.    M. -REPORT   ON  EDUCATION:     The   cause   of 
Education  has  made  a  rapid  advancement  in  Wilkes  County 
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during  the  last  decade,  and  while  we  feel  profoundly  grateful 
to  God  for  His  blessings  upon  the  work  of  the   past  years   and 
are  duly  appreciative  of  the  hearty  cooperation  of  the  friendsof 
education  all  over  the  entire  County  who  rejoice  with  us  in  the 
gratifying  results  already  achieved,  still  we  desire  to  earnestly 
urge  the  people    every  where  to  continue  in  the  good  work  of 
endeavoring  to   eliminate   illiteracy   from   our   borders.      The 
story  of  the  progress  of  education  here    is    marvelous.      Since 
the  year  1900  the  value  of  school  property  in  the  County  has 
increased  from  $6,589  to  $119,161,  an  increase  of  over  1,800  per 
cent.     While  the  school  census  has  increased  only  1586  during 
this  period  the  enrollment  in  the  public  schools  has  grown  from 
6,233  ,to  9.636  a  gain  of  3,403.     The  average  daily  attendance 
has  grown  during  this  time  from  2,312  to  6,032,  a  gain  o£  3.- 
720.     The  number  studying  arithmetic  has  more  than  doubled. 
The  number  studying  language  and  grammar  has  more  than 
quadrupled.     The  number  studying  history  has  grown     from 
364  to  2  022,  and  so  on  through  the  course.     A  library  has  been 
placed  in  every  school,  both  white  and  colored,  in  the  County 
and  most  of  them  have  been  supplemented,  some  of  them  a  niira 
ber  of  times.     During  this  time  the  number  of  painted  houses 
has  grown  from  1  to  66,  the  number  of  houses  with  bells  from 
8  to  16,  the  number  of  houses  with  desks  from  14  to  139.     The 
system  recently  inaugurated  in  the  county  of  awards  of  honor 
and  certificates  of  merit  has  aided  much  in  bringing  the  child- 
ren into  the  school  and  in  holding  them  there.    And   last,   but 
not  least,  the  percentage  of  illiteracy  among  the  school  children 
has  decreased  from  13  per  cent  to  2  per  cent.     We  want  to 
recommend  our  associational  school,  Jit.  View,  to  all   our   boys 
and  girls  who  aim  to  take  the  high  school  course,  and  to  those 
wishing  to  enter  college  we  desire  to  commend  Wake  Forest 
and  Meredith.
